Purpose  and  History 

Cornell  University  Medical  College  has  as  its 
aim  excellence  in  Its  students,  who  are  chosen 
for  admission  with  the  expectation  that  they  will 
be  leaders  in  the  field  of  medicine.  It  encour- 
ages research  and  the  advancement  of  medical 
knowledge  not  only  as  an  end  in  itself  but  also 
because  science  is  the  most  important  under- 
pinning of  the  broad  knowledge  that  a  medical 
student  must  obtain  in  preparation  for  further 
graduate  study.  To  the  end  that  students  may 
become  leaders,  Cornell  strives  to  stimulate 
creativity  and  foster  independent  thought  and 
study.  That  they  may  develop  a  sense  of  social 
commitment,  it  attempts  to  expose  students  to 
real-life  responsibilities  in  a  variety  of  practice 
settings,  always  with  attention  to  the  optimal 
care  of  patients. 

Cornell  University  Medical  College  was  estab- 
lished on  April  14,  1898,  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Cornell  University.  Although  the 
University,  which  had  been  founded  in  1865,  was 
situated  in  Ithaca,  New  York,  the  Medical  Col- 
lege was  established  in  New  York  City  in  order 
to  take  advantage  of  the  clinical  teaching  oppor- 
tunities available  in  a  large  metropolitan  area. 
The  original  faculty  was  composed  of  a  group  of 
distinguished  professors  who  previously  had 
operated  a  teaching  institution  known  as  the 
Medical  College  Laboratory.  The  laboratory  was 
at  one  time  affiliated  with  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  New  York  University. 

The  trustees  of  Cornell  University  had  wanted  to 
form  a  medical  education  unit  at  various  times 
since  the  founding  of  the  University  and,  in  1898, 
the  generous  gifts  of  Colonel  Oliver  H.  Payne 
made  possible  the  establishment  of  the  Medical 
College.  Colonel  Payne,  who  provided  funds  for 
the  support  of  the  college  for  several  years,  later 
created  a  permanent  endowment  by  donating  a 
gift  of  more  than  $4  million  to  the  college. 

The  first  dean  of  the  Medical  College  was  Dr. 
William  Mecklenburg  Polk.  Among  the  early 
faculty  members  were  such  renowned  scientists 
as  Dr.  Lewis  A.  Stimson,  professor  of  surgery; 
Dr.  James  Ewing,  professor  of  pathology,  and 
Dr.  Graham  Lusk,  professor  of  physiology.  The 
college  has  been  well  known  from  the  time  of  its 
establishment  for  a  faculty  composed  of  per- 
sons distinguished  both  as  scientific  inves- 
tigators and  as  teachers. 


In  1900,  the  college  occupied  its  first  permanent 
headquarters  at  Twenty-eighth  Street  and  First 
Avenue.  In  1927,  the  college  entered  into  its 
first  formal  affiliation  with  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital. The  college  was  one  of  the  first  in  the 
country  to  admit  women  as  well  as  men.  It  was 
also  one  of  the  first  to  require  a  degree  from 
an  undergraduate  college  as  a  standard  for 
admission. 

The  Medical  College  moved  to  its  present  loca- 
tion in  1932,  which  marked  the  opening  of  The 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

Facilities  for  Instruction 
The  Medical  College 

Instruction  in  the  medical  sciences  is  conducted 
in  a  series  of  joined  buildings  along  York  Av- 
enue from  Sixty-eighth  to  Seventieth  Streets. 
The  entrance  to  the  Medical  College,  at  1300 
York  Avenue,  is  in  the  Samuel  J.  Wood  Library 
and  Research  Building.  The  main  reading  room, 
the  catalog  and  reference  sections,  and  the  area 
for  the  current  journals  of  the  library  are  on  the 
first  floor  of  this  building.  The  B  and  D  areas  of 
the  Medical  College  adjoin  the  Wood  Building 
on  the  north  and  south  sides.  Additional  re- 
search and  teaching  facilities,  as  well  as  the 
central  animal  care  laboratories,  are  located 
between  the  A  and  B  buildings  in  the  William 
Hale  Harkness  Medical  Research  Building.  The 
upper  floors  of  the  central  portion  of  the  Med- 
ical College  house  the  Departments  of  Micro- 
biology, Pathology,  Physiology  and  Biophysics, 
and  Public  Health,  along  with  the  research 
laboratories  for  several  of  the  clinical  de- 
partments. 

The  Department  of  Anatomy  is  in  the  Stavros  8. 
Niarchos  Medical  Research  Building  at  Seven- 
tieth Street  (Area  A),  and  the  building  at  the 
Sixty-eighth  Street  end  of  the  college  (Area  E) 
houses  the  Departments  of  Biochemistry  and 
Pharmacology.  The  central  buildings  of  the  col- 
lege are  joined  to  the  main  hospital  buildings 
on  each  of  the  seven  floors.  The  college  audi- 
torium, the  student  laboratories  and  lecture 
rooms  for  the  basic  science  departments,  and 
the  extensive  research  facilities  for  staff  and  stu- 
dents are  also  housed  in  the  buildings  along 
York  Avenue.

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'Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences 

The  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences,  one 
of  the  two  academic  units  on  Cornell's  New  York 
City  campus,  was  organized  in  1952  as  a  semi- 
autonomous  component  of  the  Graduate  School 
of  Cornell  University  and  is  responsible  for  ad- 
ministering all  advanced  general  degrees 
granted  for  study  in  residence  on  the  New  York 
City  campus.  The  school  is  composed  of  two 
divisions:  the  Medical  College  Division,  consist- 
ing of  faculty  members  principally  from  the 
basic  science  departments  of  the  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College,  and  the  Sloan-Kettering 
Division,  consisting  of  staff  members  from  the 
Sloan-Kettering  Institute  for  Cancer  Research. 

The  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences  cur- 
rently offers  graduate  programs  leading  to  the 
M.S.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  in  thirteen  fields:  bio- 
chemistry, biological  structure,  biophysics, 
biostatistics,  cell  biology,  experimental  ther- 
apeutics, genetics,  immunology,  microbiology, 
neurobiology  and  behavior,  pathology,  pharma- 
>■  cology  and  physiology.  These  programs  are 
^  ■  designed  for  students  interested  in  careers  in 
)  teaching  and  research  in  the  various  basic 
;  biomedical  sciences. 

All  of  the  facilities  of  the  Cornell  University  Med- 
ical College  and  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute 
for  Cancer  Research  are  available  to  graduate 
students.  Such  facilities  include,  in  addition  to 
well-equipped  classrooms  and  libraries,  unex- 
celled modern  laboratories  and  equipment  for 
research.  For  further  details,  refer  to  the  An- 
nouncement of  the  Graduate  School  of  Medical 
Sciences. 

The  New  York  Hospital 

The  New  York  Hospital,  the  first  in  the  city  and 
the  second  in  the  United  States,  was  founded  in 
1771  under  a  charter  by  King  George  III  of 
England.  The  hospital,  whose  buildings  are 
modified  Gothic  design,  extends  from  East  Sixty- 
eighth  Street  to  East  Seventy-first  Street,  be- 
tween York  Avenue  and  the  East  River,  a  site  it 
has  occupied  since  1932.  It  is  a  non-profit 
voluntary  hospital  maintained  by  The  Society  of 
The  New  York  Hospital.  It  has  cared  for  more 
than  five  million  patients  since  its  founding. 
The  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic,  an  in- 
tegral part  of  The  New  York  Hospital  complex, 
and  the  Westchester  Division  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  in  White  Plains,  New  York,  provide 
treatment  for  patients  with  mental  and  emotional 
illnesses.  The  New  York  Hospital  was  the  first 
hospital  in  the  United  States  to  care  for  the 
mentally  ill. 

Over  the  years,  three  hospitals  have  merged 
with  The  New  York  Hospital:  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital, the  Manhattan  Maternity  and  Dispensary 
and  the  New  York  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital. 

Since  1927,  the  hospital  has  been  formally 


affiliated  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
through  a  joint  agreement  between  The  Society 
of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell  University, 
which  established  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center.  The  agreement  joined 
the  facilities  of  the  two  institutions  and  provided 
for  cooperation  in  the  advancement  of  patient 
care,  medical  education  and  scientific  research. 

The  New  York  Hospital  has  a  total  complement 
of  1,096  beds,  plus  the  Westchester  Division 
which  has  a  complement  of  322  beds.  During 
1980,  36,391  patients  (including  3,549  newborn 
infants  and  1 ,201  inpatients  of  the  Payne  Whit- 
ney Psychiatric  Clinic)  received  323,472  days 
of  care  on  the  inpatient  services  of  The  New 
York  Hospital.  There  were  a  total  of  207,056 
visits  to  the  outpatient  department  (including 
special  programs). 

Clinical  instruction  is  given  in  twelve  separate 
departments  that  include  many  divisions  or 
subspecialties.  There  are  over  20  residency 
training  programs  offered  for  a  total  of  over  400 
residency  positions.  The  chairman  of  each  de- 
partment is  responsible  for  the  care  of  patients 
and  the  conduct  of  professional  services  in  the 
hospital.  The  chairman  is  also  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  corresponding  department  in  the 
Medical  College.  Every  clinical  department  is 
staffed  by  a  corps  of  salaried  faculty  members, 
including  the  chairman,  who  devote  their  full 
time  to  the  service  of  the  college  and  the  hos- 
pital. Other  members  of  the  faculty  devote  part 
of  their  time  to  private  practice. 


The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  maintained  by 
the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Ruptured  and  Crippled,  was  founded  in  1863  as 
the  first  institution  in  the  United  States  for  the 
treatment  of  orthopedic  conditions.  It  affiliated 
with  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center  in  1955  and  moved  to  its  present  location 
at  535  East  Seventieth  Street  in  1955.  The  hos- 
pital consists  of  a  modern  facility  containing 
200  beds,  caring  for  some  4,400  inpatients  a  year 
and  receiving  40,000  outpatient  visits  in  nine- 
teen subspecialty  clinics.  Twenty-eight  residents 
are  trained  in  a  three-year  or  four-year  program 
in  orthopedic  surgery.  The  hospital  maintains  a 
school  for  the  training  of  practical  nurses.  The 
hospital's  six  new  operating  rooms  are  fitted 
with  an  advanced  Laminar  Air  Flow  system 
especially  designed  for  orthopedic  surgery. 

The  Philip  D.  Wilson  Research  Foundation  was 
opened  in  1960  to  investigate  the  causes,  pre- 
vention, and  improvement  in  the  treatment  of 
orthopedic  and  rheumatic  diseases. 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  provides  the 
orthopedic  and  rheumatic  diseases  services  for 
The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center, 
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The  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center 

The  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center,  785  Mamar- 
oneck  Avenue,-  White  Plains,  New  York,  was 
founded  in  April  1915,  by  John  Masterson  Burke 
as  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  his  mother,  Wini- 
fred Masterson  Burke.  On  March  14,  1968,  the 
Burke  Center  became  affiliated  with  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

A  150-bed  rehabilitation  center  accredited  by 
the  Joint  Commission  of  Accreditation  of  Hos- 
pitals, the  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center  offers  a 
multidisciplinary  approach  to  the  rehabilitation 
phase  of  total  medical  care.  Since  the  primary 
objective  of  its  program  is  the  integration  of  the 
disabled  patient  into  the  community  as  a  re- 
sponsible individual  functioning  at  maximum 
potential,  the  center  offers  its  diagnostic,  eval- 
uative, and  treatment  services  to  those  of  all 
ages  who  have  need  for  medical  rehabilitative 
care. 

This  comprehensive  program  includes:  services 
of  physicians  trained  in  rehabilitation,  neurol- 
ogy, cardiology,  rheumatology,  pulmonary 
disease  and  internal  medicine  and  other  serv- 
ices such  as  nursing  care,  nutritional  research 
and  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  physical 
therapy,  speech  and  hearing  services,  psycho- 
logical and  psychiatric  services,  social  services 
and  vocational  evaluation  and  training. 

Among  the  research  and  study  programs  being 
conducted  at  the  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center 
are:  a  demonstration  research  program  in  nutri- 
tion and  metabolic  disease,  a  stroke  research 
study,  a  Parkinsonism  research  study,  a  cardio- 
pulmonary study,  and  socio-medical  studies. 

Manhattan  Eye,  Ear,  and  Throat 
Hospital 

One  of  the  world's  principal  centers  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disorders  of  sight, 
hearing,  and  speech,  Manhattan  Eye,  Ear,  and 
Throat  Hospital  became  affiliated  with  Cornell 
University  and  The  New  York  Hospital  in  1968. 
In  addition  to  its  programs  of  patient  care  and 
treatment,  a  new  150-bed  hospital  now  serves  as 
Cornell  University  Medical  College's  teaching 
facility  in  ophthalmology  and  otorhinolaryngol- 
ogy  and  as  a  patient  referral  center  for  those 
specialties.  Medical  teaching  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Medical  College  which,  along  with 
The  New  York  Hospital,  provides  a  wide  range 
of  consultative  and  other  services  not  ordinarily 
available  in  a  specialty  hospital. 

Memorial  Sloan-Kettering  Cancer 
Center 

This  comprehensive  cancer  center  includes 
Memorial  Hospital,  a  568-bed  tertiary  care 
clinical  unit,  and  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute 
for  Cancer  Research,  where  nearly  100  labora- 


tories are  dedicated  to  cancer-related  bio-  \ 
medical  investigation. 

The  hospital  originally  established  in  1884,  has 
been  affiliated  with  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  since  1914,  and  many  of  its  staff  hold 
appointments  at  the  College.  Sloan-Kettering 
staff  also  hold  joint  appointments  in  many  cases, 
either  in  the  Medical  College  or  in  the  Graduate 
School  of  Medical  Sciences,  which  offers  de- 
grees through  a  Sloan-Kettering  Division. 

The  facilities  of  the  Center  offer  unusual  oppor-  ' 
tunities  for  instruction  in  the  pathology,  diagno- 
sis, and  treatment  of  neoplastic  diseases. 

North  Shore  University  Hospital 

North  Shore  University  Hospital  is  a  680-bed, 
general  care,  voluntary  institution  in  Manhasset, 
Long  Island,  serving  heavily  populated  portions  ■ 
of  Nassau,  Suffolk,  and  Queens  Counties.  It  be-  ' 
came  formally  affiliated  with  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  in  1969. 

All  members  of  the  medical  staff  of  North  Shore  " 
University  Hospital  are  appointed  to  the  faculty  ' 
of  the  Medical  College  and  participate  in  its 
teaching  programs.  In  addition,  each  clinical 
service  has  a  staff  of  full-time  faculty  members  ' 
involved  in  research,  teaching,  and  clinical  ac- 
tivities. Through  outpatient  and  educational 
services,  emergency  facilities  and  outreach  i 
clinics,  and  an  extensive  home-care  hospice 
program.  North  Shore  University  Hospital's  com- 
munity-oriented program  provides  an  important 
experience  for  students  in  the  Medical  College. 
Opportunities  for  clinical  instruction  are  pro- 
vided in  medicine,  neurology,  surgery,  ophthal- 
mology, pediatrics,  pathology,  psychiatry, 
radiology,  and  obstetrics-gynecology  at  the 
second-,  third-,  and  fourth-year  student  levels. 
Since  1967,  joint  programs  of  internship,  resi- 
dency, and  fellowship  training  have  been  offeree 
in  conjunction  with  The  New  York  Hospital  and  . 
Memorial  Sloan-Kettering  Cancer  Center.  i 

The  Loomis  Laboratory 

The  original  Loomis  Laboratory,  which  was 
founded  in  1886  at  414  East  Twenty-sixth  Street, 
provided  research  and  teaching  facilities  for 
Cornell  faculty  members  before  the  Medical 
College  was  moved  to  its  present  location.  A 
teaching  laboratory  in  the  Department  of  Path- 
ology is  named  the  Loomis  Laboratory  in  recog- 
nition of  the  earlier  institution.

The  Russell  Sage  Institute  of 
Pathology  ! 

The  Russell  Sage  Institute  of  Pathology  became 
associated  with  the  Medical  College  in  1912,  i 
and  moved  its  laboratories  to  the  Medical  Col-  • 
lege  in  1932.  Since  1976,  by  agreement  with  the  : 
Russell  Sage  Foundation,  its  endowment  has  i 
been  administered  by  Cornell  University.  The 
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institute  has  long  supported  research  in  metab- 
olism and  more  recently  work  in  genetics  and 
human  ecology.  The  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Medicine  is  the  scientific  director  of  the 
institute. 


Libraries 

Samuel  J.  Wood  Library 

The  main  library  of  the  Medical  College  is  lo- 
cated on  the  first  floor  of  the  Samuel  J.  Wood 
Library  and  Research  Building,  to  the  right  of  the 
1300  York  Avenue  entrance  at  Sixty-ninth  Street. 

Eighteen  hundred  current  journals  are  received 
and  the  total  collection  has  reached  more  than 
100,000  volumes.  Participation  in  communica- 
tion and  library  netv/orks  enables  the  library  to 
produce  needed  items  quickly. 

The  library  is  equipped  with  a  communications 
terminal  linked  to  a  computer  to  search  a  wide 
spectrum  of  data  bases,  which  includes  the 
medical  literature.  The  Information  and  Ref- 
erence Department  receives  requests  for  these 
searches.  Typing  facilities,  duplicating  services 
and,  most  importantly,  a  staff  willing  to  help  are 
also  available. 

The  Cornell  Media  Consortium  provides  mate- 
rials and  consultation  services  in  self  instruc- 
tion. Films  are  obtained  by  the  Circulation  and 
Document  Delivery  Department  and  an  in-house 
collection  of  audiovisual  materials  is  available. 

The  Audiovisual  Services  Department  provides 
projection  equipment  and  services  and  room 
reservations  for  meetings  and  conferences. 

The  library  is  open  during  the  week  from  7:00 
a.m.  until  midnight,  on  Saturdays  from  9:00  a.m. 
until  8:00  p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  from  noon  until 
midnight.  The  library  is  closed  on  Christmas, 
New  Year's  Day,  and  other  holidays,  and  special 
schedules  are  announced. 

Department  Libraries 

Several  departments  also  have  libraries  housing 
journals  and  books  pertaining  to  specific  areas. 
These  collections,  photocopies  of  materials 
from  other  libraries,  including  the  National  Li- 
brary of  Medicine  and  all  major  medical  and 
academic  libraries  in  the  United  States,  supple- 
ment the  holdings  of  the  main  library. 

The  Oskar  Diethelm  Historical  Library 

Begun  in  1936,  the  Oskar  Diethelm  Historical 
Library  has  grown  to  be  an  excellent  collection 
of  nearly  ten  thousand  original  works  published 
before  1920  relating  to  the  history  of  psychiatry 
and  allied  subjects.  Together  with  a  modern  ref- 
erence collection,  the  library  serves  as  the  cen- 
ter of  research  and  training  activities  of  the 
section  on  the  history  of  psychiatry  and  the  be- 
havioral sciences  in  the  Department  of 
Psychiatry. 


Medical  Archives 

Established  in  1974,  the  Medical  Archives  of  The 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  oc- 
cupies the  whole  of  the  twenty-fifth  floor  of  The 
New  York  Hospital.  It  collects,  organizes,  pre- 
serves and  makes  available  the  official  papers  of 
the  Center  and  its  antecedent  institutions.  The 
collection  includes  the  personal  papers  of  per- 
sons connected  with  the  Center,  photographs, 
other  visual  materials,  antique  instruments  and 
apparatus  developed  at  the  Center.  The  Archives 
is  open  weekdays  from  9:00  a.m.  until  5:00  p.m. 
and  by  appointment. 

Library  Funds 

The  Dr.  Henry  Ashley  Carr  Fund  was  endowed  by 
a  gift  from  Dr.  George  A.  Falk  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Henry  Ashley  Carr.  The  income  is  to  be  used  for 
the  purchase  of  books  and  periodicals,  when- 
ever possible  in  the  field  of  cardiology. 

The  Carnesale  Memorial  Fund  was  established 
through  a  gift  from  Dr.  Peter  L.  Carnesale  in 
memory  of  Gaetano  Carnesale.  The  income  from 
the  endowment  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase 
of  books  and  periodicals. 

The  Griffis  Endowment  Fund  was  endowed  by  a 
generous  gift  in  1953  from  Stanton  Griffis  and 
his  family.  The  income  is  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  periodicals  and  similar 
publications. 

Dorothy  and  Marty  Silverman  Fund.    This  gen- 
erous and  timely  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Silverman 
in  1980  has  enabled  the  Medical  College  Library 
to  continue  the  Cornell  Media  Consortium 
service. 

The  Loeb  Fund.    This  generous  and  timely  gift 
given  by  Mrs.  John  L.  Loeb  in  1980  has  enabled 
the  Medical  College  to  continue  the  Cornell 
Media  Consortium  service. 

The  Nella  Foundation  Fund  was  established  by  a 
generous  gift  from  Mr.  Allen  Fischbach  to  be 
used  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  library. 

Admissions 
Requirements 

In  defining  the  qualifications  for  admission,  the 
faculty  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
attaches  particular  importance  to  the  liberal  and 
general  education  implied  by  the  acquisition  of 
a  college  degree.  Although  most  applicants  to 
the  Medical  College  will  have  completed  four 
years  of  college,  possession  of  an  undergrad- 
uate degree  is  not  a  requirement  of  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  Cor- 
nell University.  Applications  will  be  seriously 
and  carefully  considered  from  students  who 
have  completed  only  three  years  of  undergrad- 
uate work  and  whose  personal,  educational,  and 
social  maturation  seem  to  warrant  earlier  admis- 
sion to  the  study  of  medicine.  Some  of  these 
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applicants  may  be  able  to  satisfy  the  require- 
ments for  a  baccalaureate  degree  in  their 
colleges  by  successfully  completing  the  first 
year  of  medical  school. 

The  basic  premedical  requirements  that  all  stu- 
dents must  fulfill  in  order  to  qualify  for  admis- 
sion to  the  study  of  medicine  in  New  York  State 
are  published  in  the  Regulations  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education.  In  conformity  with  these 
regulations,  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
requires  for  admission  the  satisfactory  com- 
pletion of  at  least  six  semester  credit  hours  in 
each  of  the  following  subjects:  English,  physics, 
biology  or  zoology,  general  chemistry,  and 
organic  chemistry.  Although  these  requirements 
form  the  basis  of  eligibility  for  admission  to  the 
medical  course,  they  should  be  considered  as 
representing  an  irreducible  minimum. 

A  sound  preparation  in  biology,  chemistry,  and 
physics  is  essential  for  a  student  planning  to 
study  medicine,  and  course  work  in  the  be- 
havioral sciences  is  becoming  increasingly 
important.  A  student  not  majoring  in  one  of  the 
sciences  should  realize  that  a  thorough  basic 
training  in  the  concepts  and  methods  of  science 
can  only  be  acquired  through  rigorous  labora- 
tory experience.  A  science  major,  on  the  other 
hand,  should  not  overlook  the  broad  educational 
value  of  study  in  the  humanities  and  social  sci- 
ences. In  planning  premedical  work,  students 
are  advised  to  elect  subjects  that  will  lay  a 
broad  foundation  for  medica!  study  rather  than 
to  anticipate  courses  required  in  the  medical 
curriculum. 

Selection 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  of  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  each  year  selects  a  class 
of  about  one  hundred  students  from  over  7,000 
applicants.  In  doing  so,  the  committee's  goal  is 
to  accept  the  students  they  feel  are  best  pre- 
pared to  provide  future  leadership  in  the  field  of 
medicine.  Each  year  the  Medical  College  re- 
ceives applications  from  many  more  candidates 
meeting  the  basic  qualifications  for  the  study  of 
medicine  than  it  can  possibly  accept.  Thus,  in 
addition  to  consideration  of  objective  criteria, 
the  evaluation  of  candidates  also  involves  sub- 
jective judgments  including  an  assessment  of 
their  motivation,  maturity,  stability,  and  other 
factors  deemed  by  the  faculty  to  be  essential 
to  the  making  of  an  effective  and  competent 
physician. 

In  order  to  be  seriously  considered  for  admis- 
sion, candidates  must  demonstrate  superior 
academic  accomplishment  at  the  undergraduate 
level,  including  completion  of  required  course 
work.  In  addition,  they  must  be  of  good  moral 
character  and  possess  the  requisite  sensory, 
cognitive,  motor  and  organizational  skills,  in- 
cluding the  ability  to  synthesize  and  apply 
knowledge,  necessary  to  master  the  entire  med- 


ical college  curriculum.  Cornell  attempts  to 
maintain  a  heterogeneous  student  body  by 
selecting  well-qualified  students  from  diverse 
geographic,  academic,  and  racial  backgrounds. 
The  number  of  students  from  any  one  college, 
region,  race,  or  sex  may  thus  vary  from  year  to 
year.  Well-motivated  students  from  particularly 
adverse  economic  or  social  backgrounds  who 
have  had  substandard  educational  opportunities 
are  also  admitted. 

It  is  the  policy  of  Cornell  University  actively  to 
support  equality  of  educational  and  employment 
opportunity.  No  person  shall  be  denied  admis- 
sion to  any  educational  program  or  activity  or 
be  denied  employment  on  the  basis  of  any 
legally  prohibited  discrimination  involving,  but 
not  limited  to,  such  factors  as  race,  color,  creed, 
religion,  national  or  ethnic  origin,  sex,  age,  or 
handicap.  The  University  is  committed  to  the 
maintenance  of  affirmative  action  programs 
which  will  assure  the  continuation  of  such 
equality  of  opportunity. 

All  policies  regarding  admissions,  employment, 
and  educational  programs  and  activities  are 
established  and  administered  in  conformity  with 
the  Education  Practices  Act  of  New  York  as  well 
as  state  and  federal  civil  rights  laws,  specifically 
including  Title  IX  of  the  Education  Amendments 
Act  of  1972,  and  regulations  thereunder,  pro- 
hibiting practices  or  policies  in  admissions, 
educational  programs,  or  employment  that  are 
in  any  way  discriminatory  on  the  basis  of  sex. 

Application 

Application  to  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege can  be  made  only  through  the  American 
Medical  College  Application  Service  (AMCAS) 
application  process:  American  Medical  College 
Application  Service,  Suite  301,  1776  Massa- 
chusetts Avenue,  N.W.,  Washington,  D.C.  20036. 
AMCAS  is  the  sole  distributor  of  application 
forms  and  instructions.  These  are  obtained  by 
forwarding  an  appflcation  request  card  to 
AMCAS.  Request  cards  are  available  from  pre- 
medical advisers  and  from  medical  schools. 
Upon  receipt  of  the  AMCAS  application  by  Cor- 
nell, additional  information  will  be  requested 
and  instructions  will  be  given  about  submission 
of  letters  of  evaluation.  The  evaluation  of  a  pre- 
medical advisory  committee  is  preferred.  If  this 
is  not  available,  two  letters  of  evaluation  from 
members  of  the  undergraduate  science  faculty 
of  the  applicant's  college,  well  acquainted  with 
the  student,  may  be  substituted.  After  receipt 
of  the  supplementary  information,  the  letters  of 
evaluation,  and  the  $40  application  fee,  the 
Committee  on  Admissions  will  review  carefully 
the  completed  application  and  will  select  stu- 
dents for  personal  interviews.  The  fee  can  be 
waived  for  financial  reasons  for  those  applicants 
who  are  eligible  for  AMCAS  fee  waivers. 

From  among  the  large  number  of  applicants,  the 
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committee  selects  for  personal  interviews  those 
students  under  serious  consideration.  Only 
rarely  are  students  accepted  by  the  Medical 
College  without  a  personal  interview. 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  does  not  require 
an  applicant  to  take  the  Medical  College  Admis- 
sion Test  (MCAT)  but  will  review  the  scores  if 
the  examination  has  been  taken. 

The  committee  will  notify  applicants  of  its  deci- 
sions after  February  15.  If  the  committee  takes 
:  favorable  action,  a  letter  of  acceptance  is  for- 
I  warded  to  the  applicant  who  has  two  weeks  to: 
•  (1)  hold  a  place  in  the  class  in  order  to  make  a 
decision  at  a  later  date;  or  (2)  accept  a  place  in 
the  class  by  sending  a  deposit  of  $100.  This  de- 
posit is  deductible  from  the  first  tuition  payment. 

Advanced  Standing 

When  vacancies  occur  in  the  second-  or  third- 
year  classes,  students  may  be  admitted  with 
advanced  standing.  Only  those  students  who 
have  completed  and  passed  examinations  in 
their  basic  science  course  work  as  matriculated 
medical  students  in  an  accredited  United 
States  medical  school  are  eligible  for  considera- 
tion for  transfer  to  Cornell  University  Medical 
College.  Applications  for  a  place  in  the  second- 
or  third-year  class  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Office  of  Admissions,  445  East  Sixty-ninth  Street, 
New  York,  New  York  10021 ,  in  January  of  the 
year  for  which  admission  is  sought. 

Applicants  who  are  accepted  are  required  to 
make  a  deposit  of  $100,  which  is  deductible 
from  the  first  tuition  payment.  Candidates  seek- 
ing admission  with  advanced  standing  must 
furnish  evidence  of  having  completed  satisfac- 
torily, in  an  accredited  medical  school,  all  of  the 
work  required  of  students  in  the  class  they  want 
to  enter.  Applicants  must  also  have  submitted 
two  letters  of  evaluation  from  their  medical 
school  faculty,  as  well  as  a  certificate  of  good 
academic  standing  from  the  medical  school,  or 
schools,  they  attended.  In  addition,  these  candi- 
dates must  have  fulfilled  the  requirements  for 
admission  to  the  first-year  class  at  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College.  They  may  be  required 
to  take  examinations  in  any  of  the  medical 
school  courses  taken  in  another  school.  Appli- 
cants for  transfer  into  the  third-year  class  must 
also  pass  all  seven  sections  of  the  Part  I  ex- 
amination of  the  National  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners. 

Special  Students 

Special  students  are  those  students  who  are 
permitted  to  take  required  courses  at  the  Med- 
ical College  or  the  Graduate  School  of  Medical 
Sciences,  but  who  are  not  degree  candidates  in 
either  school.  Generally  the  courses  taken  at 
Cornell  must  be  essential  to  their  degree  pro- 
gram, as  certified  by  the  institutions  at  which 
they  are  candidates.  Enrollment  as  a  special 


student  is  not  intended  as  preparation  for  ad- 
mission to  degree  programs  at  Cornell  or 
elsewhere.  Special  students  are  accepted  only 
with  the  approval  of  the  head  of  the  department 
in  which  they  will  study  and  must  demonstrate 
special  qualifications  in  terms  of  preparation 
and  ability.  They  must  register  with  the  Office  of 
Academic  Programs,  Room  C-118,  and  pay  all 
tuition  and  fees  before  being  permitted  to  attend 
classes  or  laboratories.  There  is  a  registration 
fee  of  $25.  A  tuition  schedule  for  courses  is 
available  through  the  Office  of  Academic  Pro- 
grams. No  more  than  two  required  courses  of 
the  medical  curriculum  may  be  taken  in  a  given 
academic  year. 

Visiting  Students 

Visiting  students  are  candidates  for  the  M.D. 
degree  at  other  medical  schools  who  have  a 
need  in  their  degree  programs  to  take  elective 
courses  offered  by  Cornell  University  Medical 
College.  Registration  and  attendance  in  any 
elective  course  is  through  application  to  the 
Office  of  Academic  Programs  with  certification 
by  the  dean  of  the  parent  school  where  the  stu- 
dent will  be  given  credit  for  the  course,  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  sponsor  of  the  elective 
course.  A  visiting  student  may  enroll  in  no  more 
than  ten  weeks  of  elective  courses  during  any 
academic  year.  Adequate  malpractice  insurance 
covering  the  student's  activities  while  in  attend- 
ance at  Cornell  University  Medical  College  must 
be  provided  by  the  parent  medical  school.  No 
tuition  will  be  charged  by  Cornell  University 
Medical  College. 

Auditing  Students 

Auditing  students  are  individuals  who  attend 
lecture  courses  at  the  discretion  of,  and  with  the 
permission  of  the  department  chairman.  No 
courses  offered  by  clinical  departments  may  be 
audited.  No  records  will  be  maintained  and  no 
credit  will  be  given  to  students  who  audit 
courses.  Auditing  students  will  not  be  permitted 
to  take  final  examinations.  Conversion  from  the 
status  of  an  auditing  student  to  that  of  special  or 
visiting  student  will  not  be  permitted  unless  the 
request  for  conversion  is  made  by  the  end  of 
the  second  week  of  the  course  and  the  require- 
ments of  the  requested  status  are  met. 

Exchange  Students 

Exchange  students  are  candidates  for  the  M.D. 
degree  at  medical  schools  outside  the  United 
States  that  have  formal  student  exchange  pro- 
grams with  Cornell  University  Medical  College. 
Those  students  are  selected  by  the  faculty  of 
their  medical  school  to  participate  in  the  pro- 
gram and  their  credentials  are  submitted  for 
approval  to  the  Office  of  Academic  Programs  at 
Cornell.  Exchange  students  must  have  com- 
pleted their  major  clinical  education  before  they 
seek  further  experience  in  clinical  medicine, 
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basic  science,  or  clinical  research  at  Cornell 
University  Medical  College.  Students  participate 
for  a  maximum  of  six  months.  Upon  completion 
of  this  educatio'nal  experience  at  Cornell,  a  fac- 
ulty evaluation  of  the  student's  performance  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  student's  medical  school. 
Matters  such  as  malpractice  and  health  insur- 
ance coverage,  tuition,  and  housing  are  covered 
by  special  arrangements  with  the  foreign  med- 
ical school.  Such  agreements  provide  for  similar 
educational  opportunities  for  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  students  at  the  foreign  med- 
ical school. 

Educational  Policies  and 
Plan  of  Instruction 

The  Medical  College  is  divided  into  seventeen 
departments.  Seven  of  the  departments  are  con- 
cerned primarily  with  the  sciences  underlying 
clinical  medicine;  they  are  the  Departments  of 
Anatomy,  Biochemistry,  Microbiology,  Pathol- 
ogy, Pharmacology,  Physiology  and  Biophysics, 
and  Public  Health.  Ten  departments  have  as 
their  major  function  the  study,  treatment  and 
prevention  of  human  diseases,  and  maternity 
care;  they  are  the  Departments  of  Anesthesiol- 
ogy, Medicine,  Neurology,  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology, Ophthalmology,  Otorhinolaryngology, 
Pediatrics,  Psychiatry,  Radiology,  and  Surgery. 

Responsibility  for  the  educational  policies  of  the 
Medical  College  is  shared  by  the  Executive 
Faculty  Council,  consisting  of  the  academic 
administrative  officers  and  the  chairpersons  of 
those  departments  with  major  teaching  com- 
mitments to  medical  students,  and  the  General 
Faculty  Council  composed  of  elected  faculty 
representatives  from  all  departments  of  the 
Medical  College.  The  Medical  Student  Executive 
Committee  consists  of  elected  representatives 
from  each  of  the  four  classes  of  medical  stu- 
dents and  serves  as  a  forum  for  student  opinion 
and  for  communication  between  faculty  and 
students. 

Every  department  offers  courses  that  must  be 
completed  by  each  student  before  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  is  conferred  by  Cornell  Uni- 
versity. The  courses  are  arranged  in  their  se- 
quence and  duration  to  develop  logically  the 
knowledge  and  training  of  students  and  to  build 
up  gradually  the  requirements  needed  for  grad- 
uation with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

In  order  to  fulfill  its  responsibility  and  desire  to 
continue  and  further  the  high  standards  and 
excellence  of  the  academic  programs  at  Cornell, 
the  faculty  reserves  the  right  to  make  changes 
in  the  curriculum  at  any  time. 

The  various  departments  also  offer  courses  and 
opportunities  for  special  study  open  to  regular 
medical  students,  to  candidates  for  advanced 
degrees  in  the  Graduate  School  of  Cornell 
University,  and  to  qualified  advanced  students 


of  medicine  who  are  not  candidates  for  degrees. 

Medical  knowledge  is  so  extensive  that  only  a 
small  part  of  that  needed  for  a  successful  career 
in  medicine  can  be  acquired  during  the  time 
devoted  to  medical  study  in  the  Medical  College 
curriculum.  The  time  devoted  by  the  prospective 
physician  to  preparation  for  the  practice  of 
medicine  includes  at  least  one  year,  and  often 
many  more  years,  of  graduate  medical  education 
as  intern  or  resident  in  a  hospital,  either  in  clin- 
ical or  laboratory  work  or  both.  The  required 
period  of  study  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  extends  over  four  academic  years  of  at 
least  thirty-three  weeks  each. 

As  medical  science  and  medical  practice  may 
be  pursued  in  a  variety  of  ways,  it  is  the  policy  of 
the  college  to  encourage  the  student  to  vary 
his  or  her  course  of  study  according  to  special 
interests  and  particular  talents  as  far  as  is  con- 
sistent with  meeting  the  requirements  for  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

A  thesis  is  not  a  requirement  for  graduation,  but 
students  are  encouraged  to  engage  in  individual 
work,  as  time  permits,  with  the  hope  that  they 
may  accomplish  results  worthy  of  publication.  It 
is  desirable,  therefore,  for  some  students  to 
devote  time  to  a  single  subject  in  which  they 
have  a  special  interest.  The  development  of 
great  technical  proficiency  in  the  various  fields 
of  clinical  medicine  is  not  expected  during  the 
regular  medical  course  but  must  await  adequate 
training  after  graduation. 

First-Year  Curriculum 

The  first  year  of  study  is  devoted  to  anatomy, 
biochemistry,  physiology,  neurosciences,  psy- 
chiatry, and  introductory  medicine,  including 
the  basic  elements  of  physical  examination,  in- 
terviewing techniques,  and  the  sociological 
determinants  of  disease.  Clinical  conferences 
are  presented  in  these  courses  to  illustrate  the 
application  of  the  basic  sciences  to  clinical 
medicine.  A  series  of  weekly  interdisciplinary 
sessions  explores  a  wide  range  of  medical 
topics,  again  emphasizing  the  interrelationships 
of  the  basic  sciences  to  each  other  and  to 
clinical  medicine. 

Second-Year  Curriculum 

In  the  second  year,  the  basic  sciences  of  micro- 
biology, pharmacology,  and  pathology  are 
completed  and  the  full-time  clinical  curriculum 
is  begun  with  physical  diagnosis,  neurology, 
psychiatry,  and  public  health.  Weekly  clinical 
pathological  conferences  serve  as  a  continuing 
point  of  integration  of  the  basic  and  clinical 
sciences. 

Summers 

In  addition  to  scheduled  time  for  electives  dur- 
ing the  first  two  years,  the  summers  following 
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the  first  and  second  years  are  free  and  may  be 
used  to  acquire  or  to  further  experience  in 
investigative  work,  if  a  student  wishes. 

Third-Year  Curriculum 

Clerkships  of  four  to  twelve  weeks'  duration,  in 
the  forty-eight  week  (September  through  August) 
third-year  curriculum,  provide  a  sound  basic 
introduction  to  all  the  major  clinical  fields.  When 
students  have  completed  this  clinical  core  cur- 
riculum, they  are  sufficiently  acquainted  with 
the  various  clinical  specialties  to  have  identified 
their  primary  areas  of  interest,  both  in  the  clin- 
ical and  basic  science  fields.  Accordingly,  they 
are  prepared  to  plan  an  educational  program 
for  their  final  medical  school  year  that  is  best 
suited  to  their  interests  and  needs. 

In  the  spring  of  the  third  year,  each  student 
chooses  a  senior  faculty  member  as  an  adviser 
to  help  in  planning  the  fourth-year  program. 
Numerous  elective  opportunities  available  in  the 
Cornell  Medical  Center  are  described  in  the 
Catalog  of  Electives.  Other  electives  in  the  Cen- 
ter or  in  other  educational  institutions  may  be 
arranged  with  the  approval  of  the  student's 
elective  adviser. 


Fourth-Year  Curriculum 

The  fourth  year  is  a  time  when  students  can 
correlate  the  preceding  experiences  of  medical 
school,  begin  to  function  effectively  in  the  physi- 
cian's role,  and  sharpen  their  clinical  skills  in 
preparation  for  residency  training.  Presently  at 
Cornell,  the  fourth-year  curriculum  is  largely 
elective  and  students  have  latitude  in  choosing 
their  own  programs.  Under  consideration  is  a 
curriculum  that  will  provide  for  each  student 
a  "sub-internship,"  substantial  longitudinal  ex- 
periences in  the  Outpatient  Department  and 
opportunities  for  basic  research  or  clinical  in- 
vestigation in  addition  to  a  number  of  elective 
choices. 


Summer  Fellowships 

Several  fellowships  are  available  for  selected 
students  who  wish  to  participate  in  investigative 
work  during  the  summers  following  the  first  and 
second  years. 

One-Year  Research  Fellowships 

Any  student  seriously  interested  in  investigative 
work  in  the  basic  or  clinical  medical  sciences 
may  apply  for  a  year's  leave  of  absence  to  pur- 
sue research  in  the  field  of  choice.  Such 
research  opportunities  are  available  in  all  de- 
partments of  the  Medical  College.  A  leave  will 
be  considered  for  investigative  work  in  other 
institutions.  In  general,  it  is  most  convenient  to 


take  the  leave  between  the  second  and  third 
years,  but  it  may  be  considered  at  other  times  in 
the  medical  course. 


Coordinated  M.D.-Ph.D.  Programs 

For  students  interested  in  teaching  and  research 
careers  in  the  basic  biomedical  sciences  or  in 
clinical  medicine,  two  combined  M.D.-Ph.D.  pro- 
grams are  offered  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College. 

1.  One  M.D.-Ph.D.  program  is  coordinated  be- 
tween Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
the  Cornell  University  Graduate  School  of 
Medical  Sciences,  and  is  described  in  the  An- 
nouncement of  the  Graduate  School  of  Medical 
Sciences.  Graduate  programs  are  offered  in  the 
fields  of  biochemistry,  biological  structure  and 
cell  biology,  biostatistics,  biophysics,  genetics, 
immunology,  microbiology,  molecular  biology, 
neurobiology  and  behavior,  pathology,  pharma- 
cology, and  physiology.  Students  in  this  pro- 
gram work  under  the  supervision  of  faculty 
members  at  the  Medical  College  and  the  Sloan- 
Kettering  Institute  for  Cancer  Research.  This 
intramural  M.D.-Ph.D.  program  can  be  entered 
at  any  time  by  matriculated  Cornell  medical 
students  or  by  resident  physicians  on  the  house 
staffs  of  hospitals  affiliated  with  the  Medical 
College. 

2.  The  second  M.D.-Ph.D.  program  is  coor- 
dinated between  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  and  the  adjacent  Rockefeller  University 
and  is  described  fully  in  a  special  announce- 
ment of  this  program.  Students  in  this  program 
pursue  their  medical  education  at  Cornell  and 
their  graduate  education  in  the  many  areas  of 
study  available  at  Rockefeller  University,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Rockefeller  faculty.  Students 
completing  this  program  receive  an  M.D.  degree 
from  Cornell  University  and  a  Ph.D.  degree  from 
Rockefeller  University.  Applicants  to  this  pro- 
gram must  be  accepted  by  the  Cornell-Rockefel- 
ler Committee  in  the  spring  of  the  year  of  joint 
matriculation.  In  addition  to  the  AMCAS  applica- 
tion form,  applicants  to  this  program  must  also 
file  a  special  application  form  that  may  be  ob- 
tained by  writing  to:  Rockefeller  University,  York 
Avenue  and  East  Sixty-sixth  Street,  New  York, 
New  York  10021. 

In  selecting  between  these  two  programs,  an 
applicant  should  carefully  survey  the  different 
areas  of  graduate  study  offered  by  the  Cornell 
University  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences 
and  Rockefeller  University  and  then  select  the 
program  most  consistent  with  his  or  her  re- 
search and  career  goals.  Both  coordinated 
programs  are  normally  expected  to  require 
about  six  calendar  years  of  study.  Questions 
about  these  programs  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Office  of  Admissions,  Cornell  University 
Medical  College,  445  East  Sixty-ninth  Street, 
New  York,  New  York  10021. 
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Summer  Fellowship  Program  for 
Minority  Students 

A  summer  fellow,ship  program  for  minority-group 
premedical  students  has  the  specific  aims  of 
increasing  the  number  of  minority-group  stu- 
dents in  medical  schools  and  of  increasing  their 
awareness  of  the  great  variety  in  medical  career 
opportunities.  Premedical  students  who  have 
completed  their  junior  year  spend  ten  weeks  as 
summer  fellows  at  the  Medical  Center. 

Fellows  work  three  days  a  week  at  a  variety  of 
research  activities  with  sponsors  who  are  fac- 
ulty members  from  different  departments.  The 
students  in  this  program  are  often  involved 
jointly  with  medical  students  who  hold  similar 
fellowships.  Two  mornings  a  week  are  devoted 
to  a  specially  designed  course  in  cardiovascular 
physiology.  The  afternoons  of  these  days  are 
used  for  a  series  of  discussions  about  health 
problems  of  various  communities,  and  visits  to  a 
neighborhood  health  center  program. 

Information  regarding  applications  for  fellow- 
ships and  all  other  aspects  of  minority-group 
admissions  can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  Bruce 
L.  Ballard,  M.D.,  Associate  Dean,  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College.  Application  should  be 
made  early  in  the  junior  year,  and  not  later 
than  April  1. 


Advancement  and  Graduation 

Qualifications  for  admission,  advancement,  and 
graduation.    The  evaluation  of  individuals  for 
admission  and  advancement  involves  both  ob- 
jective criteria  and  subjective  judgments.  In 
order  to  be  considered  for  admission,  subse- 
quent advancement,  and  graduation,  individuals 
must  have  satisfactorily  completed  all  required 
undergraduate  and  Medical  College  course 
work;  must  demonstrate  motivation,  maturity, 
stability,  sound  judgment,  a  sense  of  responsi- 
bility, and  good  moral  character;  must  evidence 
cognitive,  motor,  and  organizational  skills; 
sensory  perception,  ability  to  synthesize  and 
apply  knowledge,  and  possess  such  other  at- 
tributes as  the  faculty  deems  to  be  essential  to 
the  making  of  a  safe  and  effective  physician. 

Dismissal.    Students  are  subject  to  dismissal 
for  the  following  reasons:  (1)  failure  to  pass 
required  course  work  or  to  remedy  failures  as 
provided  in  the  Guidelines  for  Promotion  and 
Graduation;  (2)  violation  of  the  Code  of  Profes- 
sional Conduct;  (3)  a  determination  by  the 
faculty,  after  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  of 
failure  to  meet  the  standards  of  fitness  for 
medicine  set  forth  above. 

Graduation.    The  award  of  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  attests  to  the  individual's  successful 
completion  of  the  curriculum  and  prima  facie 
ability  to  practice  the  profession  effectively  and 
skillfully.  The  faculty  does  not  believe  that  the 


degree  can  or  should  be  awarded  subject  to  any 
qualifications  or  to  any  modifications  or  restric-  ■ 
tions  whatsoever.  The  faculty  reserves  the  right 
to  withhold  the  granting  of  a  degree  to  any  per-  i 
son  whose  ability  to  practice  medicine  safely 
and  effectively  is  impaired. 

The  curriculum  of  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  is  divided  into  four  successive  academic 
years,  each  year  building  on  the  subject  material 
of  preceding  years.  A  student  must  successfully 
complete  all  of  the  course  work  of  one  academic 
year  before  being  approved  for  promotion  to 
the  next  year. 

At  the  end  of  each  academic  term,  a  student's 
performance  in  all  required  and  elective  courses 
is  evaluated  and  recorded.  A  student's  final 
rating  in  a  course  is  determined  by  the  ap- 
propriate department  after  evaluation  of  the  stu-  ! 
dent's  performance  in  all  aspects  of  the  course 
work,  including  the  results  of  examinations. 

At  the  end  of  each  academic  year,  a  student's 
final  rating  is  based  on  the  results  of  evalua- 
tions in  all  of  the  courses  in  the  curriculum  of 
that  year.  These  final  ratings  are  reviewed  by  the 
Committee  on  Promotion  and  Graduation  and 
are  submitted  to  the  Faculty  Councils  for  final 
approval.  Guidelines  for  the  Committee  on  Pro- 
motion and  Graduation  have  been  established 
and  are  distributed  to  all  entering  students. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
and  be  of  good  moral  character.  They  must  have 
completed  successfully  four  full  courses  of  at 
least  eight  months  each  as  regular  matriculated  i 
medical  students.  They  must  have  satisfactorily  ' 
completed  all  the  required  work  of  the  medical 
curriculum  and  must  have  passed  all  prescribed 
examinations.  Every  candidate  for  a  degree 
must  pay,  or  satisfactorily  arrange  to  pay,  all 
accounts  due  the  University  at  least  ten  days 
before  commencement. 

Graduation  from  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege fulfills  one  of  the  requirements  necessary 
to  apply  for  a  license  as  a  physician  in  the  var- 
ious states.  Most  of  our  graduates,  however,  | 
take  further  training.  Stipends  for  this  postgrad-  ' 
uate  experience  vary  from  place  to  place,  but  ; 
range  from  approximately  $15,000  to  $25,000  i 
per  year.  I 

A  transcript  of  the  Medical  College  record  of  a 
student  or  graduate  will  be  mailed  at  the  stu- 
dent's request  to  accredited  hospitals  and  to 
educational  or  other  recognized  institutions  as 
credentials  in  support  of  his  or  her  application 
for  a  position  or  promotion.  All  transcripts  are 
marked  "confidential"  and  carry  the  instruction  \ 
that  they  are  not  to  be  turned  over  to  the  candi- 
date. The  purpose  of  this  ruling  is  to  avoid 
possible  loss  and  fraudulent  use  of  an  official 
document  of  the  Medical  College.  i 
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Examinations  for  Medical 
Licensure 

Graduates  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
are  admitted  unconditionally  to  the  examina- 
tions for  license  to  practice  medicine  in  all 
states  of  the  United  States.  Certified  students 
and  graduates  of  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege are  admitted  to  the  examinations  of  the 
National  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  whose 
certificate  is  recognized  by  a  majority  of  the 
state  and  federal  territory  licensing  agencies 
and  by  the  respective  authorities  of  England, 
Scotland  and  Ireland.  Although  national  in 
scope  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  the  National  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners  is  not  to  be  confused  with  a  federal 
governmental  agency.  For  information,  write  to 
the  National  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  3930 
Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania 
19104. 


Fees  and  Expenses 

All  fees  for  instruction  and  other  charges  are 
paid  at  the  Accounting  Office  of  the  Medical 
College,  Room  D-07,  1300  York  Avenue,  New 
York,  New  York  10021.  Veterans  receiving  fed- 
eral or  state  educational  benefits  are  required  to 
report  to  the  Veterans  Affairs  Office,  Room  D-07, 
immediately  after  registering. 

Any  individual  who  owes  money  to  the  University 
will  not  be  allowed  to  register  or  reregister  in 
the  University,  receive  a  transcript  of  his  or  her 
record,  have  his  or  her  academic  credits  certi- 
fied, be  granted  a  leave  of  absence,  or  have  a 
degree  conferred. 

Application  fee.  A  nonrefundable  charge  of  $40 
is  made  for  reviewing  each  application. 

Acceptance  deposit.    Each  student  admitted  is 
given  notice  of  acceptance  and  a  limited  time 
(usually  two  weeks)  in  which  to  decide  if  he  or 
she  will  enroll  in  the  entering  class.  The  stu- 
dent's name  is  not  placed  on  the  class  list  until 
the  $100  acceptance  deposit  is  paid.  The  de- 
posit is  credited  toward  the  tuition  charge  and  is 
refundable  if  the  student  withdraws  prior  to 
June  1. 

Tuition 

Tuition  for  one  academic  year  is  $9,000,  starting 
July  1981.  (The  tuition  may  be  revised  during  the 
academic  year.)  It  is  payable  at  the  beginning 
of  the  academic  year  or  in  two  equal  parts,  the 
first  of  which  must  be  made  on  the  first  day  of 
classes,  and  the  second  in  January  1982.  The 
following  are  included  in  the  tuition  fee: 

1.  Matriculation  fee. 

2.  Student  health  insurance.  See  Student  Health 
Care,  page  31. 

3.  Personnel  health  service. 


Refund  Policy 

If  a  student  terminates  his  or  her  medical  col- 
lege registration  by  official  leave  of  absence  or 
withdrawal,  tuition  will  be  charged  for  that  tri- 
mester beginning  with  the  first  day  of  the 
trimester  and  extending  to  the  effective  date  of 
the  leave  of  absence  or  withdrawal  as  recorded 
in  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs. 

For  each  week  or  fraction  of  a  week  the  charge 
will  be:  first  week,  10  percent;  second  week,  20 
percent;  third  week,  30  percent;  fourth  week, 
40  percent;  fifth  week,  60  percent;  sixth  week,  80 
percent;  seventh  week,  100  percent;  except  that 
no  charge  will  be  made  if  the  effective  date  is 
within  the  first  six  days  of  the  trimester. 


Books,  Equipment,  and  Microscopes 

The  average  cost  of  books  and  microscope 
rental  is  approximately  $900  a  year.  Binocular 
microscopes  are  available  for  rental.  Informa- 
tion will  be  furnished  each  entering  student 
before  registration. 


Financial  Aid 

The  Medical  College  has  scholarship  funds  and 
loan  funds  to  assist  medical  students  who  are  in 
need  of  financial  aid.  These  funds  are  described 
below. 

New  York  State  programs  for  financial  aid  to 
New  York  State  residents  are  mentioned  at  the 
ends  of  the  sections  on  scholarships  and  loans. 


Scholarships 

Scholarship  income  is  derived  from  the  several 
endowed  and  invested  funds  and  other  re- 
sources listed  below,  and  from  an  appropriation 
from  the  Medical  College  budget.  Scholarship 
awards  are  made,  to  the  extent  of  the  funds 
available,  on  the  basis  of  comparative  financial 
need.  Any  student  in  good  standing  in  the  Med- 
ical College  who  has  real  financial  need  is 
eligible  to  apply  for  assistance.  Financial  need 
is  not  a  factor  in  the  selection  of  students  at 
Cornell  University  Medical  College. 

Awards  to  entering  students  are  made  on  the 
same  basis  as  to  students  already  enrolled.  An 
applicant  who  has  been  accepted  for  admission 
and  has  indicated  the  intention  of  enrolling  at 
the  Medical  College  may  file  a  formal  applica- 
tion for  scholarship  aid. 

Awards  are  made  for  one  year  only,  and  the 
financial  situation  is  reviewed  each  year  by  the 
Committee  on  Financial  Aid.  All  scholarships 
listed  are  awarded  to  students  eligible  for  finan- 
cial aid  through  the  Financial  Aid  Committee.

Vivian  B.  Allen  Scholarship  Endowment. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Vivian  B.  Allen 
Foundation,  Inc.,  this  endowment  has  been  es- 
tablished to  provi'de  income  to  aid  needy 
students  of  good  scholastic  standing  who  other- 
wise would  not  be  able  to  complete  their 
medical  education. 

Vincent  Astor  Fund  for  Medical  and  Graduate 
Student  Scholarships.   The  income  from  this 
generous  endowment  from  the  Vincent  Astor 
Foundation  provides  financial  aid  for  students  at 
the  Medical  College  and  the  Graduate  School  of 
Medical  Sciences. 

Becker  Family  Scholarship  Fund.    The  income 
from  this  endowed  fund,  established  by  a  gen- 
erous gift  from  the  estate  of  Louis  Becker,  is  to 
be  used  to  provide  scholarships  for  deserving 
students. 

The  Lois  and  Max  Beren  Foundation  may  award 
a  scholarship  to  a  promising  student  accepted 
for  admission  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  in  an  amount  to  be  determined  by  con- 
sultation between  the  college  and  the  founda- 
tion. The  student  shall  be  selected  by  the 
college,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  founda- 
tion, and  may  be  a  candidate  for  either  the  Ph.D. 
or  M.D.  degree.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  foundation 
to  assist  a  student  who  possesses  great  eager- 
ness to  pursue  studies  but  who  would  find  it 
impossible  or  impractical  to  do  so  without  the 
financial  support  of  the  foundation. 

H.  Meredith  Berry  Scholarship  Fund.    The  in- 
come from  this  endowment  fund,  established  by 
gifts  from  Dr.  Meredith  Berry  '41 ,  is  used  to  help 
a  needy  and  deserving  student. 

Siegfried  and  Josephine  Bieber  Scholarship 
Endowment.    The  income  from  the  endowment, 
given  by  the  late  Mrs.  Siegfried  Bieber  and  the 
Siegfried  and  Josephine  Bieber  Foundation, 
provides  scholarships  for  students  in  good 
academic  standing  who  need  financial  aid. 

The  John  V.  Bohrer  Scholarship  Fund  was  en- 
dowed by  a  bequest  from  Laura  S.  Bohrer  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  Dr.  John  V.  Bohrer. 
Scholarships  from  the  income  are  awarded  to 
students  "who  shall  express  a  willingness  and 
intention  to  restore  to  the  trust  fund  the  amounts 
received  by  them,  as  and  when  their  circum- 
stances permit." 

Lucien  and  Ethel  Brownstone  Merit  Medical 
Scholarship.    Generous  gifts  to  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  and  to  three  other  New 
York  City  medical  schools  by  the  Lucien  and 
Ethel  Brownstone  Foundation  established  the 
first  American  Merit  Medical  Scholarships.  The 
income  from  the  endowment  established  by 
the  gift  is  to  be  awarded  as  a  four-year  scholar- 
ship to  one  or  two  students.  The  donors  hope 
to  encourage  the  most  innately  gifted,  best 
educated,  and  most  mature  individuals  to  enter 


the  complex  and  humane  field  of  medicine.  The 
first  award  was  made  in  1968. 

Mary  E.  C.  Cantle  Scholarship  Fund.    The  in- 
come from  this  invested  fund,  which  was  estab- 
lished by  a  bequest  from  Mary  E.  C.  Cantle, 
provides  scholarships  for  worthy  students  in  the 
Medical  College. 

Frances  N.  and  John  A.  Cashman  Scholarship 
Fund.  This  endowed  fund  was  established  by 
a  generous  gift  from  the  Trust  of  Frances  Nevins 
Cashman.  The  income  from  this  fund  shall  pro- 
vide a  scholarship  to  a  woman  student  who,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  faculty,  is  deserving  of  such 
assistance. 

Lillian  M.  Charles  Scholarship  Endowment.  The 

income  from  this  fund,  which  was  established  by 
a  generous  gift  from  the  late  Mrs.  Howard  W. 
Charles,  provides  scholarship  assistance  for 
needy  students  who  are  in  good  academic 
standing. 

Citibank  Medical  Scholarship.    This  scholarship 
was  established  by  Citibank  to  be  awarded  for 
four  years  to  a  resident  of  New  York  State  who 
has  demonstrated  financial  need. 

Dr.  David  Clayson  Scholarship  Fund.    This  fund 
was  established  through  the  generosity  of  Dr. 
John  N.  Loomis  in  recognition  of  Dr.  David 
Clayson's  distinguished  contribution  to  medical 
student  education  in  the  Department  of 
Psychiatry.

Income  from  the  endowment  will 
provide  scholarship  assistance  for  a  third-  or 
fourth-year  student,  preferably  a  student  with  an 
interest  in  urology. 

Coppermines  Foundation  Scholarship  Endow- 
ment.   Endowed  by  a  generous  gift  from  the 
Coppermines  Foundation,  Inc.,  the  income  pro- 
vides financial  assistance  for  needy  and  worthy 
students. 

Jean  Davidoff  and  Elizabeth  Cohen  Scholarship 
Fund.    This  endowment  was  established 
through  a  gift  by  Dr.  Harry  S.  Berkoff  '23  in 
memory  of  his  sisters.  The  income  is  available 
annually  to  a  student,  or  students,  in  the  third- 
and  fourth-year  classes  who  are  in  need  of 
financial  aid  and  who,  by  their  scholarship  and 
conduct,  have  proved  worthy  of  this.  Such  stu- 
dents should  express  their  willingness  and 
intention  to  return  to  the  fund  the  amounts 
received  by  them  as  and  when  their  circum- 
stances permit. 

Dean's  Special  Scholarship  Fund.    This  in- 
vested fund  was  established  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  many  contributors.  The  income  is 
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used  to  provide  scholarships  for  worthy  students 
who  are  especially  in  need  of  financial  as- 
sistance. 

Kate  and  Henry  Eichel  Scholarsliip  Fund.  This 
gift  from  the  estate  of  Kate  Eichel  is  an  invested 
fund.  It  has  been  given  in  memory  of  Kate  Eichel 
and  her  brother,  Dr.  Henry  Eichel  '07.  The  in- 
vestment income  will  be  used  for  scholarships 
for  students  in  need  of  financial  assistance. 

Dr.  Harry  Eno  Scholarship  Endowment.  Estab- 
lished in  1955  by  the  gift  of  the  late  Dr.  Harry 
Eno,  the  income  from  this  endowment  provides 
scholarships  for  needy  and  worthy  students  in 
the  Medical  College. 

The  Jeremiah  S.  Ferguson  Scholarship  Fund 

was  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Cornell  University  in  memory  of  Jeremiah  S. 
Ferguson  who,  throughout  his  connection  of 
more  than  forty  years  with  the  Medical  College, 
devoted  a  great  deal  of  his  time  to  helping 
students  with  their  individual  problems  and 
promoting  their  professional  careers.  The  in- 
vestment income  is  awarded  annually  by  the 
Committee  on  Financial  Aid  to  a  student  or 
students  in  the  third-  and  fourth-year  classes  in 
the  Medical  College  who  are  in  need  of  finan- 
cial aid. 

Anthony  Ferrara  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund. 

The  mother  of  Anthony  Ferrara  and  his  fellow 
students  and  friends  established  this  fund.  The 
investment  income  provides  scholarship  assist- 
ance to  deserving  students. 

Joseph  P.  Ferrigan  Endowment.    The  income 
from  this  endowed  fund,  established  by  an 
anonymous  gift,  is  to  be  used  to  benefit  a  worthy 
and  meritorious  student  in  need  of  financial 
assistance. 

The  Wallace  D.  Garrabrandt  Scholarship  Endow- 
ment was  established  by  the  late  Mabel  G. 
Gormley,  and  the  income  is  to  be  awarded  an- 
nually to  a  regularly  matriculated  student  of 
high  academic  achievement  who  is  in  need  of 
financial  assistance.

The  Judge  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Jordon  Graham 
Memorial  Scholarship  Endowment  was  estab- 
lished by  a  bequest  from  the  estate  of  E.  Norman 
P.  Graham.  The  income  provides  scholarship 
assistance  for  deserving  students  of  the  Medical 
College. 

Connie  Guion  Scholarship.    Providing  an  an- 
nual scholarship  to  be  used  toward  tuition  for  a 
student  of  the  Medical  College,  this  scholarship 


was  established  by  Ambassador  and  Mrs. 
Vincent  de  Roulet  to  express  their  gratitude  to 
the  late  Dr.  Connie  M.  Guion  '17. 

Connie  M.  Guion  Scholarship  for  Medicine. 

The  Joseph  Collins  Foundation  provides  an 
annual  scholarship  to  a  fourth-year  student  of 
outstanding  merit  in  honor  of  the  late  Dr. 
Connie  M.  Guion  '17. 

The  Haddad  Foundation  Scholarship.  The 

R.  G.  Haddad  Foundation  has  made  available 
grants  to  medical  students  who  are  United 
States  citizens  of  Syrian  or  Lebanese  descent 
and  who  are  in  need  of  financial  assistance.  The 
grant  is  for  one  year  and  may  be  renewed  upon 
application. 

Mary  F.  Hall  Scholarship  Endowment.    The  in- 
come from  a  fund  established  by  bequest  of 
Miss  Mary  F.  Hall  is  available  to  any  woman 
student  in  the  Medical  College  who  needs  its 
aid,  who  is  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  was  such  prior  to  admission 
to  the  college. 

Lawrence  W.  Hanlon  Scholarship  Fund.  This 
fund  was  established  in  memory  of  Dr.  Lawrence 
W.  Hanlon,  who  had  given  twenty-five  years  to 
the  service  of  the  Medical  College.  In  the  last 
fifteen  of  those  years,  he  was  associate  dean 
and,  in  that  role,  did  as  much  as  any  one  person 
ever  has  to  shape  the  lives  and  careers  of  the 
students.  Contributions  from  his  associates  and 
friends  make  this  fund  possible. 

Dr.  John  A.  Heim  Scholarship  Endowment.  The 

income  from  this  fund,  which  was  established 
under  the  will  of  John  A.  Heim  '05,  provides  as 
many  scholarships  in  the  Medical  College 
as  there  are  funds  available  for  that  purpose. 
The  awards  are  made  to  regularly  matriculated 
students  who  are  in  need  of  financial  assistance 
as  provided  for  in  the  terms  of  the  bequest. 
First-year  students  who  meet  the  prescribed 
standards  are  eligible. 

The  Irma  T.  HirschI  Scholarship.    This  fund, 
supported  by  a  trust  under  the  will  of  Irma  T. 
HirschI,  grants  annual  scholarships  to  students. 
The  will  makes  the  following  statement  of  the 
donor's  wishes:  "All  payments  to  medical 
schools  selected  by  my  individual  trustees  .  .  . 
shall  be  applied  by  such  schools  as  student 
financial  aid  for  medical  education  of  deserving 
students  who  may  be  deemed  worthy  of  such 
aid  by  the  scholarship  committee  (or  its  equiv- 
alent) of  each  such  school. 

"All  payments  herein  shall  be  designated  as  The 
Irma  T.  HirschI  Scholarship.  I  direct  that  the 
scholarship  committee  (or  its  equivalent),  in 
designating  the  recipients  of  such  financial  aid, 
be  guided  by  the  following  criteria:  financial 
need,  outstanding  scholarship  and  dedication 
to  medical  science,  the  easing  of  pain  and  pro- 
tection of  life.  No  discrimination  shall  be  made 
against  applicants  for  financial  aid  on  the 
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ground  of  sex,  race,  religion,  or  national  origin. 
It  is  my  desire,  but  I  do  not  require,  that  a  stu- 
dent, once  selected  for  financial  aid  on  the  basis 
of  the  criteria  set  forth  above,  shall  continue  to 
receive  financial  aid  throughout  the  years  of 
such  student's  dedicated  and  successful  study, 
provided  the  student  continues,  in  the  judgment 
of  such  scholarship  committee  (or  its  equiv- 
alent), to  meet  the  criteria  set  forth  above." 

Several  other  medical  schools  in  the  city  are 
also  beneficiaries  under  the  trust. 

Maier  and  Shantsya  Hitzig  Scholarship. 

Through  a  generous  gift,  Dr.  William  M.  Hitzig  '29 
established  this  endowed  scholarship  in  mem- 
ory of  his  father  and  mother.  The  income  is 
allotted  annually  as  a  scholarship,  with  prefer- 
ence given  to  students  who  have  done 
meritorious  work  in  internal  medicine. 

The  Dr.  Edward  Hoenig  Scholarship  Fund  was 

endowed  by  gifts  from  Dr.  Robert  Hoenig  '34 
and  Dr.  Theodore  Hoenig  '40  in  memory  of  their 
father.  Dr.  Edward  Hoenig  '10.  The  income  is  to 
provide  financial  assistance  to  needy  but  worthy 
students. 

Samuel  Hollander  Prize  Endowment.    The  in- 
come from  an  endowed  fund  established  by 
bequest  of  Dr.  Samuel  Hollander  is  to  be 
awarded  to  a  worthy  student  as  a  prize  for 
scholarship  by  the  Committee  on  Financial  Aid. 

The  Ruth  Hoilohan  Scholarship  Fund  was  es- 
tablished under  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Jessie  L. 
Hoilohan  in  memory  of  Ruth  Hoilohan.  The 
investment  income  is  used  for  scholarships  in 
the  Medical  College  with  first  consideration 
given  to  entering  students  of  high  academic 
achievement  who  are  in  need  of  financial 
assistance.

This 
fund  was  established  by  the  Maurice  H.  Givens 
Trust  in  honor  of  the  late  Professor  Andrew 
Hunter,  who  was  professor  of  biochemistry  at 
the  Ithaca  Division  of  Cornell  Medical  School, 
where  Mr.  Givens  served  as  Professor  Hunter's 
assistant  from  1909  to  1914.  The  income  from 
this  endowment  provides  scholarships  to  needy 
and  worthy  students  in  the  Medical  College. 


Dr.  Charles  I.  Hyde  '10  and  Eva  Hyde  Schol- 
arship Endowment.    Established  by  the  late  Dr. 
Charles  I.  Hyde  and  Mrs.  Eva  Hyde  in  memory 
of  their  daughter,  Anita  Shirley  Hyde,  this  en- 
dowment provides  that  income  be  available 
annually  to  meritorious  students  who  have 
completed  one  year  of  the  regular  medical 
course  and  are  in  need  of  assistance. 

Henry  J.  Kaiser  Family  Foundation.    This  two- 
year  grant  from  the  Kaiser  Foundation  for 
scholarships  will  provide  grants  for  students 
qualifying  for  financial  aid. 

The  Dick  Katzin  M.D.  Scholarship  Fund  was  es- 
tablished in  1966  by  Dick  Katzin  '65.  The  annual 
gift  will  be  used  to  give  financial  aid  to  needy 
students. 

Samuel  Farrar  Kelley  M.D.  Scholarship  Fund. 

Contributions  for  this  invested  fund  are  being 
given  by  Mrs.  Lillian  E.  Kelley  in  memory  of  her 
husband.  Support  from  the  income  from  this 
fund  is  available  to  students  in  good  standing 
who  need  financial  assistance.

If,  in 
any  year,  there  is  no  student  in  need  of  such 
assistance,  the  income  may  be  utilized  for  re- 
search in  the  Department  of  Psychiatry. 

Evelyn  Buckalew  Ochester  and  Charles  W. 
Ochester  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund.  This 
endowment  fund  was  created  by  Alfred  J.  and 
LeMoine  R.  Buckalew  in  memory  of  their  sister, 
Evelyn  Buckalew  Ochester,  and  her  husband, 
Charles  W.  Ochester.  Income  from  the  fund  is 
used  to  provide  financial  assistance  or  incentive 
recognition  awards  to  worthy  students  who  are 
in  need.

Friends 
of  the  late  Dr.  Rennie,  professor  of  social  psy- 
chiatry, have  set  up  an  endowed  fund;  a  portion 
of  the  income  is  available  to  students  inter- 
ested in  carrying  out  research  work  in  social 
psychiatry.

used  for  scholarships  for  woman  students  in  the 
Medical  College. 

Training  in  Psychiatry  Fund.    A  grateful  patient, 
recognizing  the  value  of  psychiatric  therapy  in 
helping  people  achieve  a  more  normal,  fruitful 
life,  has  established  this  fund  to  provide  fi- 
nancial assistance  to  students  preparing  for  a 
career  in  psychiatry.  Students  who  seriously 
intend  to  enter  the  field  of  psychiatry  and  who 
are  judged  qualified  by  the  faculty,  are  eligible 
for  financial  aid  after  the  second  year  of  the 
medical  course.  Financial  assistance  may  also 
be  given  in  support  of  graduate  or  postgraduate 
training  at  the  Payne  Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic. 

Weill-Caulier  Scholarship  Fund.    Income  from 
the  estate  of  Monique  Weill-Caulier  provides 
financial  aid  to  students  on  the  basis  of  financial 
need,  outstanding  scholarship  and  dedication 
to  medical  science.  Students  selected  to  receive 
these  scholarships  will  continue  to  receive  aid 
as  long  as  they  meet  these  criteria. 
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Dr.  Samuel  M.  Weinreb  Medical  Scholarship 
Fund.    This  endowed  fund  was  established  by 
the  family,  friends,  and  former  patients  of  Dr. 
Samuel  M.  Weinreb  '23  in  his  memory.  The  in- 
come from  this  fund  is  available  to  a  needy 
fourth-year  student  who  intends  to  practice  in  a 
medically  underserved  area. 

Weld  Fund  Scholarship.    Established  by  David 
and  Mary  Blake  Weld,  the  income  from  this  en- 
dowment fund  provides  scholarship  assistance 
for  needy  students  who  are  in  good  academic 
standing. 

William  I.  Whiton  Scholarship  Fund.    This  fund 
was  a  gift  from  the  estate  of  Daisy  I.  Whiton  in 
memory  of  her  son,  William  I.  Whiton.  The  in- 
come from  the  fund  is  to  be  used  to  aid  worthy 
medical  students. 

Phillip  G.  Woodward  Scholarship  Fund.  The 

income  from  this  fund,  which  was  established  by 
a  bequest  to  The  Society  of  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital from  Phillip  G.  Woodward,  is  available  to 
be  used  for  Phillip  G.  Woodward  Scholarships, 
to  be  awarded  to  third-  or  fourth-year  students  of 
the  Medical  College  who  have  demonstrated 
interest,  initiative,  and  ability  in  the  fields  of 
psychiatry,  neurology  and/or  behavioral  biology.

The  income  from 
this  endowment  fund  is  available  as  a  loan  to 
a  student  needing  financial  assistance. 

The  Medical 
College  makes  loans  available  to  students  from 
a  portion  of  the  income  from  an  endowment 
fund  that  is  provided  through  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation. Students  in  the  upper  classes  will  be 
given  preference. 

Student  Loan  Funds.    Revolving  funds  contrib- 
uted through  different  sources,  including  the 
Kellogg  Foundation,  the  Charles  Hayden  Foun- 
dation, the  Student  Bookstore,  and  the  Bristol- 
Myers  Fund,  are  available  to  students  in  all 
classes  who  are  in  need  of  assistance.  Every  ef- 
fort is  made,  within  the  limitations  of  the  finan- 
cial structure  of  the  institution,  to  help  students 
who,  by  reason  of  unforeseen  circumstances, 
are  having  financial  difficulties.  A  special  com- 
mittee considers  each  case  on  its  individual 
merits. 

Lawrence  W.  Hanlon  Student  Loan  Fund.  This 
fund  was  established  by  the  Medical  College  in 
memory  of  Dr.  Lawrence  W.  Hanlon,  associate 
dean  of  students,  who  died  in  1970.  Dr.  Hanlon 
devoted  his  life  to  the  welfare  of  the  students  at 
the  Medical  College,  and  this  fund  is  designed  to 
help  continue  his  good  work. 

Joseph  C.  Hinsey  Loan  Fund.  Established 
through  the  generosity  of  the  Olin  Foundation 
and  supplemented  by  a  generous  gift  from  an 
anonymous  donor,  this  revolving  fund  is  used  to 
advance  funds  on  a  loan  basis  to  students  in 
need  of  financial  assistance. 

B.  H.  Homan  Jr.  Revolving  Loan  Fund.  This 
fund  was  established  by  a  bequest  from  Benja- 
min H.  Homan,  Jr.,  and  provides  low-interest 
loans  to  worthy  students  with  financial  need. 

Federal  loan  programs.    The  Medical  College 
participates  in  the  Federal  Health  Professions 
and  National  Direct  Student  Loan  Programs. 
These  loans,  based  on  financial  need,  are  ad- 
ministered through  the  college  and  are  available 
only  to  students  eligible  for  financial  aid. 

State  guaranteed  loans.    Students  may  apply 
for  federally  guaranteed  student  loans  from  their 
banks  in  any  state.  Students  seeking  New  York 
State  guaranteed  loans  should  apply  to  the  New 
York  Higher  Education  Services  Corporation, 
Student  Financial  Aid  Section,  Tower  Building, 
Empire  State  Plaza,  Albany,  New  York  12255. 

There  are  other  student  loans  available  from  or- 
ganizations with  which  Cornell  University  has  a 
working  agreement.  For  further  details,  please

Prizes 

Mary  Aldrich  Fund.    In  memory  of  William 
Mecklenburg  Polk,  M.D.,  LLD.,  first  dean  of  the 
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Medical  College,  two  prizes  are  offered  for  pro- 
ficiency in  research  to  regularly  matriculated 
students  of  the  Medical  College.  Members  of  all 
classes  are  eligible  for  these  prizes. 

The  awards  are  made  at  the  end  of  each  aca- 
demic year  for  the  best  report  presented,  in 
writing,  of  research  work  done  by  students,  or 
for  valuable  reviews  and  logical  presentations  on 
medical  subjects  not  to  be  found  fully  con- 
sidered in  a  single  text  or  reference  book.  If  the 
papers  submitted  are  not  considered  worthy  of 
special  commendation,  the  prizes  will  be  with- 
held. 

Papers  are  to  be  submitted  in  duplicate  in  a 
sealed  envelope  marked  "Dean  William  Mecklen- 
burg Polk  Memorial  Prize  Committee"  and  must 
be  in  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs,  Room  C-118, 
not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  April.  In  1981 , 
this  prize  was  awarded  to  Paul  N.  Casale  and 
Richard  R.  Eisenberg. 

The  American  Medical  Women's  Association 
Scholarship  Citation  is  awarded  each  year  to 
women  who  graduate  in  the  top  10  percent  of  the 
class.  In  1981  this  citation  went  to  Roberta 
Brockman,  Elizabeth  E.  Guenthner,  Judith  E. 
Wolf  and  Elizabeth  A.  Wuerslin. 

CIBA  Award  for  Outstanding  Community  Serv- 
ice,   This  award,  a  complete  set  of  the  Netter 
Atlas  Volumes,  is  offered  each  year  by  the  CIBA 
Pharmaceutical  Company  to  a  student  in  the 
sophomore  class  who  has  performed  some  laud- 
able extracurricular  activity  within  the  com- 
munity. In  1981  this  prize  was  awarded  to  George 
D.  Bittar. 

The  Clarence  C.  Coryell  Prize  in  Medicine  was 

endowed  by  a  bequest  from  Dr.  Coryell,  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Medical  College  in  1903.  The  prize,  fi- 
nanced by  the  income,  is  to  be  awarded  annually 
to  the  student  having  the  highest  average  in 
medicine  up  to  the  end  of  the  junior  year.  In  1981 
this  prize  was  awarded  to  Tim  A.  Fischell  and 
Alan  Hillman. 

The  Clarence  C.  Coryell  Prize  in  Surgery  was 

endowed  by  a  bequest  from  Dr.  Coryell,  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Medical  College  in  1903,  The  prize,  fi- 
nanced by  the  income,  is  to  be  awarded  annually 
to  the  student  who  attains  the  highest  marks  in 
surgery  during  the  fourth  year.  In  1981  this  prize 
was  awarded  to  James  L.  Clarke. 

Dean's  Research  Prize.    Cash  awards  are  of- 
fered to  matriculated  students  of  any  class  for 
excellence  in  research.  For  1981  these  prizes 
were  awarded  to  Samuel  J.  Snyder  and  Steven 
D.  Tennenberg. 

The  Oskar  Dietheim  Prize  for  Excellence  in 
Psychiatry  was  established  in  honor  of  Oskar 
Dietheim,  who  was  Chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Psychiatry  of  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege from  1936  to  1962.  It  is  awarded  annually  to 
the  medical  student  who  has  demonstrated  ex- 
ceptional interest  and  ability  in  psychiatry 


through  research,  clinical  activities,  or  scholar- 
ly work.  In  1981  this  prize  was  awarded  to 
Pamela  A.  Felder. 

The  David  Drusin  Memorial  Prize  was  estab- 
lished by  his  family  and  friends  to  recognize 
both  scholastic  achievement  in  medicine  and 
those  intangible  human  qualities  associated  with 
a  good  physician.  The  prize  is  awarded  to  a  stu- 
dent who  has  completed  the  third  clinical  year. 
Candidates  for  this  prize  are  to  be  recommended 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Medicine 
to  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  College  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  third  year.  For  1981  this  prize  was 
awarded  to  William  H.  Mines  and  Elizabeth  E. 
Guenthner. 

The  Franklyn  Ellenbogen  Prize  in  Hematology- 
Oncology  was  established  by  a  gift  from  the 
Franklyn  Ellenbogen,  Jr.,  Memorial  Foundation 
in  honor  of  Ralph  L.  Nachman,  M.D.,  Professor  of 
Medicine  and  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Hematol- 
ogy-Oncology.  The  income  from  this  endowed 
fund  will  be  used  to  finance  an  annual  Hematol- 
ogy-Oncology  Prize,  to  be  given  to  a  fourth-year 
graduating  student  who  has  demonstrated  sig- 
nificant evidence  of  achievement  in  this  area. 
For  1981  the  prize  was  awarded  to  Elizabth  E. 
Guenthner. 

Sarah  O'Laughlin  Foley  Prize  in  Clinical  Med- 
icine.   Dr.  William  T.  Foley,  Clinical  Associate 
Professor  of  Medicine  Emeritus  and  a  member 
of  the  class  of  1937,  established  this  annual 
prize  in  memory  of  his  mother.  The  recipient,  a 
member  of  the  graduating  class,  is  selected  for 
excellence  in  clinical  medicine  by  the  chairper- 
son of  the  Department  of  Medicine.  For  1981  the 
prize  was  awarded  to  Alan  L.  Hillman. 

Louis  Gibofsky  Memorial  Prize.    This  prize  is  a 
cash  award  offered  to  the  medical  student  who 
submits  the  best  research  paper  in  nephrology, 
dialysis,  transplantation,  or  immunobiology.  The 
award  is  in  memory  of  Louis  Gibofsky.  In  1981 
this  prize  was  not  awarded. 

The  Janet  M.  Glasgow  Award  for  Outstanding 
Achievement  is  presented  each  year  by  the 
American  Medical  Women's  Association  to  wom- 
an medical  students  graduating  as  top  scholars 
in  their  class  to  focus  attention  on  the  accom- 
plishments of  women  in  medicine.  In  1981  this 
award  was  not  given. 

Good  Physician  Award.    A  silver  desk  tray, 
suitably  inscribed,  given  by  Dr.  Philip  Stimson, 
will  be  awarded  to  that  member  of  the  graduat- 
ing class  who,  by  vote  of  the  class,  best  exempli- 
fies the  intangible  qualities  of  "the  good  physi- 
cian." For  1981  the  award  was  presented  to 
Francis  X.  Brickfield. 

Charles  L.  Horn  Prize  Fund.    The  income  from 
this  fund  will  be  awarded  each  year  to  a  member 
of  the  graduating  class  who  has  demonstrated 
outstanding  qualities  of  leadership  and  service 
to  the  medical  community.  For  1981  the  prize  was 
awarded  to  Loretta  A.  Sullivan. 
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The  Herman  L.  Jacobius  Prize  Endowment  in 
Pathology  was  established  in  1945  by  a  gift  from 
Dr.  Lawrence  Jacobius  and  his  friends  In  mem- 
ory of  his  son,  Dr.  Herman  L.  Jacobius  '39,  who 
was  killed  in  action  in  the  Netherlands  on  Sep- 
tember 28,  1944.  The  income  is  available  annual- 
ly to  the  student  of  the  third-  or  fourth-year  class 
who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Department  of  Pathol- 
ogy, merits  recognition  for  high  scholastic  attain- 
ments and  outstanding  performance  in  the  sub- 
ject of  pathology.  If,  in  any  year,  no  student 
merits  the  distinction,  the  award  will  be  withheld. 
In  1981  the  prize  was  awarded  to  Robert  B. 
Cooper. 

The  George  Ladas  Prize  for  Efficiency  in  Gyne- 
cology was  established  by  Dr.  George  Ladas,  a 
graduate  of  the  Medical  College  in  1927,  in  mem- 
ory of  his  mother.  The  prize  is  to  be  awarded  to 
the  medical  student  who  has  demonstrated  the 
greatest  proficiency  in  gynecology.  In  1981  the 
prize  was  awarded  to  Paul  A.  Schlosser. 

The  Or.  Harold  Lamport  Biomedical  Research 
Prize.    A  cash  award  is  offered  to  the  medical 
student  who  submits  the  best  thesis  reporting 
original  biomedical  research  while  a  candidate 
solely  for  an  M.D.  degree.  The  award  includes  a 
framed  certificate  and  is  in  memory  of  Dr.  Harold 
Lamport,  Distinguished  Service  Professor  of 
Physiology  and  Biophysics  at  Mount  Sinai 
School  of  Medicine.  In  1981  this  prize  was 
awarded  to  Katherine  P.  Holden. 

The  George  S.  Meister  Prize  in  Pediatrics  has 

been  established  in  memory  of  Dr.  George  S. 
Meister  '26,  as  an  expression  of  the  warm  esteem 
in  which  he  was  held.  The  prize  consists  of  in- 
come derived  annually  from  an  invested  fund 
contributed  by  members  of  his  family,  his  close 
friends  and  associates,  his  classmates  in  chemi- 
cal engineering  at  New  York  University,  and  his 
classmates  in  medicine  at  the  Medical  College. 
Awarded  initially  in  1967,  the  prize  is  given  each 
year  for  efficiency  in  pediatrics  to  a  member  of 
the  graduating  class  selected  by  the  Department 
of  Pediatrics.  In  1981  this  prize  was  awarded  to 
Andrea  Lotze. 

Alfred  Moritz  Michaelis  Prize  Endowment  for 
Efficiency  in  General  Medicine.    The  income  is 
offered  as  a  prize  for  general  efficiency  in  the 
Department  of  Medicine,  in  commemoration  of 
Alfred  Moritz  Michaelis,  who  was  graduated 
from  the  Medical  College  on  June  11,  1925,  and 
who  died  during  his  internship  at  Mt.  Sinai  Hos- 
pital on  April  24,  1926.  The  award  is  presented 
at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  to  a  member  of  the 
graduating  class  who  has  taken  the  full  course 
of  study  at  the  Medical  College.  In  1981  this 
prize  was  awarded  to  Tim  A.  Fischell. 

Gustave  J.  Noback  Memorial  Fund  in  Anatomy. 

Established  in  1972  by  Miss  Berthe  Manent,  a 
graduate  of  The  New  York  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing,  in  memory  of  Dr.  Gustave  J.  Noback. 
Dr.  Noback  will  be  remembered  for  his  great 
kindness  and  generosity  to  all  his  students,  and 
also  for  his  work  in  research,  and  sculpture.  The 


income  from  this  fund  is  to  be  awarded  yearly  at 
the  discretion  of  the  professor  in  charge  to  a 
student  who  has  performed  outstanding  work  in 
anatomy.  This  prize  was  not  awarded  in  1981. 

Arthur  Palmer  Prizes  for  Efficiency  in  Otorhino- 
laryngology.    These  prizes  are  made  available 
from  the  income  of  the  Arthur  Palmer  Fund, 
which  was  provided  by  the  members  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Otorhinolaryngology  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Palmer.  The  prizes  are  given  to  the  students  In 
the  graduating  class  who  have  the  best  records 
in  this  capacity.  For  1981  this  prize  was  awarded 
to  Susan  D.  Goodman. 

The  Robert  F.  Pitts  Prize  has  been  established 
by  a  generous  gift  of  the  late  Robert  F.  Pitts, 
former  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Physiol- 
ogy at  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
past  president  of  the  American  Physiological 
Society.  Two  prizes,  a  $2,500  first  prize  and  a 
$1,500  second  prize,  are  offered  for  research 
conducted  by  medical  students  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physiology  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College.  The  selection  shall  be  made  on  the 
basis  of  manuscripts  submitted  to  an  Awards 
Committee.  This  committee  consists  of  the 
chairpersons  of  the  Departments  of  Physiology 
at  Harvard  Medical  School  and  Yale  University 
School  of  Medicine,  the  dean  and  the  chairper- 
son of  the  Committee  of  Research  Prizes  at 
Cornell  University  Medical  College.  The  chair- 
person of  the  Department  of  Physiology  at  Cor- 
nell shall  act  as  the  chairperson  of  this  commit- 
tee. If  the  papers  submitted  are  not  considered 
worthy  of  special  commendation  the  prizes  will 
be  withheld.  Not  awarded  in  1981. 

John  Metcalf  Polk  Prizes  for  General  Efficiency. 

These  prizes,  financed  by  the  income  from  an 
endowed  fund,  are  given  in  commemoration  of 
John  Metcalf  Polk  '99,  who  was  an  instructor  In 
the  Medical  College  at  the  time  of  his  death  on 
March  29,  1904.  The  prizes  are  presented  at  the 
end  of  the  fourth  year  to  the  three  students  who 
have  the  highest  academic  standing  for  the  four 
years  of  work.  Only  those  students  who  have 
taken  the  full  course  of  study  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege are  eligible.  In  1981  these  prizes  were 
awarded  to  Tim  A.  Fischell,  William  H.  Hines  and 
Judith  E.  Wolf. 

Gustav  Seeligmann  Prizes  Endowment  for  Effi- 
ciency in  Obstetrics.  Two  prizes,  financed  by 
the  income  from  an  endowment  established  by 
an  anonymous  donor  in  recognition  of  the  work 
of  Dr.  Gustav  Seeligmann,  are  given  to  the  two 
students  of  the  graduating  class  who  have  made 
the  best  record  in  obstetrics.  In  1981  these  prizes 
were  awarded  to  Andrea  Lotze  and  Elizabeth  E. 
Guenthner. 

Sondra  Lee  Shaw  Memorial  Fund.    The  income 
from  an  endowment  fund  established  by  Mrs. 
Joan  S.  Friedman  in  memory  of  her  sister,  Sondra 
Lee  Shaw,  supports  an  annual  prize  given  in 
memory  of  Sondra  Lee  Shaw.  The  prize  is 
awarded  to  the  student  who  has  produced  an 
outstanding  research  paper  In  the  field  of  neurol- 
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ogy,  pharmacology  related  to  the  nervous  sys- 
tem, or  behavioral  science.  The  prize  winner  is 
chosen  by  the  Committee  on  Prizes  in  Research.

T.  Campbell  Thompson  Prizes  for  Excellence  in 
Orthopedic  Surgery.    A  gift  in  recognition  of  Dr.

The  William  C.  Thro  Memorial  Prize  Endowment 

was  established  in  memory  of  William  C.  Thro

and  practice  of  this  subject  at  his  alma  mater 
continuously  from  1910  to  1938.  The  income  from 
the  endowed  prize  is  awarded  to  the  student  who 
attains  the  best  record  in  the  pathophysiology 
course.  The  candidate  for  the  prize  is  recom- 
mended by  the  professor  of  pathophysiology.

Upjohn  Achievement  Award.    This  annual  award 
to  a  member  of  the  graduating  class  is  given  in 
recognition  of  outstanding  achievement  in  a 
basic  science.  Consisting  of  a  cash  award  and 
a  plaque,  the  award  is  supported  by  the  Upjohn 
Company.  In  1981  the  prize  was  awarded  to 
Tim  A.  Fischell. 

Weiss  Prize  for  Excellence  in  Clinical  Medicine. 

The  prize  was  established  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roger 
Weiss  in  1979  as  an  expression  of  the  high  es- 
teem in  which  they  hold  their  physician,  Dr. 
Harvey  Klein.  The  cash  award  and  a  framed  cer- 
tificate is  offered  to  a  member  of  the  graduating 
class  who,  in  the  opinion  of  a  committee  chaired 
by  Dr.  Klein  and  consisting  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Medicine,  the  chief  resident 
in  medicine  and  the  assistant  chief  residents  in 
medicine,  best  exemplifies  the  qualities  neces- 
sary for  the  attainment  of  outstanding  bedside 
clinical  competence  in  the  field  of  internal  medi- 
cine. The  prize  was  awarded  to  Alan  L.  Hillman 
in  1981. 

The  Anthony  Seth  Werner,  M.D.,  Memorial  Prize 

was  established  by  Dr.  Aaron  S.  Werner  to  honor 
the  memory  of  his  son.

The  Barklie  McKee  Henry  Professorship  of  Psy- 
chiatry, established  in  1968,  honors  the  memory 
of  the  late  Mr.  Henry,  who  was  president  of  The 
Society  of  The  New  York  Hospital  in  1940  and 
a  moving  force  in  the  development  of  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center's  Depart- 
ment of  Psychiatry  into  the  eminent  treatment, 
research,  and  teaching  unit  it  is  today.  Dr. 
William  T.  Lhamon,  a  former  chairman  of  the  de- 
partment and  Professor  of  Psychiatry,  was  the 
first  occupant  of  the  chair.  The  present  occupant 
of  the  chair  is  Dr.  Robert  Michels,  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Psychiatry. 

The  Joseph  C.  Hinsey  Professorship  of  Anatomy, 

established  in  1966,  upon  receipt  of  a  gift  from 
Nicholas  Noyes,  was  the  first  professorship 
named  for  a  living  member  of  the  faculty.  A  for- 
mer Dean  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College, 
the  late  Dr.  Hinsey  was  director  of  the  Medical 
Center  until  his  retirement  in  1966.  The  first  and 
present  occupant  of  this  chair  is  Dr.  Roy  C. 
Swan,  formerly  chairman  of  the  department. 

The  Johnson  &  Johnson  Distinguished  Profes- 
sorship in  Surgery  was  established  in  1972 
through  a  grant  from  the  Johnson  &  Johnson 
Associated  Industries  Fund. 

The  Harvey  Klein  Professorship,  which  is  yet  to 
be  designated,  was  established  in  1981  by  a 
gift  from  Mr.  Lewis  L.  Glucksman  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Harvey  Klein,  a  member  of  the  faculty  in  the 
Department  of  Medicine. 

The  Hilda  Altschul  Master  Professorship  was 

established  in  1971  in  memory  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Master,  who  was  the  wife  of  Dr.  Arthur  M.  Master 
'21.  Endowment  of  the  chair  was  made  possible 
by  gifts  from  Dr.  Master;  Mr.  Arthur  M.  Master, 
Jr.;  the  late  Mrs.  Herbert  H.  Lehman,  sister  of 
Mrs.  Master;  and  the  Overbrook  Foundation, 
whose  president  was  the  late  Mr.  Frank  Altschul, 
Mrs.  Master's  brother.  The  present  occupant  is 
Dr.  John  H.  Laragh,  director  of  the  Cardio- 
vascular Center. 


The  John  Milton  McLean  Professorship  of  Oph- 
thalmology was  established  in  1972  in  memory 
of  the  late  Dr.  McLean  who  headed  the  De- 
partment of  Ophthalmology  for  twenty-seven 
years.  A  graduate  of  the  Medical  College  in 
1934,  his  reputation  as  an  eye  surgeon,  inves- 
tigator, and  teacher  was  worldwide.  The 
memorial  was  initiated  by  Dr.  McLean's  former 
residents,  the  "eye  alumni,"  whose  inspiration 
and  generosity  brought  together  his  former  pa- 
tients, associates,  and  friends,  and  their  com- 
bined gifts  endowed  the  chair.  The  present 
occupant  of  the  chair  is  Dr.  D.  Jackson  Cole- 
man, Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Ophthal- 
mology. 

The  Stavros  S.  Niarchos  Professorship  in  Pe- 
diatric Cardiology  was  established  in  1979  by  a 
gift  from  Mr.  Stavros  S.  Niarchos.  The  present 
occupant  is  Dr.  Mary  Allen  Engle. 

The  R.  A.  Rees  Pritchett  Professorship  in  Micro- 
biology was  established  in  1981  by  a  gift  from 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arthur  B.  Belfer,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  A.  Belfer,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lawrence  Ruben, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Saltz  and  the  Belfer  Founda- 
tion in  honor  of  Dr.  R.  A.  Rees  Pritchett,  a 
member  of  the  faculty  in  the  Department  of 
Medicine. 

The  Revlon  Pharmaceutical  Professorship  of 
Pharmacology  and  Toxicology  was  established 
in  1979  by  a  gift  from  Revlon,  Inc.  The  present 
occupant  is  Dr.  Walter  F.  Riker,  Jr.,  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Pharmacology. 

The  Israel  Rogosin  Professorship  of  Biochem- 
istry was  established  in  1965  when  Mr.  Rogosin 
made  a  substantial  gift  to  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital-Cornell Medical  Center's  Fund  for  Medical 
Progress.  The  late  Dr.  Vincent  du  Vigneaud,  who 
received  the  Nobel  Prize  in  chemistry  in  1955, 
was  Cornell's  first  Israel  Rogosin  Professor.  The 
chair  has  been  held  since  Dr.  du  Vigneaud's  re- 
tirement in  1967  by  Dr.  Alton  Meister,  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Biochemistry. 

The  Sterling  Drug  Visiting  Professorships  were 
established  in  1979  by  a  gift  from  the  Sterling 
Drug  Company  in  honor  of  Dr.  Walter  F.  Riker, 
Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Pharma- 
cology. The  professorships  are  designed  to 
promote  interchange  of  knowledge  in  the  field 
of  pharmacology.  Each  visiting  professor  will 
spend  about  a  week  at  the  college,  delivering  a 
major  lecture  and  participating  in  seminars. 

The  Lewis  Atterbury  Stimson  Professorship  of 
Surgery  was  established  in  1935  by  an  anon- 
ymous gift  presented  to  the  Medical  College  in 
memory  of  Dr.  Stimson,  who  was  Cornell's  first 
professor  of  surgery.  A  second  gift  was  added  to 
the  endowment  in  1944  by  the  late  Candace  C. 
Stimson,  Dr.  Stimson's  daughter.  The  first  oc- 
cupant of  this  chair  was  Dr.  Frank  Glenn.  The 
present  occupant  of  this  chair  is  Dr.  G.  Thomas 
Shires,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Surgery. 
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The  William  D.  Stubenbord  Visiting  Professor- 
ships were  established  in  1968  with  an  endow- 
ment from  the  Louis  Calder  Foundation  "in 
memory  of  Louis  Calder,  Sr.,  and  Louis  Calder, 
Jr.,  and  in  recognition  of  the  outstanding  profes- 
sional services  and  long  friendship  of  William 
D.  Stubenbord  '31,  for  them  and  members  of 
their  families."  The  departments  of  the  college 
will,  in  rotation,  be  host  to  visiting  scholars. 
Each  visiting  professor  will  reside  at  the  college 
for  approximately  one  week  and  in  that  time 
will  deliver  a  special  lecture  and  hold  seminars 
with  faculty  and  students. 

The  Anne  Parrish  Titzell  Professorship  in 
Neurology  was  established  in  1958  by  a  substan- 
tial gift  from  a  grateful  patient  of  the  late  Dr. 
Harold  G.  Wolff,  head  of  neurology  at  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  from  1932 
until  his  death  in  1962.  Dr.  Wolff's  successor  to 
the  chair  is  Dr.  Fred  Plum,  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Neurology. 

The  Maxwell  M.  Upson  Professorship  of  Physiol- 
ogy and  Biophysics,  established  in  1970,  honors 
the  memory  of  Mr.  Upson  who  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Cornell  University  Board  of  Trustees 
for  thirty-five  years.  The  first  occupant  of  this 
chair  was  the  late  Dr.  Robert  F.  Pitts,  who  was 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Physiology  and 
Biophysics  from  1950  through  1972.  The  current 
occupant  of  the  chair  is  Dr.  Erich  E.  Windhager, 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Physiology 
and  Biophysics. 

The  Harold  and  Percy  Uris  Professorship  in  Re- 
productive Biology  was  established  in  1976  with 
an  endowment  from  the  Uris  Brothers  Founda- 
tion. The  current  occupant  of  this  chair  is  Dr. 
J.  Michael  Bedford. 

The  Harold  and  Percy  Uris  Professorship  of 
Pediatric  Endocrinology  and  Metabolism  was 

established  with  a  grant  from  the  Uris  Brothers 
Foundation.  The  first  occupant  of  this  chair  is 
Dr.  Maria  I.  New,  who  is  the  head  of  the  Division 
of  Pediatric  Endocrinology  and  director  of  the 
clinical  research  center's  pediatric  unit  and 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics. 

The  Bruce  Webster  Professorship  of  Internal 
Medicine  was  established  with  a  bequest  from 
the  estate  of  Dr.  Bruce  Webster,  a  member  of 
the  faculty,  and  gifts  from  Mr.  Roy  E.  Larsen  and 
Dr.  Webster's  sister,  Mrs.  Flora  Shefrin. 

The  Irving  Sherwood  Wright  Professorship  of 
Geriatrics,  the  first  endowed  chair  in  geriatrics 
in  the  United  States,  was  established  in  1978  by 
a  gift  from  the  E.  Roland  and  Gladys  Harriman 
Foundation  in  honor  of  Dr.  Wright,  a  member  of 
the  faculty.  The  first  occupant  of  the  chair  is 
Dr.  Marc  E.  Weksler,  director  of  the  Division  of 
Geriatrics  and  Gerontology  in  the  Department 
of  Medicine. 

In  addition  to  the  professorships  described 
above,  a  chair  has  been  endowed  by  Mr.  Israel 
Rogosin,  but  has  not  yet  been  named.

Student  Health  Care 

The  Student  Health  Plan  of  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  provides  hospitalization  and 
major  medical  insurance  for  all  medical  stu- 
dents. In  addition,  the  Plan  provides  for  ambula- 
tory care  at  the  Personnel  Health  Service  of 
The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 


Physicians  at  the  Health  Service  will  refer 
students  who  require  specialized  care  to  clinics 
of  the  Hospital  and  to  attending  physicians  of 
the  staff. 

The  cost  of  medical  services  provided  by  the 
Plan  are  included  in  the  tuition  and  fee  structure 
announced  by  the  College  each  academic  year. 
Students  will  be  issued  Plan  membership  cards 
and  will  receive  courtesy  privileges  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  Pharmacy. 

Entering  students  are  requested  to  have  a  phys- 
ical examination,  chest  X-ray  and  laboratory 
tests  performed  by  their  personal  physicians 
prior  to  matriculation.  The  hours  of  the  Person- 
nel Health  Service  and  a  complete  statement 
of  Plan  benefits  will  be  provided  to  each  student. 

The  College  recommends  that  students  pur- 
chase insurance  coverage  for  eligible  depend- 
ents who  do  not  have  other  insurance  available 
to  them.  Insured  dependents  are  not  eligible 
for  care  at  the  Personnel  Health  Service  but  they 
will  be  referred  to  appropriate  members  of  the 
Hospital  staff  for  medical  treatment. 


Residence  Halls 

F.  W.  Olin  Hall,  a  student  residence  completed 
in  1954,  is  at  445  East  Sixty-ninth  Street,  directly 
across  from  the  Medical  College  entrance  on 
York  Avenue.  Olin  Hall  is  a  ten-story  fireproof 
building  containing  a  gymnasium,  snack  bar, 
lounge,  music  room  and  174  residence  rooms. 
Each  residence  room  is  furnished  as  a  single 
bedroom-study  but,  since  two  rooms  share  a 
connecting  bath,  they  may  be  used  as  a  suite  for 
two  students,  if  desired.  The  rooms  are  com- 
pletely furnished.  Single,  first-year  students 
usually  live  in  this  building. 

The  student  housing  fee  for  an  academic  year  is 
$1,380;  for  a  full  year  (twelve  months),  $1,656; 
and  for  periods  of  less  than  an  academic  year, 
$138  a  month.  (These  prices  are  subject  to 
change.)  Several  cafeterias  are  available  in  the 
main  college  and  hospital  buildings. 

Apartments  are  available  in  Livingston  Farrand 
Apartments  for  married  students  and  upper- 
classmen.  Housing  fees  in  this  building  are 
$169-330  a  month. 

Jacob  S.  Lasdon  House,  an  apartment  residence 
at  420  East  Seventieth  Street,  is  the  newest  stu- 
dent residence  and  was  opened  for  occupancy 
in  September  1974.  This  building,  which  was 
made  possible  by  a  gift  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  Mr.  Lasdon,  contains  studio  and  one-  and 
two-bedroom  apartments.  The  housing  fees  for 
the  various  units  in  Lasdon  House  range  from 
$310  a  month  to  $520  a  month.  Single,  first-year 
students  cannot  ordinarily  be  accommodated  in 
this  building.

The  study  of  medicine  reasonably  begins  with 
the  study  of  the  normal  structure  of  the  human 
body,  for  the  first  question  usually  asked  in  any 
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analysis  of  a  biological  system  is:  What  are  its 
spatial  relations,  its  form,  its  configuration,  and 
the  time  courses  of  development  of  these  spatial 
relations?  This  is  the  substance,  and  this  is  the 
unique  aspect  of  biological  systems  that  con- 
stitute the  anatomical  sciences. 

The  objective  is  to  bring  this  unique  aspect  of 
the  human  organism  into  focus  for  the  first-year 
medical  student  and  to  present  the  major 
structural  concepts  and  principles.  The  presen- 
tation aims  toward  some  appreciation  of  how 
these  concepts  have  evolved,  how  these  prin- 
ciples have  been  established,  and  what  the 
outstanding  questions  are.  The  student  is  pro- 
vided with  first-hand  experience  in  some  of  the 
methods  of  anatomy  and  is  encouraged  to 
understand  the  principles  and  major  limitations 
of  most  of  the  modern  methods  of  anatomy. 
Foregoing  a  comprehensive,  but  necessarily 
superficial,  study  of  human  structure,  an  analysis 
is  offered  of  representative  structures,  aiming 
to  develop  in  the  student  confidence  and  com- 
petence for  further  independent  study  of 
anatomy  in  the  years  ahead.  However  powerful 
and  indispensable  current  anatomical  concepts 
are  in  the  analysis  of  medical  problems,  they  will 
eventually  be  replaced  in  the  minds  of  the  best 
physicians  by  much  more  powerful  concepts. 

The  supervised  study  of  anatomy,  in  the  first  and 
second  trimesters  of  the  first  year,  is  organized 
into  two  courses  for  practical  reasons.  Gross 
anatomy  is  most  effectively  studied  by  regions; 
microscopic  and  developmental  anatomy,  by 
structural  and  functional  systems.  In  the  third 
trimester  the  brain  and  spinal  cord  are  studied 
concurrently  in  their  gross  and  microscopic 
aspects.  A  student  studies  under  the  direct  su- 
pervision of  one  of  five  tutors  in  each  course. 
The  correlation  of  understanding  of  structure 
gained  from  these  courses  is  encouraged  by 
participation  of  staff  members  as  tutors  in  two  or 
more  of  these  courses  in  the  same  or  suc- 
cessive years. 

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Cell  Biology  and  Microscopic  Anatomy  The 

structure  of  cells,  their  organization  into  tissues 
and  organs,  and  basic  concepts  of  how  structure 
subserves  function  are  considered.  Concepts  of 
differentiation  and  gene  expression,  which  pro- 
vide a  basis  for  the  understanding  of  the 
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properties  of  cells  and  tissues,  are  presented. 
A  comprehensive  and  systematic  study  of  struc- 
ture from  the  ultrastructural  to  the  macroscopic 
level  is  pursued  in  the  laboratory  with  emphasis 
on  individual  study  of  histological  sections  with 
the  light  microscope. 

Gross  Anatomy    Regional  anatomy  is  studied 
principally  through  dissection  of  the  human 
body.  Supplementing  this  are  prosections  by 
instructors,  tutorial  group  discussions,  and 
radiographic  demonstrations. 

Neuroscience    The  gross  and  microscopic 
structure  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord  is  taught 
in  an  inter-departmental  course  in  neuroscience 
in  cooperation  with  the  Departments  of  Neurol- 
ogy and  Physiology.  Lectures  correlate  the 
structure,  function,  and  clinical  significance  of 
the  principal  concepts  of  the  nervous  system. 
Opportunity  is  provided  in  the  laboratory  for 
gross  dissection  of  the  preserved  human  brain 
and  for  the  study  of  the  serial  histological 
sections  of  the  human  brain  in  three  different 
planes.

Unlimited  en- 
rollment. Prerequisite:  at  least  one  course  in 
formal  genetics.

Fall  and  spring  semester  topics  to  be  an- 
nounced. 

Clinical  Anatomy  of  the  Extremities  and  Back 

Second  trimester:  eleven  weeks.  Unlimited  en- 
rollment. F.  G.  Girgis,  A.  Inglis,  M.  Panio,  P. 
Pellicci,  G.  Stassa. 

A  functionally  and  clinically  oriented  introduc- 
tion to  the  extremities  and  back.  There  will  be 
each  week  a  one-hour  conference  on  radio- 
graphic anatomy,  and  a  one-hour  clinical 
conference  with  case  presentation.  Offered 
jointly  by  the  staffs  of  the  Departments  of  Anat- 
omy and  Radiology  and  the  Division  of 
Orthopedics  of  the  Department  of  Surgery.

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

The  Department  of  Anesthesiology  participates 
in  the  teaching  of  pharmacology.  Anesthetic 
agents  are  considered,  not  only  as  depressants 
of  the  central  nervous  system,  but  also  as  il- 
lustrations of  the  general  pharmacological 
phenomena  of  drug  uptake  and  distribution.  Th( 
department  also  assists  in  teaching  about  drugs 
that  affect  respiratory  mechanisms.  It  partic- 
ipates in  lectures,  laboratory  demonstrations, 
and  student  seminars. 

Third  Year 

Anesthesiology  is  taught  in  seminar-discussion 
periods  during  the  clerkship  in  surgery.  The 
subjects  covered  are:  cardiac  and  respiratory 
resuscitation;  the  medical  care  of  the  surgical 
patient,  respiratory  therapy;  and  the  evaluation, 
diagnosis,  and  treatment  of  pain. 

Elective  Options 

Third  Year 

During  the  summer  between  the  second  and 
third  years,  selected  students  are  offered  a  ' 
preceptorship  in  anesthesiology  under  a  pro- 
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jram  supported  by  the  American  Society  of 
Anesthesiologists  and  the  Department  of 
Anesthesiology. 

=ourth  Year 

An  elective  clinical  or  research  program  is 
Dffered  by  the  department  to  fourth-year  stu- 
dents. Each  student  is  assigned  to  an  attending 
anesthesiologist.  Students  spend  their  time  with 
[  :he  attending  anesthesiologist,  making  pre- 
operative visits,  administering  anesthesia,  and  in 
Dostoperative  and  recovery  care.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  respiratory  physiology,  therapy,  and 
resuscitation.  Progressive  participation  and 
responsibility  is  given  to  the  student.  A  second 
clinical  elective  is  offered  in  the  treatment  of 
Dain  by  the  use  of  nerve  block  techniques, 
transcutaneous  stimulation  and  injection  of 
trigger  points  for  the  treatment  of  myofascial 
pain.  This  experience  encompasses  The  New 
York  and  Memorial  Hospitals  in  the  differential 
diagnosis  and  care  of  patients  with  acute  and 
chronic  pain.  A  research  elective  can  be  ar- 
ranged either  at  The  New  York  Hospital  or 
Memorial  Hospital  for  individual  students.

Medical  Biochemistry    Required  course  offered 
during  the  first  and  second  trimesters.  Limited 
to  120  students.  During  the  first  trimester  the 
days  and  hours  of  this  course  are:  M  2-3;  T  W  Th 
9-10;  F  2-5.  During  the  second  trimester  the 
days  and  hours  of  this  course  are:  M  W  Th  9-1 0; 
F  2-5.  Friday  hours  are  typically  devoted  to 
group  conferences.  Specific  course  prereq- 
uisites: bachelor's  degree  required.  Responsible 
faculty  members:  E.  Breslow,  J.  S.  Cornell. 

Designed  for  medical  students.  The  chief  con- 
cern is  with  biochemical  principles  fundamental 
to  medical  problems.  Basic  biochemical  infor- 
mation will  be  presented  and  integrated  with 
selected  nutritional  and  health  problems  of 
concern  to  physicians,  by  means  of  lectures, 
group  conferences,  and  participation  in  clinical 
rounds. 

First  trimester:  Chemical  and  physical  prop- 
erties of  biomolecules,  enzymology,  molecular 
biology,  metabolism  of  carbohydrates,  special 
topics  and  associated  clinical  problems.  Various 
faculty  members. 

Second  trimester:  Metabolism  of  lipids,  amino 
acids,  purine  and  pyrmidines.  Greater  emphasis 
on  the  metabolic  aspects  of  biochemistry  and 
the  medical  consequences  of  disturbances  in 
intermediary  metabolism;  special  topics  in  bio- 
chemistry that  are  relevant  to  current  medical 
problems.  Various  faculty  members. 

1.  Graduate  Biochemistry    Offered  by  the  staff 
of  the  Field  of  Biochemistry,  Medical  College 
Division,  and  of  the  Biochemistry  Unit,  Sloan- 
Kettering  Division.  This  is  a  course  designed  to 
provide  the  student  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
fundamentals  of  biochemistry  and  an  apprecia- 
tion of  the  molecular  basis  of  biological 
phenomena.  Graduate  students  in  biochemistry 
are  required  to  pass  this  course  (or  its  equiv- 
alent) prior  to  pursuing  advanced  courses.  Fall 
and  winter  trimesters.

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2.  Advanced  Biochemistry    A  course  offered 
jointly  by  the  faculties  of  thie  f^edical  College 
and  Sloan-Kettering  Divisions.  The  course  will 
consist  of  a  series  of  lecture  units  (minicourses) 
covering  topics  such  as  size  and  shape  methods 
for  the  study  of  macromolecules,  molecular 
biology,  information  transfer,  membrane  struc- 
ture and  function,  hormones,  enzyme  structure 
and  function,  antimetabolites  in  chemotherapy, 
and  other  subjects  of  current  research  interests. 
These  subjects  will  be  taught  at  an  advanced 
level  with  particular  attention  to  contributions  of 
recent  research.

3.  Physical  Methods    This  course  will  consist 
of  a  series  of  workshops  including  laboratory 
demonstrations  and  lectures  and/or  tutorials  in 
physical  techniques  for  the  study  of  macro- 
molecular  and  cellular  structure.  Examples  of 
techniques  available  for  study  are:  hydro- 
dynamic  and  equilibrium  methods,  electron 
microscopy  and  other  optical  methods,  res- 
onance methods,  separation  techniques  such  as 
chromatography,  electrophoreses,  isoelectric 
focussing,  affinity  methods,  etc.  Time  and  place 
should  be  arranged  with  the  faculty  in  charge. 
Prerequisites:  Graduate  Biochemistry  or  its 
equivalent  and  Physical  Chemistry.  First  tri- 
mester.

The  program  for  the  Department  of  Medicine  is 
based  on  a  number  of  cardinal  premises:  (1) 
There  is  a  minimal  core  of  information,  skills, 
and  understanding  that  must  be  assimilated 
regardless  of  the  student's  choice  of  career. 
(2)  The  essence  of  medicine  is  continuous  and 
independent  inquiry,  which  should  be  fostered 
in  all  students  through  investigative  work  at  the 
clinical  or  laboratory  levels.  (3)  The  scope  and 
limitations  of  medicine  are  best  revealed 
through  the  demands  and  responsibilities  of 
patient  care.  (4)  The  need  and  privilege  to  pro- 
vide sympathetic  understanding  and  support  to 
the  patient  and  the  patient's  family  are  pre- 
requisite to  being  a  good  physician. 

It  is  evident  that  a  large  number  of  options  are 
open  to  those  pursuing  a  career  in  medicine, 
a  diversity  that  includes  clinical,  specialty,  lab- 
oratory, and  administrative  areas.  This  diversity 
enables  most  students  to  select  an  area  of  med- 
icine that  satisfies  their  individual  interests, 
abilities,  and  needs.  There  is  no  preconceived 
image  of  an  ideal  graduate  except  that  he  or  she 
be  competent  and  content  in  the  career  choice, 
and  be  sufficiently  well  prepared  to  adapt  to  the 
changes  that  will  occur  in  the  practice  of  med- 
icine in  the  future.  The  program  provides  the 
student  with  certain  fundamental  concepts  and 
skills  that  will  allow  thoughtful  exploration 
and  evaluation  of  career  possibilities. 

The  growth  and  complexity  of  medical  knowl- 
edge is  proceeding  at  an  astonishing  pace.  The 
physician  who  relies  excessively  on  intuition 
and  empiricism  runs  the  risk  of  early  obsoles- 
cence. A  more  reasonable  alternative  is  a 
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systematic  analysis  that  utilizes  concepts  de- 
veloped in  the  basic  sciences.  This  approach  to 
the  interpretation  of  symptoms,  signs,  and 
laboratory  data  has  been  termed  the  patho- 
physiology of  disease.  There  are  unique  advan- 
tages to  such  an  approach.  Existing  concepts 
are  continually  evaluated  so  that  the  outmoded 
may  be  discarded.  This  system  quickly  reveals  to 
the  student  the  limitations  of  existing  knowl- 
edge and  exposes  those  facets  of  medicine 
where  logic  may  be  of  little  value.  The  depth  to 
which  each  student  pursues  the  pathophysio- 
logic approach  will  vary  from  a  study  of  the 
physical  and  emotional  factors  responsible  for 
illness  in  a  single  patient  to  an  investigation  of  a 
disorder  at  a  fundamental  level.  Clearly  this 
spirit  of  inquiry  is  essential  to  all  areas  of  med- 
icine. The  program  of  the  department  is 
designed  to  provide  the  challenges  and  oppor- 
tunities to  develop  this  quality. 

It  is  hoped  that  through  their  experiences,  stu- 
dents will  blend  habit  with  critical  analysis, 
scientific  thought  with  empathy,  and  com- 
petence with  humility. 

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Introduction  to  Medicine    The  transition  be- 
tween the  undergraduate  and  professional  level 
may  be  a  bewildering  experience.  The  knowl- 
edge and  understanding  of  various  basic 
sciences  to  be  acquired  appears,  at  times,  to  be 
overwhelming — often  becoming  an  end  in  itself 
rather  than  recognized  as  the  foundation  of 
medicine.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to 
provide  the  student  with  an  overview  of  selected 
areas  in  which  direct  correlations  and  applica- 
tions can  be  made  between  knowledge  acquired 
in  the  basic  sciences  and  both  the  practice 
and  art  of  clinical  medicine  and  the  science  of 
clinical  investigation. 

Second  Year 

Instruction  begins  in  the  last  trimester  and 
consists  of  two  coordinated  courses. 

Physical  Diagnosis    The  course  is  an  intensive 
introduction  to  the  basic  bedside  clinical  skills, 
i.e.,  the  taking  of  a  medical  history  and  the 
performance  of  a  physical  examination,  with 
emphasis  on  the  anatomic  and  physiologic  prin- 
ciples underlying  the  important  symptoms  and 
signs  encountered  in  clinical  medicine.  Lectures 
and  demonstrations,  supplemented  by  exten- 
sive use  of  audiovisual  and  electronic  aids,  form 
the  didactic  basis  of  the  course;  special 
attention  is  directed  to  the  medical  interview 
and  the  approach  to  the  sick.  Students  are 
assigned  in  small  groups  to  clinical  tutors,  with 
whom  they  refine  their  bedside  skills  in  biweekly 
examination  of  inpatients  under  close  tutorial 
supervision.  Patient  examinations  are  carried 
out  at  the  Cornell  cooperating  hospitals:  The 


New  York  Hospital,  Memorial  Hospital,  and  the 
North  Shore  University  Hospital. 

Pathophysiology    The  course  is  designed  to 
link  the  basic  sciences  with  clinical  medicine  by 
demonstrating  how  laboratory  methods  and 
information  may  be  used  in  clinical  practice. 
The  divisions  of  the  department  participate  with 
presentations,  including  lectures  and  case 
studies,  that  are  discused  in  small  groups. 
Laboratory  exercises  are  employed  in  the  hema- 
tology and  renal  sections  to  provide  an  under- 
standing of  analysis  of  blood  and  urine.  The 
approaches  used  to  determine  the  degree  and 
extent  of  deranged  function  of  organ  systems 
in  the  context  of  their  pathophysiology  are 
developed. 

Third  Year 

Clerkship    Each  student  is  assigned  to  one  or 
more  of  the  medical  services  of  the  Cornell 
cooperating  hospitals  for  a  period  of  twelve 
weeks.  The  objectives  of  the  clerkship  are:  1.  to 
refine  and  strengthen  the  skills  of  history  taking 
and  physical  exam;  2.  to  develop  the  processes 
required  to  analyze  the  patient's  symptoms  and 
signs  and  to  propose  differential  diagnoses; 
and  3.  to  appreciate  the  uses  and  limitations  of 
lab  procedures  to  evaluate  diagnostic  possibili- 
ties. The  student  is  an  integral  member  of  a 
medical  team  that  is  responsible  for  the  care  of 
patients.  The  student  obtains  the  patient's  his- 
tory, performs  the  physical  examination  and 
basic  laboratory  tests,  and  records  the  findings. 
The  student's  results  and  analysis  of  the  clinica 
problems  are  reviewed  and  discussed  with  the 
house  staff  and  in  small  student  groups  under 
the  supervision  of  a  tutor.  The  student  actively 
participates  in  the  continued  care  of  the  patient, 
in  part  to  verify  or  alter  his  or  her  initial  evalua- 
tion, but  also  to  develop  an  appreciation  of 
the  unique  relationship  that  exists  between 
patient  and  physician.  Weekly  psychiatric  liaison 
sessions  explore  the  complexities  of  patient- 
physician  relationships;  physician,  student  and 
patient  reactions  to  stress,  illness  and  death, 
and  factors  affecting  patient  care.  In  the  last 
two  weeks  of  the  rotation,  the  student  is  given 
increased  responsibility  for  both  the  assessment 
and  management  of  his  or  her  patients.  These 
activities  are  supplemented  by  seminars  that 
emphasize  the  approach  to  urgent  and/or  com- 
monly encountered  medical  problems,  as  well 
as  a  multitude  of  conferences  and  lectures 
regularly  held  by  the  Department. 

Elective  Options 

Over  fifty  electives  are  offered  throughout  the 
four  years.  The  comprehensive  program  in-  , 
eludes  participation  in  laboratory  or  clinical 
research  or,  if  desired,  further  opportunities  for 
patient  care.  Each  year  the  elective  list  is 
revised  and  can  be  found  in  the  Catalog  of 
Electives.  i

Microbiology  and  an  Introduction  to  Infectious 
Diseases    First  and  second  trimesters.  Labora- 

I  tory  work  includes  an  introduction  to  the 
orocedures  used  in  studying  microorganisms, 
various  physical  and  biological  manifestations 
of  antigen-antibody  reactions,  a  survey  of  the 

I  microbial  flora  of  the  upper  respiratory  tract  of 
healthy  humans,  and  an  intensive  study  of  the 
causal  agents  of  specific  infections,  including 
fungi,  bacteria,  rickettsiae,  and  viruses.  The 
lectures  are  directed  toward  the  development  of 
basic  concepts,  particularly  as  they  relate  to 
microbial  physiology,  and  host-parasite  relation- 
ships, including  immunologic  mechanisms  in 
infectious  disease.  Emphasized  are  the  etiology, 
pathogenesis,  epidemiology,  and  prevention  of 
infectious  disease.  Special  attention  also  is 
given  to  the  immunological  principles  under- 
lying hypersensitivity,  autoimmunity  tolerance, 
and  rejection  of  transplants.  Students  also  may 
carry  out  research  in  the  Department  of  Micro- 
biology under  guidance  of  individual  faculty. 

Elective  Options 

Completion  of  Microbiology  and  an  Introduction 
to  Infectious  Diseases  (or  its  equivalent)  is  a 
desirable  prerequisite  for  elective  work  in 
microbiology.

Microbiology  Seminar    Scheduled  weekly. 
Topics  in  microbiology  and  infectious  diseases 
are  presented  by  faculty  and  graduate  students 
of  the  Department  of  Microbiology  and  by 
visiting  scientists  from  other  institutions.

Microbial  Chemistry  and  Physiology  Lectures 
cover  literature  and  methodology  pertinent  to 
physico-chemical  properties  of  microorganisms 
and  their  environments,  the  growth  and  death 
of  microorganisms,  chemical  composition  of 
cells  and  subcellular  structures,  nutritional 
requirements,  microbiological  assay  and  auxo- 
trophic mutants,  energy  metabolism,  degrada- 
tions and  biosyntheses,  the  physiology  of 
pathogenesis,  and  important  microbial  products.

The  department  has  three  responsibilities: 
patient  care,  teaching,  and  research.  The  faculty 
supervises  the  care  of  patients  with  neurological 
diseases  at  The  New  York  Hospital,  Memorial 
Hospital,  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  and 
the  North  Shore  University  Hospital.  This  rich 
clinical  exposure  and  the  rewards  of  providing 
care  to  patients  from  many  geographic  and 
social  backgrounds  are  shared  by  students  and 
residents.  The  research  laboratories  and  pro- 
grams of  the  department  are  located  within  the 
Medical  College  and  at  the  several  hospitals. 
These  laboratories  conduct  both  fundamental 
and  clinical  research,  seeking  the  basic  answers 
to  neurological  diseases  and  new  ways  to 
improve  the  delivery  of  treatment  to  patients. 
Research  projects  include  the  search  for  new 
chemicals  to  treat  brain  cancer,  investigations 
into  the  mechanisms  and  treatment  of  brain 
tissue  damage  in  stroke,  the  discovery  and 
analysis  of  chemicals  in  the  brain  that  cause 
and  control  the  emotions  and  the  blood  pres- 
sure, a  search  for  basic  mechanisms  causing 
epilepsy,  and  a  fundamental  examination  of  the 
causes  and  prevention  of  neurological  birth 
defects. 

Two  goals  guide  the  teaching  of  students.  One 
is  to  learn  diagnosis  and  treatment  by  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  physiology  and  bio- 
chemistry of  the  major  neurological  diseases. 
The  other  is  to  transmit  an  initial  understanding 
of  the  brain  as  an  adaptive  organ  regulating 
man's  internal  milieu  and  outward  behavior. 
Formal  teaching  begins  in  the  second  year  and 
continues  thereafter. 

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

An  introductory  course  in  neurological  diagno- 
sis is  offered  in  the  third  term,  closely  linked 
to  the  general  physical  diagnosis  course. 
Lectures  and  seminar  presentations  describe 
the  physiological  basis  of  the  neurological 
examination  and  abnormal  signs  and  symptoms. 
Each  week  under  an  instructor's  guidance, 
students  examine  patients  with  neurological 
disease. 

Third  Year 

A  one-month  clinical  clerkship  is  spent  in  the 
neurological  pavilion  of  either  The  New  York 
Hospital  or  Memorial  Hospital.  Students  perform 
the  initial  work-up  of  patients,  participate  in  all 


rounds  and  conferences,  and  share  in  the  care 
of  patients  under  the  close  supervision  of 
resident  staff  and  tutors.  Extensive  reading  is 
encouraged  in  order  to  develop  a  comfortable 
knowledge  about  major  neurological  problems, 
and  to  gain  insight  into  still  unsolved  prob- 
lems where  current  research  is  making 
important  contributions. 

Elective  Options 

A  variety  of  electives  in  either  clinical  work  or 
laboratory  research  is  available  to  fourth-year 
students.  Dr.  Plum  provides  an  advanced 
seminar  in  behavioral  topics.  Inpatient  clerk- 
ships are  available  for  whole-time  work  in 
neurology  at  Memorial  Hospital  and  in  clinical 
neurology  at  The  New  York  Hospital  and  North 
Shore  University  Hospital.  Dr.  McDowell 
provides  a  varied  outpatient  elective  that  guar- 
antees the  student  exposure  to  almost  all  the 
major  neurological  disorders.  Laboratory  or 
laboratory-clinical  electives  are  available  with 
almost  any  of  the  full-time  faculty,  all  of  whom 
are  engaged  in  active  research  programs.

Second  Year 

Orientation  and  Introduction  to  Gynecological 
Examination    During  the  last  trimester  of  the 
second  year,  one  three-hour  session  on  orienta- 
tion in  the  discipline  and  review  of  basic  and 
pertinent  clinical  anatomy  is  given  to  the  entire 
class.  Films  and  models  for  training  in  pelvic 
examination  are  presented. 

Third  Year 

Introduction  to  Clinical  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology   This  course  combines  theoretical 
instruction  with  clinical  experience  in  obstetrics 
and  gynecology.  There  are  daily  lectures  on  the 
core  curriculum  by  the  teaching  staff,  as  well 
as  assignment  of  the  students  to  obstetrical  and 
gynecological  teams.  Exposure  to  patient  care 
will  be  offered  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
the  attending  physicians  and  the  resident  staff. 

Triweekly  sessions,  exclusively  for  the  students, 
will  be  offered  to  permit  the  students  to  present 
and  discuss  interesting  cases  that  they  are 
interested  in  on  the  clinical  services.  In  addition, 
departmental  staff  conferences  as  well  as  staff 
rounds  are  offered. 

Some  students  will  be  assigned  to  North  Shore 
Hospital,  with  the  majority  remaining  at  the  New 
York  Lying-in  Hospital.  Those  at  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital will  complete  part  of  their  clerkship  at  the 
LaGuardia  Hospital,  where  additional  student 
obstetrical  experience  is  available. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  course,  an  evaluation 
of  the  student  will  be  based  on  a  written  ex- 
amination, an  oral  examination,  and  evaluation 
of  the  student's  work  on  the  clinical  service. 
This  information  will  be  available  to  the  student 
on  request.

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

Instruction  in  ophthalmology  begins  as  part  of 
physical  diagnosis  instruction  in  the  third  tri- 
mester of  the  second  year  with  practical 
demonstrations  and  lectures  in  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  tech- 
nique and  features  of  the  normal  fundus.  Basic 
neuro-ophthalmology  is  included  in  this  course. 

Third  Year 

During  the  third  year,  the  class  is  divided  into 
eight  groups  that  participate  in  six  weekly 
afternoons  of  presentation,  discussion,  and 
actual  pathological  case  examinations.  Each 
session  concentrates  on  one  phase  of  clinical 
ophthalmology.  The  entire  series  offers  instruc- 
tion in  the  most  frequently  encountered  diseases 
of  the  eye. 

Third-year  students  are  offered  an  externship 
in  ophthalmology  as  part  of  the  surgical 
curriculum. 

Elective  Options 

Fourth  Year 

Two  fourth-year  students  per  module  can  par- 
ticipate in  the  elective  period.  During  their 
modules,  they  examine  patients  hospitalized  for 
surgery  and  review  the  cases  with  attending 
ophthalmologists.  The  student  then  observes  the 
actual  surgery  and  attends  teaching  rounds  with 
the  resident  and  attending  staff  who  present 
interesting  and  problem  cases  for  detailed 
review  and  discussion. 

A  similar  elective  is  available  at  the  affiliated 
Manhattan  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital.  In  addition, 
electives  are  available  for  students  who  have 
completed  the  third-year  externship.  These 
include  the  ophthalmic  specialties  such  as 
oncology,  vitreous-retina  and  neuroophthalmol- 
ogy.  A  research  elective  in  one  of  the  ongoing 
departmental  programs  is  also  available.

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

One  session  is  provided  in  otorhinolaryngologic 
problems  as  part  of  the  course  in  physical 
diagnosis. 

Third  Year 

The  third  year  is  divided  into  four  terms.  In  each 
term,  eleven  or  twelve  students  spend  five  or 
six  periods  of  two  hours  each  in  the  otorhino- 
laryngology outpatient  clinic.  These  sessions 
are  held  on  Tuesday  afternoons  from  1-3  p.m.  in 
the  outpatient  clinic.  Students  gain  experience 
with  patients  who  are  being  considered  for 
surgical  therapy.  They  do  the  workup  on  the 
patients,  taking  full  histories  and  performing 
physical  examinations  on  the  new  patients  to 
whom  they  are  assigned.  The  workup  on  each 
patient  is  presented  to  an  attending  otorhino- 
laryngologist.  Informal  lectures  are  given  at  the 
beginning  of  the  two-hour  afternoon  sessions. 
To  supplement  these  informal  lectures,  interest- 
ing cases  are  selected  and  presented  to  the 
group  for  examination  and  informal  discussion. 
Ambulatory-care  patients  and  inpatients  are 
used  in  the  case  presentations. 

Elective  Options 

Fourth  Year 

Glinical  clerkships  in  otorhinolaryngology  are 
offered  to  students  in  the  fourth  year  in  modules 
of  one  or  two.  Additional  modules  may  be 
taken  under  special  circumstances.  Full-time 
attendance  is  desirable.  However,  half-time  at- 
tendance may  be  arranged  at  the  discretion  of 
the  department  head.  During  the  clerkship,  the 
student's  time  is  divided  between  duty  on 
the  ward,  in  the  otorhinolaryngology  outpatient 
clinic  and  in  the  operating  room.  The  student 
takes  part  in  the  ward  duties  and  makes  ward 
rounds  with  the  resident  staff  and  has  the  oppor- 
tunity to  observe  various  otorhinolaryngologic 
surgical  procedures  in  the  operating  room.  The 
student  also  attends  the  weekly  and  monthly 
conferences. 


Prerequisite:  courses  in  the  second  and  third 
years.

Facilities 

The  Department  of  Pathology  occupies  two 
floors  of  the  central  part  of  the  college  building, 
located  above  the  library  and  in  immediate 
contact  with  the  hospital,  the  autopsy  room 
being  in  the  connecting  wing  between  college 
and  hospital.  The  teaching  is  largely  concen- 
trated on  the  third  floor  where  the  autopsy  room 
and  demonstration  room  for  pathological  anat- 
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omy  are  located.  Classrooms  for  microscopy  are 
situated  on  the  second  floor.  The  third  and 
fourth  floors  also  contain  unit  laboratories  for 
staff  members  and  graduate  students  and 
for  technical  preparation. 

The  postmortem  service  of  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital, Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  Rockefeller 
Hospital,  and  the  Westchester  Division  affords 
abundant  opportunity  for  study  of  pathological 
anatomy  and  its  relation  to  clinical  medicine. 
The  systematic  records  of  autopsies  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  have  been  preserved  since  1851, 
and,  in  recent  years,  protocols  and  microscopic 
slides  have  been  carefully  indexed  and  filed. 


TRequired  Courses 

Second  Year 

General  and  Systematic  Pathology    First  and 
second  terms  of  the  second  year.  Professor 
Ellis  and  staff. 

Gross  and  histological  lesions  are  studied  and 
their  pathogenesis  and  correlation  with  dis- 
turbed function  considered.  Lectures  and 
classroom  demonstrations  are  supplemented  by 
studies  at  the  autopsy  table.  The  course  begins 
with  cell  injury,  inflammation,  and  repairs.  It 
then  proceeds  with  the  various  specific  infec- 
tions and  tumors.  The  latter  part  of  the  course  is 
devoted  to  special  systemic  pathology,  includ- 
ing an  introduction  to  neuropathology. 

Clinical  Pathological  Conferences    These  con- 
ferences are  held  in  cooperation  with  the  staffs 
of  the  clinical  departments  of  the  hospital  and 
Medical  College  each  week  throughout  the  year. 
Observations  concerning  the  clinical  course 
and  diagnosis  of  diseases  are  correlated  with 
changes  found  at  autopsy.

During  the  spring  term,  time  is  used  for  elective 
courses  in  pathology  for  research  or  for  inde- 
pendent study.  Electives  are  offered  in  post- 
mortem pathology,  cardiovascular  pathology, 
cytopathology,  forensic  pathology,  pathology  of 
the  gastrointestinal  tract,  laboratory  medicine, 
neuropathology,  oral  pathology,  pediatric  path- 
ology, pathology  of  renal  disease,  and  pathology 
in  surgery. 

Fourth  Year

Required  Clerkship 
Third  Year 

The  major  undergraduate  teaching  effort  of  the 
Department  of  Pediatrics  occurs  in  the  third 
year.  In  a  period  of  six  weeks,  a  required  pro- 
gram provides  a  core  of  pediatrics,  as  an  over- 
view of  the  subject  is  presented.  The  year  is 
divided  into  eight  clerkships.  During  the  pedi- 
atric clerkship,  the  student  is  assigned  either  to 
The  New  York  Hospital,  the  North  Shore  Uni- 
versity Hospital,  or  the  Lenox  Hill  Hospital 
Pediatric  Service.  During  that  time,  students 
are  assigned  patients  during  an  inpatient  ex- 
perience and  also  spend  approximately  half  of 
their  time  in  an  ambulatory  setting  dealing  with 
the  care  of  the  outpatient  pediatric  population. 
Throughout  the  rotation,  the  students  also  ro- 
tate through  the  pediatric  emergency  room  and 
learn  to  deal  with  pediatric  crises.  Both  gen- 
eral pediatric  problems  and  those  of  interest  to 
the  subspecialties  are  encountered  when  the 
student  is  on  the  inpatient  as  well  as  during 
the  outpatient  rotation.  The  students  are  respon-, 
sible  for  a  history,  physical  examination,  and  a 
formulation  for  a  differential  diagnosis.  The  plan 
for  the  patient  is  developed  by  the  student  and 
after  presentation  to  the  senior  resident  and  at- 
tending physician,  decisions  are  made  as  to 
appropriate  care  and  disposition  of  the  patient.  , 
Students  are  expected  to  follow  their  patients 
closely  during  the  admission  as  well  as  during 
the  outpatient  rotation  and  write  pertinent 
progress  notes.  During  their  assignments  in 
pediatrics,  they  spend  time  dealing  with  the  , 
management  of  the  neonate  in  the  Intensive 
Care  Unit.  A  number  of  formal  teaching  seminar; 
are  scheduled  highlighting  various  aspects  of 
general  pediatrics  as  well  as  its  subspecialties. 
In  addition,  the  student  participates  in  daily 
attending  rounds  and  case  discussions.  The  reg- 
ularly scheduled  grand  rounds  and  professorial 
rounds  for  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  are  pari' 
of  the  curriculum  for  the  third-year  student.  The 
students  are  assigned  to  a  tutor  in  groups  of  fou 
and  are  responsible  for  formal  presentations  to 
this  tutor.  The  tutors  are  members  of  the  full-timt 
staff  or  the  attending  staff  of  the  department.

Required  Course 
Second  Year 

Basic  Course    Lectures,  clinical  correlations, 
demonstrations  and  conferences.  A  major  aim  is 
to  teach  how  selectivity  of  drug  action  is  deter- 
mined by  pharmacologic  principles.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  application  of  pharmacologic 
principles  to  the  understanding  and  evaluation 
of  drug  actions.  In  turn,  the  student  is  provided 
with  a  scientific  basis  for  a  rational  approach  to 
drug  therapy.  Prototype  drugs  considered  syste- 
matically serve  to  illustrate  the  pharmacologic 
characteristics  of  the  important  drug  classes 
and  their  application  in  medicine. 

Elective  Options 

Second  and  Fourth  Years 

In  both  the  second-  and  fourth-year  elective 
periods,  opportunities  are  available  to  pursue 
supervised  laboratory,  course  work  and  clinical 
studies  in  neuropharmacology,  cardiovascular 
pharmacology,  endocrine  pharmacology,  renal 
pharmacology,  clinical  pharmacology,  drug  de- 
pendency, analgesic  pharmacology,  drug  metab- 
olism, and  cancer  chemotherapy.

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Instruction  in  physiology  and  biophysics  is  con- 
centrated in  the  second  and  third  terms  of  the 
first  year.  Prerequisites  include  a  basic  knowl- 
edge of  chemistry  and  physics  and  at  least 
some  knowledge  of  anatomy  and  biochemistry. 
The  instruction  in  physiology  and  biophysics  is 
directed  toward  an  understanding  of  the  prin- 
ciples involved  in  the  functioning  of  the  human 
body  and  the  means  by  which  the  functions  of 
the  various  organ  systems  are  integrated. 

The  laboratory  work  emphasizes  mammalian 
physiology,  and  is  directed  toward  quantitative 
determinations.  Students  are  expected  per- 
sonally to  obtain  experimental  data  in  carefully 
selected  experiments  and  are  taught  to  interpret 
them  objectively  and  in  a  physiologically  mean- 
ingful fashion.  The  laboratory  experiments  are 
chosen  to  illustrate  fundamental  principles  in 
the  field  of  physiology  and  are  correlated  with 
lectures  by  means  of  conferences.  The  demon- 
strations include  instruction  in  specialized 
techniques,  experimental  preparations,  and 
presentation  of  clinical  cases.  These  are 
facilitated  by  the  participation  and  cooperation 
of  staff  members  of  various  departments  in 
the  Medical  College  and  The  New  York  Hospital. 

Second  term.    Lectures  and  conferences  on 
endocrinology,  bioelectric  phenomena,  physiol- 
ogy of  nerve  and  muscle,  neuromuscular 
junction,  smooth  muscle,  cardiac  electrophysiol- 
ogy  and  physiology  of  blood  circulation. 

Third  term.    Laboratory  work  on  selected  topics 
in  physiology  and  biophysics.  Conferences  are 
devoted  largely  to  a  consideration  of  laboratory 
results  and  to  the  presentation  of  patients  who 
exhibit  functional  disturbances.  Lectures  on 
respiration,  the  physiology  of  body  fluids  and 
acid  base  balance,  renal  and  gastrointestinal 
function.  Laboratory  exercises:  one  full  day 
each  week.  Neurophysiology  is  taught  by  mem- 


bers of  the  physiology  teaching  staff  in  a 
separate  Neuroscience  course. 

The  student  is  expected  to  meet  a  standard  of 
knowledge  in  the  indicated  areas  of  physiololgy 
as  outlined  in  a  publication  of  the  American 
Physiology  Society:  {The  Physiology  Teacher, 
Volume  II,  #3  Supplement,  Educational  Objec- 
tives in  Physiology,  August  1978).  At  the  end 
of  the  course  the  student  is  expected  to  have  a 
sound  grasp  of  the  physiological  basis  of  medi- 
cine and  a  professional  understanding  of  the 
mechanisms  involved  in  maintaining  normal 
function  of  the  human  body. 

The  student's  performance  is  evaluated  by  one 
multiple  choice  examination  given  at  the  end  of 
each  term.  The  examination  at  the  end  of  the 
second  term  contributes  one  third  of  the  final 
grade  in  physiology.  The  examination  at  the  end 
of  the  third  term  also  tests  the  student's  under- 
standing of  concepts  and  factual  knowledge 
taught  in  the  laboratories. 

Elective  Options 

Seminar  courses  in  topics  in  biophysics,  topics 
in  fluid  and  electrolyte  balance,  cardiac  electro- 
physiology  and  respiratory  physiology  are 
offered  to  first-year  students  during  the  third 
term.  An  opportunity  is  offered  to  not  more 
than  five  students  during  their  second-year  elec- 
tive period  to  participate  as  laboratory  instruc- 
tors in  physiology.  Research  work  for  medical 
students  during  second-  and  fourth-year  elective 
periods,  and  for  members  of  any  class  during 
summer  vacation  periods,  will  be  arranged  on 
consultation  with  members  of  the  department.

Required  Courses 

First  Year,  First  Trimester 

Understanding  Human  Behavior    This  course 
reviews  the  phenomenology  of  human  behavior. 
Each  week  a  one-hour  lecture-demonstration 
discusses  an  aspect  of  mental  health  such  as 
perception,  thinking,  feeling,  intelligence,  etc. 
Following  the  lecture,  small  groups  of  students 
meet  with  two  preceptors,  discuss  the  lecture 
and  reading  material,  and  visit  a  medical  ward 
where  a  patient  is  interviewed.  The  clinical  data 
from  the  interview  are  organized  by  using  the 
material  discussed  that  week. 

First  Year,  Third  Trimester 

Human  Sexuality    Six  two-hour  lecture-demon- 
strations discuss  the  anatomy,  physiology, 
and  psychology  of  human  sexual  functioning. 
Homosexuality,  sexual  dysfunction,  and  assess- 
ment of  sexual  functioning  in  the  clinical 
interview  are  reviewed,  with  videotapes  and 
movies  to  supplement  the  lecture  material. 

Understanding  Clinical  Behavior    Six  two-hour 
lecture-demonstrations  discuss  the  phenom- 
enology of  the  data  acquired  in  a  clinical 
interview  so  that  by  the  end  of  the  course  each 
student  will  be  able  to  write  a  mental  status 
after  watching  a  videotaped  interview.  The 
components  of  the  mental  status  discussed 
include  sensorium,  orientation,  memory,  affect, 
mood,  thinking,  coping  strategies,  defense 
mechanisms,  and  the  quality  of  the  doctor- 
patient  interaction. 

Second  Year 

Psychopathology    The  major  psychiatric  dis- 
orders are  discussed,  emphasizing  clinical 
features,  etiology,  diagnosis,  and  treatment. 
After  each  lecture,  groups  of  seven  students 
meet  with  two  faculty  members  on  the  wards  of 
the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic  to  discuss  the  lecture 
topic  and  to  interview  patients.  Students  are 
helped  to  achieve  an  understanding  of  mental 


illness  and  to  develop  their  observational, 
diagnostic,  and  interview  skills. 

Third  Year 

Clinical  Psychiatry  Clerkship    Students  are 
assigned  for  six  weeks  to  special  teaching  units 
either  at  the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic  or  at  the 
Westchester  Division  of  The  New  York  Hospital. 
Clerks  are  given  the  opportunity  to  assume 
major  responsibility  for  the  evaluation  and  treat- 
ment of  selected  inpatients  under  the  super- 
vision of  full-time  faculty  and  senior  residents. 
Students  also  work  with  the  families  of  in- 
patients and  participate  in  all  ward  activities. 
Outpatient  experiences  with  adults  and  children 
are  also  provided.  Seminar  series,  tutorials, 
readings  and  videotapes  of  typical  psychiatric 
syndromes  supplement  the  direct  clinical 
experiences. 


Elective  Options 

First  and  Second  Years 

Electives  are  available  in  many  areas  of  psy- 
chiatry, including  research,  patient  evaluation 
and  treatment,  family  studies,  group  dynamics, 
death  and  dying,  psychobiology,  psychiatric 
principles  of  general  and  special  medical  care, 
and  psychoanalysis.  In  selected  instances,  a 
student  may  treat  a  psychiatric  patient,  with 
supervision,  for  one  to  four  years.  A  Psychiatry 
Club,  which  meets  monthly,  is  open  to  all  stu- 
dents interested  in  psychiatry.  A  full  listing  of 
electives  is  available  in  the  Catalog  of  Electives. 

Summer  Fellowships    A  wide  variety  of  NIMH- 
supported  summer  fellowships  in  research 
are  available.  They  include  participation  in  on- 
going faculty  research  as  well  as  special 
projects  specifically  designed  for  medical 
students  that  can  be  completed  in  a  ten-week 
period.  Projects  have  ranged  from  the  study  of 
neurophysiology  of  exploratory  behavior  in  rats 
to  studies  of  the  families  of  dialysis  patients 
and  of  patients  who  do  not  follow  medical 
regimens.  Fellowships  are  available  in  inpatient 
and  outpatient  settings  in  many  areas  of  the 
medical  center.  Details  are  available  at  the  office 
of  the  Director  of  Training.  Special  programs 
are  available. 

Fourth  Year 

Electives  and  subinternships  in  inpatient  and 
outpatient  psychiatry — both  adult  and  child — 
offer  extensive  opportunities  to  learn  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  psychiatric  patients  by  as- 
suming direct  responsibility,  under  supervision, 
for  patient  care.  Electives  are  also  available 
in  other  aspects  of  psychiatry:  research,  liaison, 
social  and  community  psychiatry,  long-term 
psychotherapy,  etc.  A  special  effort  has  been 
made  to  provide  relevant  clinical  psychiatric 
electives  in  pediatrics,  surgery,  obstetrics  and 
gynecology,  oncology,  and  internal  medicine  for 
students  who  do  not  plan  a  career  in  psychi- 
atry. Elective  sites  include  Payne  Whitney  Clinic, 
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Westchester  Division,  Memorial  Hospital,  North 
Shore  University  Hospital,  as  weW  as  the  many 
sites  of  liaison  activity  on  nonpsychiatric 
services  within  The  New  York  Hospital.  Details 
are  available  at  the  office  of  the  Director  of 
Training.

Teaching  in  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
focuses  on  problems  of  disease,  disease  con- 
trol, and  health  behavior  in  human  groups 
and  communities.  Society,  rather  than  the  in- 
dividual, is  the  "patient."  Major  teaching  aims 
of  the  department  include  increasing  the 
student's  understanding  of  the  spread  and  con- 
trol of  disease  in  groups  of  people,  of  public 
health  problems  and  potential  solutions  in 
industrialized  societies,  and  of  the  significant 
environmental  hazards  to  health  that  people 
have  faced.  To  a  considerable  extent,  teaching 
involves  study  of  existing  and  emerging  disease 
problems  and  the  ways  they  are  shaped  by  the 
multiple  interrelations  of  heredity,  culture, 
social  relationships,  health  care,  and  the  phys- 
ical and  biological  environment.  Methods  of 
study  and  analysis  used  in  epidemiology  and 
biostatistics  are  emphasized.  Because  its 
concern  is  with  the  health  of  people  in  the  ag- 
gregate, the  department  also  has  the  responsi- 
bility for  maintaining  continuing  examination 
of  the  effectiveness  of  various  systems  of  health 
care  delivery. 

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Social  Determinants  of  Health  and  Disease 

This  course  consists  of  two  hours  each  Wednes- 
day afternoon  during  the  second  trimester.  It 
orients  the  student  to  the  societal  context  in 
which  illness  occurs  and  the  role  of  the  physi- 
cian and  other  health  professionals  in  coping 
with  disease  problems.  Lectures  and  small 
group  seminars.  Coordinator:  Dr.  Millman. 
Second  trimester,  Wednesdays,  2-4  p.m. 

Health  Care  Systems    This  course  consists  of 
one  lecture  hour  each  Tuesday  during  the  third 
trimester.  The  course  provides  an  introductory 
analysis  of  existing  systems  of  health  care  in  the 
United  States  and  abroad,  including  exam- 
ination of  available  health  manpower,  the 
orientation  of  medical  practice  and  its  evalua- 
tion, facilities  for  inpatient  and  outpatient  care 
in  relation  to  community  and  national  needs, 
methods  of  funding  health  care,  the  role  of 
politics  in  health  care  planning,  and  proposals 
for  modification  of  current  systems.  Dr.  Reader, 
Dr.  Goss.  Third  trimester,  Tuesdays,  12-1  p.m. 

Second  Year 

Introduction  to  Epidemiology    During  the  sec- 
ond trimester,  students  learn  about  the  epidem- 
iologic method  that  is  concerned  with  the 
distribution  and  causal  determinants  of  diseases 
in  man.  By  determining  the  attributes  of  high- 
risk  groups,  the  epidemiologic  method  con- 
tributes to  the  primary  prevention  and  earlier 
detection  of  diseases.  The  initial  lectures 
review  the  important  indices  of  disease  fre- 
quency, design  of  retrospective  (case  history) 
and  prospective  (cohort)  studies,  and  the 
derivation  of  relative  and  attributable  risk. 
These  fundamentals  are  then  illustrated  by  re- 
viewing selected  communicable  and  chronic 
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degenerative  diseases  that  are  a  major  source 
of  mortality  and  disability  in  our  society.  Dr. 
Schottenfeld.  Second  trimester,  Thursdays, 
9-10  a.m. 

Introduction  to  Biostatistics    This  course  con- 
sists of  a  series  of  ten  one-hour  lectures  aimed 
at  giving  the  student  a  brief  introduction  to  the 
basic  concepts  of  probability  and  classical 
statistics,  and  the  major  statistical  techniques 
generally  encountered  in  the  medical  literature. 
Methods  for  collecting  and  summarizing  clinical 
data  are  discussed,  with  emphasis  on  the 
design  of  controlled  therapeutic  trials.  Students 
have  the  opportunity  to  learn  hov^  to  solve 
statistical  problems  using  a  computer  terminal. 
An  exemption  test  is  available  for  anyone  with 
previous  training  in  statistics.  Dr.  Mike.  Second 
trimester,  Tuesdays,  2-3  p.m. 

Parasitology    The  principal  emphasis  in  this 
course  is  on  disease  caused  by  the  larger 
parasites  that  are  particularly  prevalent  in  so- 
called  economically  underdeveloped  areas.  The 
course  starts  with  the  study  of  the  host-parasite 
reaction  as  it  is  considered  in  microbiology 
and  pathology  and  broadens  out  to  include 
macroscopic  parasites.  Thus,  although  the  initial 
and  major  emphasis  of  the  course  is  on  mi- 
croscopy, it  also  serves  to  introduce  the  student 
to  the  main  avenues  for  the  study  of  diseases 
in  man — clinical  medicine  and  epidemiology. 
The  important  larger  parasites  of  man  are 
considered;  the  mode  of  transmission  of  each 
parasite  is  studied,  as  well  as  the  life  cycle  and 
intermediate  hosts.  Prevention  and  control  of 
human  parasitic  diseases  are  given  consid- 
eration and  the  therapy  of  these  conditions  is 
discussed.  Actual  cases  of  parasitic  diseases 
are  used  to  illustrate  the  laboratory  exercises 
and  the  lectures.  Dr.  Jones,  assisted  by  Dr. 
Marsden.  Each  Tuesday  and  Thursday  at  the 
beginning  of  the  third  trimester.  The  lecture  or 
demonstration  is  presented  from  2-3  p.m.; 
laboratory  exercises  take  place  from  3-5  p.m. 

Third  Year 

Public  Health  and  Community  Medicine  This 
third-year  course  in  public  health  consists  of  at 
least  seven  morning  field  trips  and  six  afternoon 
seminar  sessions  during  a  two-week  period. 
The  exercises  are  devoted  to  field  experience 
and  literature  review,  and  discussion  of  major 
topics  in  public  health  as  they  relate  to  a 
metropolitan  area.  The  teaching  is  conducted 
with  groups  of  fifteen  students  and  an  instructor. 
Dr.  Drusin. 

Elective  Options 

Health  Economics    The  delivery  of  health  care 
is  examined  as  an  economic  activity.  Economic 
theory  provides  the  basis  for  studying  the  health 
industry  and  national  health  insurance.  Topics 
considered  include  the  characteristics  of  health 
and  medical  services  that  distinguish  the 
health  industry;  the  implications  of  these  dis- 
tinctive characteristics  for  the  competitive 


market  system  as  a  mechanism  for  delivering 
health  services  to  the  consumer;  the  manpower 
crisis;  rising  costs;  and  forms  of  payment  to 
hospitals  and  physicians  including  Medicare  ' 
and  prepaid  insurance.  The  course  includes 
elective  readings  and  assignments.  Second 
year,  hours  to  be  arranged.  Dr.  McCarthy. 

Biostatistics  I:  Introduction  to  Statistical  Rea- 
soning   It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to  help  ' 
participants  gain  some  insight  into  the  theory 
underlying  a  probabilistic  approach  to  the  ^ 
treatment  of  observational  or  experimental  data^^ 
and  to  acquaint  them  with  the  most  basic 
techniques  of  statistical  analysis.  (Any  first-  or 
second-year  medical  student  completing  this 
course  will  be  exempted  from  Introduction 
to  Biostatistics.)  Prerequisite:  elementary 
algebra.  Two  one-hour  lectures  each  week;  first 
trimester.  Dr.  Mike  and  staff. 

Biostatistics  II:  Methods  of  Statistical  Science 

Application  of  concepts  introduced  in  Bio- 
statistics I  to  the  fields  of  experimental  design, 
curve  fitting,  and  analysis  of  count  data.  Pre- 
requisite: Biostatistics  I  or  equivalent.  Two  one- 
hour  lectures  each  week;  second  trimester. 
Dr.  Mike  and  staff. 

Evaluation  of  Quality  of  Medical  Care    In  this 

seminar,  current  approaches  to  evaluating 
the  quality  of  medical  care  are  examined,  as  are 
studies  dealing  with  individual  and  organiza- 
tional factors  that  affect  quality  of  care,  such  as 
physician  characteristics,  type  of  practice,  and 
hospital  and  clinic  settings.  Problems  involved 
in  monitoring  medical-care  quality  in  different 
contexts  such  as  neighborhood  health  centers 
also  are  considered,  and  specific  methods 
in  use  are  illustrated.  Readings  are  assigned 
and  original  studies  may  be  undertaken.  First 
trimester,  second  year.  One  one-hour  seminar 
each  week,  at  hours  to  be  arranged.  Dr.  Goss. 

Problems  of  Health  Care  Delivery  in  New  York 
City    In  this  seminar,  various  problems  that 
interfere  with  delivery  of  health  service  in  New 
York  City  are  examined  as  an  illustration  of 
generic  difficulties  of  health  care  delivery  in 
metropolitan  areas.  Guest  speakers  from  city 
agencies  are  invited  to  report  and  participate  in 
the  discussions.  Readings  are  assigned.  First 
trimester,  first  or  second  year.  One  one-hour 
seminar  each  week,  at  hours  to  be  arranged.  A 
maximum  of  twenty  students  can  be  accom- 
modated. Dr.  Reader. 

Medical  Information  and  Medical  Decision 
Making    The  aim  of  this  one-trimester  course 
is  to  familiarize  the  medical  student  with:  (1) 
definition  and  types  of  medical  information; 
(2)  capture  of  medical  information  including  the 
value  of  the  personal  interview;  (3)  storage  of 
medical  information,  including  the  patient's 
record  in  its  various  forms;  (4)  retrieval  of 
medical  information;  (5)  concepts  of  disease; 
(6)  principles  of  medical  decision  making — 
diagnosis,  treatment,  and  prognosis;  and  (7) 
automated  aids  to  medical  information  handling 
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and  decision  making.  One  one-hour  seminar 
each  week  and  another  hour  each  week  for 
laboratory  experience,  including  work  with 
decision-aids  systems  under  development,  at 
hours  to  be  arranged.  Open  to  students  in  any  of 
the  first  three  years.  Special  arrangements  can 
be  made  for  students  in  the  fourth  year.  There 
are  no  medical  course  prerequisites.  A  maxi- 
mum of  six  students  can  be  accommodated. 
Readings  are  assigned.  Dr.  Engle. 

Application  of  Epidemiologic  Methods  to  Prob- 
lem Solving  in  Clinical  and  Community  Med- 
icine   This  elective  will  parallel  each  lecture  in 
the  basic  course.  Introduction  to  Epidemiology. 
The  epidemiologic  approach  to  questions  of 
disease  causation,  prevention,  screening,  treat- 
ment, and  medical-care  organization  is  devel- 
oped using  examples  drawn  from  the  literature. 
Controversies  over  clinically  relevant  issues  are 
considered  by  examining  appropriate  observa- 
tional and  experimental  studies  with  special 
attention  to  their  design  and  the  nature  of  infer- 
ences drawn  from  them.  This  series  of  exercises 
provides  the  student  with  insight  into  the 
design  of  clinical  studies  and  in  the  use  of 
various  epidemiologic  investigative  strategies. 
Offered  in  the  second  trimester.  Open  to 
second-year  students.  Unlimited  enrollment. 
Tuesday,  3  p.m.  Dr.  Schottenfeld. 

Perspectives  on  Drug  and  Alcohol  Abuse  A 

series  of  eight  two-hour  seminars  that  consider 
selected  drug  abuse  topics.  Each  student  is 
expected  to  prepare  a  presentation  on  some 
aspect  of  the  subject  that  will  serve  as  the  focus 
for  the  individual  seminars.  Direct  contact  with 
research  and  treatment  programs  is  provided. 
Background  readings  are  suggested.  This 
elective  for  first-year  students  is  by  arrange- 
ment. Dr.  Millman. 

Epidemiology  at  the  Center  for  Disease  Control, 
Atlanta,  Georgia    An  epidemiology  elective 
in  the  Epidemiology  Program  of  the  Center  for 
Disease  Control  is  available  for  selected  fourth- 
year  medical  students.  During  the  two-module 
elective,  students  are  introduced  to  both  the 
principles  and  practices  of  epidemiology 
through  participation  in  the  day-to-day  opera- 
tion of  a  national  disease  surveillance  system, 
and  by  actively  assisting  in  epidemiological 
investigations  of  acute  viral,  bacterial,  or  para- 
sitic diseases,  or  in  studies  in  other  Epidem- 
iology Program  areas  such  as  family  planning 
evaluating,  leukemia,  congenital  malformations, 
and  nutrition.  Insofar  as  possible,  the  student 
is  allowed  to  choose  the  program  area  to  which 
he  wishes  to  be  assigned.  Under  the  general 
supervision  of  a  career  staff  physician,  the  stu- 
dent, in  addition  to  assisting  in  epidemic 
investigations,  will  work  with  Epidemic  Intelli- 
gence Service  (EIS)  officers  in  all  phases  of 
program  activities,  including  processing 
of  epidemiologic  data,  preparation  of  surveil- 
lance reports,  and  participation  in  staff 
seminars.  Travel  and  living  expenses  related  to 


field  investigations  are  defrayed  by  the  Epi- 
demiology Program,  but  regular  living  expenses 
while  in  Atlanta  (which  will  account  for  more 
than  half  of  the  elective  period),  plus  basic 
transportation  costs  between  the  current  home 
medical  school  and  Atlanta,  must  be  borne  by 
the  student.  Offered  all  year;  duration,  two 
modules.  Prerequisites:  biostatistics,  epidemiol- 
ogy, third-year  Public  Health.  Number  of 
students  per  year:  maximum  of  2;  full-time. 
Sponsor:  Dr.  Drusin. 

Community  Medicine  and  Public  Health:  New 
York  City  Department  of  Health    This  elective 
is  under  the  direction  of  Ms.  Lenore  Deutscher, 
M.P.A.,  New  York  City  Department  of  Health. 
Utilizing  the  resources  of  the  New  York  City  De- 
partment of  Health  and  its  affiliates  (Health 
and  Hospital  Corporation,  Office  of  the  Chief 
Medical  Examiner,  District  Health  Services,  En- 
vironmental Health  Services,  Comprehensive 
Health  Planning  Agency,  etc.)  the  Health  Re- 
search Training  Program  places  students  on  on- 
going and  ad  hoc  research  projects  under  the 
supervision  of  public  health  professionals.  Those 
projects  are  selected  that  demonstrate  the  prin- 
ciples of  epidemiologic,  biostatistical,  and  other 
research  methods  while  furthering  specific  goals 
in  community  medicine  and  public  health.  They 
offer  practical  experience  in  health  program 
planning,  administration,  and  evaluation.  The 
training  program  also  makes  placements  in  uni- 
versity medical  center  clinics  and  research 
divisions  and  in  private  agencies  with  a  health 
advocacy  role.  Offered  all  year;  duration,  one 
module.  Prerequisites:  biostatistics,  epidemiol- 
ogy, third-year  Public  Health.  Number  of  stu- 
dents per  module:  maximum  of  2;  full-time.

Public  Health  Pediatrics  Preceptorship  The 

Sunset  Park  Family  Health  Center  of  the 
Lutheran  Medical  Center  (Brooklyn,  N.Y.)  offers 
extensive  clinical  experience  in  family-centered 
ambulatory  pediatrics  in  an  inner-city  neighbor- 
hood. Students  are  also  expected  to  participate 
in  related  community  activities.  Offered  all  year; 
duration,  one  module.  Prerequisite:  completion 
of  third  year.

Bedside  Approach  to  the  Etiology  of  Cancer 

In  a  cooperative  program  with  the  Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering  Cancer  Center  and  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College,  students  are  asked  to 
participate  with  clinical  investigators  in  using 
the  bedside  setting  to  generate  new  etiologic 
hypotheses  for  specific  cancer  sites.  Alterna- 
tively, students  may  participate  in  ongoing 
epidemiologic  research  projects  in  which  they 
will  be  encouraged  to  assume  responsibility  for 
a  discrete  facet  of  such  investigation.  Offered 
all  year;  duration,  one  or  more  modules.

Facilities 

Five  floors  of  the  L  Building  comprise  the  main 
facilities  of  the  Radiology  Department.  A  large 
diagnostic  section  is  located  in  the  Doctor  Con- 
nie Guion  Outpatient  Building,  adjacent  to  the 
emergency  pavilion.  In  addition,  equipment  for 
special  examinations  is  located  in  the  Women's 
Clinic,  the  Urology  Clinic,  and  the  Payne  Whitney 
Clinic.  New  diagnostic  radiology  research  facili- 
ties are  located  on  the  sixth  and  seventh  floors 
of  the  William  Hale  Harkness  Research  Building. 

The  Department  of  Medical  Physics  at  Memorial 
Hospital  provides  teaching,  service,  and  re- 
search activities  in  the  areas  of  diagnostic 
radiology,  radiation  therapy,  and  nuclear  medi- 
cine. The  staff  and  facilities  of  the  Department 
of  Medical  Physics  are  available  to  interested 
students. 

The  teaching  of  radiology  continues  through  all 
four  academic  years.  It  includes  lectures,  demon- 
strations, conferences  with  small  groups  in  con- 
nection with  clinical  clerkships,  presentations  of 
the  radiologic  manifestations  of  diseases  at  the 
regular  conferences  of  the  clinical  departments, 
and  a  variety  of  elective  courses. 

First  Year 

Electives    An  elective  is  offered  in  diagnostic 
radiology  in  collaboration  with  the  Department 
of  Anatomy.  Carefully  planned  demonstrations 
using  radiographs  and  radiologic  techniques  are 
closely  integrated  with  the  dissection  sessions 
in  gross  anatomy.  The  use  of  radiographs  en- 
hances the  student's  understanding  of  anatomi- 
cal details  and  provides  the  student  with  a 
clearer  perspective  of  important  anatomical  re- 
lationships. 

An  elective  course  in  radiographic  anatomy  in 
diagnosis,  limited  to  seven  students,  is  offered  in 
the  third  trimester.  Observation  and  seminar 
study  of  radiographs  and  their  use  as  an  ana- 
tomical basis  for  special  procedures  will  be  con- 
sidered. Conventional  radiography  and  fluoros- 
copy will  be  reviewed  for  further  understanding 
of  anatomy. 

Second  Year 

In  conjunction  with  the  physical  diagnosis  of  the 
thorax  and  abdomen,  eight  hours  are  devoted  to 
the  use  of  radiology  as  a  tool  in  teaching  physi- 
cal diagnosis  and  emphasizing  X  rays  as  an  ex- 
tension of  the  physical  examination.  Both  normal 
anatomy  and  selected  cases  of  pathologic  altera- 
tion are  reviewed. 
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Third  Year 

Third-year  instruction  in  radiology  consists  of  a 
twenty-eight  hour  lecture  course  in  diagnostic 
roentgenology.  The  aim  is  to  relate  the  student's 
knowledge  of  anatomy  and  pathology,  gained  in 
the  first  two  ye^rs,  to  the  findings  seen  on  roent- 
genograms in  various  disease  entities.  The  es- 
sential diagnostic  points  of  the  most  frequently 
encountered  lesions  are  illustrated  by  material 
from  the  department's  teaching  files.  The  first 
third  of  the  course  covers  the  thorax,  including 
the  lungs,  heart,  and  mediastinum.  The  second 
third  of  the  course  covers  the  abdomen,  includ- 
ing the  solid  viscera  and  the  gastrointestinal 
tract.  The  final  third  of  the  course  covers  uro- 
logical,  neurological,  and  bone  radiology.  The 
student  is  encouraged  to  gauge  his  or  her  prog- 
ress by  self-evaluation  sessions  after  each  third. 

Fourth  Year 

An  elective  is  offered  to  groups  of  up  to  twenty 
students  each  module,  consisting  of  a  series  of 
informal  talks,  seminars,  and  multiple  case 
presentations  in  an  attempt  to  apply  the  informa- 
tion of  previous  courses.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
giving  the  student  an  appreciation  of  the  use  of 
radiology  in  a  clinical  setting.  A  large  film  and 
lantern  slide  museum  of  cases,  carefully  se- 
lected for  their  teaching  value,  has  been  pre- 
pared. This  is  constantly  upgraded. 
An  elective  in  the  clinical  application  of  radio- 
active isotopes  consists  of  a  period  of  participa- 
tion in  and  observation  of  the  activites  of  the 
Division  of  Nuclear  Medicine.  The  students  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  obtain  basic  orientation 
in  procedures  involved  in  the  quantitation  of 
radionuclides  by  direct  participation  in  labora- 
tory exercises.  These  will  be  carried  out  in  the 
framework  of  a  clinical  laboratory  primarily  con- 
cerned with  the  diagnosis  of  a  variety  of  dis- 
orders by  the  application  of  the  techniques  of 
radioactive  nuclides. 

The  student  will  have  an  opportunity  to  observe 
the  various  procedures  (including  organ  scan- 
ning and  a  number  of  physiologic  studies)  and 
to  evaluate  some  of  the  patients  receiving  these 
studies  and  to  assist  in  the  interpretation  of  the 
procedures.  The  student  will  participate  in  the 
daily  report  session  in  which  scans  and  pro- 
cedures are  reviewed.  In  addition,  if  the  student 
wishes,  he  or  she  may  originate  research  activi- 
ties or  participate  directly  in  some  of  the  ongoing 
research  activities  of  the  laboratory,  ranging 
from  the  development  and  standardization  of 
new  procedures  to  instrument  modification  and 
calibration.  Also,  for  the  interested  student, 
there  will  be  an  opportunity  to  work  with  some  of 
the  computer-related  procedures  in  the  labora- 
tory under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Patrick  Cahill. 
This  course  lasts  for  five  weeks  and  is  limited  to 
two  students.

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

In  the  second  trimester,  in  the  Interdisciplinary 
Course,  there  is  one  session  on  the  management 
of  acute  emergency  care. 

Second  Year 

Instruction  begins  in  the  third  trimester  of  the 
second  year.  Sessions  are  provided  in  general 
surgical  problems  as  part  of  the  course  in 
physical  diagnosis.  Instruction  is  also  provided 
in  orthopedic  and  urologic  examination. 

Third  Year 

The  curriculum  for  the  third  year  provides  a  core 
program  of  clinical  instruction  in  surgery  to  the 
students  during  a  twelve-week  period.  This 
consolidates  all  surgical  instruction,  outside  of 
initial  teaching  in  physical  diagnosis  in  the  sec- 
ond year,  and  leaves  the  fourth  year  for 
elective  studies. 

The  third-year  class  is  divided  into  four  sections. 
Each  quarter  provides  approximately  twelve 
weeks  on  the  general  surgery  pavilions  with  a 
selection  of  rotations  through  the  divisions 
of  thoracic  surgery,  urology,  plastic  surgery, 
orthopedics,  and  the  Memorial  Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer  Center.  During  this  time,  the  student 
acts  as  clinical  clerk  and  participates  in  day-to- 
day activities  in  patient  care.  The  student  gathers 
experience  by  taking  complete  histories  and 
doing  physical  examinations.  The  student  also 
evaluates  laboratory  determinations  on  assigned 
patients  and  has  an  opportunity  to  participate 
in  the  preoperative  preparation.  When  the 
patient  is  operated  on,  the  student  may  act  as 


part  of  the  operating  team  to  see  at  first  hand 
the  pathological  conditions  for  which  the 
operation  was  undertaken.  The  student  attends 
the  rounds  held  by  the  residents  and  members 
of  the  senior  staff. 

Each  Wednesday,  from  2  to  3  p.m.,  the  chairman 
of  the  department  has  a  conference  with  the 
student  body  during  which  various  surgical 
problems  are  reviewed.  Three  days  a  week,  on 
Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Thursdays,  from  2  to  4 
p.m.,  seminars  are  held  in  which  attending  sur- 
geons lecture  on  surgery  and  its  subspecialties. 
This  schedule  provides  a  broad  coverage  of 
surgery  in  its  entirety. 

On  Monday  and  Friday  afternoons,  ward  rounds 
are  held  by  surgeons  accompanied  by  students 
These  rounds  are  oriented  toward  the  particular 
patients  and  problems  available  on  the  floor 
each  time.  On  Wednesday  mornings  there  is  a 
session  in  experimental  surgery.  The  students 
are  divided  into  groups  and  operations  on  ani- 
mals (dogs)  are  performed  under  the  direction  o 
surgeons.  Students  alternate  as  anesthesiol- 
ogists, surgeons,  and  assistants  during  the 
operations.  These  operations  are  performed 
under  strict  aseptic  conditions  and  simulate 
conditions  actually  encountered  in  the  operating 
room.  The  students  are  responsible  for  the 
care  of  the  animal  during  the  preoperative  and 
postoperative  periods,  writing  operative  notes, 
and  keeping  a  log  for  each  operation  that  is 
performed.  On  Tuesday  afternoons,  instruction 
is  provided  in  ophthalmology  and  ear,  nose,  and  i 
throat  diseases  by  the  respective  departments,  i 

Grand  rounds  are  held  on  Wednesday  after- 
noons and  each  student's  attendance  is 
required.  These  rounds  last  for  one  hour  or 
more.  One  specific  surgical  problem  is  dis- 
cussed in  depth  by  two  residents  and  a  faculty 
moderator.  Experience  in  emergency  surgical 
care  is  provided  in  the  Emergency  Room  where 
the  students  are  part  of  the  emergency  admittingi 
team.

Purpose  and  History 

jCornell  University  Medical  College  seeks  ex- 
tcellence  in  its  students,  who  are  chosen  for 
admission  with  the  expectation  that  they  will 
be  leaders  in  the  field  of  medicine.  It  encour- 
ages research  and  the  advancement  of  medical 
knowledge  not  only  as  an  end  in  itself  but  also 
because  science  is  the  most  important  under- 
pinning of  the  broad  knowledge  that  a  medical 
student  must  obtain  in  preparation  for  further 
graduate  study.  To  the  end  that  students  may 
become  leaders,  Cornell  strives  to  stimulate 
creativity  and  foster  independent  thought  and 
study.  That  they  may  develop  a  sense  of  social 
commitment,  it  attempts  to  expose  students  to 
I  real-life  responsibilities  in  a  variety  of  practice 
settings,  always  with  attention  to  the  optimal 
care  of  patients. 

Cornell  University  f^edical  College  was  estab- 
lished on  April  14,  1898,  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Cornell  University.  Although  the 
University,  which  had  been  founded  in  1865,  was 
,  situated  in  Ithaca,  New  York,  the  f^edical  Col- 
lege was  established  in  New  York  City  in  order 
;  to  take  advantage  of  the  clinical  teaching  oppor- 
'  tunities  available  in  a  large  metropolitan  area. 
I  The  original  faculty  was  composed  of  a  group  of 
t  idistinguished  professors  who  previously  had 
6  lOperated  a  teaching  institution  known  as  the 
I  iiMedical  College  Laboratory.  The  Laboratory  was 
i  i:at  one  time  affiliated  with  the  medical  depart- 
i  ^ment  of  New  York  University. 

"The  trustees  of  Cornell  University  had  wished  to 
form  a  medical  education  unit  at  various  times 
since  the  founding  of  the  University  and,  in  1898, 
the  generous  gifts  of  Colonel  Oliver  H.  Payne 
made  possible  the  establishment  of  the  l^edical 
College.  Colonel  Payne,  who  provided  funds  for 
the  support  of  the  College  for  several  years,  later 
created  a  permanent  endowment  by  donating  a 
gift  of  more  than  $4  million  to  the  College. 

The  first  dean  of  the  Medical  College  was  Dr. 
jWilliam  Mecklenburg  Polk.  Among  the  early 
jfaculty  members  were  such  renowned  scientists 
as  Dr.  Lewis  A.  Stimson,  professor  of  surgery; 
i  Dr.  James  Ewing,  professor  of  pathology,  and 
\  jDr.  Graham  Lusk,  professor  of  physiology.  The 
\  ICollege  has  been  well  known  from  the  time  of  its 
^establishment  for  a  faculty  composed  of  per- 
jsons  distinguished  both  as  scientific  inves- 
tigators and  as  teachers. 


In  1900,  the  College  occupied  its  first  permanent 
headquarters  at  Twenty-eighth  Street  and  First 
Avenue.  In  1927,  the  College  entered  into  its 
first  formal  affiliation  with  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital. The  College  was  one  of  the  first  in  the 
country  to  admit  women,  and  it  was  also  one  of 
the  first  to  require  a  degree  from  an  under- 
graduate college  as  a  standard  for  admission. 

The  Medical  College  moved  to  its  present  loca- 
tion in  1932,  which  marked  the  opening  of  The 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

Facilities  for  instruction 
The  Medical  College 

Instruction  in  the  medical  sciences  is  conducted 
in  a  series  of  joined  buildings  along  York  Av- 
enue from  Sixty-eighth  to  Seventieth  Streets. 
The  entrance  to  the  Medical  College,  at  1300 
York  Avenue,  is  in  the  Samuel  J.  Wood  Library 
and  Research  Building.  The  main  reading  room, 
the  catalog  and  reference  sections,  and  the  area 
for  the  current  journals  of  the  library  are  on  the 
first  floor  of  this  building.  The  B  and  D  buildings 
of  the  Medical  College  adjoin  the  Wood  Building 
on  the  north  and  south  sides.  Additional  re- 
search and  teaching  facilities,  as  well  as  the 
central  animal  care  laboratories,  are  located 
between  the  A  and  B  buildings  in  the  William 
Hale  Harkness  Medical  Research  Building.  The 
upper  floors  of  the  central  portion  of  the  Med- 
ical College  house  the  Departments  of  Micro- 
biology, Pathology,  Physiology  and  Biophysics, 
and  Public  Health,  along  with  the  research 
laboratories  for  several  of  the  clinical  de- 
partments. 

The  Department  of  Cell  Biology  and  Anatomy  is 
in  the  Stavros  S.  Niarchos  Medical  Research 
Building  at  Seventieth  Street  (Building  A);  and 
the  building  at  the  Sixty-eighth  Street  end  of  the 
College  (Building  E)  houses  the  Departments  of 
Biochemistry  and  Pharmacology.  The  central 
buildings  of  the  College  are  joined  to  the  main 
hospital  buildings  on  each  of  the  seven  floors. 
The  College  auditorium,  the  student  laboratories 
and  lecture  rooms  for  the  basic  science  depart- 
ments, and  the  extensive  research  facilities  for 
staff  and  students  are  also  housed  in  the  build- 
ings along  York  Avenue. 
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Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences 

The  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences,  one 
of  the  two  academic  units  on  Cornell's  New  York 
City  campus,  was  organized  in  1952  as  a  semi- 
autonomous  component  of  the  Graduate  School 
of  Cornell  University  and  is  responsible  for  ad- 
ministering all  advanced  general  degrees 
granted  for  study  in  residence  on  the  New  York 
City  campus.  The  school  is  composed  of  two 
divisions:  the  Medical  College  Division,  consist- 
ing of  faculty  members  principally  from  the 
basic  science  departments  of  the  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College,  and  the  Sloan-Kettering 
Division,  consisting  of  staff  members  from  the 
Sloan-Kettering  Institute  for  Cancer  Research. 
The  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences  cur- 
rently offers  graduate  programs  leading  to  the 
M.S.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  in  thirteen  fields:  bio- 
chemistry, biological  structure,  biophysics, 
biostatistics,  cell  biology,  experimental  ther- 
apeutics, genetics,  immunology,  microbiology, 
neurobiology  and  behavior,  pathology,  pharma- 
cology and  physiology.  These  programs  are 
designed  for  students  interested  in  careers  in 
teaching  and  research  in  the  various  basic 
biomedical  sciences. 


All  of  the  facilities  of  the  Cornell  University  Med- 
ical College  and  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute 
for  Cancer  Research  are  available  to  graduate 
students.  Such  facilities  include,  in  addition  to 
well-equipped  classrooms  and  libraries,  unex- 
celled modern  laboratories  and  equipment  for 
research.  For  further  details,  refer  to  the  An- 
nouncement of  the  Graduate  School  of  f^edical 
Sciences. 

The  New  York  Hospital 

The  New  York  Hospital,  the  first  in  the  city  and 
the  second  in  the  United  States,  was  founded  in 
1771  under  a  charter  by  King  George  III  of 
England.  The  hospital,  whose  buildings  are 
modified  Gothic  design,  extends  from  East  Sixty- 
eighth  Street  to  East  Seventy-first  Street,  be- 
tween York  Avenue  and  the  East  River,  a  site  it 
has  occupied  since  1932.  A  non-profit  voluntary 
hospital  maintained  by  The  Society  of  The  New 
York  Hospital,  it  has  cared  for  more  than  five 
million  patients  since  its  founding.  The  Payne 
Whitney  Psychiatric  Clinic,  an  integral  part  of 
The  New  York  Hospital  complex,  and  the  West- 
chester Division  of  The  New  York  Hospital  in 
White  Plains,  New  York,  provide  treatment  for 
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patients  with  mental  and  emotional  illnesses. 
The  New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  hospital  in 
the  United  States  to  care  for  the  mentally  ill. 

Over  the  years,  three  hospitals  have  merged 
with  The  New  York  Hospital:  the  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital, the  Manhattan  Maternity  and  Dispensary 
and  the  New  York  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital. 

The  first  affiliation  between  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital and  Cornell  University  Medical  College  was 
in  1912.  Since  1927,  the  hospital  has  been 
formally  affiliated  with  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  through  a  joint  agreement  between  The 
Society  of  The  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell 
University,  which  established  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital-Cornell Medical  Center.  The  agreement 
joined  the  facilities  of  the  two  institutions  and 
provided  for  cooperation  in  the  advancement 
of  patient  care,  medical  education  and  scientific 
research. 

The  New  York  Hospital  has  a  complement  of 
1,096  beds,  and  the  Westchester  Division  an 
additional  complement  of  322  beds.  In  1981 , 
40,368  patients  were  cared  for  in  all  divisions  of 
:he  Hospital  including  the  newborn  nurseries; 
Datient  days  totalled  464,291.  There  were  in  the 
same  year  213,627  patient  visits  to  outpatient 
:linics  and  47,614  patient  visits  to  the  emergency 
oavilion. 

3linical  instruction  is  given  in  ten  clinical  de- 
Dartments  that  include  many  divisions  or  sub- 
specialties. There  are  over  20  residency  training 
Drograms  offered  for  a  total  of  426  residency 
Dositions.  The  chairman  of  each  department  is 
-esponsible  for  the  care  of  patients  and  the 
:onduct  of  professional  services  in  the  hospital. 
The  chairman  is  also  the  professor  in  charge  of 
i:he  corresponding  department  in  the  Medical 
3ollege.  Every  clinical  department  is  staffed  by 
a  corps  of  salaried  faculty  members,  including 
;he  chairman,  who  devote  their  full  time  to  the 
service  of  the  college  and  the  hospital.  Other 
nembers  of  the  faculty  devote  part  of  their  time 
:o  private  practice. 


The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  maintained  by 
:he  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Ruptured  and  Crippled,  was  founded  in  1863  as 
he  first  institution  in  the  United  States  for  the 
:reatment  of  orthopedic  conditions.  It  affiliated 
/vith  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center  in  1955  and  moved  that  year  to  its  pres- 
3nt  location  at  535  East  Seventieth  Street.  The 
Hospital  consists  of  a  modern  facility  containing 
200  beds,  caring  for  some  4,400  inpatients  a  year 
and  receiving  40,000  outpatient  visits  in  nine- 
:een  subspecialty  clinics.  Twenty-eight  residents 
are  trained  in  a  three-year  or  four-year  program 
n  orthopedic  surgery.  The  hospital  maintains  a 
school  for  the  training  of  practical  nurses.  The 
Tospital's  six  new  operating  rooms  are  fitted 


with  an  advanced  Laminar  Air  Flow  system 
especially  designed  for  orthopedic  surgery. 

The  Philip  D.  Wilson  Research  Foundation  was 
opened  in  1960  to  investigate  causes  and  pre- 
vention of  orthopedic  and  rheumatic  diseases  as 
well  as  improved  treatment  of  these  diseases. 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  provides  the 
orthopedic  and  rheumatic  diseases  services  for 
The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

The  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center 

The  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center,  785  Mamar- 
oneck  Avenue,  White  Plains,  New  York,  was 
founded  in  April  1915,  by  John  Masterson  Burke 
as  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  his  mother,  Wini- 
fred Masterson  Burke.  On  March  14,  1968,  the 
Burke  Center  became  affiliated  with  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

A  150-bed  rehabilitation  center  accredited  by 
the  Joint  Commission  of  Accreditation  of  Hos- 
pitals, the  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center  offers  a 
multidisciplinary  approach  to  the  rehabilitation 
phase  of  total  medical  care.  Since  the  primary 
objective  of  its  program  is  the  integration  of  the 
disabled  patient  into  the  community  as  a  re- 
sponsible individual  functioning  at  maximum 
potential,  the  center  offers  its  diagnostic,  eval- 
uative, and  treatment  services  to  those  of  all 
ages  who  have  need  for  medical  rehabilitative 
care. 

This  comprehensive  program  includes:  services 
of  physicians  trained  in  rehabilitation,  neurol- 
ogy, cardiology,  rheumatology,  pulmonary 
disease  and  internal  medicine  and  other  serv- 
ices such  as  nursing  care,  nutritional  research 
and  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  physical 
therapy,  speech  and  hearing  services,  psycho- 
logical and  psychiatric  services,  social  services 
and  vocational  evaluation  and  training. 

Among  the  research  and  study  programs  being 
conducted  at  the  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center 
are:  a  research  program  to  investigate  dementia 
and  allied  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  a 
Parkinsonism  research  study,  a  cardiopulmonary 
study,  and  socio-medical  studies. 

Memorial  Sloan-Kettering  Cancer 
Center 

This  comprehensive  cancer  center  includes 
Memorial  Hospital,  a  565-bed  tertiary  care 
clinical  unit,  and  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute 
for  Cancer  Research,  where  nearly  100  labora- 
tories are  dedicated  to  cancer-related  bio- 
medical investigation. 

The  hospital,  originally  established  irr  1884,  has 
been  affiliated  with  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  since  1914,  and  most  of  its  staff  hold 
appointments  at  the  College.  Sloan-Kettering 
staff  also  hold  joint  appointments  in  many  cases, 
either  in  the  Medical  College  or  in  the  Graduate 
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School  of  Medical  Sciences,  which  offers  de- 
grees through  a  Sloan-Kettering  Division. 

The  Center  is  a  teaching  unit  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege in  the  major  medical  disciplines  and,  in 
addition,  its  facilities  offer  unusual  opportunities 
for  instruction  in  the  pathology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  neoplastic  diseases. 

North  Shore  University  Hospital 

North  Shore  University  Hospital  is  currently  a 
600-bed,  70-bassinet,  general  care,  voluntary 
institution  in  Manhasset,  Long  Island,  serving 
the  populous  counties  of  Nassau,  Suffolk  and 
Queens,  as  well  as  the  tri-state  area  in  certain 
subspecialties.  It  opened  its  doors  in  1953  and 
became  formally  affiliated  with  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  in  1969. 

North  Shore,  situated  on  56  acres,  is  currently 
undergoing  major  expansion.  Enlarged  nursery 
facilities,  as  well  as  facilities  to  house  120  more 
patient  beds,  a  research  complex,  a  combined 
280-bed  health-related  nursing  home  and  re- 
habilitation center,  and  additional  residencies 
for  professional  staff  are  now  under  construction. 

Clinical  instruction  is  provided  in  medicine, 
neurology,  surgery,  ophthalmology,  pediatrics, 
pathology,  psychiatry,  radiology,  and  obstetrics- 
gynecology  at  the  second-,  third-,  or  fourth-year 
levels.  Over  160  residency  training  positions  are 
offered  in  many  disciplines  and  all  members  of 
the  medical  staff  of  the  hospital  are  on  the  fac- 
ulty of  the  Medical  College  and  participate  in  its 
teaching  programs.  In  addition,  each  clinical 
service  has  a  staff  of  full-time  faculty  members 
involved  in  research,  teaching  and  clinical  ac- 
tivities. Since  1967,  there  have  been  cooperative 
programs  in  graduate  medical  education  be- 
tween North  Shore  University  Hospital  and 
Memorial  Sloan-Kettering  Cancer  Center,  as  well 
as  with  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery. 

Education  is  also  enhanced  through  affiliations 
in  many  specialties  with  several  local  hospitals 
where  community-oriented  programs  provide 
important  experience  for  students  in  the  Medical 
College.  Many  outreach  programs  with  local 
colleges  and  community  agencies,  including  an 
extensive  home-care  hospice  program,  provide 
further  opportunities  for  study. 

St.  Barnabas  Hospital 

St.  Barnabas  Hospital,  established  in  1866  in  the 
South  Central  Bronx  as  a  chronic  disease 
facility,  in  recent  years  has  been  converted  to  a 
modern  415-bed,  acute  care,  voluntary  institu- 
tion. St.  Barnabas  became  affiliated  with  The 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  in 
June,  1982  in  order  to  provide  a  comprehensive 
range  of  medical  services  to  the  community. 

Will  Rogers  Institute 

In  1977  the  Will  Rogers  Memorial  Fund  joined 
with  the  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center  and  The 


New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  to 
form  a  joint  program  under  the  name  of  the  Will 
Rogers  Institute.  The  Institute  provides  health 
education  for  the  general  public  through  the 
communications  media  and  promotes  basic  and 
clinical  research  in  pulmonary  disease,  through 
the  establishment  of  the  Will  Rogers  Profes- 
sorship in  Pulmonary  Medicine  at  the  Burke 
Rehabilitation  Center,  and  a  Will  Rogers  Pul- 
monary Fellow. 

LaGuardia  Hospital 

LaGuardia  Hospital  is  a  300  bed,  voluntary, 
community  hospital  affiliated  with  the  Health 
Insurance  Plan  of  Greater  New  York  (H.I. P.), 
the  largest  and  one  of  the  oldest  pre-paid  group 
practices  on  the  East  coast  covering  almost 
900,000  subscribers  for  their  health  care 
requirements. 

The  Hospital,  located  in  Forest  Hills,  N.Y.,  is 
housed  in  a  modern  physical  facility,  including  a 
12  story  addition  completed  in  1980,  and  is 
equipped  with  the  most  technologically  ad- 
vanced equipment.  Since  1978,  LaGuardia 
Hospital  has  been  affiliated  with  The  New  York 
Hospital/Cornell  Medical  Center  for  several 
integrated  residency  programs.  In  addition, 
some  Cornell  medical  students  rotate  through 
LaGuardia  Hospital  during  the  required  clerk- 
ship in  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  and  fourth 
year  clinical  elective  experiences  are  offered 
through  the  Department  of  Medicine.  LaGuardia 
Hospital  has  full  time  Chiefs  of  Service  and 
medical  staff  and  draws  heavily  on  both  this  full 
time  medical  staff  and  the  Cornell  faculty  for 
its  teaching  requirements. 

Libraries 

Samuel  J.  Wood  Library 

The  main  library  of  the  Medical  College  is  lo- 
cated on  the  first  floor  of  the  Samuel  J.  Wood 
Library  and  Research  Building,  to  the  right  of  the 
1300  York  Avenue  entrance  at  Sixty-ninth  Street. 

Eighteen  hundred  current  journals  are  received 
and  the  total  collection  has  reached  more  than 
100,000  volumes.  Participation  in  communica- 
tion and  library  networks  enables  the  library  to 
produce  needed  items  quickly. 

The  library  is  equipped  with  a  communications 
terminal  linked  to  a  computer  to  search  a  wide 
spectrum  of  data  bases,  which  includes  the 
medical  literature.  The  Information  and  Ref- 
erence Department  receives  requests  for  these 
searches.  Typing  facilities,  duplicating  services 
and,  most  importantly,  a  staff  willing  to  help  are 
also  available. 

Audiovisual  materials  including  films,  slides, 
video  and  audiotapes  are  available.  Materials 
not  in  the  collection  may  be  requested  for  loan 
through  the  Circulation  and  Document  Delivery 
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Department.  The  library  can  arrange  production 
of  video  tapes.  Such  requests  should  be  directed 
to  the  librarian. 

The  Audiovisual  Services  Department  provides 
projection  equipment  and  services  and  room 
reservations  for  meetings  and  conferences. 

The  library  is  open  during  the  vjeek  from  7:00 
a.m.  until  midnight,  on  Saturdays  from  9:00  a.m. 
until  8:00  p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  from  noon  until 
midnight.  The  library  is  closed  on  Christmas, 
New  Year's  Day,  and  other  holidays,  and  special 
schedules  are  announced. 

Department  Libraries 

Several  departments  of  the  Medical  College  also 
have  libraries  housing  journals  and  books  per- 
taining to  specific  areas.  These  collections, 
photocopies  of  materials  from  other  libraries, 
including  the  National  Library  of  Medicine  and 
all  major  medical  and  academic  libraries  in  the 
United  States,  supplement  the  holdings  of  the 
main  library. 

The  Oskar  Diethelm  Historical  Library 

Begun  in  1936,  the  Oskar  Diethelm  Historical 
Library  has  grown  to  be  an  excellent  collection 
of  nearly  ten  thousand  original  works  published 
before  1920  relating  to  the  history  of  psychiatry 
and  allied  subjects.  Together  with  a  modern  ref- 
erence collection,  the  library  serves  as  the  cen- 
ter of  research  and  training  activities  of  the 
1  section  on  the  history  of  psychiatry  and  the  be- 
havioral sciences  in  the  Department  of 
Psychiatry. 

Medical  Archives 

Established  in  1974,  the  Medical  Archives  of  The 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  oc- 
cupies the  whole  of  the  twenty-fifth  floor  of  The 
New  York  Hospital.  It  collects,  organizes,  pre- 
serves and  makes  available  the  official  papers  of 
the  Center  and  its  antecedent  institutions.  The 
collection  includes  the  personal  papers  of  per- 
sons connected  with  the  Center,  photographs, 
other  visual  materials,  antique  instruments  and 
apparatus  developed  at  the  Center.  The  Archives 
is  open  weekdays  from  9:00  a.m.  until  5:00  p.m. 
and  by  appointment. 

Library  Funds 

The  Dr.  Henry  Ashley  Carr  Fund  was  endowed  by 
a  gift  from  Dr.  George  A.  Falk  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Henry  Ashley  Carr.  The  income  is  to  be  used  for 
the  purchase  of  books  and  periodicals,  when- 
ever possible  in  the  field  of  cardiology. 

The  Carnesale  Memorial  Fund  was  established 
through  a  gift  from  Dr.  Peter  L.  Carnesale  in 
memory  of  Gaetano  Carnesale.  The  income  from 
the  endowment  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase 
of  books  and  periodicals. 

The  Griffis  Endowment  Fund  was  endowed  by  a 
generous  gift  in  1953  from  Stanton  Griffis  and 


his  family.  The  income  is  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  periodicals  and  similar 
publications. 

The  Reichert  Archives  Fund  was  established 
through  a  generous  gift  from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Philip 
Reichert  and  has  enabled  the  Medical  Center  to 
continue  the  work  of  the  Medical  Archives. 

The  Nella  Foundation  Fund  was  established  by  a 
generous  gift  from  Mr.  Allen  Fischbach  to  be 
used  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  library. 

Admissions 
Requirements 

In  defining  the  qualifications  for  admission,  the 
faculty  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
attaches  particular  importance  to  the  liberal  and 
general  education  implied  by  the  acquisition  of 
a  college  degree.  Although  most  applicants  to 
the  Medical  College  will  have  completed  four 
years  of  college,  possession  of  an  undergrad- 
uate degree  is  not  a  requirement  of  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  Cor- 
nell University.  Applications  will  be  seriously 
and  carefully  considered  from  students  who 
have  completed  only  three  years  of  undergrad- 
uate work  and  whose  personal,  educational,  and 
social  maturation  seem  to  warrant  earlier  admis- 
sion to  the  study  of  medicine.  Some  of  these 
applicants  may  be  able  to  satisfy  the  require- 
ments for  a  baccalaureate  degree  in  their 
colleges  by  successfully  completing  the  first 
year  of  medical  school. 

The  basic  premedical  requirements  that  all  stu- 
dents must  fulfill  in  order  to  qualify  for  admis- 
sion to  the  study  of  medicine  in  New  York  State 
are  published  in  the  Regulations  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education.  In  conformity  with  these 
regulations,  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
requires  for  admission  the  satisfactory  com- 
pletion of  at  least  six  semester  credit  hours  in 
each  of  the  following  subjects:  English,  physics, 
biology  or  zoology,  general  chemistry,  and 
organic  chemistry.  Although  these  requirements 
form  the  basis  of  eligibility  for  admission  to  the 
medical  course,  they  should  be  considered  as 
representing  an  irreducible  minimum. 

A  sound  preparation  in  biology,  chemistry,  and 
physics  is  essential  for  a  student  planning  to 
study  medicine,  and  course  work  in  the  be- 
havioral sciences  is  becoming  increasingly 
important.  A  student  not  majoring  in  one  of  the 
sciences  should  realize  that  a  thorough  basic 
training  in  the  concepts  and  methods  of  science 
can  only  be  acquired  through  rigorous  labora- 
tory experience.  A  science  major,  on  the  other 
hand,  should  not  overlook  the  broad  educational 
value  of  study  in  the  humanities  and  social  sci- 
ences. In  planning  premedical  work,  students 
are  advised  to  elect  subjects  that  will  lay  a 
broad  foundation  for  medical  study  rather  than 
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to  anticipate  courses  required  in  the  medical 
curriculum. 

Selection 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  of  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  each  year  selects  a  class  of 
about  one  hundred  students  from  approximately 
7,000  applicants.  In  doing  so,  the  committee's 
goal  is  to  accept  the  students  they  feel  are  best 
prepared  to  provide  future  leadership  in  the  field 
of  medicine.  Each  year  the  Medical  College  re- 
ceives applications  from  many  more  candidates 
meeting  the  basic  qualifications  for  the  study  of 
medicine  than  it  can  possibly  accept.  Thus,  in 
addition  to  consideration  of  objective  criteria, 
the  evaluation  of  candidates  also  involves  sub- 
jective judgments  including  an  assessment  of 
their  motivation,  maturity,  stability,  and  other 
factors  deemed  by  the  faculty  to  be  essential 
to  the  making  of  an  effective  and  competent 
physician. 

In  order  to  be  seriously  considered  for  admis- 
sion, candidates  must  demonstrate  superior 
academic  accomplishment  at  the  undergraduate 
level,  including  completion  of  required  course 
work.  In  addition,  they  must  be  of  good  moral 
character  and  possess  the  requisite  sensory, 
cognitive,  motor  and  organizational  skills,  in- 
cluding the  ability  to  synthesize  and  apply 
knowledge,  necessary  to  master  the  entire  med- 
ical college  curriculum.  Cornell  attempts  to 
maintain  a  heterogeneous  student  body  by 
selecting  well-qualified  students  from  diverse 
geographic,  academic,  and  racial  backgrounds. 
The  number  of  students  from  any  one  college, 
region,  race,  or  sex  may  thus  vary  from  year  to 
year.  Well-motivated  students  from  particularly 
adverse  economic  or  social  backgrounds  who 
have  had  substandard  educational  opportunities 
are  also  admitted. 

It  is  the  policy  of  Cornell  University  actively  to 
support  equality  of  educational  and  employment 
opportunity.  No  person  shall  be  denied  admis- 
sion to  any  educational  program  or  activity  or 
be  denied  employment  on  the  basis  of  any 
legally  prohibited  discrimination  involving,  but 
not  limited  to,  such  factors  as  race,  color,  creed, 
religion,  national  or  ethnic  origin,  sex,  age,  or 
handicap.  The  University  is  committed  to  the 
maintenance  of  affirmative  action  programs 
which  will  assure  the  continuation  of  such 
equality  of  opportunity. 

All  policies  regarding  admissions,  employment, 
and  educational  programs  and  activities  are 
established  and  administered  in  conformity  with 
the  Education  Practices  Act  of  New  York  as  well 
as  state  and  federal  civil  rights  laws,  specifically 
including  Title  IX  of  the  Education  Amendments 
Act  of  1972,  and  regulations  thereunder,  pro- 
hibiting practices  or  policies  in  admissions, 
educational  programs,  or  employment  that  are 
in  any  way  discriminatory  on  the  basis  of  sex. 


Application 

Application  to  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege can  be  made  only  through  the  American 
Medical  College  Application  Service  (AMCAS), 
Suite  301,  1776  Massachusetts  Avenue,  N.W., 
Washington,  D.C.  20036-1989.  AMCAS  is  the  sole 
distributor  of  application  forms  and  instruc- 
tions. These  are  obtained  by  forwarding  an 
application  request  card  to  AMCAS.  Request 
cards  are  available  from  pre-medical  advisers 
and  from  medical  schools.  Upon  receipt  of  the 
AMCAS  application  by  Cornell,  additional  infor- 
mation will  be  requested  and  instructions  will 
be  given  about  submission  of  letters  of  evalua- 
tion. The  evaluation  of  a  pre-medical  advisory 
committee  is  preferred.  If  this  is  not  available, 
two  letters  of  evaluation  from  members  of  the 
undergraduate  science  faculty  of  the  applicant's 
college,  well  acquainted  with  the  student,  may 
be  substituted.  After  receipt  of  the  supplemen- 
tary information,  the  letters  of  evaluation,  and 
the  $40  application  fee,  the  Committee  on  Ad- 
missions will  review  carefully  the  completed 
application  and  will  select  students  for  personal 
interviews.  The  fee  can  be  waived  for  financial 
reasons  for  those  applicants  who  are  eligible  for 
AMCAS  fee  waivers. 

From  among  the  large  number  of  applicants,  the 
committee  selects  for  personal  interviews  those 
students  under  serious  consideration. 

If  the  student  has  taken  the  Medical  College 
Admissions  Test  (MCAT),  the  Committee  on  Ad- 
missions will  expect  to  review  the  scores. 

The  committee  will  notify  applicants  of  its  deci- 
sions after  February  15.  If  the  committee  takes 
favorable  action,  a  letter  of  acceptance  is  for- 
warded to  the  applicant  who  has  two  weeks  to 
accept  a  place  in  the  class  by  sending  a  deposit 
of  $100.  This  deposit  is  deductible  from  the  first 
tuition  payment. 

Advanced  Standing 

When  vacancies  occur  in  the  second-  or  third- 
year  classes,  students  may  be  admitted  with 
advanced  standing.  Only  those  students  who 
have  completed  and  passed  examinations  in 
their  basic  science  course  work  as  matriculated 
medical  students  in  an  accredited  United 
States  medical  school  are  eligible  for  considera- 
tion for  transfer  to  Cornell  University  Medical 
College.  Applications  for  a  place  in  the  second- 
er third-year  class  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Office  of  Admissions,  445  East  Sixty-ninth  Street, 
New  York,  New  York  10021 ,  in  January  of  the 
year  for  which  admission  is  sought. 

Candidates  seeking  admission  with  advanced 
standing  must  furnish  evidence  of  having  com- 
pleted satisfactorily,  in  an  accredited  medical 
school,  all  of  the  work  required  of  students  in  the 
class  they  want  to  enter.  Applicants  must  also 
have  submitted  two  letters  of  evaluation  from 
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their  medical  school  faculty,  as  well  as  a  certif- 
icate of  good  academic  standing  from  the 
medical  school,  or  schools,  they  attended.  In 
addition,  these  candidates  must  have  fulfilled  the 
requirements  for  admission  to  the  first-year 
class  at  Cornell  University  Medical  College.  They 
may  be  required  to  take  examinations  in  any  of 
the  medical  school  courses  taken  in  another 
school.  Applicants  for  transfer  into  the  third-year 
class  must  also  pass  all  seven  sections  of  the 
Part  I  examination  of  the  National  Board  of  Med- 
ical Examiners.  Applicants  who  are  accepted 
are  required  to  make  a  deposit  of  $100,  which  is 
deductible  from  the  first  tuition  payment. 


Special  Students 

Special  students  are  those  students  who  are 
permitted  to  take  required  courses  at  the  Med- 
ical College  or  the  Graduate  School  of  Medical 
Sciences,  but  who  are  not  degree  candidates  in 
either  school.  Generally  the  courses  taken  at 
Cornell  must  be  essential  to  their  degree  pro- 
gram, as  certified  by  the  institutions  at  which 
they  are  candidates.  Enrollment  as  a  special 
student  is  not  intended  as  preparation  for  ad- 
mission to  degree  programs  at  Cornell  or 
elsewhere.  Special  students  are  accepted  only 
with  the  approval  of  the  head  of  the  department 
in  which  they  will  study  and  must  demonstrate 
special  qualifications  in  terms  of  preparation 
and  ability.  They  must  register  with  the  Office  of 
Student  A'fairs  and  Academic  Programs,  Room 
C-118,  and  pay  all  tuition  and  fees  before  being 
permitted  to  attend  classes  or  laboratories. 
There  is  a  registration  fee  of  $25.  A  tuition  sched- 
ule for  courses  is  available  through  the  Office  of 
Student  Affairs  and  Academic  Programs.  No 
more  than  two  required  courses  of  the  medical 
curriculum  may  be  taken  in  a  given  academic 
year. 


Visiting  Students 

Visiting  students  are  candidates  for  the  M.D.  de- 
gree at  other  LOME  accredited  medical  schools 
who  have  a  need  in  their  degree  programs  to 
take  elective  courses  offered  by  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College.  Registration  and  at- 
tendance in  any  elective  course  is  through 
application  to  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs  and 
Academic  Programs  with  certification  by  the 
dean  of  the  parent  school  where  the  student  will 
be  given  credit  for  the  course,  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  sponsor  of  the  elective  course. 
A  visiting  student  may  enroll  in  no  more  than  ten 
weeks  of  elective  courses  during  any  academic 
year.  Adequate  malpractice  insurance  covering 
the  student's  activities  while  in  attendance  at 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  must  be  pro- 
vided by  the  parent  medical  school.  No  tuition 
will  be  charged  by  Cornell  University  Medical 
College. 


Auditing  Students 

Auditing  students  are  individuals  who  attend 
lecture  courses  at  the  discretion  of,  and  with  the 
permission  of  the  department  chairman.  No 
courses  offered  by  clinical  departments  may  be 
audited.  No  records  will  be  maintained  and  no 
credit  will  be  given  to  students  who  audit 
courses.  Auditing  students  will  not  be  permitted 
to  take  final  examinations.  Conversion  from  the 
status  of  an  auditing  student  to  that  of  special  or 
visiting  student  will  not  be  permitted  unless  the 
request  for  conversion  is  made  by  the  end  of 
the  second  week  of  the  course  and  the  require- 
ments of  the  requested  status  are  met. 

Educational  Policies  and 
Plan  of  Instruction 

The  Medical  College  is  divided  into  seventeen 
departments.  Seven  of  the  departments  are  con- 
cerned primarily  with  the  sciences  underlying 
clinical  medicine;  they  are  the  Departments  of 
Biochemistry,  Cell  Biology  and  Anatomy,  Micro- 
biology, Pathology,  Pharmacology,  Physiology 
and  Biophysics,  and  Public  Health.  Ten  depart- 
ments have  as  their  major  function  the  study, 
treatment  and  prevention  of  human  diseases, 
and  maternity  care;  they  are  the  Departments  of 
Anesthesiology,  Medicine,  Neurology,  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology,  Ophthalmology,  Otorhinolaryn- 
gology.  Pediatrics,  Psychiatry,  Radiology,  and 
Surgery. 

Responsibility  for  the  educational  policies  of  the 
Medical  College  is  shared  by  the  Executive 
Faculty  Council,  consisting  of  the  academic 
administrative  officers  and  the  chairpersons  of 
those  departments  with  major  teaching  com- 
mitments to  medical  students,  and  the  General 
Faculty  Council  composed  of  elected  faculty 
representatives  from  all  departments  of  the 
Medical  College.  The  Medical  Student  Executive 
Committee  consists  of  elected  representatives 
from  each  of  the  four  classes  of  medical  stu- 
dents and  serves  as  a  forum  for  student  opinion 
and  for  communication  between  faculty  and 
students. 

Every  department  offers  courses  that  must  be 
completed  by  each  student  before  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  is  conferred  by  Cornell  Uni- 
versity The  courses  are  arranged  in  their  se- 
quence and  duration  to  develop  logically  the 
knowledge  and  training  of  students  and  to  build 
up  gradually  the  requirements  needed  for  grad- 
uation with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

In  order  to  fulfill  its  responsibility  and  desire  to 
continue  and  further  the  high  standards  and 
excellence  of  the  academic  programs  at  Cornell, 
the  faculty  reserves  the  right  to  make  changes 
in  the  curriculum  at  any  time. 

The  various  departments  also  offer  courses  and 
opportunities  for  special  study  open  to  regular 
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medical  students,  to  candidates  for  advanced 
degrees  in  the  Graduate  School  of  Cornell 
University,  and  to  qualified  advanced  students 
of  medicine  who  are  not  candidates  for  degrees. 

Medical  knowledge  is  so  extensive  that  only  a 
small  part  of  that  needed  for  a  successful  career 
in  medicine  can  be  acquired  during  the  time 
devoted  to  medical  study  in  the  Medical  College 
curriculum.  The  time  devoted  by  the  prospective 
physician  to  preparation  for  the  practice  of 
medicine  includes  at  least  one  year,  and  often 
many  more  years,  of  graduate  medical  education 
as  an  intern  or  resident  in  a  hospital,  either  in 
clinical  or  laboratory  work  or  both.  The  required 
period  of  study  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  extends  over  four  academic  years  of  at 
least  thirty-three  weeks  each. 

As  medical  science  and  medical  practice  may 
be  pursued  in  a  variety  of  ways,  it  is  the  policy  of 
the  college  to  encourage  the  student  to  vary 
his  or  her  course  of  study  according  to  special 
interests  and  particular  talents  as  far  as  is  con- 
sistent with  meeting  the  requirements  for  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

A  thesis  is  not  a  requirement  for  graduation,  but 
students  are  encouraged  to  engage  in  individual 
work,  as  time  permits,  with  the  hope  that  they 
may  accomplish  results  worthy  of  publication.  It 
is  desirable,  therefore,  for  some  students  to 
devote  time  to  a  single  subject  in  which  they 
have  a  special  interest.  The  development  of 
great  technical  proficiency  in  the  various  fields 
of  clinical  medicine  is  not  expected  during  the 
regular  medical  course  but  must  await  adequate 
training  after  graduation. 

First-Year  Curriculum 

The  first  year  of  study  is  devoted  to  anatomy, 
biochemistry,  physiology,  neurosciences,  psy- 
chiatry, and  introductory  medicine,  including 
the  basic  elements  of  physical  examination,  in- 
terviewing techniques,  and  the  sociological 
determinants  of  disease.  Clinical  conferences 
are  presented  in  these  courses  to  illustrate  the 
application  of  the  basic  sciences  to  clinical 
medicine.  A  series  of  weekly  interdisciplinary 
sessions  explores  a  wide  range  of  medical 
topics,  again  emphasizing  the  interrelationships 
of  the  basic  sciences  to  each  other  and  to 
clinical  medicine. 


Second-Year  Curriculum 

In  the  second  year,  the  basic  sciences  of  micro- 
biology, pharmacology,  and  pathology  are 
completed  and  the  full-time  clinical  curriculum 
is  begun  with  physical  diagnosis,  neurology, 
psychiatry,  and  public  health.  Weekly  clinical 
pathological  conferences  serve  as  a  continuing 
point  of  integration  of  the  basic  and  clinical 
sciences. 


Summers 

In  addition  to  scheduled  time  for  electives  dur- 
ing the  first  two  years,  the  summers  following 
the  first  and  second  years  are  free  and  may  be 
used  to  acquire  or  to  further  experience  in 
investigative  work,  if  a  student  wishes. 

Third-Year  Curriculum 

Clerkships  of  four  to  twelve  weeks'  duration,  in 
the  forty-eight  week  (September  through  August) 
third-year  curriculum,  provide  a  scund  basic 
introduction  to  all  the  major  clinical  fields.  When 
students  have  completed  this  clinical  core  cur- 
riculum, they  are  sufficiently  acquainted  with 
the  various  clinical  specialties  to  have  identified 
their  primary  areas  of  interest,  both  in  the  clin- 
ical and  basic  science  fields.  Accordingly,  they 
are  prepared  to  plan  an  educational  program 
for  their  final  medical  school  year  that  is  best 
suited  to  their  interests  and  needs. 

In  the  spring  of  the  third  year,  each  student 
chooses  a  senior  faculty  member  as  an  adviser 
to  help  in  planning  the  fourth-year  program. 
Numerous  elective  opportunities  available  in  the 
Cornell  Medical  Center  are  described  in  the 
Catalog  of  Electives.  Other  electives  in  the  Cen- 
ter or  in  other  educational  institutions  may  be 
arranged  with  the  approval  of  the  student's 
elective  adviser. 

Fourth-Year  Curriculum 

The  fourth  year  is  a  time  when  students  can 
correlate  the  preceding  experiences  of  medical 
school,  begin  to  function  effectively  in  the  physi- 
cian's role,  and  sharpen  their  clinical  skills  in 
preparation  for  residency  training.  Presently  at 
Cornell,  the  fourth-year  curriculum  is  elective 
and  students  have  latitude  in  choosing  their  own 
programs.  The  curriculum  is  being  reviewed  at 
this  time  and  this  may  result  in  a  change  in  the 
elective  nature  of  the  fourth-year. 

Summer  Fellowships 

Several  fellowships  are  available  for  selected 
students  who  wish  to  participate  in  investigative 
work  during  the  summers  following  the  first  and 
second  years. 

One-Year  Research  Fellowships 

Any  student  seriously  interested  in  investigative 
work  in  the  basic  or  clinical  medical  sciences 
may  apply  for  a  year's  leave  of  absence  to  pur- 
sue research  in  the  field  of  choice.  Such 
research  opportunities  are  available  in  all  de- 
partments of  the  Medical  College.  A  leave  will 
be  considered  for  investigative  work  in  other 
institutions.  In  general,  it  is  most  convenient  to 
take  the  leave  between  the  second  and  third 
years,  but  it  may  be  considered  at  other  times  in 
the  medical  course.

Coordinated  M.D.-Ph.D.  Programs 

For  students  interested  in  teaching  and  research 
careers  in  the  basic  biomedical  sciences  or  in 
clinical  medicine,  three  combined  M.D.-Ph.D. 
programs  are  o'fered. 

1.  The  first  program  is  coordinated  between 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  and  the  Cor- 
nell University  Graduate  School  of  Medical 
Sciences.  Graduate  programs  are  offered  in  the 
fields  of  biochemistry,  biological  structure  and 
cell  biology,  biology,  biomathematics,  biophys- 
ics, genetics,  microbiology,  neurobiology  and 
behavior,  pathology,  pharmacology  and  physiol- 
ogy. Students  in  this  program  work  under  the 
supervision  of  faculty  members  at  the  Medical 
College.  Applications  can  be  submitted  by  in- 
coming first  year  students,  matriculated  Cornell 
medical  students  or  by  resident  physicians  on 
the  house  staff  of  hospitals  affiliated  with  the 
Medical  College.  For  information  and  applica- 
tion forms,  contact:  Office  of  Admissions,  Cornell 
University  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences,

2.  The  second  M.D.-Ph.D.  program  is  conducted 
by  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and  the 
Sloan-Kettering  Division  of  the  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences.  Stu- 
dents in  this  combined  degree  program  study 
medicine  at  the  Medical  College  and  pursue 
their  graduate  education  at  the  Sloan-Kettering 
Institute  for  Cancer  Research,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Sloan-Kettering  faculty.  Further 
information  about  this  program  and  application 
forms  may  be  obtained  from:  Office  of  the  Direc-

3.  The  third  M.D.-Ph.D.  program  is  coordinated 
between  Cornell  University  Medical  College  and 
the  adjacent  Rockefeller  University.  Students  in 
this  program  pursue  their  medical  education  at 
Cornell  and  their  graduate  education  in  the  many 
areas  of  study  available  at  The  Rockefeller  Uni- 
versity, under  the  direction  of  the  Rockefeller 
faculty.  Students  completing  this  program  re- 
ceive an  M.D.  degree  from  Cornell  University  and 
a  Ph.D.  degree  from  Rockefeller  University.  Ap- 
plicants to  the  Cornell-Rockefeller  program  must 
complete  a  special  application  form  which  is 
available  from:  Dean's  Office,  The  Rockefeller 
University,  York  Avenue  and  East  66th  Street, 
New  York,  New  York  10021,  (212)  570-8086. 

In  selecting  from  these  three  programs,  the  ap- 
plicant should  carefully  survey  the  different 
areas  of  graduate  study  offered  and  select  the 
program  most  consistent  with  his  or  her  re- 
search and  career  goals.  Each  of  the  three 
coordinated  programs  is  normally  expected  to 
require  about  six  calendar  years  of  study. 


Summer  Fellowship  Program  for 
Minority  Students 

A  summer  fellowship  program  for  minority-group 
premedical  students  has  the  specific  aims  of 
increasing  the  number  of  minority-group  stu- 
dents in  medical  schools  and  of  increasing  their 
awareness  of  the  great  variety  in  medical  career 
opportunities.  Premedical  students  who  have 
completed  their  junior  year  spend  ten  weeks  as 
summer  fellows  at  the  Medical  Center. 

Fellows  work  three  days  a  week  at  a  variety  of 
research  activities  with  sponsors  who  are  fac- 
ulty members  from  different  departments.  The 
students  in  this  program  are  often  involved 
jointly  with  medical  students  who  hold  similar 
fellowships.  Two  mornings  a  week  are  devoted 
to  a  specially  designed  course  in  cardiovascular 
physiology.  The  afternoons  of  these  days  are 
used  for  a  series  of  discussions  about  health 
problems  of  various  communities,  and  visits  to  a 
neighborhood  health  center  program. 

Information  regarding  applications  for  fellow- 
ships and  all  other  aspects  of  minority-group 
admissions  can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  Bruce 
L.  Ballard,  M.D.,  Associate  Dean,  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College.  Application  should  be 
made  early  in  the  junior  year,  and  not  later 
than  April  1 . 


Advancement  and  Graduation 

Qualifications  for  admission,  advancement,  and 
graduation.    The  evaluation  of  individuals  for 
admission  and  advancement  involves  both  ob- 
jective criteria  and  subjective  judgments.  In 
order  to  be  considered  for  admission,  subse- 
quent advancement,  and  graduation,  individuals 
must  have  satisfactorily  completed  all  required 
undergraduate  and  Medical  College  course 
work;  must  demonstrate  motivation,  maturity, 
stability,  sound  judgment,  a  sense  of  responsi- 
bility, and  good  moral  character;  must  evidence 
cognitive,  motor,  and  organizational  skills; 
sensory  perception,  ability  to  synthesize  and 
apply  knowledge,  and  possess  such  other  at- 
tributes as  the  faculty  deems  to  be  essential  to 
the  making  of  a  safe  and  effective  physician. 

Dismissal.    Students  are  subject  to  dismissal 
for  the  following  reasons:  (1)  failure  to  pass 
required  course  work  or  to  remedy  failures  as 
provided  in  the  Guidelines  for  Promotion  and 
Graduation;  (2)  violation  of  the  Code  of  Profes- 
sional Conduct,  which  outlines  the  principles  of 
academic  integrity  which  are  expected  of  every 
Cornell  medical  student;  (3)  a  determination  by 
the  faculty,  after  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  of 
failure  to  meet  the  standards  of  fitness  for  med- 
icine set  forth  above.  Both  the  Guidelines  for 
Promotion  and  Graduation  and  the  Code  of  Pro- 
fessional Conduct  are  distributed  to  all  entering 
students. 


It 
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Graduation.    The  award  of  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  attests  to  the  individual's  successful 
completion  of  the  curriculum  and  prima  facie 
ability  to  practice  the  profession  effectively  and 
skillfully.  The  faculty  does  not  believe  that  the 
degree  can  or  should  be  awarded  subject  to  any 
qualifications  or  to  any  modifications  or  restric- 
tions whatsoever.  The  faculty  reserves  the  right 
to  withhold  the  granting  of  a  degree  to  any  per- 
son whose  ability  to  practice  medicine  safely 
and  effectively  is  impaired. 

The  curriculum  of  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  is  divided  into  four  successive  academic 
years,  each  year  building  on  the  subject  material 
of  preceding  years.  A  student  must  successfully 
complete  all  of  the  course  work  of  one  academic 
year  before  being  approved  for  promotion  to 
the  next  year. 

At  the  end  of  each  academic  term,  a  student's 
performance  in  all  required  and  elective  courses 
is  evaluated  and  recorded.  A  student's  final 
rating  in  a  course  is  determined  by  the  ap- 
propriate department  after  evaluation  of  the  stu- 
dent's performance  in  all  aspects  of  the  course 
work,  including  the  results  of  examinations. 

At  the  end  of  each  academic  year,  a  student's 
final  rating  is  based  on  the  results  of  evalua- 
tions in  all  of  the  courses  in  the  curriculum  of 
that  year.  These  final  ratings  are  reviewed  by  the 
Committee  on  Promotion  and  Graduation  and 
are  submitted  to  the  Faculty  Councils  for  final 
approval. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
and  be  of  good  moral  character.  They  must  have 
completed  successfully  four  full  courses  of  at 
least  eight  months  each  as  regular  matriculated 
medical  students.  They  must  have  satisfactorily 
completed  all  the  required  work  of  the  medical 
curriculum  and  must  have  passed  all  prescribed 
examinations.  Every  candidate  for  a  degree 
must  pay,  or  satisfactorily  arrange  to  pay,  all 
accounts  due  the  University  at  least  ten  days 
before  commencement. 

Graduation  from  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege fulfills  one  of  the  requirements  necessary 
to  apply  for  a  license  as  a  physician  in  the  var- 
ious states.  Most  of  our  graduates,  however, 
take  further  training. 

The  Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act 
of  1974  as  amended  prohibits  the  release  of 
educational  records  by  institutions  without  the 
specific  written  consent  of  the  student  or 
alumnus. 

A  transcript  of  the  Medical  College  record  of  a 
student  or  graduate  will  be  mailed  at  the  stu- 
dent's request  to  accredited  hospitals  and  to 
educational  or  other  recognized  institutions  as 
credentials  in  support  of  his  or  her  application 
for  a  position  or  promotion.  All  transcripts  are 


marked  "confidential"  and  carry  the  instruction 
that  they  are  not  to  be  turned  over  to  the  candi- 
date.

Examinations  for  Medical 
Licensure 

Graduates  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
are  admitted  unconditionally  to  the  examina- 
tions for  license  to  practice  medicine  in  all 
states  of  the  United  States.  Certified  students 
and  graduates  of  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege are  admitted  to  the  examinations  of  the 
National  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  whose 
certificate  is  recognized  by  a  majority  of  the 
state  and  federal  territory  licensing  agencies 
and  by  the  respective  authorities  of  England, 
Scotland  and  Ireland.  Although  national  in 
scope  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  the  National  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners  is  not  to  be  confused  with  a  federal 
governmental  agency.  For  information,  write  to 
the  National  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  3930

19104. 


Fees  and  Expenses 

All  fees  for  instruction  and  other  charges  are 
paid  at  the  Accounting  Office  of  the  Medical 
College,  Room  D-07,  1300  York  Avenue,  New 
York,  New  York  10021. 

Any  individual  who  owes  money  to  the  University 
will  not  be  allowed  to  register  or  reregister  in 
the  University,  receive  a  transcript  of  his  or  her 
record,  have  his  or  her  academic  credits  certi- 
fied, be  granted  a  leave  of  absence,  or  have  a 
degree  conferred. 

Application  fee.  A  nonrefundable  charge  of  $40 
is  made  for  reviewing  each  application. 

Acceptance  deposit.    Each  student  admitted  is 
given  notice  of  acceptance  and  a  limited  time 
(usually  two  weeks)  in  which  to  decide  if  he  or 
she  will  enroll  in  the  entering  class.  The  stu- 
dent's name  is  not  placed  on  the  class  list  until 
the  $100  acceptance  deposit  is  paid.  The  de- 
posit is  credited  toward  the  tuition  charge  and  is 
refundable  if  the  student  withdraws  prior  to 
June  15. 

Tuition 

Tuition  for  one  academic  year  is  $11,250,  start- 
ing September  1982.  (The  tuition  may  be  revised 
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during  the  academic  year.)  It  is  payable  at  the 
beginning  of  the  academic  year  or  in  two  equal 
parts,  the  first  of  which  must  be  made  by  the  first 
day  of  classes,  and  the  second  in  January  1983. 
The  following  are  included  in  the  tuition  fee: 

1.  Matriculation  fee. 

2.  Student  health  insurance.  See  Student  Health 
Care,  page  31 . 

3.  Personnel  health  service. 

Refund  Policy 

If  a  student  terminates  his  or  her  medical  col- 
lege registration  by  official  leave  of  absence  or 
withdrawal,  tuition  will  be  charged  for  that  tri- 
mester beginning  with  the  first  day  of  the 
trimester  and  extending  to  the  effective  date  of 
the  leave  of  absence  or  withdrawal  as  recorded 
in  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs. 

For  each  week  or  fraction  of  a  week  the  charge 
will  be:  first  week,  10  percent;  second  week,  20 
percent;  third  week,  30  percent;  fourth  week, 
40  percent;  fifth  week,  60  percent;  sixth  week,  80 
percent;  seventh  week,  100  percent;  except  that 
no  charge  will  be  made  if  the  effective  date  is 
within  the  first  six  days  of  the  trimester. 

Books,  Equipment,  and  Microscopes 

The  average  cost  of  books  and  microscope 
rental  is  approximately  $900  a  year.  Binocular 
microscopes  are  available  for  rental.  Informa- 
tion will  be  furnished  each  entering  student 
before  registration. 


Financial  Aid 

The  Medical  College  has  scholarship  and  loan 
funds  to  assist  medical  students  who  are  in  need 
of  financial  aid.  These  funds  are  described 
below. 

New  York  State  programs  for  financial  aid  to 
New  York  State  residents  are  mentioned  at  the 
ends  of  the  sections  on  scholarships  and  loans. 

Scholarships 

Scholarship  income  is  derived  from  endowed 
and  invested  funds  and  other  resources  listed 
below.  Scholarship  awards  are  made,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  funds  available,  on  the  basis  of  financial 
need.  Any  student  in  good  standing  in  the  Med- 
ical College  who  has  financial  need  is  eligible 
to  apply  for  assistance. 

Financial  need  is  not  a  factor  in  the  selection  of 
students  at  Cornell  University  Medical  College. 
Awards  to  entering  students  are  made  on  the 
same  basis  as  to  students  already  enrolled.  An 
applicant  who  has  been  accepted  for  admission 
may  file  a  formal  application  for  scholarship  aid. 

Awards  are  made  for  one  year  only;  the  student's 
financial  situation  is  reviewed  each  year.  All 


listed  scholarships  are  awarded  only  to  students 
eligible  for  financial  aid. 

Vivian  B.  Allen  Scholarship  Endowment. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Vivian  B.  Allen 
Foundation,  Inc.,  this  endowment  has  been  es- 
tablished to  provide  income  to  aid  needy 
students  of  good  scholastic  standing  who  other- 
wise would  not  be  able  to  complete  their 
medical  education. 

Vincent  Astor  Fund  for  Medical  and  Graduate 
Student  Scholarships.    The  income  from  this 
generous  endowment  from  the  Vincent  Astor 
Foundation  provides  financial  aid  for  students  at 
the  Medical  College  and  the  Graduate  School  of 
Medical  Sciences. 

Becker  Family  Scholarship  Fund.    The  income 
from  this  endowed  fund,  established  by  a  gen- 
erous gift  from  the  estate  of  Louis  Becker,  is  to 
be  used  to  provide  scholarships  for  deserving 
students. 

The  Lois  and  Max  Beren  Foundation  may  award 
a  scholarship  to  a  promising  student  accepted 
for  admission  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  in  an  amount  to  be  determined  by  con- 
sultation between  the  college  and  the  founda- 
tion. The  student  shall  be  selected  by  the 
college,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  founda- 
tion, and  may  be  a  candidate  for  either  the  Ph.D. 
or  M.D.  degree.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  foundation 
to  assist  a  student  who  possesses  great  eager- 
ness to  pursue  studies  but  who  would  find  it 
impossible  or  impractical  to  do  so  without  the 
financial  support  of  the  foundation. 

H.  Meredith  Berry  Scholarship  Fund.    The  in- 
come from  this  endowment  fund,  established  by 
gifts  from  Dr.  H.  Meredith  Berry  '41,  is  used  to 
help  a  needy  and  deserving  student. 

Siegfried  and  Josephine  Bieber  Scholarship 
Endowment.    The  income  from  the  endowment, 
given  by  the  late  Mrs.  Siegfried  Bieber  and  the 
Siegfried  and  Josephine  Bieber  Foundation, 
provides  scholarships  for  students  in  good 
academic  standing  who  need  financial  aid. 

The  John  V.  Bohrer  Scholarship  Fund  was  en- 
dowed by  a  bequest  from  Laura  S.  Bohrer  in 
memory  of  her  husband.  Dr.  John  V.  Bohrer. 
Scholarships  from  the  income  are  awarded  to 
students  "who  shall  express  a  willingness  and 
intention  to  restore  to  the  trust  fund  the  amounts 
received  by  them,  as  and  when  their  circum- 
stances permit." 

Lucien  and  Ethel  Brownstone  Merit  Medical 
Scholarship,    Generous  gifts  to  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College  and  to  three  other  New 
York  City  medical  schools  by  the  Lucien  and 
Ethel  Brownstone  Foundation  established  the 
first  American  Merit  Medical  Scholarships.  The 
income  from  the  endowment  established  by 
the  gift  is  to  be  awarded  as  a  four-year  scholar- 
ship to  one  or  two  students.  The  donors  hcpe 
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to  encourage  the  most  innately  gifted,  best 
educated,  and  most  mature  individuals  to  enter 
the  complex  and  humane  field  of  medicine.  The 
first  award  was  made  in  1968. 

Mary  E.  C.  Cantle  Scholarship  Fund.    The  in- 
come from  this  invested  fund,  which  was  estab- 
lished by  a  bequest  from  Mary  E.  C.  Cantle, 
provides  scholarships  for  worthy  students  in  the 
Medical  College. 

Frances  N.  and  John  A.  Cashman  Scholarship 
Fund.  This  endowed  fund  was  established  by 
a  generous  gift  from  the  Trust  of  Frances  Nevins 
Cashman.  The  income  from  this  fund  shall  pro- 
vide a  scholarship  to  a  woman  student  who,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  faculty,  is  deserving  of  such 
assistance. 

Lillian  M.  Charles  Scholarship  Endowment.  The 

income  from  this  fund,  which  was  established  by 
a  generous  gift  from  the  late  Mrs.  Howard  W. 
Charles,  provides  scholarship  assistance  for 
needy  students  who  are  in  good  academic 
standing. 

Citibank  Medical  Scholarship.    This  scholarship 
was  established  by  Citibank  to  be  awarded  for 
four  years  to  a  resident  of  New  York  State  who 
has  demonstrated  financial  need. 

Dr.  David  Clayson  Scholarship  Fund.    This  fund 
was  established  through  the  generosity  of  Dr. 
John  N.  Loomis  in  recognition  of  Dr.  David 
Clayson's  distinguished  contribution  to  medical 
student  education  in  the  Department  of 
Psychiatry. 

E.  Craig  Coats  Scholarship  Fund.    This  fund 
was  endowed  by  the  family  of  Dr.  E.  Craig  Coats, 
'30,  in  his  memory.  Dr.  Coats  served  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  of  the  Medical  College  and  as 
an  attending  urologist  at  The  New  York  Hospital 
for  many  years.  Income  from  the  endowment  will 
provide  scholarship  assistance  for  a  third-  or 
fourth-year  student,  preferably  a  student  with  an 
interest  in  urology. 

Coppermines  Foundation  Scholarship  Endow- 
ment.   Income  from  this  endowment,  established 
by  a  generous  gift  from  the  Coppermines  Foun- 
dation, provides  financial  assistance  for  needy 
and  worthy  students. 

Jean  Davidoff  and  Elizabeth  Cohen  Scholarship 
Fund.    This  endowment  was  established 
through  a  gift  by  Dr.  Harry  S.  Berkoff  '23  in 
memory  of  his  sisters.  The  income  is  available 
annually  to  a  student,  or  students,  in  the  third- 
and  fourth-year  classes  who  are  in  need  of 
financial  aid  and  who,  by  their  scholarship  and 
conduct,  have  proved  worthy  of  this.  Such  stu- 
dents should  express  their  willingness  and 
intention  to  return  to  the  fund  the  amounts 
received  by  them  as  and  when  their  circum- 
stances permit. 

C.  Pinckney  Deal,  Jr.  Scholarship.    An  annual 
gift  from  Mr.  Thomas  Dimond,  in  honor  of  his 


physician.  Dr.  C.  Pinckney  Deal,  Jr.  '58,  provides 
scholarship  aid  to  a  student  with  financial  need. 

Dean's  Special  Scholarship  Fund.    This  in- 
vested fund  was  established  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  many  contributors.  The  income  is 
used  to  provide  scholarships  for  worthy  students 
who  are  especially  in  need  of  financial  as- 
sistance. 

Kate  and  Henry  Eichel  Scholarship  Fund.  This 
gift  from  the  estate  of  Kate  Eichel  is  an  invested 
fund.  It  has  been  given  in  memory  of  Kate  Eichel 
and  her  brother,  Dr.  Henry  Eichel  '07.  The 
investment  income  provides  scholarships  for 
students  in  need  of  financial  assistance. 

Dr.  Harry  Eno  Scholarship  Endowment.  Estab- 
lished in  1955  by  the  gift  of  the  late  Dr.  Harry 
Eno,  the  income  from  this  endowment  provides 
scholarships  for  needy  and  worthy  students  in 
the  Medical  College. 

The  Jeremiah  S.  Ferguson  Scholarship  Fund 

was  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Cornell  University  in  memory  of  Jeremiah  S. 
Ferguson  who,  throughout  his  connection  of 
more  than  forty  years  with  the  Medical  College, 
devoted  a  great  deal  of  his  time  to  helping 
students  with  their  individual  problems  and 
promoting  their  professional  careers.  The  in- 
vestment income  is  awarded  annually  by  the 
Committee  on  Financial  Aid  to  a  student  or 
students  in  the  third-  and  fourth-year  classes  in 
the  Medical  College  who  are  in  need  of  finan- 
cial aid. 

Anthony  Ferrara  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund. 

The  mother  of  Anthony  Ferrara  and  his  fellow 
students  and  friends  established  this  fund.  The 
investment  income  provides  scholarship  assist- 
ance to  deserving  students. 

Joseph  P.  Ferrigan  Endowment.    The  income 
from  this  endowed  fund,  established  by  an 
anonymous  gift,  is  to  be  used  to  benefit  a  worthy 
and  meritorious  student  in  need  of  financial 
assistance. 

The  Wallace  D.  Garrabrandt  Scholarship  Endow- 
ment was  established  by  the  late  Mabel  G. 
Gormley,  and  the  income  is  to  be  awarded  an- 
nually to  a  regularly  matriculated  student  of 
high  academic  achievement  who  is  in  need  of 
financial  assistance. 

Roscoe  Giles  Scholarship  Fund.    This  fund, 
established  by  gifts  from  minority  faculty  and 
alumni  of  the  Medical  College  to  provide  schol- 
arships for  minority  students,  honors  Roscoe 
Conkling  Giles  '15,  the  first  Black  graduate  of 
Cornell  University  Medical  College,  a  leader  in 
developing  equal  rights  for  physicians  and  an 
outstanding  surgeon. 

The  Judge  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Jordon  Graham 
Memorial  Scholarship  Endowment  was  estab- 
lished by  a  bequest  from  the  estate  of  E.  Norman 
P.  Graham.  The  income  provides  scholarship 
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assistance  for  deserving  students  of  the  Medical 
College. 

Connie  Guion  Scholarship.    Providing  an  an- 
nual scholarship  to  be  used  toward  tuition  for  a 
student  of  the  Medical  College,  this  scholarship 
was  established  by  Annbassador  and  Mrs. 
Vincent  de  Roulet  to  express  their  gratitude  to 
the  late  Dr.  Connie  M.  Guion  '17. 

Connie  M.  Guion  Scholarship  for  Medicine. 

The  Joseph  Collins  Foundation  provides  an 
annual  scholarship  to  a  fourth-year  student  of 
outstanding  merit  in  honor  of  the  late  Dr. 
Connie  M.  Guion  '17. 

The  Haddad  Foundation  Scholarship.  The 

R.  G.  Haddad  Foundation  has  made  available 
grants  to  medical  students  who  are  United 
States  citizens  of  Syrian  or  Lebanese  descent 
and  who  are  in  need  of  financial  assistance.  The 
grant  is  for  one  year  and  may  be  renewed  upon 
application. 

Mary  F.  Hall  Scholarship  Endowment.    The  in- 
come from  a  fund  established  by  bequest  of 
Miss  Mary  F.  Hall  is  available  to  any  woman 
student  in  the  Medical  College  who  needs  its 
aid,  who  is  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  was  such  prior  to  admission 
to  the  college. 

Lawrence  W.  Hanlon  Scholarship  Fund.  This 
fund  was  established  in  memory  of  Dr.  Lawrence 
W.  Hanlon,  who  had  given  twenty-five  years  to 
the  service  of  the  Medical  College.  In  the  last 
fifteen  of  those  years,  he  was  associate  dean 
and,  in  that  role,  did  as  much  as  any  one  person 
ever  has  to  shape  the  lives  and  careers  of  the 
students.  Contributions  from  his  associates  and 
friends  make  this  fund  possible. 

Dr.  John  A.  Heim  Scholarship  Endowment.  The 

income  from  this  fund,  which  was  established 
under  the  will  of  John  A.  Heim  '05,  provides  as 
many  scholarships  in  the  Medical  College 
as  there  are  funds  available  for  that  purpose. 
The  awards  are  made  to  regularly  matriculated 
students  who  are  in  need  of  financial  assistance 
as  provided  for  in  the  terms  of  the  bequest. 
First-year  students  who  meet  the  prescribed 
standards  are  eligible. 

The  Irma  T.  HirschI  Scholarship.    This  fund, 
supported  by  a  trust  under  the  will  of  Irma  T. 
HirschI,  grants  annual  scholarships  to  students. 
The  will  makes  the  following  statement  of  the 
donor's  wishes:  "All  payments  to  medical 
schools  selected  by  my  individual  trustees  .  .  . 
shall  be  applied  by  such  schools  as  student 
financial  aid  for  medical  education  of  deserving 
students  who  may  be  deemed  worthy  of  such 
aid  by  the  scholarship  committee  (or  its  equiv- 
alent) of  each  such  school. 

"All  payments  herein  shall  be  designated  as  The 
ilrma  T.  HirschI  Scholarship.  I  direct  that  the 
scholarship  committee  (or  its  equivalent),  in 


designating  the  recipients  of  such  financial  aid, 
be  guided  by  the  following  criteria:  financial 
need,  outstanding  scholarship  and  dedication 
to  medical  science,  the  easing  of  pain  and  pro- 
tection of  life.  No  discrimination  shall  be  made 
against  applicants  for  financial  aid  on  the 
ground  of  sex,  race,  religion,  or  national  origin. 
It  is  my  desire,  but  I  do  not  require,  that  a  stu- 
dent, once  selected  for  financial  aid  on  the  basis 
of  the  criteria  set  forth  above,  shall  continue  to 
receive  financial  aid  throughout  the  years  of 
such  student's  dedicated  and  successful  study, 
provided  the  student  continues,  in  the  judgment 
of  such  scholarship  committee  (or  its  equiv- 
alent), to  meet  the  criteria  set  forth  above." 

Several  other  medical  schools  in  the  city  are 
also  beneficiaries  under  the  trust. 

Maier  and  Shantsya  Hitzig  Scholarship. 

Through  a  generous  gift.  Dr.  William  M.  Hitzig  '29 
established  this  endowed  scholarship  in  mem- 
ory of  his  father  and  mother.  The  income  is 
allotted  annually  as  a  scholarship,  with  prefer- 
ence given  to  students  who  have  done 
meritorious  work  in  internal  medicine. 

The  Dr.  Edward  Hoenig  Scholarship  Fund  was 

endowed  by  gifts  from  Dr.  Robert  Hoenig  '34 
and  Dr.  Theodore  Hoenig  '40  in  memory  of  their 
father.  Dr.  Edward  Hoenig  '10.  The  income  is  to 
provide  financial  assistance  to  needy  but  worthy 
students. 

Samuel  Hollander  Prize  Endowment.    The  in- 
come from  an  endowed  fund  established  by 
bequest  of  Dr.  Samuel  Hollander  is  to  be 
awarded  to  a  worthy  student  as  a  prize  for 
scholarship  by  the  Committee  on  Financial  Aid. 

The  Ruth  Hollohan  Scholarship  Fund  was  es- 
tablished under  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Jessie  L. 
Hollohan  in  memory  of  Ruth  Hollohan.  The 
investment  income  is  used  for  scholarships  in 
the  Medical  College  with  first  consideration 
given  to  entering  students  of  high  academic 
achievement  who  are  in  need  of  financial 
assistance. 

Elizabeth  and  Neill  Houston  Scholarship  Endow- 
ment.   The  scholarship  was  established  in 
1952  by  a  gift  from  Elizabeth  and  Neill  Houston. 
A  room  in  F.  W.  Olin  Hall  is  designated  the 
Elizabeth  and  Neill  Houston  Room,  and  the 
income  from  the  endowment  provides  a  room- 
rent  scholarship. 

Charles  Evans  Hughes  Memorial  Foundation 
Scholarship  Fund.    The  foundation  was  estab- 
lished by  Mr.  Chauncey  L.  Waddell  on  the  death 
of  his  wife,  Catherine  Hughes  Waddell,  in  mem- 
ory of  her  father,  Chief  Justice  Hughes.

Dr.  Charles  I.  Hyde  '10  and  Eva  Hyde  Schol- 
arship Endowment.    Established  by  the  late  Dr. 
Charles  I.  Hyde  and  Mrs.  Eva  Hyde  in  memory 
of  their  daughter,  Anita  Shirley  Hyde,  this  en- 
dowment provides  that  income  be  available 
annually  to  meritorious  students  who  have 
completed  one  year  of  the  regular  medical 
course  and  are  in  need  of  assistance. 

The  Dick  Katzin  M.D.  Scholarship  Fund  was  es- 
tablished in  1966  by  Dick  Katzin  '65.  The  annual 
gift  will  be  used  to  give  financial  aid  to  needy 
students. 

Samuel  Farrar  Kelley  M.D.  Scholarship  Fund. 

Contributions  for  this  invested  fund  are  being 
given  by  Mrs.  Lillian  E.  Kelley  in  memory  of  her 
husband.  Income  from  this  fund  is  available  to 
students  in  good  standing  who  need  financial 
assistance. 

The  Elise  Strang  L'Esperance  Scholarship  En- 
dowment, established  by  a  bequest  from  Dr. 
L'Esperance,  provides  income  for  financial 
assistance  for  women  students  at  the  Medical 
College. 

Richard  Lounsbery  Foundation  Scholarships.  A 

generous  gift  from  the  Richard  Lounsbery  Foun- 
dation will  provide  support  for  students  enrolled 
in  the  M.D.-Ph.D.  program. 

The  Elizabeth  C.  Lowry  Scholarship  Fund  was 

endowed  by  Dr.  Lowry,  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1935,  in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  Dr. 
Thomas  Lowry,  who  was  also  a  member  of  that 
class.  The  income  is  used  to  provide  financial 
assistance  to  women  students  in  the  Medical 
College.  If,  in  any  year,  there  is  no  woman  stu- 
dent in  need  of  such  assistance,  the  income 
available  may  be  awarded  to  a  woman  candidate 
for  a  Ph.D.  in  the  Graduate  School  of  Medical 
Sciences. 

The  1936  John  and  Katherine  Mayer  Scholarship 
Fund.    The  investment  income  is  available  an- 
nually to  meritorious  students  who  need  its  aid, 
and  who  have  completed  one  or  more  years  of 
the  regular  medical  course.  The  award  is  for  one 
year  only  but  may  be  awarded  for  a  second  or 
third  year  provided  the  qualifications  of  the 
candidate  merit  it. 

The  1939  John  and  Katherine  Mayer  Scholarship 
Endowment.    The  income  is  available  annually 
to  meritorious  students  who  need  its  aid,  and 
who  have  completed  one  or  more  years  of  the 
regular  medical  course.  The  award  is  for  one 
year  only,  but  may  be  awarded  for  a  second  or 
third  year  provided  the  qualifications  of  the 
candidate  merit  it. 


Charles  M.  McLane  Memorial  Scholarship. 

This  generous  gift  was  established  by  the  Merlin 
Foundation.  The  investment  income  is  to  be 
used  to  provide  a  scholarship  for  a  needy  stu- 
dent from  the  third-  or  fourth-year  class  whose 
record  reflects  dedication  and  personal  achieve- 
ment of  a  high  order. 

Medical  College  Dormitory  Fund  No.  2.  This 
invested  fund,  established  by  gifts  made  in  the 
Greater  Cornell  Campaign,  provides  income  for 
rent  scholarships  to  be  awarded  to  students 
residing  in  the  Medical  College  dormitory.

or,  if  there  are  no  such  qualified  applicants, 
then  to  other  qualified  students. 

The  Nella  Foundation  Fund.   This  generous 
gift  from  Mr.  Allen  Fischbach  is  to  be  used  to 
assist  financially  needy  and  worthy  medical 
students. 

Dr.  George  A.  and  Nora  W.  Newton  Scholarship 
Endowment.    The  income  from  this  fund,  which 
was  established  by  a  bequest  from  the  estate  of 
Nora  W.  Newton,  provides  a  full  or  partial 
scholarship  for  a  needy  and  worthy  student  of 
the  Medical  College.  The  recipient  is  to  be 
selected  by  the  Committee  on  Financial  Aid  on 
the  basis  of  high  scholarship  and  character. 

New  York  Community  Trust  Scholarship.  These 
funds  are  provided  by  the  New  York  Community 
Trust  from  a  gift  received  from  the  late  Charles 
F.  Ikle.  They  are  to  extend  "scholarship  assist- 
ance to  needy  and  overburdened  students  so  as 
to  decrease  the  necessity  of  their  spending 
many  hours  of  extraneous  work  in  order  to 
continue  their  medical  studies." 
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Gustave  J.  Noback  Memorial  Fund  for  Advanced 
Study  and  Teaching  in  the  Field  of  Anatomy.

lege fourth  year  student  on  a  three  month  elec- 
tive at  the  Christian  Medical  College  or  one  of 
its  urban  or  rural  outreach  programs  in  Vellore, 
India.  Ida  Scudder  v^as  a  member  of  the  first 
graduating  class  of  the  Cornell  University  Med- 
ical College  in  1899. 

Joseph  M.  Seider  Scholarship  Fund.  This 
fund,  financed  by  an  annual  gift  from  Mr.  Seider, 
provides  scholarships  for  worthy  students  who  ' 
are  in  need  of  financial  assistance. 

The  Thome  Shaw  Endowment  Scholarship  Fund 

provides  the  income  to  support  three  scholar- 
ships. A  gift  from  the  estate  of  Julia  Shaw 
established  the  endowment.

Prizes 

Mary  Aldrich  Fund.    In  memory  of  William 
Mecklenburg  Polk,  M.D  ,  LL.D.,  first  dean  of  the 
Medical  College,  two  prizes  are  offered  for  pro- 
ficiency in  research  to  regularly  matriculated 
students  of  the  Medical  College.  Members  of  all 
classes  are  eligible  for  these  prizes. 

The  awards  are  made  at  the  end  of  each  aca- 
demic year  for  the  best  report  presented,  in 
writing,  of  research  work  done  by  students,  or 
for  valuable  reviews  and  logical  presentations  on 
medical  subjects  not  to  be  found  fully  con- 
sidered in  a  single  text  or  reference  book.  If  the 
papers  submitted  are  not  considered  worthy  of 
special  commendation,  the  prizes  will  be  with- 
held. 

Papers  are  to  be  submitted  in  duplicate  in  a 
sealed  envelope  marked  "Dean  William  Mecklen- 
burg Polk  Memorial  Prize  Committee"  and  must 
be  in  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs  and  Academic 
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Programs,  Room  C-118,  not  later  than  the  first 
Monday  in  April.  In  1982,  this  prize  was  awarded 
to  Paul  N.  Casale,  Richard  R.  Eisenberg  and 
Richard  John  Maraia. 

The  American  Medical  Women's  Association 
Scholarship  Citation  is  awarded  each  year  to 
women  who  graduate  in  the  top  10  percent  of  the 
class.  In  1982  this  citation  went  to  Elena  L.  Gold- 
stein, Kathleen  A.  Marinelli  and  Maria  J.  Onishi. 

CIBA  Award  for  Outstanding  Community  Serv- 
ice.   This  award,  a  complete  set  of  the  Netter 
Atlas  Volumes,  is  offered  each  year  by  the  CIBA 
Pharmaceutical  Company  to  a  student  in  the 
sophomore  class  who  has  performed  some  laud- 
able extracurricular  activity  within  the  com- 
munity.

ate of  the  Medical  College  in  1903.  The  prize,  fi- 
nanced by  the  income,  is  to  be  awarded  annually 
to  the  student  who  attains  the  highest  marks  in 
surgery  during  the  fourth  year.  In  1982  this  prize 
was  awarded  to  Lawrence  H.  Durban. 

Dean's  Research  Prize.    Cash  awards  are  of- 
fered to  matriculated  students  in  any  class  for 
excellence  in  research.  For  1982  these  prizes 
were  awarded  to  Richard  S.  Goldweit,  Lawrence 
J.  Jordan,  Joseph  Paul  Minei  and  Stephen  B. 
Murphy. 

The  Oskar  Diethelm  Prize  for  Excellence  in 
Psychiatry  was  established  in  honor  of  Oskar 
Diethelm,  who  was  Chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Psychiatry  of  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege from  1936  to  1962.

Robert  A.  Belfer,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lawrence  Ruben, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Saltz  and  the  Belfer  Founda- 
tion in  honor  of  Dr.  R.  A.  Rees  Pritchett,  a 
member  of  the  faculty  in  the  Department  of 
Medicine. 

The  Revlon  Pharmaceutical  Professorship  of 
Pharmacology  and  Toxicology  was  established 
in  1979  by  a  gift  from  Revlon,  Inc.  The  present 
occupant  of  the  chair  is  Dr.  Walter  F.  Riker,  Jr., 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Pharmacology. 

The  Israel  Rogosin  Professorship  of  Biochem- 
istry was  established  in  1965  when  Mr.  Rogosin 
made  a  substantial  gift  to  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital-Cornell Medical  Center's  Fund  for  Medical 
Progress.  The  late  Dr.  Vincent  du  Vigneaud,  who 
received  the  Nobel  Prize  in  chemistry  in  1955, 
was  Cornell's  first  Israel  Rogosin  Professor.  The 
chair  has  been  held  since  Dr.  du  Vigneaud's  re- 
tirement in  1967  by  Dr.  Alton  Meister,  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Biochemistry. 

The  Sterling  Drug  Visiting  Professorships  were 
established  in  1979  by  a  gift  from  the  Sterling 
Drug  Company  in  honor  of  Dr.  Walter  F.  Riker, 
Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Pharma- 
cology. The  professorships  are  designed  to 
promote  interchange  of  knowledge  in  the  field 
of  pharmacology.  Each  visiting  professor  will 
spend  up  to  one  week  at  the  College,  delivering 
a  major  lecture  and  participating  in  seminars. 

The  Lewis  Atterbury  Stimson  Professorship  of 
Surgery  was  established  in  1935  by  an  anon- 
ymous gift  presented  to  the  Medical  College  in 
memory  of  Dr.  Stimson,  who  was  Cornell's  first 
professor  of  surgery.  A  second  gift  was  added  to 
the  endowment  in  1944  by  the  late  Candace  C. 
Stimson,  Dr.  Stimson's  daughter.  The  first  oc- 
cupant of  this  chair  was  the  late  Dr.  Frank  Glenn. 
The  present  occupant  is  Dr.  G.  Thomas  Shires, 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Surgery. 
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The  William  D.  Stubenbord  Visiting  Professor- 
ships were  established  in  1968  by  a  gift  from  the 
Louis  Calder  Foundation  "in  memory  of  Louis 
Calder,  Sr.,  and  Louis  Calder,  Jr.,  and  in  recogni- 
tion of  the  outstanding  professional  services 
and  long  friendship  of  William  D.  Stubenbord 
'31 ,  for  them  and  members  of  their  families."  The 
departments  of  the  College  will,  in  rotation,  be 
host  to  visiting  scholars.  Each  visiting  professor 
will  reside  at  the  College  for  approximately  one 
week  and  in  that  time  will  deliver  a  special  lec- 
ture and  hold  seminars  with  faculty  and  students. 

The  Anne  Parrish  Titzell  Professorship  in 
Neurology  was  established  in  1958  by  a  substan- 
tial gift  from  a  grateful  patient  of  the  late  Dr. 
Harold  G.  Wolff,  head  of  neurology  at  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  from  1932 
until  his  death  in  1962.  Dr.  Wolff's  successor  to 
the  chair  is  Dr.  Fred  Plum,  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Neurology. 

The  Maxwell  M.  Upson  Professorship  of  Physiol- 
ogy and  Biophysics,  established  in  1970,  honors 
the  memory  of  Mr.  Upson  who  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Cornell  University  Board  of  Trustees 
for  thirty-five  years.  The  first  occupant  of  this 
chair  was  the  late  Dr.  Robert  F.  Pitts,  who  was 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Physiology  and 
Biophysics  from  1950  through  1972.  The  current 
occupant  of  the  chair  is  Dr.  Erich  E.  Windhager, 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Physiology 
and  Biophysics. 

The  Harold  and  Percy  Uris  Professorship  in  Re- 
productive Biology  was  established  in  1976  with 
a  gift  from  the  Uris  Brothers  Foundation.  The 
current  occupant  of  this  chair  is  Dr.  J.  Michael 
Bedford. 

The  Harold  and  Percy  Uris  Professorship  of 
Pediatric  Endocrinology  and  Metabolism  was 

established  in  1978  with  a  gift  from  the  Uris 
Brothers  Foundation.  The  first  occupant  of  this 
chair  is  Dr.  Maria  I.  New,  who  is  the  head  of  the 
Division  of  Pediatric  Endocrinology  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics. 

The  Bruce  Webster  Professorship  of  Internal 
Medicine  was  established  in  1977  with  a  bequest 
from  the  estate  of  Dr.  Bruce  Webster,  a  member 
of  the  faculty,  and  gifts  from  Mr.  Roy  E.  Larsen 
and  Dr.  Webster's  sister,  Mrs.  Flora  Shefrin. 

The  Irving  Sherwood  Wright  Professorship  of 
Geriatrics,  the  first  endowed  chair  in  geriatrics 
in  the  United  States,  was  established  in  1978  by 
a  gift  from  the  E.  Roland  and  Gladys  Harriman 
Foundation  in  honor  of  Dr.  Wright,  a  member  of 
the  faculty.  The  first  occupant  of  the  chair  is 
Dr.  Marc  E.  Weksler,  director  of  the  Division  of 
Geriatrics  and  Gerontology  in  the  Department 
of  Medicine.

Student  Health  Care 

The  Student  Health  Plan  of  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  provides  hospitalization  and 
major  medical  insurance  for  all  medical  stu- 
dents. In  addition,  the  Plan  provides  for  ambula- 
tory care  at  the  Student  Health  Service  of  The 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 


Physicians  at  the  Health  Service  will  refer 
students  who  require  specialized  care  to  attend- 
ing physicians  of  the  staff.  The  hours  of  the  Stu- 
dent Health  Service  and  a  complete  statement 
of  Plan  benefits  will  be  provided  to  each  student. 

The  cost  of  medical  services  provided  by  the 
Plan  are  included  in  the  tuition  structure  an- 
nounced by  the  College  each  academic  year. 
Students  will  be  issued  Plan  membership  cards 
and  will  receive  courtesy  privileges  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  Pharmacy. 

Entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  phys- 
ical examination,  chest  X-ray  and  laboratory 
tests  performed  by  their  personal  physicians 
prior  to  matriculation.  Students  may  purchase 
insurance  coverage  for  eligible  dependents  who 
do  not  have  other  insurance  available  to  them. 
Insured  dependents  are  not  eligible  for  care  at 
the  Student  Health  Service. 


Student  Housing 

F.  W.  Olin  Hall,  a  student  residence  completed 
in  1954,  is  located  at  445  East  Sixty-Ninth  Street, 
directly  across  from  the  entrance  to  the  Medical 
College  on  York  Avenue.  Olin  Hall  is  a  ten  story 
building  containing  a  gymnasium,  lounge,  music 
room,  and  260  living  units.  A  cafeteria,  open  to 
students,  is  located  in  The  New  York  Hospital. 
Each  residence  room  for  students  is  completely 
furnished  as  a  single  bedroom-study.  Since  two 
rooms  share  a  connecting  bath,  they  may  be 
used  as  a  suite  for  two  students,  if  desired. 
Single  first  year  students  live  in  Olin  Hall. 

Apartments  are  available  in  Livingston-Farrand 
and  in  the  Jacob  S.  Lasdon  House  for  married 
students  in  the  first  year  class  and  for  all  stu- 
dents in  years  2-4.  Livingston-Farrand,  located  at 
423,  425  and  427  East  Sixty-Ninth  Street,  con- 
tains studios  and  one  and  two  bedroom  apart- 
ments. The  Jacob  S.  Lasdon  House  a*  420  East 
Seventieth  Street,  the  newest  student  residence, 
was  opened  for  occupancy  in  September,  1974. 
This  building,  which  contains  studios  and  one 
and  two  bedroom  apartments,  was  made  possi- 
ble by  a  gift  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr. 
Lasdon. 

The  student  housing  fee  for  Olin  Hall  is  $150  per 
month.  In  Livingston-Farrand  the  fees  for  apart- 
ments range  from  $185  to  $350  per  month,  and  in 
Lasdon  House  from  $330  to  $572  per  month. 
Housing  fees  in  all  buildings  are  subject  to 
increase.

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

The  Department  of  Anesthesiology  participates 
in  the  teaching  of  pharmacology.  Anesthetic 
agents  are  considered,  not  only  as  depressants 
of  the  central  nervous  system,  but  also  as  il- 
lustrations of  the  general  pharmacological 
phenomena  of  drug  uptake  and  distribution.  The 
department  also  assists  in  teaching  about  drugs 
that  affect  respiratory  mechanisms,  it  partic- 
ipates in  lectures,  laboratory  demonstrations, 
and  student  seminars. 

Third  Year 

Anesthesiology  is  taught  in  seminar-discussion 
periods  during  the  clerkship  in  surgery.  The 
subjects  covered  are:  cardiac  and  respiratory 
resuscitation;  the  medical  care  of  the  surgical 
patient,  respiratory  therapy;  and  the  evaluation, 
diagnosis,  and  treatment  of  pain. 

Elective  Options 

Third  Year 

During  the  summer  between  the  second  and 
third  years,  selected  students  are  offered  a 
preceptorship  in  anesthesiology  under  a  pro- 
gram supported  by  the  American  Society  of 
Anesthesiologists  and  the  Department  of 
Anesthesiology. 

Fourth  Year 

An  elective  clinical  or  research  program  is 
offered  by  the  department  to  fourth-year  stu- 
dents. Each  student  is  assigned  to  an  attending 
anesthesiologist.  Students  spend  their  time  with 
the  attending  anesthesiologist,  making  pre- 
operative visits,  administering  anesthesia,  and  in 
postoperative  and  recovery  care.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  respiratory  physiology,  therapy,  and 
resuscitation.  Progressive  participation  and 
responsibility  is  given  to  the  student.  A  second 
clinical  elective  is  offered  in  the  treatment  of 
pain  by  the  use  of  nerve  block  techniques, 
transcutaneous  stimulation  and  injection  of 
trigger  points  for  the  treatment  of  myofascial 
pain.  This  experience  encompasses  The  New 
York  and  Memorial  Hospitals  in  the  differential 
diagnosis  and  care  of  patients  with  acute  and 
chronic  pain.  A  research  elective  can  be  ar- 
ranged either  at  The  New  York  Hospital  or 
Memorial  Hospital  for  individual  students.

Courses 

Medical  Biochemistry    Required  course  offered 
during  the  first  and  second  trimesters.  Limited 
to  120  students.  During  the  first  trimester  the 
days  and  hours  of  this  course  are:  M  2-3;  T  W  Th 
9-10;  F  2-5.  During  the  second  trimester  the 
days  and  hours  of  this  course  are:  M  W  Th  9-10; 
F  2-5.  Friday  hours  are  typically  devoted  to 
group  conferences.  Specific  course  prereq- 
uisites: bachelor's  degree  required.  Responsible 
faculty  members:  E.  Breslow,  J.  S.  Cornell. 

Designed  for  medical  students.  The  chief  con- 
cern is  with  biochemical  principles  fundamental 
to  medical  problems.  Basic  biochemical  infor- 
mation will  be  presented  and  integrated  with 
selected  nutritional  and  health  problems  of 
concern  to  physicians,  by  means  of  lectures, 
group  conferences,  and  participation  in  clinical 
rounds. 

First  trimester:  Chemical  and  physical  prop- 
erties of  biomolecules,  enzymology,  molecular 
biology,  metabolism  of  carbohydrates,  special 
topics  and  associated  clinical  problems.  Various 
faculty  members. 

Second  trimester:  Metabolism  of  lipids,  amino 
acids,  purine  and  pyrmidines.  Greater  emphasis 
on  the  metabolic  aspects  of  biochemistry  and 
the  medical  consequences  of  disturbances  in 
intermediary  metabolism;  special  topics  in  bio- 
chemistry that  are  relevant  to  current  medical 
problems.  Various  faculty  members. 

1,  Graduate  Biochemistry    Offered  by  the  staff 
of  the  Field  of  Biochemistry,  Medical  College 
Division,  and  of  the  Biochemistry  Unit,  Sloan- 
Kettering  Division.  This  is  a  course  designed  to 
provide  the  student  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
fundamentals  of  biochemistry  and  an  apprecia- 
tion of  the  molecular  basis  of  biological 
phenomena.  Graduate  students  in  biochemistry 
are  required  to  pass  this  course  (or  its  equiv- 
alent) prior  to  pursuing  advanced  courses.  Fall 
and  winter  trimesters.  M  T  Th  F  11-12.  S.  G. 
Powers,  U.  Hammerling  and  staff. 

2.  Advanced  Biochemistry    A  course  offered 
jointly  by  the  faculties  of  the  Medical  College 
and  Sloan-Kettering  Divisions.  The  course  will 
consist  of  a  series  of  lecture  units  (minicourses) 
covering  topics  such  as  size  and  shape  methods 
for  the  study  of  macromolecules,  molecular 
biology,  information  transfer,  membrane  struc- 
ture and  function,  hormones,  enzyme  structure 
and  function,  antimetabolites  in  chemotherapy, 
and  other  subjects  of  current  research  interests. 
These  subjects  will  be  taught  at  an  advanced 
level  with  particular  attention  to  contributions  of 
recent  research.  It  is  not  essential  that  students 
take  the  lecture  units  in  any  particular  sequence. 
Minimal  prerequisite  is  the  Graduate  Biochem- 
istry course  (described  above)  or  its  equivalent.

The  study  of  medicine  reasonably  begins  v\/ith 
the  study  of  the  normal  structure  of  the  human 
body,  for  the  first  question  usually  asked  in  any 
analysis  of  a  biological  system  is:  What  are  its 
spatial  relations,  its  form,  its  configuration,  and 
the  time  courses  of  development  of  these  spatial 
relations?  This  is  the  substance,  and  this  is  the 
unique  aspect  of  biological  systems  that  con- 
stitute the  anatomical  sciences. 

The  objective  is  to  bring  this  unique  aspect  of 
the  human  organism  into  focus  for  the  first-year 
medical  student  and  to  present  the  major 
structural  concepts  and  principles.  The  presen- 
tation aims  toward  some  appreciation  of  how 
these  concepts  have  evolved,  how  these  prin- 
ciples have  been  established,  and  what  the 
outstanding  questions  are.  The  student  is  pro- 
vided with  first-hand  experience  in  some  of  the 
methods  of  anatomy  and  is  encouraged  to 
understand  the  principles  and  major  limitations 
of  most  of  the  modern  methods  of  anatomy. 
Foregoing  a  comprehensive,  but  necessarily 
superficial,  study  of  human  structure,  an  analysis 
is  offered  of  representative  structures,  aiming 
to  develop  in  the  student  confidence  and  com- 
petence for  further  independent  study  of 
anatomy  in  the  years  ahead.  However  powerful 
and  indispensable  current  anatomical  concepts 
are  in  the  analysis  of  medical  problems,  they  will 
eventually  be  replaced  in  the  minds  of  the  best 
physicians  by  much  more  powerful  concepts. 

The  supervised  study  of  anatomy,  in  the  first  and 
second  trimesters  of  the  first  year,  is  organized 
into  two  courses  for  practical  reasons.  Gross 
anatomy  is  most  effectively  studied  by  regions; 
microscopic  and  developmental  anatomy,  by 
structural  and  functional  systems.  In  the  third 
trimester  the  brain  and  spinal  cord  are  studied 
concurrently  in  their  gross  and  microscopic 
aspects.  A  student  studies  under  the  direct  su- 
pervision of  one  of  five  tutors  in  each  course. 
The  correlation  of  understanding  of  structure 
gained  from  these  courses  is  encouraged  by 
participation  of  staff  members  as  tutors  in  two  or 
more  of  these  courses  in  the  same  or  suc- 
cessive years. 

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Cell  Biology  and  Microscopic  Anatomy  The 

structure  of  cells,  their  organization  into  tissues 
and  organs,  and  basic  concepts  of  how  structure 
subserves  function  are  considered.  Concepts  of 
differentiation  and  gene  expression,  which  pro- 
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vide  a  basis  for  the  understanding  of  the 
properties  of  cells  and  tissues,  are  presented. 
A  comprehensive  and  systematic  study  of  struc- 
ture from  the  ultrastructural  to  the  macroscopic 
level  is  pursued  in  the  laboratory  with  emphasis 
on  individual  study  of  histological  sections  with 
the  light  microscope. 

Gross  Anatomy    Regional  anatomy  is  studied 
principally  through  dissection  of  the  human 
body.  Supplementing  this  are  prosections  by 
instructors,  tutorial  group  discussions,  and 
radiographic  demonstrations. 

Neuroscience    The  gross  and  microscopic 
structure  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord  is  taught 
in  an  inter-departmental  course  in  neuroscience 
in  cooperation  with  the  Departments  of  Neurol- 
ogy and  Physiology.  Lectures  correlate  the 
structure,  function,  and  clinical  significance  of 
the  principal  concepts  of  the  nervous  system. 
Opportunity  is  provided  in  the  laboratory  for 
gross  dissection  of  the  preserved  human  brain 
and  for  the  study  of  the  serial  histological 
sections  of  the  human  brain  in  three  different 
planes.

The  program  for  the  Department  of  Medicine  is 
based  on  a  number  of  cardinal  premises:  (1) 
There  is  a  minimal  core  of  information,  skills, 
and  understanding  that  must  be  assimilated 
regardless  of  the  student's  choice  of  career. 
(2)  The  essence  of  medicine  is  continuous  and 
independent  inquiry,  which  should  be  fostered 
in  all  students  through  investigative  work  at  the 
clinical  or  laboratory  levels.  (3)  The  scope  and 
limitations  of  medicine  are  best  revealed 
through  the  demands  and  responsibilities  of 
patient  care.  (4)  The  need  and  privilege  to  pro- 
vide sympathetic  understanding  and  support  to 
the  patient  and  the  patient's  family  are  pre- 
requisite to  being  a  good  physician. 

It  is  evident  that  a  large  number  of  options  are 
open  to  those  pursuing  a  career  in  medicine, 
a  diversity  that  includes  clinical,  specialty,  lab- 
oratory, and  administrative  areas.  This  diversity 
enables  most  students  to  select  an  area  of  med- 
icine that  satisfies  their  individual  interests, 
abilities,  and  needs.  There  is  no  preconceived 
image  of  an  ideal  graduate  except  that  he  or  she 
be  competent  and  content  in  the  career  choice, 
and  be  sufficiently  well  prepared  to  adapt  to  the 
changes  that  will  occur  in  the  practice  of  med- 
icine in  the  future.  The  program  provides  the 
student  with  certain  fundamental  concepts  and 
skills  that  will  allow  thoughtful  exploration 
and  evaluation  of  career  possibilities. 

The  growth  and  complexity  of  medical  knowl- 
edge is  proceeding  at  an  astonishing  pace.  The 
physician  who  relies  excessively  on  intuition 
and  empiricism  runs  the  risk  of  early  obsoles- 
cence. A  more  reasonable  alternative  is  a 
systematic  analysis  that  utilizes  concepts  de- 
veloped in  the  basic  sciences.  This  approach  to 
the  interpretation  of  symptoms,  signs,  and 
laboratory  data  has  been  termed  the  patho- 
physiology of  disease.  There  are  unique  advan- 
tages to  such  an  approach.  Existing  concepts 
are  continually  evaluated  so  that  the  outmoded 
may  be  discarded.  This  system  quickly  reveals  to 
the  student  the  limitations  of  existing  knowl- 
edge and  exposes  those  facets  of  medicine 
where  logic  may  be  of  little  value.  The  depth  to 
which  each  student  pursues  the  pathophysio- 
logic approach  will  vary  from  a  study  of  the 
physical  and  emotional  factors  responsible  for 
illness  in  a  single  patient  to  an  investigation  of  a 
disorder  at  a  fundamental  level.  Clearly  this 
spirit  of  inquiry  is  essential  to  all  areas  of  med- 
icine. The  program  of  the  department  is 
designed  to  provide  the  challenges  and  oppor- 
tunities to  develop  this  quality. 

It  is  hoped  that  through  their  experiences,  stu- 
dents will  blend  habit  with  critical  analysis, 
scientific  thought  with  empathy,  and  com- 
petence with  humility. 


Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Introduction  to  Medicine    This  course  is  de- 
signed to  provide  the  student  with  a  framework 
for  the  study  of  the  basic  sciences  as  related 
to  medicine. 

Second  Year 

Instruction  begins  in  the  last  trimester  and 
consists  of  two  coordinated  courses. 

Physical  Diagnosis    The  course  is  an  intensive 
introduction  to  the  basic  bedside  clinical  skills, 
i.e.,  the  taking  of  a  medical  history  and  the 
performance  of  a  physical  examination,  with 
emphasis  on  the  anatomic  and  physiologic  prin- 
ciples underlying  the  important  symptoms  and 
signs  encountered  in  clinical  medicine.  Lectures 
and  demonstrations,  supplemented  by  exten- 
sive use  of  audiovisual  and  electronic  aids,  form 
the  didactic  basis  of  the  course;  special 
attention  is  directed  to  the  medical  interview 
and  the  approach  to  the  sick.  Students  are 
assigned  in  small  groups  to  clinical  tutors,  with 
whom  they  refine  their  bedside  skills  in  biweekly 
examination  of  inpatients  under  close  tutorial 
supervision.  Patient  examinations  are  carried 
out  at  the  Cornell  cooperating  hospitals:  The 
New  York  Hospital,  Memorial  Hospital,  and  the 
North  Shore  University  Hospital. 

Pathophysiology    The  course  is  designed  to 
link  the  basic  sciences  with  clinical  medicine  by 
demonstrating  how  laboratory  methods  and 
information  may  be  used  in  clinical  practice. 
The  divisions  of  the  department  participate  with 
presentations,  including  lectures  and  case 
studies,  that  are  discused  in  small  groups. 
Laboratory  exercises  are  employed  in  the  hema- 
tology and  renal  sections  to  provide  an  under- 
standing of  analysis  of  blood  and  urine.  The 
approaches  used  to  determine  the  degree  and 
extent  of  deranged  function  of  organ  systems 
in  the  context  of  their  pathophysiology  are 
developed. 

Third  Year 

Clerkship    Each  student  is  assigned  to  one  or 
more  of  the  medicai  services  of  the  Cornell 
cooperating  hospitals  for  a  period  of  twelve 
weeks.  The  objectives  of  the  clerkship  are:  1 .  to 
refine  and  strengthen  the  skills  of  history  taking 
and  physical  exam;  2.  to  develop  the  processes 
required  to  analyze  the  patient's  symptoms  and 
signs  and  to  propose  differential  diagnoses; 
and  3.  to  appreciate  the  uses  and  limitations  of 
lab  procedures  to  evaluate  diagnostic  possibili- 
ties. The  student  is  an  integral  member  of  a 
medical  team  that  is  responsible  for  the  care  of 
patients.  The  student  obtains  the  patient's  his- 
tory, performs  the  physical  examination  and 
basic  laboratory  tests,  and  records  the  findings. 
The  student's  results  and  analysis  of  the  clinical 
problems  are  reviewed  and  discussed  with  the 
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house  staff  and  in  small  student  groups  under 
the  supervision  of  a  tutor.  The  student  actively 
participates  in  the  continued  care  of  the  patient, 
in  part  to  verify  or  alter  his  or  her  initial  evalua- 
tion, but  also  to  develop  an  appreciation  of 
the  unique  relationship  that  exists  between 
patient  and  physician.  Weekly  psychiatric  liaison 
sessions  explore  the  complexities  of  patient- 
physician  relationships;  physician,  student  and 
patient  reactions  to  stress,  illness  and  death, 
and  factors  affecting  patient  care.  In  the  last 
two  weeks  of  the  rotation,  the  student  is  given 
increased  responsibility  for  both  the  assessment 
and  management  of  his  or  her  patients.  These 
activities  are  supplemented  by  seminars  that 
emphasize  the  approach  to  urgent  and/or  com- 
monly encountered  medical  problems,  as  well 
as  a  multitude  of  conferences  and  lectures 
regularly  held  by  the  Department. 

Elective  Options 

Over  fifty  electives  are  offered  throughout  the 
four  years.  The  comprehensive  program  in- 
cludes participation  in  laboratory  or  clinical 
research  or,  if  desired,  further  opportunities  for 
patient  care.  Each  year  the  elective  list  is 
revised  and  can  be  found  in  the  Catalog  of 
Electives.

Required  Courses 
Second  Year 

Microbiology  and  an  Introduction  to  Infectious 
Diseases    First  and  second  trimesters.  Labora- 
tory work  includes  an  introduction  to  the 
procedures  used  in  studying  microorganisms, 
various  physical  and  biological  manifestations 
of  antigen-antibody  reactions,  a  survey  of  the 
microbial  flora  of  the  upper  respiratory  tract  of 
healthy  humans,  and  an  intensive  study  of  the 


causal  agents  of  specific  infections,  including 
fungi,  bacteria,  rickettsiae,  and  viruses.  The 
lectures  are  directed  toward  the  development  of 
basic  concepts,  particularly  as  they  relate  to 
microbial  physiology,  and  host-parasite  relation- 
ships, including  immunologic  mechanisms  in 
infectious  disease.  Emphasized  are  the  etiology, 
pathogenesis,  epidemiology,  and  prevention  of 
infectious  disease.  Special  attention  also  is 
given  to  the  immunological  principles  under- 
lying hypersensitivity,  autoimmunity  tolerance, 
and  rejection  of  transplants.  Students  also  may 
carry  out  research  in  the  Department  of  Micro- 
biology under  guidance  of  individual  faculty. 

Elective  Options 

Completion  of  Microbiology  and  an  Introduction 
to  Infectious  Diseases  (or  its  equivalent)  is  a 
desirable  prerequisite  for  elective  work  in 
microbiology. 

Research  in  Microbiology    Offered  all  year.  Can 
be  done  entirely  in  the  Department  of  Micro- 
biology or  may  involve  another  preclinical  or 
clinical  department.

Microbiology  Seminar    Scheduled  weekly. 
Topics  in  microbiology  and  infectious  diseases 
are  presented  by  faculty  and  graduate  students 
of  the  Department  of  Microbiology  and  by 
visiting  scientists  from  other  institutions.  R.  W. 
Dickerman. 

Microbial  Chemistry  and  Physiology  Lectures 
cover  literature  and  methodology  pertinent  to 
physico-chemical  properties  of  microorganisms 
and  their  environments,  the  growth  and  death 
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of  microorganisms,  chemical  composition  of 
cells  and  subcellular  structures,  nutritional 
requirements,  microbiological  assay  and  auxo- 
trophic mutants,  energy  metabolism,  degrada- 
tions and  biosyntheses,  the  physiology  of 
pathogenesis,  and  important  microbial  products. 
Laboratory  sessions  provide  experience  with 
large-scale  culture  and  recovery  of  cells,  syn- 
thetic media,  microbiological  assay,  extraction 
of  cellular  constitution,  respirometry,  and 
studies  of  substrate  utilization  employing  radio- 
active metabolites.  Minimal  prerequisites: 
general  microbiology,  qualitative  and  quantita- 
tive analysis,  organic  chemistry,  and  at  least 
one  semester  (or  its  equivalent)  of  biochemistry. 
Offered  every  other  year  in  the  third  trimester.

Advanced  Immunology    Lectures,  discussions, 
and  assigned  readings  cover  properties  of 
antigens  and  antibodies;  mechanism  of  antibody 
formation;  phylogeny  and  ontogeny  of  the  im- 
mune system;  structural  and  functional  aspects 
of  the  immune  system;  effector  mechanisms  of 
antibody-  and  cell-mediated  immunity;  com- 
plement and  other  amplification  systems; 
mechanisms  of  immune  injuries;  regulation  and 
control  of  the  immune  response;  genetics  and 
immunology  of  transplants  and  tumors.  Labora- 
tory work  will  include  the  isolation,  purification, 
quantitation,  and  characterization  of  antibodies; 
the  critical  measurement  of  antigen-antibodies 
reactions,  and  the  dynamics  of  the  in  vivo 
antibody  response.  Minimal  prerequisites  for 
lecture  and  laboratory  courses:  at  least  one 
semester  or  equivalent  of  biochemistry,  intro- 
ductory immunology  (such  as  the  immunology 
section,  taught  each  September,  of  Microbiology 
and  an  Introduction  to  Infectious  Diseases, 
Field  of  Microbiology).  Next  offering  of  labora- 
tory courses  to  be  announced.  D.  H.  Sussdorf. 
Lecture  course  offered  during  second  and  third 
trimesters,  two  lectures  weekly.  Second  tri- 
mester: Y.  B.  Kim  and  staff.  Third  trimester:  D.  H. 
Sussdorf  and  staff. 

Advanced  Diagnostic  Microbiology  Tech- 
niques of  management  and  procedures  used  in  a 
clinical  microbiology  laboratory.  Emphasized 
are  the  isolation  and  rapid  identification  of 
organisms  from  various  types  of  clinical  spec- 
imens. Liberal  use  is  made  of  clinical  materials 
available  through  the  diagnostic  laboratories 
of  The  New  York  Hospital.  Third  trimester.  Two 
lectures  and  two  laboratories  weekly.

The  department  has  three  responsibilities: 
patient  care,  teaching,  and  research.  The  faculty 
supervises  the  care  of  patients  with  neurological 
diseases  at  The  New  York  Hospital,  Memorial 
Hospital,  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  and 
the  North  Shore  University  Hospital.  This  rich 
clinical  exposure  and  the  rewards  of  providing 
care  to  patients  from  many  geographic  and 
social  backgrounds  are  shared  by  students  and 
residents.  The  research  laboratories  and  pro- 
grams of  the  department  are  located  within  the 
Medical  College  and  at  the  several  hospitals. 
These  laboratories  conduct  both  fundamental 
and  clinical  research,  seeking  the  basic  answers 
to  neurological  diseases  and  new  ways  to 
improve  the  delivery  of  treatment  to  patients. 
Research  projects  include  the  search  for  new 
chemicals  to  treat  brain  cancer,  investigations 
into  the  mechanisms  and  treatment  of  brain 
tissue  damage  in  stroke,  the  discovery  and 
analysis  of  chemicals  in  the  brain  that  cause 
and  control  the  emotions  and  the  blood  pres- 


sure, a  search  for  basic  mechanisms  causing 
epilepsy,  and  a  fundamental  examination  of  the 
causes  and  prevention  of  neurological  birth 
defects. 

Two  goals  guide  the  teaching  of  students.  One 
is  to  learn  diagnosis  and  treatment  by  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  physiology  and  bio- 
chemistry of  the  major  neurological  diseases. 
The  other  is  to  transmit  an  initial  understanding 
of  the  brain  as  an  adaptive  organ  regulating 
man's  internal  milieu  and  outward  behavior. 
Formal  teaching  begins  in  the  second  year  and 
continues  thereafter. 

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

An  introductory  course  in  neurological  diagno- 
sis is  offered  in  the  third  term,  closely  linked 
to  the  general  physical  diagnosis  course. 
Lectures  and  seminar  presentations  describe 
the  physiological  basis  of  the  neurological 
examination  and  abnormal  signs  and  symptoms. 
Each  week  under  an  instructor's  guidance, 
students  examine  patients  with  neurological 
disease. 

Third  Year 

A  one-month  clinical  clerkship  is  spent  in  the 
neurological  pavilion  of  either  The  New  York 
Hospital  or  Memorial  Hospital.  Students  perform 
the  initial  work-up  of  patients,  participate  in  all 
rounds  and  conferences,  and  share  in  the  care 
of  patients  under  the  close  supervision  of 
resident  staff  and  tutors.  Extensive  reading  is 
encouraged  in  order  to  develop  a  comfortable 
knowledge  about  major  neurological  problems, 
and  to  gain  insight  into  still  unsolved  prob- 
lems where  current  research  is  making 
important  contributions. 

Elective  Options 

A  variety  of  electives  in  either  clinical  work  or 
laboratory  research  is  available  to  fourth-year 
students.  Dr.  Plum  provides  an  advanced 
seminar  in  behavioral  topics.  Inpatient  clerk- 
ships are  available  for  whole-time  work  in 
neurology  at  Memorial  Hospital  and  in  clinical 
neurology  at  The  New  York  Hospital  and  North 
Shore  University  Hospital.  Dr.  McDowell 
provides  a  varied  outpatient  elective  that  guar- 
antees the  student  exposure  to  almost  all  the 
major  neurological  disorders.  Laboratory  or 
laboratory-clinical  electives  are  available  with 
almost  any  of  the  full-time  faculty,  all  of  whom 
are  engaged  in  active  research  programs.

Second  Year 

Orientation  and  Introduction  to  Gynecological 
Examination    During  the  last  trimester  of  the 
second  year,  one  three-hour  session  on  orienta- 
tion in  the  discipline  and  review  of  basic  and 
pertinent  clinical  anatomy  is  given  to  the  entire 
class.  Films  and  models  for  training  in  pelvic 
examination  are  presented. 

Third  Year 

Introduction  to  Clinical  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology   This  course  combines  theoretical 
instruction  with  clinical  experience  in  obstetrics 
and  gynecology.  There  are  daily  lectures  on  the 
core  curriculum  by  the  teaching  staff,  as  well 
as  assignment  of  the  students  to  obstetrical  and 
gynecological  teams.  Exposure  to  patient  care 
will  be  offered  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
the  attending  physicians  and  the  resident  staff. 

Triweekly  sessions,  exclusively  for  the  students, 
will  be  offered  to  permit  the  students  to  present 
and  discuss  interesting  cases  that  they  are 
interested  in  on  the  clinical  services.  In  addition, 
departmental  staff  conferences  as  well  as  staff 
rounds  are  offered. 

Some  students  will  be  assigned  to  North  Shore 
Hospital,  with  the  majority  remaining  at  the  New 
York  Lying-in  Hospital.  Those  at  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital will  complete  part  of  their  clerkship  at  the 
LaGuardia  Hospital,  where  additional  student 
obstetrical  experience  is  available. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  course,  an  evaluation 
of  the  student  will  be  based  on  a  written  ex- 
amination, an  oral  examination,  and  evaluation 
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of  the  student's  work  on  the  clinical  service. 
This  information  will  be  available  to  the  student 
on  request. 

Departmental  Staff  Conferences  and  Rounds 
A  weekly  staff  conference  is  held  on  Monday 
from  4  to  5  p.m. 

Elective  Options 

A  full  program  of  fourth-year  electives  is  offered 
in  the  department,  including  advanced  training, 
work  in  specialized  areas  of  obstetrics  and 
gynecology,  and  a  variety  of  opportunities  to 
participate  in  ongoing  laboratory  research.

Required  Courses 
Second  Year 

Instruction  in  ophthalmology  begins  as  part  of 
physical  diagnosis  instruction  in  the  third  tri- 
mester of  the  second  year  with  practical 
demonstrations  and  lectures  in  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  tech- 
nique and  features  of  the  normal  fundus.  Basic 
neuro-ophthalmology  is  included  in  this  course. 

Third  Year 

During  the  third  year,  the  class  is  divided  into 
eight  groups  that  participate  in  six  weekly 
afternoons  of  presentation,  discussion,  and 
actual  pathological  case  examinations.  Each 
session  concentrates  on  one  phase  of  clinical 
ophthalmology.  The  entire  series  offers  instruc- 
tion in  the  most  frequently  encountered  diseases 
of  the  eye. 

Third-year  students  are  offered  an  externship 
in  ophthalmology  as  part  of  the  surgical 
curriculum. 

Elective  Options 

Fourth  Year 

Two  fourth-year  students  per  module  can  par- 
ticipate in  the  elective  period.  During  their 
modules,  they  examine  patients  hospitalized  for 
surgery  and  review  the  cases  with  attending 
ophthalmologists.  The  student  then  observes  the 
actual  surgery  and  attends  teaching  rounds  with 
the  resident  and  attending  staff  who  present 
interesting  and  problem  cases  for  detailed 
review  and  discussion. 

A  similar  elective  is  available  at  the  Manhattan 
Eye  and  Ear  Hospital.  In  addition,  electives  are 
available  for  students  who  have  completed  the 
third-year  externship.  These  include  the  ophthal- 
mic specialties  such  as  oncology,  vitreous-retina 
and  neuroophthalmology.  A  research  elective  in 
one  of  the  ongoing  departmental  programs  is 
also  available.

Required  Courses 
Second  Year 

One  session  is  provided  in  otorhinolaryngologic 
problems  as  part  of  the  course  in  physical 
diagnosis. 

Third  Year 

The  third  year  is  divided  into  four  terms.  In  each 
term,  eleven  or  twelve  students  spend  five  or 
six  periods  of  two  hours  each  in  the  otorhino- 
laryngology outpatient  clinic.  These  sessions 
are  held  on  Tuesday  afternoons  from  1-3  p.m.  in 
the  outpatient  clinic.  Students  gain  experience 
with  patients  who  are  being  consiaered  for 
surgical  therapy.  They  do  the  workup  on  the 
patients,  taking  full  histories  and  performing 
physical  examinations  on  the  new  patients  to 
whom  they  are  assigned.  The  workup  on  each 
patient  is  presented  to  an  attending  otorhino- 
laryngologist.  Informal  lectures  are  given  at  the 
beginning  of  the  two-hour  afternoon  sessions. 
To  supplement  these  informal  lectures,  interest- 
ing cases  are  selected  and  presented  to  the 
group  for  examination  and  informal  discussion. 
Ambulatory-care  patients  and  inpatients  are 
used  in  the  case  presentations. 


Elective  Options 

Fourth  Year 

Clinical  clerkships  in  otorhinolaryngology  are 
offered  to  students  in  the  fourth  year  in  modules 
of  one  or  two.  Additional  modules  may  be 
taken  under  special  circumstances.  Full-time 
attendance  is  desirable.  However,  half-time  at- 
tendance may  be  arranged  at  the  discretion  of 
the  department  head.  During  the  clerkship,  the 
student's  time  is  divided  between  duty  on 
the  ward,  in  the  otorhinolaryngology  outpatient 
clinic  and  in  the  operating  room.  The  student 
takes  part  in  the  ward  duties  and  makes  ward 
rounds  with  the  resident  staff  and  has  the  oppor- 
tunity to  observe  various  otorhinolaryngologic 
surgical  procedures  in  the  operating  room.  The 
student  also  attends  the  weekly  and  monthly 
conferences. 

Prerequisite:  courses  in  the  second  and  third 
years.  The  adviser  to  students  planning  this 
fourth-year  elective  is  Dr.  Robert  W.  Selfe.

Facilities 

The  Department  of  Pathology  occupies  two 
floors  of  the  centra!  part  of  the  college  building, 
located  above  the  library  and  in  immediate 
contact  with  the  hospital,  the  autopsy  room 
being  in  the  connecting  wing  between  college 
and  hospital.  The  teaching  is  largely  concen- 
trated on  the  third  floor  where  the  autopsy  room 
and  demonstration  room  for  pathological  anat- 
omy are  located.  Classrooms  for  microscopy  are 
situated  on  the  second  floor.  The  third  and 
fourth  floors  also  contain  unit  laboratories  for 
staff  members  and  graduate  students  and 
for  technical  preparation. 

The  postmortem  service  of  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital, Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  Rockefeller 
Hospital,  and  the  Westchester  Division  affords 
abundant  opportunity  for  study  of  pathological 
anatomy  and  its  relation  to  clinical  medicine. 
The  systematic  records  of  autopsies  at  The  New 
York  Hospital  have  been  preserved  since  1851, 
and,  in  recent  years,  protocols  and  microscopic 
slides  have  been  carefully  indexed  and  filed. 

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

General  and  Systematic  Pathology    First  and 
second  terms  of  the  second  year.  Professor 
Ellis  and  staff. 

Gross  and  histological  lesions  are  studied  and 
their  pathogenesis  and  correlation  with  dis- 
turbed function  considered.  Lectures  and 
classroom  demonstrations  are  supplemented  by 
studies  at  the  autopsy  table.  The  course  begins 
with  cell  injury,  inflammation,  and  repairs.  It 
then  proceeds  with  the  various  specific  infec- 
tions and  tumors.  The  latter  part  of  the  course  is 
devoted  to  special  systemic  pathology,  includ- 
ing an  introduction  to  neuropathology. 

Clinical  Pathological  Conferences    These  con- 
ferences are  held  in  cooperation  with  the  staffs 
of  the  clinical  departments  of  the  hospital  and 
Medical  College  each  week  throughout  the  year. 
Observations  concerning  the  clinical  course 
and  diagnosis  of  diseases  are  correlated  with 
changes  found  at  autopsy.

Required  Clerkship 

Third  Year 

The  major  undergraduate  teaching  effort  of  the 
Department  of  Pediatrics  occurs  in  the  third 
year.  In  a  period  of  six  weeks,  a  required  pro- 
gram provides  a  core  of  pediatrics,  as  an  over- 
view of  the  subject  is  presented.  The  year  is 
divided  into  eight  clerkships.  During  the  pedi- 
atric clerkship,  the  student  is  assigned  either  to 
The  New  York  Hospital,  the  North  Shore  Uni- 
versity Hospital,  or  the  Lenox  Hill  Hospital 
Pediatric  Service.  During  that  time,  students 
are  assigned  patients  during  an  inpatient  ex- 
perience and  also  spend  approximately  half  of 
their  time  in  an  ambulatory  setting  dealing  with 
the  care  of  the  outpatient  pediatric  population. 
Throughout  the  rotation,  the  students  also  ro- 
tate through  the  pediatric  emergency  room  and 
learn  to  deal  with  pediatric  crises.  Both  gen- 
era! pediatric  problems  and  those  of  interest  to 
the  subspecialties  are  encountered  when  the 
student  is  on  the  inpatient  as  well  as  during 
the  outpatient  rotation.  The  students  are  respon- 
sible for  a  history,  physical  examination,  and  a 
formulation  for  a  differential  diagnosis.  The  plan 
for  the  patient  is  developed  by  the  student  and 
after  presentation  to  the  senior  resident  and  at- 
tending physician,  decisions  are  made  as  to 
appropriate  care  and  disposition  of  the  patient. 
Students  are  expected  to  follow  their  patients 
closely  during  the  admission  as  well  as  during 
the  outpatient  rotation  and  write  pertinent 
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progress  notes.  During  their  assignments  in 
pediatrics,  they  spend  time  dealing  with  the 
management  of  the  neonate  in  the  Intensive 
Care  Unit.  A  number  of  formal  teaching  seminars 
are  scheduled  highlighting  various  aspects  of 
general  pediatrics  as  well  as  its  subspecialties. 
In  addition,  the  student  participates  in  daily 
attending  rounds  and  case  discussions.  The  reg- 
ularly scheduled  grand  rounds  and  professorial 
rounds  for  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  are  part 
of  the  curriculum  for  the  third-year  student.  The 
students  are  assigned  to  a  tutor  in  groups  of  four 
and  are  responsible  for  formal  presentations  to 
this  tutor.  The  tutors  are  members  of  the  full-time 
staff  or  the  attending  staff  of  the  department.

Second  Year 

Basic  Course    Lectures,  clinical  correlations, 
demonstrations  and  conferences.  A  major  aim  is 
to  teach  how  selectivity  of  drug  action  is  deter- 
mined by  pharmacologic  principles.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  application  of  pharmacologic 
principles  to  the  understanding  and  evaluation 
of  drug  actions.  In  turn,  the  student  is  provided 
with  a  scientific  basis  for  a  rational  approach  to 
drug  therapy.  Prototype  drugs  considered  syste- 
matically serve  to  illustrate  the  pharmacologic 
characteristics  of  the  important  drug  classes 
and  their  application  in  medicine. 

Elective  Options

In  both  the  second-  and  fourth-year  elective

Required  Courses 
First  Year 

Instruction  in  physiology  and  biophysics  is  con- 
centrated in  the  second  and  third  terms  of  the 
first  year.  Prerequisites  include  a  basic  knowl- 
edge of  chemistry  and  physics  and  at  least 
some  knowledge  of  anatomy  and  biochemistry. 
The  instruction  in  physiology  and  biophysics  is 
directed  toward  an  understanding  of  the  prin- 
ciples involved  in  the  functioning  of  the  human 
body  and  the  means  by  which  the  functions  of 
the  various  organ  systems  are  integrated. 

The  laboratory  work  emphasizes  mammalian 
physiology,  and  is  directed  toward  quantitative 
determinations.  Students  are  expected  per- 
sonally to  obtain  experimental  data  in  carefully 
selected  experiments  and  are  taught  to  interpret 
them  objectively  and  in  a  physiologically  mean- 
ingful fashion.  The  laboratory  experiments  are 
chosen  to  illustrate  fundamental  principles  in 
the  field  of  physiology  and  are  correlated  with 
lectures  by  means  of  conferences.  The  demon- 
strations include  instruction  in  specialized 
techniques,  experimental  preparations,  and 
presentation  of  clinical  cases.  These  are 
facilitated  by  the  participation  and  cooperation 
of  staff  members  of  various  departments  in 
the  Medical  College  and  The  New  York  Hospital. 


Second  term.    Lectures  and  conferences  on 
endocrinology,  bioelectric  phenomena,  physiol- 
ogy of  nerve  and  muscle,  neuromuscular 
junction,  smooth  muscle,  cardiac  electrophysiol- 
ogy  and  physiology  of  blood  circulation. 

Third  term.    Laboratory  work  on  selected  topics 
in  physiology  and  biophysics.  Conferences  are 
devoted  largely  to  a  consideration  of  laboratory 
results  and  to  the  presentation  of  patients  who 
exhibit  functional  disturbances.  Lectures  on 
respiration,  the  physiology  of  body  fluids  and 
acid  base  balance,  renal  and  gastrointestinal 
function.  Laboratory  exercises:  one  full  day 
each  week.  Neurophysiology  is  taught  by  mem- 
bers of  the  physiology  teaching  staff  in  a 
separate  Neuroscience  course. 

The  student  is  expected  to  meet  a  standard  of 
knowledge  in  the  indicated  areas  of  physiololgy 
as  outlined  in  a  publication  of  the  American 
Physiology  Society:  {The  Physiology  Teacher, 
Volume  II,  #3  Supplement,  Educational  Objec- 
tives in  Physiology,  August  1978).  At  the  end 
of  the  course  the  student  is  expected  to  have  a 
sound  grasp  of  the  physiological  basis  of  medi- 
cine and  a  professional  understanding  of  the 
mechanisms  involved  in  maintaining  normal 
function  of  the  human  body. 

The  student's  performance  is  evaluated  by  one 
multiple  choice  examination  given  at  the  end  of 
each  term.  The  examination  at  the  end  of  the 
second  term  contributes  one  third  of  the  final 
grade  in  physiology.  The  examination  at  the  end 
of  the  third  term  also  tests  the  student's  under- 
standing of  concepts  and  factual  knowledge 
taught  in  the  laboratories. 

Elective  Options 

Seminar  courses  in  topics  in  biophysics,  topics 
in  fluid  and  electrolyte  balance,  cardiac  electro- 
physiology  and  respiratory  physiology  are 
offered  to  first-year  students  during  the  third 
term.  An  opportunity  is  offered  to  not  more 
than  five  students  during  their  second-year  elec- 
tive period  to  participate  as  laboratory  instruc- 
tors in  physiology.  Research  work  for  medical 
students  during  second-  and  fourth-year  elective 
periods,  and  for  members  of  any  class  during 
summer  vacation  periods,  will  be  arranged  on 
consultation  with  members  of  the  department.

Required  Courses 

First  Year,  First  Trimester 

Understanding  Human  Behavior    This  course 
reviews  the  phenomenology  of  human  behavior. 
Each  week  a  one-hour  lecture-demonstration 
discusses  an  aspect  of  mental  health  such  as 
perception,  thinking,  feeling,  intelligence,  etc. 
Following  the  lecture,  small  groups  of  students 
meet  with  two  preceptors,  discuss  the  lecture 
and  reading  material,  and  visit  a  medical  ward 
where  a  patient  is  interviewed.  The  clinical  data 
from  the  interview  are  organized  by  using  the 
material  discussed  that  week. 

First  Year,  Third  Trimester 

Human  Sexuality    Six  two-hour  lecture-demon- 
strations discuss  the  anatomy,  physiology, 
and  psychology  of  human  sexual  functioning. 
Homosexuality,  sexual  dysfunction,  and  assess- 
ment of  sexual  functioning  in  the  clinical 
Interview  are  reviewed,  with  videotapes  and 
movies  to  supplement  the  lecture  material. 

Understanding  Clinical  Behavior    Six  two-hour 
lecture-demonstrations  discuss  the  phenom- 
enology of  the  data  acquired  in  a  clinical 
interview  so  that  by  the  end  of  the  course  each 


student  will  be  able  to  write  a  mental  status 
after  watching  a  videotaped  interview.  The 
components  of  the  mental  status  discussed 
include  sensorium,  orientation,  memory,  affect, 
mood,  thinking,  coping  strategies,  defense 
mechanisms,  and  the  quality  of  the  doctor- 
patient  interaction. 

Second  Year 

Psychopathology    The  major  psychiatric  dis- 
orders are  discussed,  emphasizing  clinical 
features,  etiology,  diagnosis,  and  treatment. 
After  each  lecture,  groups  of  seven  students 
meet  with  two  faculty  members  on  the  wards  of 
the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic  to  discuss  the  lecture 
topic  and  to  interview  patients.  Students  are 
helped  to  achieve  an  understanding  of  mental 
illness  and  to  develop  their  observational, 
diagnostic,  and  interview  skills. 

Third  Year 

Clinical  Psychiatry  Clerkship    Students  are 
assigned  for  six  weeks  to  special  teaching  units 
either  at  the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic  or  at  the 
Westchester  Division  of  The  New  York  Hospital. 
Clerks  are  given  the  opportunity  to  assume 
major  responsibility  for  the  evaluation  and  treat- 
ment of  selected  inpatients  under  the  super- 
vision of  full-time  faculty  and  senior  residents. 
Students  also  work  with  the  families  of  in- 
patients and  participate  in  all  ward  activities. 
Outpatient  experiences  with  adults  and  children 
are  also  provided.  Seminar  series,  tutorials, 
readings  and  videotapes  of  typical  psychiatric 
syndromes  supplement  the  direct  clinical 
experiences. 

Elective  Options 

First  and  Second  Years 

Electives  are  available  in  many  areas  of  psy- 
chiatry, including  research,  patient  evaluation 
and  treatment,  family  studies,  group  dynamics, 
death  and  dying,  psychobiology,  psychiatric 
principles  of  general  and  special  medical  care, 
and  psychoanalysis.  In  selected  instances,  a 
student  may  treat  a  psychiatric  patient,  with 
supervision,  for  one  to  four  years.  A  Psychiatry 
Club,  which  meets  monthly,  is  open  to  all  stu- 
dents interested  in  psychiatry.  A  full  listing  of 
electives  is  available  in  the  Catalog  of  Electives. 

Summer  Fellowships    A  wide  variety  of  summer 
fellowships  in  research  are  available.  They 
include  participation  in  ongoing  faculty  research 
as  well  as  special  projects  specifically  designed 
for  medical  students  that  can  be  completed  in  a 
ten-week  period.  Projects  have  ranged  from  the 
study  of  neurophysiology  of  exploratory  behavior 
in  rats  to  studies  of  the  families  of  dialysis  pa- 
tients and  of  patients  who  do  not  follow  medical 
regimens.  Fellowships  are  available  in  inpatient 
and  outpatient  settings  in  many  areas  of  the 
medical  center.  Details  are  available  at  the  office 
of  the  Director  of  Training.  Special  programs 
are  available. 
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Fourth  Year 

Eiectives  and  subinternships  in  inpatient  and 
outpatient  psychiatry — both  adult  and  child — 
offer  extensive  opportunities  to  learn  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  psychiatric  patients  by  as- 
suming direct  responsibility,  under  supervision, 
for  patient  care.  Eiectives  are  also  available 
in  other  aspects  of  psychiatry:  research,  liaison, 
social  and  community  psychiatry,  long-term 
psychotherapy,  etc.  A  special  effort  has  been 
made  to  provide  relevant  clinical  psychiatric 
eiectives  in  pediatrics,  surgery,  obstetrics  and 
gynecology,  oncology,  and  internal  medicine  for 
students  who  do  not  plan  a  career  in  psychi- 
atry. Elective  sites  include  Payne  Whitney  Clinic, 
Westchester  Division,  Memorial  Hospital,  North 
Shore  University  Hospital,  as  well  as  the  many 
sites  of  liaison  activity  on  nonpsychiatric 
services  within  The  New  York  Hospital.  Details 
are  available  at  the  office  of  the  Director  of 
Training.

Teaching  in  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
focuses  on  problems  of  disease,  disease  con- 
trol, and  health  behavior  in  human  groups 
and  communities.  Society,  rather  than  the  in- 
dividual, is  the  "patient."  Major  teaching  aims 
of  the  department  include  increasing  the 
student's  understanding  of  the  spread  and  con- 
trol of  disease  in  groups  of  people,  of  public 
health  problems  and  potential  solutions  in 
industrialized  societies,  and  of  the  significant 
environmental  hazards  to  health  that  people 
have  faced.  To  a  considerable  extent,  teaching 
involves  study  of  existing  and  emerging  disease 
problems  and  the  ways  they  are  shaped  by  the 
multiple  interrelations  of  heredity,  culture, 
social  relationships,  health  care,  and  the  phys- 
ical and  biological  environment.  Methods  of 
study  and  analysis  used  in  epidemiology  and 
biostatistics  are  emphasized.  Because  its 
concern  is  with  the  health  of  people  in  the  ag- 
gregate, the  department  also  has  the  responsi- 
bility for  maintaining  continuing  examination 
of  the  effectiveness  of  various  systems  of  health 
care  delivery. 

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Social  Determinants  of  Health  and  Disease 

This  course  consists  of  two  hours  each  Wednes- 
day afternoon  during  the  second  trimester.  It 
orients  the  student  to  the  societal  context  in 
which  illness  occurs  and  the  role  of  the  physi- 
cian and  other  health  professionals  in  coping 
with  disease  problems.  Lectures  and  small 
group  seminars.  Coordinator:  Dr.  Millman. 
Second  trimester,  Wednesdays,  2-4  p.m. 

Health  Care  Systems    This  course  consists  of 
one  lecture  hour  each  Tuesday  during  the  third 
trimester.  The  course  provides  an  introductory 
analysis  of  existing  systems  of  health  care  in  the 
United  States  and  abroad,  including  exam- 
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ination  of  available  health  manpower,  the 
orientation  of  medical  practice  and  its  evalua- 
tion, facilities  for  inpatient  and  outpatient  care 
in  relation  to  community  and  national  needs, 
methods  of  funding  health  care,  the  role  of 
politics  in  health  care  planning,  and  proposals 
for  modification  of  current  systems.  Dr.  Reader, 
Dr.  Goss.  Third  trimester,  Tuesdays,  12-1  p.m. 

Second  Year 

Introduction  to  Epidemiology    During  the  sec- 
ond trimester,  students  learn  about  the  epidem- 
iologic method  that  is  concerned  with  the 
distribution  and  causal  determinants  of  diseases 
in  man.  By  determining  the  attributes  of  high- 
risk  groups,  the  epidemiologic  method  con- 
tributes to  the  primary  prevention  and  earlier 
detection  of  diseases.  The  initial  lectures 
review  the  important  indices  of  disease  fre- 
quency, design  of  retrospective  (case  history) 
and  prospective  (cohort)  studies,  and  the 
derivation  of  relative  and  attributable  risk. 
These  fundamentals  are  then  illustrated  by  re- 
viewing selected  communicable  and  chronic 
degenerative  diseases  that  are  a  major  source 
of  mortality  and  disability  in  our  society.  Dr. 
Schottenfeld.  Second  trimester,  Thursdays, 
9-10  a.m. 

Introduction  to  Blostatistics    This  course  con- 
sists of  a  series  of  ten  one-hcur  lectures  aimed 
at  giving  the  student  a  brief  introduction  to  the 
basic  concepts  of  probability  and  classical 
statistics,  and  the  major  statistical  techniques 
generally  encountered  in  the  medical  literature. 
Methods  for  collecting  and  summarizing  clinical 
data  are  discussed,  with  emphasis  on  the 
design  of  controlled  therapeutic  trials.  Students 
have  the  opportunity  to  learn  how  to  solve 
statistical  problems  using  a  computer  terminal. 
An  exemption  test  is  available  for  anyone  with 
previous  training  in  statistics.  Dr.  Mike.  Second 
trimester,  Tuesdays,  2-3  p.m. 

Parasitology    The  principal  emphasis  in  this 
course  is  on  disease  caused  by  the  larger 
parasites  that  are  particularly  prevalent  in  so- 
called  economically  underdeveloped  areas.  The 
course  starts  with  the  study  of  the  host-parasite 
reaction  as  it  is  considered  in  microbiology 
and  pathology  and  broadens  out  to  include 
macroscopic  parasites.  Thus,  although  the  initial 
and  major  emphasis  of  the  course  is  on  mi- 
croscopy, it  also  serves  to  introduce  the  student 
to  the  main  avenues  for  the  study  of  diseases 
in  man — clinical  medicine  and  epidemiology. 
The  important  larger  parasites  of  man  are 
considered;  the  mode  of  transmission  of  each 
parasite  is  studied,  as  well  as  the  life  cycle  and 
intermediate  hosts.  Prevention  and  control  of 
human  parasitic  diseases  are  given  consid- 
eration and  the  therapy  of  these  conditions  is 
discussed.  Actual  cases  of  parasitic  diseases 
are  used  to  illustrate  the  laboratory  exercises 
and  the  lectures.  Dr.  Jones,  assisted  by  Dr. 
Marsden.  Each  Tuesday  and  Thursday  at  the 
beginning  of  the  third  trimester.  The  lecture  or 


demonstration  is  presented  from  2-3  p.m.; 
laboratory  exercises  take  place  from  3-5  p.m. 

Third  Year 

Public  Health  and  Community  Medicine  This 
third-year  course  in  public  health  consists  of  at 
least  seven  morning  field  trips  and  six  afternoon 
seminar  sessions  during  a  two-week  period. 
The  exercises  are  devoted  to  field  experience 
and  literature  review,  and  discussion  of  major 
topics  in  public  health  as  they  relate  to  a 
metropolitan  area.  The  teaching  is  conducted 
with  groups  of  fifteen  students  and  an  instructor. 
Dr.  Drusin. 

Elective  Options 

Health  Economics    The  delivery  of  health  care 
is  examined  as  an  economic  activity.  Economic 
theory  provides  the  basis  for  studying  the  health 
industry  and  national  health  insurance.  Topics 
considered  include  the  characteristics  of  health 
and  medical  services  that  distinguish  the 
health  industry;  the  implications  of  these  dis- 
tinctive characteristics  for  the  competitive 
market  system  as  a  mechanism  for  delivering 
health  services  to  the  consumer;  the  manpower 
crisis;  rising  costs;  and  forms  of  payment  to 
hospitals  and  physicians  including  Medicare 
and  prepaid  insurance.  The  course  includes 
elective  readings  and  assignments.  Second 
year,  hours  to  be  arranged.  Dr.  McCarthy  and 
Dr.  Ruchlin. 

Biostatistics  I:  Introduction  to  Statistical  Rea- 
soning   It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to  help 
participants  gain  some  insight  into  the  theory 
underlying  a  probabilistic  approach  to  the 
treatment  of  observational  or  experimental  data 
and  to  acquaint  them  with  the  most  basic 
techniques  of  statistical  analysis.  (Any  first-  or 
second-year  medical  student  completing  this 
course  will  be  exempted  from  Introduction 
to  Biostatistics.)  Prerequisite:  elementary 
algebra.  Two  one-hour  lectures  each  week;  first 
trimester.  Dr.  Mike  and  staff. 

Biostatistics  II:  Methods  of  Statistical  Science 

Application  of  concepts  introduced  in  Bio- 
statistics I  to  the  fields  of  experimental  design, 
curve  fitting,  and  analysis  of  count  data.  Pre- 
requisite: Biostatistics  I  or  equivalent.  Two  one- 
hour  lectures  each  week;  second  trimester. 
Dr.  Mike  and  staff. 

Evaluation  of  Quality  of  Medical  Care    In  this 
seminar,  current  approaches  to  evaluating 
the  quality  of  medical  care  are  examined,  as  are 
studies  dealing  with  individual  and  organiza- 
tional factors  that  affect  quality  of  care,  such  as 
physician  characteristics,  type  of  practice,  and 
hospital  and  clinic  settings.  Problems  involved 
in  monitoring  medical-care  quality  in  different 
contexts  such  as  neighborhood  health  centers 
also  are  considered,  and  specific  methods 
in  use  are  illustrated.  Readings  are  assigned 
and  original  studies  may  be  undertaken.  First 
trimester,  second  year.  One  one-hour  seminar 
each  week,  at  hours  to  be  arranged.  Dr.  Goss. 
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Problems  of  Health  Care  Delivery  In  New  York 
City    In  this  seminar,  various  problenns  that 
interfere  with  delivery  of  health  service  in  New 
York  City  are  examined  as  an  illustration  of 
generic  difficulties  of  health  care  delivery  in 
metropolitan  areas.  Guest  speakers  from  city 
agencies  are  invited  to  report  and  participate  in 
the  discussions.  Readings  are  assigned.  First 
trimester,  first  or  second  year.  One  one-hour 
seminar  each  week,  at  hours  to  be  arranged.  A 
maximum  of  twenty  students  can  be  accom- 
modated. Dr.  Reader. 

Application  of  Epidemiologic  Methods  to  Prob- 
lem Solving  in  Clinical  and  Community  Med- 
icine   This  elective  will  parallel  each  lecture  in 
the  basic  course.  Introduction  to  Epidemiology. 
The  epidemiologic  approach  to  questions  of 
disease  causation,  prevention,  screening,  treat- 
ment, and  medical-care  organization  is  devel- 
oped using  examples  drawn  from  the  literature. 
Controversies  over  clinically  relevant  issues  are 
considered  by  examining  appropriate  observa- 
tional and  experimental  studies  with  special 
attention  to  their  design  and  the  nature  of  infer- 
ences drawn  from  them.  This  series  of  exercises 
provides  the  student  with  insight  into  the 
design  of  clinical  studies  and  in  the  use  of 
various  epidemiologic  investigative  strategies. 
Offered  in  the  second  trimester.  Open  to 
second-year  students.  Unlimited  enrollment. 
Tuesday,  3  p.m.  Dr.  Schottenfeld. 

Perspectives  on  Drug  and  Alcohol  Abuse  A 

series  of  eight  two-hour  seminars  that  consider 
selected  drug  abuse  topics.  Each  student  is 
expected  to  prepare  a  presentation  on  some 
aspect  of  the  subject  that  will  serve  as  the  focus 
for  the  individual  seminars.  Direct  contact  with 
research  and  treatment  programs  is  provided. 
Background  readings  are  suggested.  This 
elective  for  first-year  students  is  by  arrange- 
ment. Dr.  Millman. 

Epidemiology  at  the  Center  for  Disease  Control, 
Atlanta,  Georgia    An  epidemiology  elective 
in  the  Epidemiology  Program  of  the  Center  for 
Disease  Control  is  available  for  selected  fourth- 
year  medical  students.  During  the  two-module 
elective,  students  are  introduced  to  both  the 
principles  and  practices  of  epidemiology 
through  participation  in  the  day-to-day  opera- 
tion of  a  national  disease  surveillance  system, 
and  by  actively  assisting  in  epidemiological 
investigations  of  acute  viral,  bacterial,  or  para- 
sitic diseases,  or  in  studies  in  other  Epidem- 
iology Program  areas  such  as  family  planning 
evaluating,  leukemia,  congenital  malformations, 
and  nutrition.  Insofar  as  possible,  the  student 
is  allowed  to  choose  the  program  area  to  which 
he  wishes  to  be  assigned.  Under  the  general 
supervision  of  a  career  staff  physician,  the  stu- 
dent, in  addition  to  assisting  in  epidemic 
investigations,  will  work  with  Epidemic  Intelli- 
gence Service  (EIS)  officers  in  all  phases  of 
program  activities,  including  processing 
of  epidemiologic  data,  preparation  of  surveil- 
lance reports,  and  participation  in  staff 


seminars.  Travel  and  living  expenses  related  to 
field  investigations  are  defrayed  by  the  Epi- 
demiology Program,  but  regular  living  expenses 
while  in  Atlanta  (which  will  account  for  more 
than  half  of  the  elective  period),  plus  basic 
transportation  costs  between  the  current  home 
medical  school  and  Atlanta,  must  be  borne  by 
the  student.  Offered  all  year;  duration,  two 
modules.  Prerequisites:  biostatistics,  epidemiol- 
ogy, third-year  Public  Health.  Number  of 
students  per  year:  maximum  of  2;  full-time. 
Sponsor:  Dr.  Drusin. 

Public  Health  Pediatrics  Preceptorship  The 

Sunset  Park  Family  Health  Center  of  the 
Lutheran  Medical  Center  (Brooklyn,  N.Y.)  offers 
extensive  clinical  experience  in  family-centered 
ambulatory  pediatrics  in  an  inner-city  neighbor- 
hood. Students  are  also  expected  to  participate 
in  related  community  activities.  Offered  all  year; 
duration,  one  module.  Prerequisite:  completion 
of  third  year.  Number  of  students  per  module: 
flexible;  full-time.  Sponsor:  Dr.  Howe. 

Bedside  Approach  to  the  Etiology  of  Cancer 

In  a  cooperative  program  with  the  Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering  Cancer  Center  and  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College,  students  are  asked  to 
participate  with  clinical  investigators  in  using 
the  bedside  setting  to  generate  new  etiologic 
hypotheses  for  specific  cancer  sites.  Alterna- 
tively, students  may  participate  in  ongoing 
epidemiologic  research  projects  in  which  they 
will  be  encouraged  to  assume  responsibility  for 
a  discrete  facet  of  such  investigation.  Offered 
all  year;  duration,  one  or  more  modules.  Pre- 
requisites: interview  with  sponsor.  Number  of 
students  per  module:  maximum  of  2;  full-time  or 
part-time.  Sponsor:  Dr.  Schottenfeld.

Facilities 

Five  floors  of  the  L  Building  comprise  the  main 
facilities  of  the  Radiology  Department.  A  large 
diagnostic  section  is  located  in  the  Doctor  Con- 
nie Guion  Outpatient  Building,  adjacent  to  the 
emergency  pavilion.  In  addition,  equipment  for 
special  examinations  is  located  in  the  Women's 


Clinic,  the  Urology  Clinic,  and  the  Payne  Whitney 
Clinic.  New  diagnostic  radiology  research  facili- 
ties are  located  on  the  sixth  and  seventh  floors 
of  the  William  Hale  Harkness  Research  Building. 

The  Department  of  Medical  Physics  at  Memorial 
Hospital  provides  teaching,  service,  and  re- 
search activities  in  the  areas  of  diagnostic 
radiology,  radiation  therapy,  and  nuclear  medi- 
cine. The  staff  and  facilities  of  the  Department 
of  Medical  Physics  are  available  to  interested 
students. 

The  teaching  of  radiology  continues  through  all 
four  academic  years.  It  includes  lectures,  demon- 
strations, conferences  with  small  groups  in  con- 
nection with  clinical  clerkships,  presentations  of 
the  radiologic  manifestations  of  diseases  at  the 
regular  conferences  of  the  clinical  departments, 
and  a  variety  of  elective  courses. 

First  Year 

Electives    An  elective  is  offered  in  diagnostic 
radiology  in  collaboration  with  the  Department 
of  Anatomy.  Carefully  planned  demonstrations 
using  radiographs  and  radiologic  techniques  are 
closely  integrated  with  the  dissection  sessions 
in  gross  anatomy.  The  use  of  radiographs  en- 
hances the  student's  understanding  of  anatomi- 
cal details  and  provides  the  student  with  a 
clearer  perspective  of  important  anatomical  re- 
lationships. 

An  elective  course  in  radiographic  anatomy  in 
diagnosis,  limited  to  seven  students,  is  offered  in 
the  third  trimester.  Observation  and  seminar 
study  of  radiographs  and  their  use  as  an  ana- 
tomical basis  for  special  procedures  will  be  con- 
sidered. Conventional  radiography  and  fluoros- 
copy will  be  reviewed  for  further  understanding 
of  anatomy. 

Second  Year 

In  conjunction  with  the  physical  diagnosis  of  the 
thorax  and  abdomen,  eight  hours  are  devoted  to 
the  use  of  radiology  as  a  tool  in  teaching  physi- 
cal diagnosis  and  emphasizing  X  rays  as  an  ex- 
tension of  the  physical  examination.  Both  normal 
anatomy  and  selected  cases  of  pathologic  altera- 
tion are  reviewed. 

Third  Year 

Third-year  instruction  in  radiology  consists  of  a 
twenty-eight  hour  lecture  course  in  diagnostic 
roentgenology.  The  aim  is  to  relate  the  student's 
knowledge  of  anatomy  and  pathology,  gained  in 
the  first  two  years,  to  the  findings  seen  on  roent- 
genograms in  various  disease  entities.  The  es- 
sential diagnostic  points  of  the  most  frequently 
encountered  lesions  are  illustrated  by  material 
from  the  department's  teaching  files.  The  first 
third  of  the  course  covers  the  thorax,  including 
the  lungs,  heart,  and  mediastinum.  The  second 
third  of  the  course  covers  the  abdomen,  includ- 
ing the  solid  viscera  and  the  gastrointestinal 
tract.  The  final  third  of  the  course  covers  uro- 
logical,  neurological,  and  bone  radiology.  The 
student  is  encouraged  to  gauge  his  or  her  prog- 
ress by  self-evaluation  sessions  after  each  third. 
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Fourth  Year 

An  elective  is  offered  to  groups  of  up  to  twenty 
students  each  module,  consisting  of  a  series  of 
informal  talks,  seminars,  and  multiple  case 
presentations  in  an  attempt  to  apply  the  informa- 
tion of  previous  courses.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
giving  the  student  an  appreciation  of  the  use  of 
radiology  in  a  clinical  setting.  A  large  film  and 
lantern  slide  museum  of  cases,  carefully  se- 
lected for  their  teaching  value,  has  been  pre- 
pared. This  is  constantly  upgraded. 

An  elective  in  the  clinical  application  of  radio- 
active isotopes  consists  of  a  period  of  participa- 
tion in  and  observation  of  the  activites  of  the 
Division  of  Nuclear  Medicine.  The  students  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  obtain  basic  orientation 
in  procedures  involved  in  the  quantitation  of 
radionuclides  by  direct  participation  in  labora- 
tory exercises.  These  will  be  carried  out  in  the 
framework  of  a  clinical  laboratory  primarily  con- 
cerned with  the  diagnosis  of  a  variety  of  dis- 
orders by  the  application  of  the  techniques  of 
radioactive  nuclides. 

The  student  will  have  an  opportunity  to  observe 
the  various  procedures  (including  organ  scan- 
ning and  a  number  of  physiologic  studies)  and 
to  evaluate  some  of  the  patients  receiving  these 
studies  and  to  assist  in  the  interpretation  of  the 
procedures.  The  student  will  participate  in  the 
daily  report  session  in  which  scans  and  pro- 
cedures are  reviewed.  In  addition,  if  the  student 
wishes,  he  or  she  may  originate  research  activi- 
ties or  participate  directly  in  some  of  the  ongoing 
research  activities  of  the  laboratory,  ranging 
from  the  development  and  standardization  of 
new  procedures  to  instrument  modification  and 
calibration.  Also,  for  the  interested  student, 
there  will  be  an  opportunity  to  work  with  some  of 
the  computer-related  procedures  in  the  labora- 
tory under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Patrick  Cahill. 
This  course  lasts  for  five  weeks  and  is  limited  to 
two  students.

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

In  the  second  trimester,  in  the  Interdisciplinary 
Course,  there  is  one  session  on  the  management 
of  acute  emergency  care. 

Second  Year 

Instruction  begins  in  the  third  trimester  of  the 
second  year.  Sessions  are  provided  in  general 
surgical  problems  as  part  of  the  course  in 
physical  diagnosis.  Instruction  is  also  provided 
in  orthopedic  and  urologic  examination. 

Third  Year 

The  curriculum  for  the  third  year  provides  a  core 
program  of  clinical  instruction  in  surgery  to  the 
students  during  a  twelve-week  period.  This 
consolidates  all  surgical  instruction,  outside  of 
initial  teaching  in  physical  diagnosis  in  the  sec- 
ond year,  and  leaves  the  fourth  year  for 
elective  studies. 

The  third-year  class  is  divided  into  four  sections. 
Each  quarter  provides  approximately  twelve 
weeks  on  the  general  surgery  pavilions  with  a 
selection  of  rotations  through  the  divisions 
of  thoracic  surgery,  urology,  plastic  surgery, 
orthopedics,  and  the  Memorial  SIoan-Kettering 
Cancer  Center.  During  this  time,  the  student 
acts  as  clinical  clerk  and  participates  in  day-to- 
day activities  in  patient  care.  The  student  gathers 
experience  by  taking  complete  histories  and 
doing  physical  examinations.  The  student  also 
evaluates  laboratory  determinations  on  assigned 


patients  and  has  an  opportunity  to  participate 
in  the  preoperative  preparation.  When  the 
patient  is  operated  on,  the  student  may  act  as 
part  of  the  operating  team  to  see  at  first  hand 
the  pathological  conditions  for  which  the 
operation  was  undertaken.  The  student  attends 
the  rounds  held  by  the  residents  and  members 
of  the  senior  staff. 

Each  Wednesday,  from  2  to  3  p.m.,  the  chairman 
of  the  department  has  a  conference  with  the 
student  body  during  which  various  surgical 
problems  are  reviewed.  Three  days  a  week,  on 
Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Thursdays,  from  2  to  4 
p.m.,  seminars  are  held  in  which  attending  sur- 
geons lecture  on  surgery  and  its  subspecialties. 
This  schedule  provides  a  broad  coverage  of 
surgery  in  its  entirety. 

On  Monday  and  Friday  afternoons,  ward  rounds 
are  held  by  surgeons  accompanied  by  students. 
These  rounds  are  oriented  toward  the  particular 
patients  and  problems  available  on  the  floor 
each  time.  On  Wednesday  mornings  there  is  a 
session  in  experimental  surgery.  The  students 
are  divided  into  groups  and  operations  on  ani- 
mals (dogs)  are  performed  under  the  direction  of 
surgeons.  Students  alternate  as  anesthesiol- 
ogists, surgeons,  and  assistants  during  the 
operations.  These  operations  are  performed 
under  strict  aseptic  conditions  and  simulate 
conditions  actually  encountered  in  the  operating 
room.  The  students  are  responsible  for  the 
care  of  the  animal  during  the  preoperative  and 
postoperative  periods,  writing  operative  notes, 
and  keeping  a  log  for  each  operation  that  is 
performed.  On  Tuesday  afternoons,  instruction 
is  provided  in  ophthalmology  and  ear,  nose,  and 
throat  diseases  by  the  respective  departments. 

Grand  rounds  are  held  on  Wednesday  after- 
noons and  each  student's  attendance  is 
required.  These  rounds  last  for  one  hour  or 
more.  One  specific  surgical  problem  is  dis- 
cussed in  depth  by  two  residents  and  a  faculty 
moderator.  Experience  in  emergency  surgical 
care  is  provided  in  the  Emergency  Room  where 
the  students  are  part  of  the  emergency  admitting 
team. 

Elective  Options 

Fourth  Year 

In  the  fourth  year,  the  Department  of  Surgery 
offers  a  variety  of  electives,  including  experi- 
ences in  clinical  fields  as  well  as  in  research 
laboratories.  These  are  fully  outlined  in  the 
Catalog  of  Electives.  It  is  at  this  time  that  the 
students  have  an  opportunity  to  work  in 
the  Burn  Center.

Purpose  and  History 

Cornell  University  Medical  College  seeks  excellence 
in  Its  students,  who  are  chosen  for  admission  with  the 
expectation  that  they  will  be  leaders  in  the  field  of 
medicine.  It  encourages  research  and  the  advance- 
ment of  medical  knowledge  not  only  as  an  end  in  itself 
but  also  because  science  is  the  most  important  under- 
pinning of  the  broad  knowledge  that  a  medical  student 
must  obtain  in  preparation  for  further  graduate  study 
To  the  end  that  students  may  become  leaders,  Cornell 
strives  to  stimulate  creativity  and  foster  independent 
thought  and  study.  That  they  may  develop  a  sense  of 
social  commitment,  it  attempts  to  expose  students  to 
real-life  responsibilities  in  a  variety  of  practice  settings, 
always  with  attention  to  the  optimal  care  of  patients. 

Cornell  University  Medical  College  was  established  on 
April  14,  1898,  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Cornell 
University.  Although  the  University,  which  had  been 
founded  in  1865,  was  situated  in  Itahca,  New  York,  the 
Medical  College  was  established  in  New  York  City  in 
order  to  take  advantage  of  the  clinical  teaching  oppor- 
tunities available  in  a  large  metropolitan  area.  The 
original  faculty  was  composed  of  a  group  of  dis- 
tinguished professors  who  previously  had  operated  a 
teaching  institution  known  as  the  Medical  College 
Laboratory.  The  Laboratory  was  at  one  time  affiliated 
with  the  medical  department  of  New  York  University. 

The  trustees  of  Cornell  University  had  wished  to  form 
a  medical  education  unit  at  vanous  times  since  the 
founding  of  the  University  and,  in  1898,  the  generous 
gifts  of  Colonel  Oliver  H.  Payne  made  possible  the 
establishment  of  the  Medical  College.  Colonel  Payne, 
who  provided  funds  for  the  support  of  the  College  for 
several  years,  later  created  a  permanent  endowment 
by  donating  a  gift  of  more  than  $4  million  to  the 
College. 

The  first  dean  of  the  Medical  College  was  Dr.  William 
Mecklenburg  Polk.  Among  the  early  faculty  members 
were  such  renowned  scientists  as  Dr.  Lewis  A.  Stim- 
son,  professor  of  surgery:  Dr.  James  Ewing,  professor 
of  pathology,  and  Dr  Graham  Lusk,  professor  of  phys- 
iology. The  College  has  been  well  known  from  the  time 
of  Its  establishment  for  a  faculty  composed  of  persons 
distinguished  both  as  scientific  investigators  and  as 
teachers. 

In  1900,  the  College  occupied  its  first  permanent 
headquarters  at  Twenty-eighth  Street  and  First  Ave- 
nue. In  1927,  the  College  entered  into  its  first  formal 
affiliation  with  The  New  York  Hospital.  The  College 
was  one  of  the  first  in  the  country  to  admit  women, 
and  It  was  also  one  of  the  first  to  require  a  degree  from 
an  undergraduate  college  as  a  standard  for 
admission. 


The  Medical  College  moved  to  its  present  location  in 
1932,  which  marked  the  opening  of  The  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 


Facilities  for  Instruction 
The  Medical  College 

Instruction  in  the  basic  medical  sciences  is  conducted 
in  a  series  of  joined  buildings  along  York  Avenue  from 
Sixty-eighth  to  Seventieth  Streets.  The  entrance  to  the 
Medical  College,  at  1300  York  Avenue,  is  in  the  Sam- 
uel J.  Wood  Library  and  Research  Building.  The  mam 
reading  room,  the  catalog  and  reference  sections,  and 
the  area  for  the  current  journals  of  the  library  are  on 
the  first  floor  of  this  building.  The  B  and  D  buildings  of 
the  Medical  College  adjoin  the  Wood  Building  on  the 
north  and  south  sides.  Additional  research  and  teach- 
ing facilities,  as  well  as  the  central  animal  care 
laboratones,  are  located  between  the  A  and  B  build- 
ings in  the  William  Hale  Harkness  Medical  Research 
Building.  The  upper  floors  of  the  central  portion  of  the 
Medical  College  house  the  Departments  of  Microbiol- 
ogy. Pathology,  Physiology  and  Biophysics,  and  Public 
Health,  along  with  the  research  laboratories  for  sev- 
eral of  the  clinical  departments. 

The  Department  of  Cell  Biology  and  Anatomy  is  in  the 
Stavros  S.  Niarchos  Medical  Research  building  at 
Seventieth  Street  (Building  A):  and  the  building  at  the 
Sixty-eighth  Street  end  of  the  College  (Building  E) 
houses  the  Departments  of  Biochemistry  and  Phar- 
macology. The  central  buildings  of  the  College  are 
joined  to  the  mam  hospital  buildings  on  each  of  the 
seven  floors.  The  college  auditorium,  the  student  labo- 
ratones and  lecture  rooms  of  the  basic  science 
departments,  and  the  extensive  research  facilities  for 
staff  and  students  are  also  housed  in  the  buildings 
along  York  Avenue. 

Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences 

The  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences,  one  of  the 
two  academic  units  on  Cornells  New  York  City  cam- 
pus, was  organized  in  1952  as  a  semiautonomous 
component  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Cornell  Univer- 
sity and  IS  responsible  for  administenng  all  advanced 
general  degrees  granted  for  study  in  residence  on  the 
New  York  City  campus.  The  school  is  composed  of 
two  divisions:  The  Medical  College  Division,  consist- 
ing of  faculty  members  principally  from  the  basic 
science  departments  of  the  Cornell  University  Medical 
College,  and  the  Sloan-Kettering  Division,  consisting 
of  staff  members  from  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute  for 
Cancer  Research, 
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The  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences  currently 
offers  graduate  programs  leading  to  the  M.S.  and 
Ph.D.  degrees  in  twelve  fields:  biochemistry,  cell  and 
developmental  biology  cell  biology  and  genetics,  de- 
velopmental therapy  and  clinical  investigation, 
genetics,  immunobiology,  microbiology  molecular  biol- 
ogy and  virology  neurobiology  and  behavior, 
pathology,  pharmacology,  physiology  and  biophysics. 
These  programs  are  designed  for  students  interested 
in  careers  in  teaching  and  research  in  the  various 
basic  biomedical  sciences. 

All  of  the  facilities  of  the  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  and  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute  for  Cancer 
Research  are  available  to  graduate  students.  Such 
facilities  include,  in  addition  to  well-equipped  class- 
rooms and  libraries,  unexcelled  modern  laboratohes 
and  equipment  for  research.  For  further  details,  refer 
to  the  Announcement  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Med- 
ical Sciences. 

The  New  York  Hospital 

The  New  York  Hospital,  the  first  hospital  in  the  city 
and  the  second  in  the  United  States,  was  founded  in 
1771  under  a  charter  by  King  George  III  of  England. 
The  hospital,  whose  buildings  are  modified  Gothic 
design,  extends  from  East  Sixty-eighth  Street  to  East 
Seventy-first  Street,  between  York  Avenue  and  the 
East  River,  a  site  it  has  occupied  since  1932.  A  non- 
profit voluntary  hospital  maintained  by  The  Society  of 
The  New  York  Hospital,  it  has  cared  for  more  than  five 
million  patients  since  its  founding.  The  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Clinic,  an  integral  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  complex,  and  the  Westchester  Division  of 
The  New  York  Hospital  in  White  Plains,  New  York, 
provide  treatment  for  patients  with  mental  and  emo- 
tional illnesses.  The  New  York  Hospital  was  the  first 
hospital  in  the  United  States  to  care  for  the  mentally  ill. 

Over  the  years,  three  hospitals  have  merged  with  The 
New  York  Hospital:  The  Lying-ln  Hospital,  the  Manhat- 
tan Maternity  and  Dispensary  and  the  New  York 
Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital. 

The  first  affiliation  between  the  The  New  York  Hospital 
and  Cornell  University  Medical  College  was  in  1912. 
Since  1927.  the  hospital  has  been  integrated  with 
Cornell  Univesity  Medical  College  through  a  joint 
agreement  between  The  Society  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  and  Cornell  University  which  established  The 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center.  The  agree- 
ment joined  the  facilities  of  the  two  institutions  and 
provided  for  cooperation  in  the  advancement  of  patient 
care,  medical  education  and  scientific  research. 

The  New  York  Hospital  has  a  complement  of  1,096 
beds,  and  the  Westchester  division  an  additional  com- 
plement of  322  beds.  In  1982,  40,607  patients  were 
cared  for  in  all  divisions  of  the  Hospital  including  the 
newborn  nurseries;  patient  days  totalled  464,883. 
There  were  in  the  same  year  150,486  patient  visits  to 
outpatient  clinics  and  46,622  patient  visits  to  the  emer- 
gency pavilion. 

Clinical  instruction  is  given  in  ten  clinical  departments 
that  include  many  divisions  or  subspecialties.  There 
are  over  20  residency  training  programs  offered  for  a 
total  of  439  residency  positions.  The  chairperson  of 
each  department  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  patients 


and  the  conduct  of  professional  services  in  the  hospi- 
tal. The  chairperson  is  also  the  professor  in  charge  of 
the  corresponding  department  in  the  Medical  College. 
Every  clinical  department  is  staffed  by  a  corps  of 
salaried  faculty  members,  including  the  chairperson, 
who  devote  their  full  time  to  the  sevice  of  the  college 
and  the  hospital.  Other  members  of  the  faculty  devote 
part  of  their  time  to  private  practice. 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  maintained  by  the 
New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled,  was  founded  in  1863  as  the  first  institution  in 
the  United  Sates  for  the  treatment  of  orthopedic  condi- 
tions. It  affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center  in  1955  and  moved  that  year  to  its 
present  location  at  535  East  Seventieth  Street.  The 
hospital  consists  of  a  modern  facility  containing  200 
beds,  caring  for  some  4,400  inpatients  a  year  and 
receiving  40,000  outpatient  visits  in  nineteen  sub- 
specialty clinics.  Twenty-eight  residents  are  trained  in 
a  three-year  or  four-year  program  in  orthopedic  sur- 
gery The  hospital  maintains  a  school  for  the  training 
of  practical  nurses. 

The  Philip  D.  Wilson  Research  Foundation  was 
opened  in  1960  to  investigate  causes  and  prevention 
of  orthopedic  and  rheumatic  diseases  as  well  as  im- 
proved treatment  of  these  diseases. 

The  Hospital  for  Special  surgery  provides  the 
orthopedic  and  rheumatic  diseases  services  for  The 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Cener. 

The  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center 

The  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center,  785  Mamaroneck 
Avenue.  White  Plains,  New  York,  was  founded  in  April 
1915,  by  John  Masterson  Burke  as  a  tribute  to  the 
m.emory  of  his  mother,  Winifred  Masterson  Burke.  On 
March  14,  1968,  the  Burke  Center  became  affiliated 
with  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

A  150-bed  rehabilitation  center  accredited  by  the  Joint 
Commission  of  Accreditation  of  Hospitals,  the  Burke 
Rehabilitation  Center  offers  a  multidisciplinary  ap- 
proach to  the  rehabilitation  phase  of  total  medical 
care.  Since  the  primary  objective  of  its  program  is  the 
integration  of  the  disabled  patient  into  the  community 
as  a  responsible  individual  functioning  at  maximum 
potential,  the  center  offers  its  diagnostic,  evaluative, 
and  treatment  services  to  those  of  all  ages  who  have 
need  for  medical  rehabilitative  care. 

This  comprehensive  program  includes:  services  of 
physicians  trained  in  rehabilitation,  neurology  cardiol- 
ogy, rheumatology  plumonary  disease  and  internal 
medicine  and  other  services  such  as  nursing  care, 
nutritional  research  and  therapy  occupational  therapy, 
physical  therapy  speech  and  hearing  services,  psy- 
chological and  psychiatnc  services,  social  services 
and  vocational  evaluation  and  training. 

Among  the  research  and  study  programs  being  con- 
ducted at  the  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center  are:  a 
research  program  to  investigate  dementia  and  allied 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  a  Parkinsonism  re- 
search study  a  cardiopulmonary  study,  and  socio- 
medical  studies. 
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Memorial  Sloan-Kettering  Cancer 
Center 

This  comprehensive  cancer  center  includes  Memorial 
Hospital,  a  565-bed  tertiary  care  clinical  unit,  and  the 
Sloan-Kettenng  Institute  for  Cancer  Research,  where 
nearly  100  iaboratores  are  dedicated  to  cancer-related 
biomedical  investigation. 

The  hospital,  originally  established  in  1884,  has  been 
affiliated  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College  since 
1914.  and  most  of  its  staff  hold  appointments  at  the 
College.  Sloan-Kettenng  staff  also  hold  appointments 
in  many  cases,  either  in  the  Medical  College  or  in  the 
Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences,  which  offers 
degrees  through  a  Sloan-Kettenng  Division. 

The  Center  is  a  teaching  unit  of  the  Medical  College  in 
the  major  medical  disciplines  and.  in  addition,  its  facili- 
ties offer  unique  opportunities  for  instruction  in  the 
pathology  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  neoplastic 
diseases. 

North  Shore  University  Hospital 

North  Shore  University  Hospital  is  currently  a  600- 
bed.  70-bassinet.  general  care,  voluntary  institution  in 
Manhasset.  Long  Island,  serving  the  populous  coun- 
ties of  Nassau.  Suffolk,  and  Queens,  as  well  as  the  tri- 
state  area  in  certain  subspecialties.  It  opened  its  door 
in  1953  and  became  formally  affiliated  with  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  in  1969. 

North  Shore  University  Hospital  situated  on  56  acres. 
IS  currently  undergoing  miajor  expansion  Enlarged 
nursery  facilities,  as  well  as  facilities  to  house  120 
more  patient  beds,  a  research  complex,  a  combined 
280-bed  health  related  nursing  home  and  rehabilita- 
tion center,  and  additional  residences  for  professional 
staff  are  now  under  construction 

Clinical  instruction  is  provided  in  medicine,  neurology, 
surgery,  ophthalmology,  pediatrics,  pathology  psychi- 
atry radiology  and  obstetncs-gynecology  to  students 
at  the  second-,  third-,  or  fourth-year  levels.  Over  200 
residency  training  positions  are  offered  in  many  disci- 
plines and  all  members  of  the  professional  staff  of  the 
hospital  are  on  the  faculty  of  the  Medical  College  and 
participate  in  its  teaching  programs.  In  addition,  each 
clinical  service  has  a  staff  of  full-time  faculty  members 
involved  in  research,  teaching  and  clinical  activities. 
Since  1967,  there  have  been  cooperative  programs  in 
graduate  medical  education  between  North  Shore  Uni- 
versity Hospital  and  Memorial  Sloan-Kettenng  Cancer 
Center,  as  well  as  with  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery 

Education  is  also  enhanced  through  affiliations  in 
many  specialties  with  several  local  hospitals  where 
community-oriented  programs  provide  important  expe- 
rience for  students  in  the  Medical  College.  Many 
outreach  programs  with  local  colleges  and  community 
agencies,  including  an  extensive  home-care  hospice 
program,  provide  further  opportunities  for  study. 

St.  Barnabas  Hospital 

St  Barnabas  Hospital,  established  in  1866  in  the 
South  Central  Bronx  as  a  chronic  disease  facility  in 
recent  years  has  been  converted  to  a  modern  415- 
bed,  acute  care,  voluntary  institution.  St.  Barnabas 


became  affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center  in  June.  1982  in  order  to  provide  a 
comprehensive  range  of  medical  services  to  the  com- 
munity and  as  an  educational  site  for  students  and 
housestaff. 

Will  Rogers  Institute 

In  1977  the  Will  Rogers  Memorial  Fund  joined  with  the 
Burke  Rehabilitation  Center  and  The  New  York  Hospi- 
tal-Cornell Medical  Center  to  form  a  joint  program 
under  the  name  of  the  Will  Rogers  Institute.  The  In- 
stitute provides  health  education  for  the  general  public 
through  the  communications  media  and  promotes 
basic  and  clinical  research  in  pulmonary  disease, 
through  the  establishment  of  the  Will  Rogers  Pro- 
fessorship in  Pulmonary  Medicine  at  the  Burke 
Rehabilitation  Center,  and  a  Will  Rogers  Pulmonary 
Fellow. 

LaGuardia  Hospital 

LaGuardia  Hospital  is  a  300-bed,  voluntary,  com- 
munity hospital  affiliated  with  the  Health  Insurance 
Plan  of  Greater  New  York  (H  I  P),  the  largest  and  one 
of  the  oldest  pre-paid  group  practices  on  the  East 
coast  covering  almost  900,000  subscribers  for  their 
health  care  requirements. 

The  Hospital,  located  in  Forest  Hills.  N.Y,  is  housed  in 
a  modern  physical  facility  including  a  12  story  addition 
completed  in  1980,  and  is  equipped  with  the  most 
technologically  advanced  equipment.  Since  1978, 
LaGuardia  Hospital  has  been  affiliated  with  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  for  several  inte- 
grated residency  programs.  In  addition,  some  Cornell 
medical  students  rotate  through  LaGuardia  Hospital 
during  the  required  clerkship  in  Obstetrics  and 
Gynecology  and  fourth-year  elective  experiences  are 
offered  through  the  Department  of  Medicine.  LaGuar- 
dia Hospital  has  full  time  Chiefs  of  Service  and 
medical  staff  and  draws  heavily  on  both  this  full  time 
medical  staff  and  the  Cornell  faculty  for  its  educational 
programs. 

Libraries 

Samuel  J.  Wood  Library 

The  mam  library  of  the  Medical  College  is  located  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  Samuel  J.  Wood  Library  and 
Research  Building,  to  the  right  of  the  1300  York  Ave- 
nue entrance  at  Sixty-ninth  Street. 

Eighteen  hundred  current  journals  are  received  and 
the  total  collection  has  reached  more  than  100.000 
volumes.  Participation  in  communication  and  library 
networks  enables  the  library  to  identify  and  produce 
needed  items  quickly. 

The  library  is  equipped  with  a  communications  termi- 
nal linked  to  a  computer  to  search  a  wide  spectrum  of 
data  bases,  which  includes  the  medical  literature.  The 
Information  and  Reference  Department  receives  re- 
quests for  these  searches.  Typing  facilities,  duplicating 
services,  and  instruction  in  information  searching  both 
manual  and  computer  aided  are  also  available. 

Audiovisual  materials  including  films,  slides,  video  and 
audiotapes  are  available.  Materials  not  in  the  collec- 
tion may  be  requested  for  loan  through  the  Information 
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and  Reference  Department.  The  library  can  arrange 
production  of  video  tapes.  Such  requests  should  be 
directed  to  the  librarian. 

The  library  is  open  during  the  week  from  7:00  a.m. 
until  midnight,  on  Saturdays  from  9:00  a.m.  until  8:00 
p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  from  noon  until  midnight.  The 
library  is  closed  on  Christmas,  New  Year's  Day,  and 
other  holidays,  and  special  schedules  are  announced. 

The  Audiovisual  Services  Department  provides  proj- 
ection equipment  and  services  and  room  reservations 
for  meetings  and  conferences. 

Department  Libraries 

Several  departments  of  the  Medical  College  also  have 
libraries  housing  journals  and  books  pertaining  to  spe- 
cific areas.  These  collections,  photocopies  of 
materials  from  other  libraries,  including  the  National 
Library  of  Medicine  and  all  major  medical  and  aca- 
demic libraries  in  the  United  States,  supplement  the 
holdings  of  the  main  library 

The  Department  of  Psychiatry  has  three  library  collec- 
tions and  is  staffed  by  two  professional  librarians.  The 
Payne  Whitney  Clinic  Department  Library  consists  of 
over  20,000  volumes  of  books  and  journals,  includes 
200  current  journal  titles  and  100  videotapes,  and 
specializes  in  psychiatry  psychology,  and  the  be- 
havioral sciences.  The  Oskar  Diethelm  Historical 
Library  begun  in  1936,  has  grown  to  be  an  excellent 
collection  of  nearly  15,000  original  works  published 
before  1920  relating  to  the  history  of  psychiatry  and 
allied  subjects.  Together  with  the  History-Reference 
Library  and  the  Archives  of  Psychiatry,  these  collec- 
tions support  the  research  and  training  activities  of  the 
History  of  Psychiatry  Section. 

The  libraries  of  Rockefeller  University  and  the  Memo- 
nal  Sloan-Kettering  Cancer  Center  are  available  for 
on-site  reference  use  only  Consult  with  a  librarian  in 
the  Information  and  Reference  department  concerning 
hours  and  mode  of  access. 

Medical  Archives 

Established  in  1972,  the  Medical  Archives  of  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  occupies  the 
whole  of  the  twenty-fifth  floor  of  The  New  York  Hospi- 
tal. It  collects,  organizes,  preserves  and  makes 
available  the  official  papers  of  the  Center  and  its  ante- 
cedent institutions.  The  collection  represents  a 
continuous  record  of  medical  care  and  research  since 
1771  and  includes  the  personal  papers  of  persons 
connected  with  the  Center,  photographs,  other  visual 
materials,  antique  instruments  and  apparatus  de- 
veloped at  the  Center  The  Archives  is  open  weekdays 
from  900  a.m.  until  5:00  p.m.  and  by  appointment. 

Library  Fund 

The  Book  Fund  offers  friends  of  the  Medical  College 
the  opportunity  to  help  its  library  through  individual 
gifts  and  the  Honor  With  Books  program. 

The  Dr.  Henry  Ashley  Carr  Fund  was  endowed  by  a 
gift  from  Dr.  George  A.  Falk  in  honor  of  Dr.  Henry 
Ashley  Carr.  The  income  is  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  and  periodicals,  whenever  possible  in 
the  field  of  cardiology 

The  Carnesale  Memorial  Fund  was  established 
through  a  gift  from  Dr.  Peter  L.  Carnesale  in  memory 


of  Gaetano  Carnesale.  The  income  from  the  endow- 
ment is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  and 
periodicals. 

The  Frank  Glenn  Book  Fund  was  established  by  the 
friends  and  colleagues  of  Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  Lewis  At- 
terbury  Stimson  Professor  of  Surgery,  1947-1967,  and 
a  bequest  from  his  estate.  It  provides  unrestricted 
support  for  all  library  functions. 

The  Griffis  Endowment  Fund  was  endowed  by  a 
generous  gift  in  1953  from  Stanton  Griffis  and  his 
family  The  income  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of 
books,  periodicals  and  similar  publications. 

The  Nella  Foundation  Fund  was  established  by  a 
generous  gift  from  Mr.  Allen  Fischbach  to  be  used  for 
the  general  purposes  of  the  library 

The  Reichert  Archives  Fund  was  established 
through  a  generous  gift  from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Philip  Re- 
ichert and  has  enabled  the  Medical  Center  to  continue 
the  work  of  the  Medical  Archives. 

Admissions 
Requirements 

In  defining  the  qualifications  for  admission,  the  faculty 
of  Cornell  University  Medical  College  attaches  particu- 
lar importance  to  the  liberal  and  general  education 
implied  by  the  acquisition  of  a  college  degree.  Al- 
though most  applicants  to  the  Medical  College  will 
have  completed  four  years  of  college,  possession  of 
an  undergraduate  degree  is  not  a  requirement  of  can- 
didates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from 
Cornell  University.  Applications  will  be  seriously  and 
carefully  considered  from  students  who  have  com- 
pleted only  three  years  of  undergraduate  work  and 
whose  personal,  educational,  and  social  maturation 
seem  to  warrant  earlier  admission  to  the  study  of 
medicine.  Some  of  these  applicants  may  be  able  to 
satisfy  the  requirements  for  a  baccalaureate  degree  in 
their  colleges  by  successfully  completing  the  first  year 
of  medical  school. 

The  basic  premedical  requirements  that  all  students 
must  fulfill  in  order  to  qualify  for  admission  to  the 
study  of  medicine  in  New  York  State  are  published  in 
the  Regulations  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  In 
conformity  with  these  regulations,  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  requires  for  admission  the  satisfac- 
tory completion  of  at  least  six  semester  credit  hours  in 
each  of  the  following  subjects:  English,  physics,  biol- 
ogy or  zoology,  general  chemistry  and  organic 
chemistry.  It  is  to  be  emphasized  that  this  represents 
the  minimal  requirement  for  admission. 

A  sound  preparation  in  biology  chemistry,  and  physics 
IS  essential  for  a  student  planning  to  study  medicine 
and  course  work  in  the  behavioral  sciences  is  becom- 
ing increasingly  important.  A  student  not  majoring  in 
one  of  the  sciences  should  realize  that  a  thorough 
basic  training  in  the  concepts  and  methods  of  science 
can  only  be  acquired  through  rigorous  laboratory  ex- 
perience. A  science  major,  on  the  other  hand,  should 
not  overlook  the  broad  educational  value  of  study  in 
the  humanities  and  social  sciences.  In  planning  pre- 
medical work,  sudents  are  advised  to  elect  subjects 
that  will  lay  a  broad  foundation  for  medical  study 
rather  than  to  anticipate  courses  required  in  the  medi- 
cal curriculum. 
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The  Admissions  Committee  seeks  students  who.  they 
feel,  are  best  prepared  to  provide  future  leadership  in 
medicine.  In  addition  to  a  thorough  preparation  in  the 
sciences,  applicants  should  have  attained  a  broad 
liberal  arts  education  with  demonstrated  accomplish- 
ments in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences  and  have 
such  personal  characteristics  as  maturity  and  emo- 
tional stability  Science  and  non-science  majors  are 
equally  considered. 

Selection 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  of  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  each  year  selects  a  class  of  about 
one  hundred  students  from  approximately  6.000  appli- 
cants. In  doing  so.  the  committees  goal  is  to  accept 
the  students  they  feel  are  best  prepared  to  provide 
future  leadership  in  the  field  of  medicine.  Each  year 
the  Medical  College  receives  applications  from  many 
more  candidates  meeting  the  basic  qualifications  for 
the  study  of  medicine  than  it  can  possibly  accept. 
Thus,  in  addition  to  consideration  of  objective  criteria, 
the  evaluation  of  candidates  also  involves  subjective 
judgments  including  an  assessment  of  their  motiva- 
tion, maturity,  stability  and  other  factors  deemed  by 
the  faculty  to  be  essential  to  the  making  of  an  effective 
and  competent  physician. 

In  order  to  be  seriously  considered  for  admission, 
candidates  must  demonstrate  superior  academic  ac- 
complishment at  the  undergraduate  level,  including 
completion  of  required  course  work.  In  addition,  they 
must  be  of  good  moral  character  and  possess  the 
requisite  sensory  cognitive,  motor  and  organizational 
skills,  including  the  ability  to  synthesize  and  apply 
knowledge,  necessary  to  master  the  entire  medical 
college  curriculum.  Cornell  attempts  to  maintain  a  het- 
erogeneous study  body  by  selecting  well-qualified 
students  from  diverse  geographic,  academic,  and  ra- 
cial backgrounds.  The  number  of  students  from  any 
one  college,  region,  race,  or  sex  may  thus  vary  from 
year  to  year.  Well-motivated  students  from  particularly 
adverse  economic  or  social  backgrounds  who  have 
had  substandard  educational  opportunities  are  also 
admitted. 

It  IS  the  policy  of  Cornell  University  actively  to  support 
equality  of  educational  and  employment  opportunity. 
No  person  shall  be  denied  admission  to  any  educa- 
tional program  or  activity  or  be  denied  employment  on 
the  basis  of  any  legally  prohibited  discnmination  in- 
volving, but  not  limited  to.  such  factors  as  race,  color, 
creed,  religion,  national  or  ethnic  origin,  sex.  age.  or 
handicap.  The  University  is  committed  to  the  mainte- 
nance of  affirmative  action  programs  which  will  assure 
the  continuation  of  such  equality  of  opportunity. 

All  policies  regarding  admissions,  employment,  and 
educational  programs  and  activities  are  established 
and  administered  in  conformity  with  the  Education 
Practices  Act  of  New  York  as  well  as  state  and  federal 
civil  rights  laws,  specifically  including  Title  IX  of  the 
Education  Amendments  Act  of  1972.  and  regulations 
thereunder,  prohibiting  practices  or  policies  in  admis- 
sions, education  programs,  or  employment  that  are  in 
any  way  discriminatory  on  the  basis  of  sex. 

Application 

Application  to  Cornell  University  Medical  College  can 
be  made  only  through  the  American  Medical  College 


Application  Service  (AMCAS).  Suite  301.  1776  Mas- 
sachusets  Avenue,  N.W.,  Washington,  D.C. 
20036-1989.  AMCAS  is  the  sole  distnbutor  of  applica- 
tion forms  and  instructions.  These  are  obtained  tDy 
forwarding  application  requests  to  AMCAS.  Upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  AMCAS  application  by  Cornell,  additional 
information  will  be  requested  and  instructions  will  be 
given  about  submission  of  letters  of  evaluation.  The 
evaluation  of  a  pre-medical  advisory  committee  is  pre- 
ferred. If  this  IS  not  available,  two  letters  of  evaluations 
from  members  of  the  undergraduate  science  faculty  of 
the  applicants  college,  well  acquainted  with  the  stu- 
dent, may  be  substituted.  After  receipt  of  the 
supplementary  information,  the  letters  of  evaluation, 
and  the  S45  application  fee,  the  Committee  on  Admis- 
sions will  review  carefully  the  completed  application 
and  will  select  students  for  personal  interviews.  The 
fee  can  be  waived  for  financial  reasons  for  those  appli- 
cants who  are  eligible  for  AMCAS  fee  waivers. 

From  among  the  large  number  of  applicants,  the  com- 
mittee selects  for  personal  interviews  those  students 
under  serious  consideration. 

Students  are  required  to  take  the  Medical  College 
Admissions  Test  (MCAT)  which  is  viewed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Admissions  as  evidence  of  minimal 
academic  competence  and  as  a  standardized  test 
which  allows  appropriate  compansons. 

The  committee  will  notify  applicants  of  its  decision 
after  February  15.  If  the  committee  takes  favorable 
action,  a  letter  of  acceptance  is  forwarded  to  the  appli- 
cant who  has  two  weeks  to  accept  a  place  in  the  class 
by  sending  a  deposit  of  Si 00.  This  deposit  is  deduct- 
ible from  the  first  tuition  payment. 


Advanced  Standing 

When  vacancies  occur  in  the  second-  or  third-year 
classes,  students  may  be  admitted  with  advanced 
standing.  Only  those  students  who  have  completed 
and  passed  examinations  in  their  basic  science 
course  work  as  matriculated  medical  students  in  a 
accredited  United  States  medical  school  are  eligible 
for  consideration  for  transfer  to  Cornell  University 
Medical  College.  Applications  for  a  place  in  the  sec- 
ond- or  third-year  class  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Office  of  Admissions,  445  East  Sixty-ninth  Street,  New 
York,  New  York  10021,  in  January  of  the  year  for  which 
admission  is  sought. 

Candidates  seeking  admission  with  advanced  stand- 
ing must  furnish  evidence  of  having  completed 
satisfactonly.  in  an  accredited  medical  school,  all  of 
the  work  required  of  students  in  the  class  they  want  to 
enter.  Applicants  must  also  have  submitted  two  letters 
of  evaluation  from  their  medical  school  faculty  as  well 
as  a  certificate  of  good  academic  standing  from  the 
medical  school,  or  schools,  they  attended.  In  addition, 
these  candidates  must  have  fulfilled  the  requirements 
for  admission  to  the  first-year  class  at  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College.  They  may  be  required  to  take 
examinations  in  any  of  the  medical  school  courses 
taken  in  another  school.  Applicants  for  transfer  into 
the  third-year  class  must  also  pass  all  seven  sections 
of  the  Part  I  examination  of  the  National  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners.  Applicants  who  are  accepted  are 
required  to  make  a  deposit  of  $100,  which  is  deduct- 
ible from  the  first  tuition  payment. 
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Visiting  Students 

Visiting  students  are  candidates  for  the  M.D.  degree  at 
other  medical  schools  accredited  by  the  Liaison  Com- 
mittee on  Medical  Education  and  who  have  a  need  in 
their  degree  programs  to  take  elective  courses  offered 
by  Cornell  University  Medical  College.  Registration 
and  attendance  in  any  elective  course  is  through  ap- 
plication to  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs  and  Academic 
Programs  with  certification  by  the  dean  of  the  parent 
school  where  the  student  will  be  given  credit  for  the 
course,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  sponsor  of  the 
elective  course.  A  visiting  student  may  enroll  in  no 
more  than  eight  weeks  of  elective  courses  during  any 
academic  year  Adequate  malpractice  insurance 
covering  the  student's  activities  while  in  attendance  at 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  must  be  provided 
by  the  parent  medical  school.  No  tuition  will  be 
charged  by  Cornell  University  Medical  College. 

Auditing  Students 

Auditing  students  are  individuals  who  attend  lecture 
courses  at  the  discretion  of,  and  with  the  permission  of 
the  department  chairperson.  No  courses  offered  by 
clinical  departments  may  be  audited.  No  records  will 
be  maintained  and  no  credit  will  be  given  to  students 
who  audit  courses.  Auditing  students  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  take  final  examinations.  Conversion  from  the 
status  of  an  auditing  student  to  that  of  visiting  student 
will  not  be  permitted  unless  the  request  for  conversion 
is  made  by  the  end  of  the  second  week  of  the  course 
and  the  requirements  of  the  requested  status  are  met. 


Educational  Policies  and 
Plan  of  Instruction 

The  Medical  College  is  divided  into  seventeen  depart- 
ments. Seven  of  the  departments  are  concerned 
primarily  with  the  sciences  underlying  clinical  medi- 
cine; they  are  the  Departments  of  Biochemistry,  Cell 
Biology  and  Anatomy,  Microbiology,  Pathology,  Phar- 
macology Physiology  and  Biophysics,  and  Public 
Health.  Ten  departments  have  as  their  major  function 
the  study,  treatment  and  prevention  of  human  dis- 
eases, and  maternity  care;  they  are  the  Departments 
of  Anesthesiology  Medicine,  Neurology,  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology,  Ophthalmology,  Otorhinolaryngology, 
Pediatrics,  Psychiatry  Radiology,  and  Surgery 

Responsibility  for  the  educational  policies  of  the  Medi- 
cal College  is  shared  by  the  Executive  Faculty 
Council,  consisting  of  the  academic  administrative  of- 
ficers and  the  chairpersons  of  those  departments  with 
major  teaching  commitments  to  medical  students,  and 
the  General  Faculty  Council  composed  of  elected  fac- 
ulty representatives  from  all  departments  of  the 
Medical  College.  The  Medical  Student  Executive 
Committee  consists  of  elected  representatives  from 
each  of  the  four  classes  of  medical  students  and 
serves  as  a  forum  for  student  opinion  and  for  com- 
munication between  faculty  and  students. 

Departments  offer  courses  that  must  be  completed  by 
each  student  before  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
is  conferred  by  Cornell  University  The  courses  are 
arranged  in  their  sequence  and  duration  to  develop 
logically  the  knowledge  and  training  of  students  for 
graduation  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 


In  order  to  fulfill  its  responsibility  and  desire  to  con- 
tinue and  further  the  high  standards  and  excellence  of 
the  academic  programs  at  Cornell,  the  faculty  re- 
serves the  right  to  make  changes  in  the  curriculum  at 
any  time. 

The  various  departments  also  offer  courses  and  op- 
portunities for  special  study  open  to  regular  medical 
students,  to  candidates  for  advanced  degrees  in  the 
Graduate  School  of  Cornell  University,  and  to  qualified 
advanced  students  of  medicine  who  are  not  candi- 
dates for  degrees. 

Medical  knowledge  is  so  extensive  that  only  a  small 
part  of  that  needed  for  a  successful  career  in  medicine 
can  be  acquired  during  the  time  devoted  to  medical 
study  in  the  Medical  College  curriculum.  The  time 
devoted  by  the  prospective  physician  to  preparation 
for  the  practice  of  medicine  includes  at  least  one  year, 
and  often  many  more  years,  of  graduate  medical  edu- 
cation as  an  intern  or  resident  in  a  hospital,  either  in 
clinical  or  laboratory  work  or  both,  The  required  period 
of  study  at  Cornell  University  Medical  College  extends 
over  four  academic  years  of  at  least  thrity-three  weeks 
each. 

As  medical  science  and  medical  practice  may  be  pur- 
sued in  a  variety  of  ways,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  college 
to  encourage  the  student  to  vary  his  or  her  course  of 
study  according  to  special  interests  and  particular  tal- 
ents as  far  as  is  consistent  with  meeting  the 
requirements  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

A  thesis  is  not  a  requirement  for  graduation,  but  stu- 
dents are  encouraged  to  engage  in  individual  work,  as 
time  permits,  with  the  hope  that  they  may  accomplish 
results  worthy  of  publication.  It  is  desirable,  therefore, 
for  some  students  to  devote  time  to  a  single  subject  in 
which  they  have  a  special  interest.  The  development 
of  great  technical  proficiency  in  the  various  fields  of 
clinical  medicine  is  not  expected  during  the  regular 
medical  course  but  must  await  adequate  training  after 
graduation. 

First-Year  Curriculum 

The  first  year  of  study  is  devoted  to  cell  biology  and 
anatomy,  biochemistry,  physiology  neuroscience,  psy- 
chiatry, and  introductory  medicine,  including  the  basic 
elements  of  physical  examination,  interviewing  tech- 
niques, and  the  sociological  determinants  of  disease. 
Clinical  conferences  are  presented  in  these  courses  to 
illustrate  the  application  of  the  basic  sciences  to  clini- 
cal medicine.  A  series  of  weekly  interdisciplinary 
sessions  explores  a  wide  range  of  medical  topics, 
again  emphasizing  the  interrelationships  of  the  basic 
sciences  to  each  other  and  to  clinical  medicine. 

Second-Year  Curriculum 

in  the  second  year,  the  basic  sciences  of  microbiology, 
pharmacology,  and  pathology  are  completed  and  the 
i^ull-time  clinical  curriculum  is  beguri  with  physical  di- 
agnosis, neurology,  psychiatry,  and  public  health. 
Weekly  clinical  pathological  conferences  serve  as  a 
continuing  point  of  integration  of  the  basic  and  clinical 
sciences. 

Summers 

in  addition  to  scheduled  time  for  electives  during  the 
first  two  years,  the  summers  following  the  first  and 
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second  years  are  free  and  may  be  used  to  acquire  or 
to  further  experience  in  investigative  work,  if  a  student 
wishes.  Several  fellowships  are  available  for  selected 
students. 

Third-Year  Curriculum 

Clerkships  of  four  to  twelve  week's  duration,  in  the 
forty-eight  week  (September  through  August)  third- 
year  curriculum,  provide  a  sound  basic  intoduction  to 
all  the  major  clinical  fields.  When  students  have  com- 
pleted this  clinical  core  curriculum,  they  are  sufficiently 
acquainted  with  the  various  clinical  specialties  to  have 
identified  their  primary  areas  of  interest,  both  in  the 
clinical  and  basic  science  fields.  Accordingly  they  are 
prepared  to  plan  an  educational  program  for  their  final 
medical  school  year  that  is  best  suited  to  their  inter- 
ests and  needs. 

In  the  spring  of  the  third  year,  each  student  chooses  a 
senior  faculty  member  as  an  adviser  to  help  in  plan- 
ning the  fourth-year  program. 

Fourth-Year  Curriculum 

The  fourth  year  is  a  time  when  students  can  correlate 
the  preceding  experiences  of  medical  school,  begin  to 
function  effectively  in  the  physician's  role,  and  sharpen 
their  clinical  skills  in  preparation  for  residency  training. 
Presently  at  Cornell,  the  fourth-year  curnculum  is  elec- 
tive and  students  have  latitude  in  choosing  their  own 
programs.  Numerous  elective  opportunities  available 
in  the  Cornell  fvledical  Center  are  descnbed  in  the 
Catalog  of  Eleciives.  Other  electives  in  the  Center  or 
in  other  educational  institutions  may  be  arranged  with 
the  approval  of  the  student's  elective  adviser.  The 
curriculum  is  being  reviewed  at  this  time  and  this  may 
result  in  a  change  in  the  elective  nature  of  the  fourth- 
year. 

One-Year  Research  Fellowships 

Any  student  seriously  interested  in  investigative  work 
in  the  basic  or  clinical  medical  sciences  may  apply  for 
a  years  leave  of  absence  to  pursue  research  in  the 
field  of  choice. Such  research  opportunities  are  avail- 
able in  all  departments  of  the  Medical  College.  A 
leave  will  be  considered  for  investigative  work  in  other 
institutions.  In  general,  the  most  convenient  time  to 
take  the  leave  is  between  the  second  and  third  years, 
but  a  leave  may  be  considered  at  other  times  in  the 
medical  course. 

Coordinated  M.D.-Ph.D  Programs 

For  students  interested  in  teaching  and  research  ca- 
reers in  the  basic  biomedical  sciences  or  in  clinical 
medicine,  three  combined  M.D.-Ph.D  programs  are 
offered. 

1 .  The  first  program  is  coordinated  between  Cornell 
University  fv/Iedical  College  and  the  Medical  College 
Division  of  the  Cornell  University  Graduate  School 
of  Medical  Sciences.  Graduate  programs  are  of- 
fered in  the  fields  of  biochemistry,  cell  and 
developmental  biology,  cell  biology  and  genetics, 
developmental  therapy  and  clinicai  investigation, 
genetics,  immunology,  microbiology,  molecular  biol- 
ogy and  virology,  neurobiology  and  behavior, 
pathology  pharmacology  and  physiology  and  bi- 
ophysics. Students  in  this  program  work  under  the 
supervision  of  faculty  members  at  the  Medical  Col- 


lege. Applications  can  be  submitted  by  incoming 
first  year  students,  matriculated  Cornell  medical 
students  or  by  resident  physicians  on  the  house 
staff  of  hospitals  affiliated  with  the  Medical  College. 
For  information  and  application  forms,  contact:  Of- 
fice of  Admissions,  Cornell  University  Graduate

2.  The  second  M.D.-Ph.D  program  is  conducted  by 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  and  the  Sloan- 
Kettering  Division  of  the  Cornell  University  Gradu- 
ate School  of  Medical  Sciences.  Students  in  this 
combined  degree  program  study  medicine  at  the 
Medical  College  and  pursue  their  graduate  educa- 
tion at  the  Sloan-Kettering  Institute  for  Cancer 
Research,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sloan-Ket- 
tering Division,  Graduate  School  of  Medical 
Sciences,  Cornell  University,  1275  York  Avenue, 
New  York.  NY  10021,  (212)  794-7482. 

3.  The  third  M.D.-Ph.D.  program  is  coordinated  be- 
tween Cornell  University  Medical  College  and  the 
adjacent  Rockefeller  University.  Students  in  this 
program  pursue  their  medical  education  at  Cornell 
and  their  graduate  education  in  the  many  areas  of 
study  available  at  The  Rockefeller  University,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Rockefeller  faculty  Students 
completing  this  program  receive  an  M.D.  degree 
from  Cornell  University  and  a  Ph.D.  degree  from 
The  Rockefeller  University.  Applicants  to  the  Cor- 
nell-Rockefeller program  must  complete  a  special 
application  form  which  is  available  from:  Dean's 
Office.  The  Rockefeller  University,  York  Avenue  and 
East  66th  Street,  New  York,  New  York  10021  (212) 
570-8086. 

In  selecting  from  these  three  programs,  the  applicant 
should  carefully  survey  the  different  areas  of  graduate 
study  offered  and  select  the  program  most  consistent 
with  his  or  her  research  and  career  goals.  Each  of  the 
three  coordinated  programs  is  normally  expected  to 
require  about  seven  calendar  years  of  study. 

Summer  Fellowship  Program  for 
Minority  Students 

A  summer  fellowship  program  for  minority-group  pre- 
medical  students  has  the  specific  aims  of  increasing 
the  number  of  minority-group  students  in  medical 
schools  and  of  increasing  their  awareness  of  the  great 
variety  in  medical  career  opportunities.  Premedical 
students  who  have  completed  their  junior  year  spend 
ten  weeks  as  summer  fellows  at  the  Medical  Center 

Fellows  work  three  days  a  week  at  a  variety  of  re- 
search activities  with  sponsors  who  are  faculty 
members  from  different  departments.  The  students  in 
this  program  are  often  involved  jointly  with  medical 
students  who  hold  similar  fellowships.  Two  mornings  a 
week  are  devoted  to  a  specially  designed  course  in 
cardiovascular  physiology.  The  afternoons  of  these 
days  are  used  for  a  series  of  discussions  about  health 
problems  of  vanous  communities,  and  visits  to  a 
neighborhood  health  center  program. 

Information  regarding  applications  for  fellowships  and 
all  other  aspects  of  minority-group  admissions  can  be 
obtained  by  wnting  to  Bruce  L.  Balllard,  M.D.,  Associ- 
ate Dean,  Cornell  University  Medical  College. 
Application  should  be  made  early  in  the  junior  year, 
and  not  later  than  April  1. 
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Advancement  and  Graduation 

Qualifications  for  admission  and  advancement. 

The  evaluation  of  individuals  for  admission  and  ad- 
vancement involves  both  objective  criteria  and 
subjective  judgments.  In  order  to  be  considered  for 
admission  and  subsequent  advancement,  individuals 
must  have  satisfactorily  completed  all  required  under- 
graduate and  Medical  College  course  work;  must 
demonstrate  motivation,  maturity,  stability,  sound  judg- 
ment, a  sense  of  responsibility  and  good  moral 
character;  must  evidence  cognitive,  motor,  and  organi- 
zational skills,  sensory  perception,  ability  to 
synthesize  and  apply  knowledge,  and  possess  such 
other  attributes  as  the  faculty  deems  to  be  essential  to 
the  making  of  a  safe  and  effective  physician. 

Dismissal.  Students  are  subject  to  dismissal  for  the 
following  reasons:  (1)  failure  to  pass  required  course 
work  or  to  remedy  failures  as  provided  in  the 
Guidelines  for  Promotion  and  Graduation;  (2)  violation 
of  the  Code  of  Professional  Conduct,  which  outlines 
the  principles  of  academic  integrity  which  are  ex- 
pected of  every  Cornell  medical  student;  (3)  a 
determination  by  the  faculty,  after  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  of  failure  to  meet  the  standards  of  fitness  for 
medicine  set  forth  above.  Both  the  Guidelines  for  Pro- 
motion and  Graduation  and  the  Code  of  Professional 
Conduct  are  distributed  to  all  entering  students. 

Graduation.  The  award  of  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  attests  to  the  individual's  successful  comple- 
tion of  the  curriculum  and  prima  facie  ability  to 
practice  the  profession  effectively  and  skillfully.  The 
faculty  does  not  believe  that  the  degree  can  or  should 
be  awarded  subject  to  any  qualifications  or  to  any 
modifications  or  restrictions  whatsoever.  The  faculty 
reserves  the  right  to  withhold  the  granting  of  a  degree 
to  any  person  whose  ability  to  practice  medicine 
safely  and  effectively  is  impaired. 

The  curriculum  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
is  divided  into  four  successive  academic  years,  each 
year  building  on  the  subject  material  of  preceding 
years. 

At  the  end  of  each  academic  term,  a  student's  per- 
formance in  all  required  and  elective  courses  is 
evaluated  and  recorded.  A  student's  final  grade  in  a 
course  is  determined  by  the  appropriate  department 
after  evaluation  of  the  student's  performance  in  all 
aspects  of  the  course  work,  including  the  results  of 
examinations. 

At  the  end  of  each  academic  year,  a  student's  overall 
performance,  based  on  the  results  of  evaluations  in  all 
of  the  courses  in  the  curriculum  of  that  year  is  re- 
viewed by  the  Committee  on  Promotion  and 
Graduation. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  be  of 
good  moral  character.  They  must  have  completed  suc- 
cessfully four  full  courses  of  at  least  eight  months 
each  as  regular  matriculated  medical  students.  They 
must  have  satisfactorily  completed  all  the  required 
work  of  the  medical  curriculum  and  must  have  passed 
all  prescribed  examinations.  Every  candidate  for  a  de- 
gree must  pay,  or  satisfactorily  arrange  to  pay,  all 
accounts  due  the  University  at  least  ten  days  before 
commencement. 


Graduation  from  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
fulfills  one  of  the  requirements  necessary  to  apply  for 
a  license  as  a  physician  in  the  various  states.  Most  of 
our  graduates,  however,  take  further  training. 

The  Family  Education  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  of  1974 
as  amended  prohibits  the  release  of  educational  rec- 
ords by  institutions  without  the  specific  consent  of  the 
student  or  alumnus. 

A  transcript  of  the  Medical  College  record  of  a  student 
or  graduate  will  be  mailed  at  the  student's  request  to 
accredited  hospitals  and  to  educational  or  other  recog- 
nized institutions  as  credentials  in  support  of  his  or  her 
application  for  a  position  or  promotion.  All  transcripts 
are  marked  'confidential "  and  carry  the  instruction  that 
they  are  not  to  be  turned  over  to  the  candidate.  The 
purpose  of  this  ruling  is  to  avoid  possible  loss  and 
fraudulent  use  of  an  official  document  of  the  Medical 
College.  Students  or  alumni  may  send  their  requests 
to  the  Registrar,  Office  of  Student  Affairs  and  Aca- 
demic Programs,  Room  C-118,  Cornell  University 
Medical  College,  1300  York  Avenue,  New  York, 
New  York,  10021. 


Examinations  for  Medical 
Licensure 

Graduates  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College  are 
admitted  unconditionally  to  the  examinations  for  li- 
cense to  practice  medicine  in  all  states  of  the  United 
States.  Certified  students  and  graduates  of  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  are  admitted  to  the  exam- 
inations of  the  National  Board  of  Medical  Examiners, 
whose  certificate  is  recognized  by  a  majority  of  the 
state  and  federal  territory  licensing  agencies  and  by 
the  respective  authorities  of  England,  Scotland  and 
Ireland.  Although  national  in  scope  and  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  National 
Board  of  Medical  Examiners  is  not  to  be  confused  with 
a  federal  governmental  agency.  For  information,  write 
to  the  National  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  3930

Fees  and  Expenses 

All  fees  for  instruction  and  other  charges  are  paid  at 
the  Accounting  Office  of  the  Medical  College,  Room 
D-07,  1300  York  Avenue,  New  York,  New  York  10021. 

Any  individual  who  owes  money  to  the  University  will 
not  be  allowed  to  register  or  reregister  in  the  Univer- 
sity, receive  a  transcript  of  his  or  her  record,  have  his 
or  her  academic  credits  certified,  be  granted  a  leave  of 
absence,  or  have  a  degree  conferred. 

Application  Fee.  A  nonrefundable  charge  of  $45  is 
made  for  reviewing  each  application. 

Acceptance  deposit.  Each  student  admitted  is 
given  notice  of  acceptance  and  a  limited  time  (usually 
two  weeks)  in  which  to  decide  if  he  or  she  will  enroll  in 
the  entering  class.  The  student's  name  is  not  placed 
on  the  class  list  until  the  $100  acceptance  deposit  is 
paid.  The  deposit  is  credited  toward  the  tuition  charge 
and  is  refundable  if  the  student  withdraws  prior  to 
June  15. 
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Tuition 

Tuition  for  one  academic  year  is  512,650,  starting  Sep- 
tember 1983.  It  is  payable  at  the  beginning  of  the 
academic  year  or  in  two  equal  parts,  the  first  of  which 
must  be  made  by  the  first  day  of  classes,  and  the 
second  by  January  16,  1984.  The  following  are  en- 
cluded  in  the  tutition  fee: 

1.  Matriculation  fee. 

2.  Student  health  insurance.  See  Student  Health 
Care,  page  00. 

3.  Student  health  service. 

Refund  Policy 

if  a  student  terminates  his  or  her  medical  college 
registration  by  official  leave  of  absence  or  withdrawal, 
tuition  will  be  charged  for  that  trimester  beginning  with 
the  first  day  of  the  trimester  and  extending  to  the 
effective  date  of  the  leave  of  absence  or  withdrawal  as 
recorded  in  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs  and  Aca- 
demic Programs. 

If  the  effective  date  of  the  withdrawal  or  leave  of  ab- 
sence IS  within  the  first  six  days  of  the  trimester,  tuition 
for  that  trimester  will  not  be  charged.  If  the  date  of  the 
withdrawal  or  leave  of  absence  is  effective  after  the 
first  SIX  days  of  the  trimester,  tuition  for  that  trimester 
will  be  retained  in  the  following  amount:  week  or 
fraction  of  a  week  following  the  first  six  days  of  the 
trimester,  10  percent:  second  following  week,  20  per- 
cent: third  following  week,  30  percent:  fourth  following 
week,  40  percent;  fifth  following  week,  60  percent: 
sixth  following  week.  80  percent:  eighth  following 
week,  100  percent. 

Books,  Equipment,  and  Microscopes 

The  average  cost  of  books  and  microscope  rental  is 
approximately  S900  a  year  Binocular  microscopes  are 
available  for  rental.  Information  will  be  furnished  to 
each  entering  student  before  registration. 

Foreign  Students 

Foreign  students  who  are  not  citizens  or  permanent 
residents  of  the  United  States  are  not  eligible  for 
Medical  College  financial  aid  because  of  Federal  re- 
structions  on  funds  included  in  the  aid  program.  Any 
foreign  student  who  applies  for  admission  will  be  ac- 
cepted only  under  the  following  terms:  on  or  before 
July  1  of  the  year  of  matriculation  the  accepted  student 
must  deposit  in  an  escrow  account  to  be  established 
under  terms  acceptable  to  the  school,  funds  sufficient 
to  meet  tuition  charges  for  the  total  period  of  enroll- 
ment. Details  of  these  requirements  will  be  sent  in 
letters  of  acceptance. 

Financial  Aid 

The  Medical  College  has  scholarship  and  loan  funds 
to  assist  medical  students  who  are  in  need  of  financial 
aid.  These  funds  are  described  below. 

Scholarships 

Scholarship  income  is  derived  from  endowed  and  in- 
vested funds  and  other  resources  listed  below. 
Scholarship  awards  are  made,  to  the  extent  of  funds 
available,  on  the  basis  of  financial  need.  Any  student 
in  good  standing  in  the  Medical  College  who  has 
financial  need  is  eligible  to  apply  for  assistance. 


Financial  need  is  not  a  factor  in  the  selection  of  stu- 
dents at  the  Cornell  University  Medical  College.  Any 
accepted  student  may  apply  for  aid  which  includes 
Medical  College  loans  and  scholarships  or  grants. 
Awards  are  made  for  one  year  only  and  returning 
students  must  reapply  each  year.  Through  the  gener- 
osity of  many  individuals  and  organizations, 
endowment  income  and  annual  gifts  provide  funds  for 
both  scholarships  and  loans.  The  funds  listed  below 
are  available  only  to  students  who  have  been  awarded 
financial  aid. 

Vivian  B.  Alien  Scholarship  Endowment.  Through 
the  generosty  of  the  Vivian  B.  Allen  Foundation.  Inc.. 
this  endowment  has  been  established  to  provide  in- 
come to  aid  needy  students  of  good  scholastic 
standing  who  otherwise  would  not  be  able  to  complete 
their  medical  education. 

Vincent  Astor  Fund  for  Medical  and  Graduate  Stu- 
dent Scholarships.  The  income  from  this  generous 
endowment  from  the  Vincent  Astor  Foundation 
provides  financial  aid  for  students  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege and  the  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences. 

Becker  Family  Scholarship  Fund.  The  income  from 
this  endowed  fund,  established  by  a  generous  gift 
from  the  estate  of  Louis  Becker,  is  used  to  provide 
scholarships  for  deserving  students. 

The  Lois  and  Max  Beren  Foundation.  An  annual 
gift  from  the  Lois  and  Max  Beren  Foundation  is 
awarded  to  a  promising  student  attending  the  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  who  would  find  it  impossi- 
ble to  attend  without  financial  support. 

H.  Meredith  Berry  Scholarship  Fund.  The  Tcome 
from  this  endowment  fund,  established  by  gifts  from 
Dr  H.  Meredith  Berry  41.  is  used  to  help  a  needy  and 
deserving  student. 

Siegfried  and  Josephine  Bieber  Scholarship  En- 
dowment. The  income  from  the  endowment,  given 
by  the  late  Mrs.  Siegfried  Bieber  and  the  Siegfried  and 
Josephine  Bieber  Foundation,  provides  scholarships 
for  students  in  good  academic  standing  who  need 
financial  aid. 

The  John  V.  Bohrer  Scholarship  Fund  was  en- 
dowed by  a  bequest  from  Laura  S.  Bohrer  in  memory 
of  her  husband,  Dr  John  V.  Bohrer.  Scholarships  from 
the  income  are  awarded  to  to  students  "who  shall 
express  a  willingness  and  intention  to  restore  to  the 
trust  fund  the  amounts  received  by  them,  as  and  when 
their  circumstances  permit." 

Lucien  and  Ethel  Brownstone  Merit  Medical  Schol- 
arship. Generous  gifts  to  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  and  to  three  other  New  York  City  medical 
schools  by  the  Lucien  and  Ethel  Brownstone  Founda- 
tion established  the  first  American  Merit  Medical 
Scholarships.  The  income  from  the  endowment  estab- 
lished by  the  gift  is  awarded  as  a  four-year  scholarship 
to  one  or  two  students.  The  donors  hope  to  encour- 
age the  most  innately  gifted,  best  educated,  and  most 
mature  individuals  to  enter  the  complex  and  humane 
field  of  medicine.  The  first  award  was  made  in  1968. 

Mary  E.  C.  Cantle  Scholarship  Fund.  The  income 
from  this  invested  fund,  which  was  established  by  a 
bequest  from  Mary  E.  C.  Cantle,  provides  scholar- 
ships for  worthy  students  in  the  Medical  College. 
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Lisle  C.  Carter  Scholarship  Fund.  Income  from  this 
fund,  established  from  the  estate  of  Emilie  Siebert,  is 
to  be  used  for  grants  to  third-  and  fourth-year  minority 
students. 

Frances  N.  and  John  A.  Cashman  Scholarship 
Fund.  This  endowed  fund  was  established  by  a  gen- 
erous gift  from  the  Trust  of  Frances  Nevins  Cashman. 
The  income  from  this  fund  provides  a  scholarship  to  a 
woman  student  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  faculty,  is 
deserving  of  such  assistance. 

Lillian  M.  Charles  Scholarship  Endowment.  The 

income  from  this  fund,  which  was  established  by  a 
generous  gift  from  the  late  Mrs.  Howard  W.  Charles, 
provides  scholarship  assistance  for  needy  students 
who  are  in  good  academic  standing. 

E.  Craig  Coats  Scholarship  Fund.  This  fund  was 
endowed  by  the  family  of  Dr  E.  Craig  Coats,  '30,  in  his 
memory  Dr  Coats  served  as  a  member  of  the  faculty 
of  the  Medical  College  and  as  an  attending  urologist  at 
The  New  York  Hospital  for  many  years.  Income  from 
the  endowment  provides  scholarship  assistance  for  a 
third-  or  fourth-year  student,  preferably  a  student  with 
an  interest  in  urology. 

Joseph  Collins  Foundation.  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  is  one  of  the  medical  schools  as- 
sisted by  the  foundation  established  by  Joseph 
Collins,  M.D.,  a  pioneer  in  the  field  of  neurology.  Aid  is 
given  to  needy  medical  students  with  interests  in 
broad  fields  of  learning. 

Coppermines  Foundation  Scholarship  Endow- 
ment. Income  from  this  endowment,  established  by  a 
generous  gift  from  the  Coppermines  Foundation, 
provides  financial  assistance  for  needy  and  worthy 
students. 

Jean  Davidoff  and  Elizabeth  Cohen  Scholarship 
Fund.  This  endowment  was  established  through  a 
gift  by  Dr  Harry  S.  Berkoff  '23  in  memory  of  his 
sisters.  The  income  is  available  annually  to  a  student, 
or  students,  in  the  third-  and  fourth-year  classes  who 
are  in  need  of  financial  aid  and  who,  by  their  scholar- 
ship and  conduct,  have  proved  worthy  of  this.

deserving  medical  students  at  Cornell  University  Med- 
ical College. 

Dr.  John  A.  Helm  Scholarship  Endowment.  The 

income  from  this  fund,  which  was  established  under 
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the  will  of  Dr.  John  A.  Helm  05,  provides  scholarships 
in  the  Medical  College  for  students  who  are  in  need  of 
financial  assistance. 

The  Irma  T.  HirschI  Scholarship,  The  income  from 
a  trust  under  the  will  of  Irma  T.  HirschI  provides  schol- 
arships to  needy,  outstanding  students  dedicated  to 
medical  science,  the  easing  of  pain  and  the  protection 
of  life.  Several  other  medical  schools  in  the  city  are 
also  beneficiaries  under  the  trust.

E.  Merrill  Trust  provides  scholarships  for  students  with 
financial  need  whose  career  interests  are  in  research 
and  academic  medicine. 

Margaret,  Henry,  Rosalie,  and  Henry  E.  N.  Meyer 
Educational  Fund.  The  income  from  this  very  gener- 
ous trust  fund  is  to  be  used  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  cost 
of  tuition  of  one  or  more  students  selected  each  year 
from  the  entering  class.  This  trust  fund  was  estab- 
lished by  a  gift  from  the  estate  of  Henry  E.  B.  Meyer 
07,  in  memory  of  his  parents,  his  wife,  his  sisters,  and 
himself. 

Li  Ming  Scholarship  Fund.  The  income  from  this 
endowment  fund,  established  by  a  bequest  from  the 
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estate  of  Li  Ming,  is  used  for  scholarship  purposes 
and,  in  accordance  with  the  donor's  stipulation,  prefer- 
ence is  given  to  students  of  Chinese  birth  or  descent 
or  nationality,  or,  if  there  are  no  such  qualified  appli- 
cants, then  to  other  qualified  students.

Charles  L.  Horn  Prize  Fund.  The  income  from  this 
fund  IS  awarded  each  year  to  a  member  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  who  has  demonstrated  outstanding 
qualities  of  leadership  and  service  to  the  medical 
community.  For  1983  the  prize  was  awarded  to  Samuel 
J.  Snyder. 

The  Herman  L.  Jacobious  Prize  in  Pathology  was

The  George  Ladas  Prize  for  Efficiency  in  Gynecol- 
ogy was  established  by  Dr  George  Ladas,  a 
graduate  of  the  Medical  College  in  1927,  in  memory  of 
his  mother  The  prize  is  awarded  to  the  medical  stu- 
dent who  has  demonstrated  the  greatest  proficiency  in 
gynecology.  In  1983  the  prize  was  awarded  to  Gregg  J. 
Reis. 

The  Dr.  Harold  Lamport  Biomedical  Research 
Prize.  A  cash  award  is  presented  to  the  medical 
student  who  submits  the  best  thesis  reporting  original 
biomedical  research  while  a  candidate  solely  for  an 
M.D.  degree.  The  award  includes  a  framed  certificate 
and  is  in  memory  of  Dr.  Harold  Lamport,  Distinguished 
Service  Professor  of  Physiology  and  Biophysics  at 
Mount  Sinai  School  Of  Medicine.  In  1983  this  prize 
was  awarded  to  Andrew  R.  Miller 

Elise  Strang  LEsperance  Prize.  This  prize  is 
awarded  to  that  woman  student  of  the  graduating 
class  who  best  reflects  the  attributes  and  values  of  Dr. 
LEsperance  who  served  on  the  faculty  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College  for  forty  years.  In  1983  the 
prize  was  awarded  to  Karen  S.  Marder. 

Lemmon  Company  Family  Practice  Award.  This 
award  is  given  in  recognition  of  achievement  by  a 
graduate  who  is  entering  the  field  of  family  practice. 
The  recipient  of  this  pnze  in  1983  was  Mary  C.  Nolan. 

The  George  S.  Meister  Prize  in  Pediatrics  has 

been  established  in  memory  of  Dr  George  S.  Meister 
26.  as  an  expression  of  the  warm  esteem  in  which  he 
was  held.  The  prize  consists  of  income  derived  an- 
nually from  an  invested  fund  contributed  by  n-iembers 
of  his  family,  his  close  friends  and  associates,  his 
classmates  m  chemical  engineering  at  New  York  Uni- 
versity, and  his  classmates  in  medicine  at  the  Medical 
College.  Awarded  initially  in  1967.  the  prize  is  given 
each  year  for  efficiency  in  pediatrics  to  a  member  of 
the  graduating  class  selected  by  the  Department  of 
Pediatrics.

James  A.  Moore  Prizes.  These  prizes  are  cash 
awards  in  honor  of  Dr.  James  A.  Moore  to  two  graduat- 
ing students  for  their  academic  achievement  in 
otorhinolaryngology  In  1983  the  recipients  were  Gary 
E.  Eddey  and  Peter  A.  Scully. 

Alfred  Moritz  Michaelis  Prize  for  Efficiency  in  Gen- 
eral Medicine.  The  income  is  offered  as  a  prize  for 
general  efficiency  in  the  Department  of  Medicine,  in 
commemoration  of  Alfred  Moritz  Michaelis,  who  was 
graduated  from  the  Medical  College  on  June  11,  1925 
and  who  died  during  his  internship  at  Mt.  Sinai  Hospi- 
tal on  Apnl  24,  1926.  The  award  is  presented  at  the 
end  of  the  fourth  year  to  a  member  of  the  graduating 
class  who  has  taken  the  full  course  of  study  at  the 
Medical  College.  In  1983  this  prize  was  awarded  to 
Julie  Parsonnet  and  Maureen  R.  Tierney 

Gustave  J.  Noback  Memorial  Prize  in  Anatomy. 

Established  in  1972  by  Miss  Berthe  Manent,  a  gradu- 
ate of  The  New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  in 
memory  of  Dr.  Gustave  J.  Noback.  D.  Noback  will  be 
remembered  for  his  great  kindness  and  generosity  to 
all  his  students,  and  also  for  his  work  in  research  and 
sculpture.  The  income  from  this  fund  is  to  be  awarded 
yearly  at  the  discretion  of  the  professor  in  charge  to  a 
student  who  has  performed  outstanding  work  in  anat- 
omy. In  1983  this  prize  was  not  awarded. 
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Arthur  Palmer  Prizes  for  Efficiency  in 
Otorhinolaryngology.  These  prizes  are  made  avail- 
able from  the  income  of  the  Arthur  Palmer  Fund, 
which  was  provided  by  the  members  of  the  Division  of 
Otorhinolaryngology  in  honor  of  Dr  Palmer.  The  prize 
is  given  to  the  student  in  the  graduating  class  who  has 
the  best  record  in  this  specialty.  For  1983  this  prize 
was  awarded  to  Michael  Alleva. 

The  Robert  F.  Pitts  Prize  has  been  established  by  a 
generous  gift  of  the  late  Robert  F.  Pitts,  former  chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Physiology  at  Cornell 
University  fVledical  College  and  past  president  of  the 
American  Physiological  Society.  Two  prizes,  a  $2,500 
first  prize  and  a  $1,500  second  prize,  are  offered  for 
research  conducted  by  medical  students  in  the  De- 
partment of  Physiology  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College.  The  selection  shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of 
manuscripts  submitted  to  an  Awards  Committee.  This 
committee  consists  of  the  chairpersons  of  the  Depart- 
ments of  Physiology  at  Harvard  Medical  School  and 
Yale  University  School  of  Medicine,  the  dean  and  the 
chairperson  of  the  Committee  of  Research  Prizes  at 
Cornell  University  Medical  College.  The  chairperson 
of  the  Department  of  Physiology  at  Cornell  shall  act  as 
the  chairperson  of  this  committee.  If  the  papers  sub- 
mitted are  not  considered  worthy  of  special 
commendation,  the  prize  will  be  withheld.  Prizes  were 
not  awarded  in  1983. 

John  Metcalf  Polk  Prizes  for  General  Efficiency. 

These  phzes,  financed  by  the  income  from  an  en- 
dowed fund,  are  given  in  commemoration  of  John 
Metcalf  Polk  '99,  who  was  an  instructor  in  the  Medical 
College  at  the  time  of  his  death.  The  prizes  are  pre- 
sented at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  to  the  three 
students  who  have  the  highest  academic  standing  for 
the  four  years  of  study.

Prizes,  financed  by  the  income  from  an 
endowment  established  by  an  anonymous  donor  in 
recognition  of  the  work  of  Dr  Gustav  Seeligmann,  are 
given  to  students  of  the  graduating  class  who  have 
made  the  best  record  in  obstetrics.  In  1983  the  prize 
was  awarded  to  Bryann  S.  Bromley. 

Sondra  Lee  Shaw  Memorial  Pize.  The  income  from 
an  endowment  fund  established  by  Mrs.  Joan  S. 
Friedman  in  memory  of  her  sister,  Sondra  Lee  Shaw, 
supports  an  annual  phze  given  in  the  memory  of 
Sondra  Lee  Shaw.  The  prize  is  awarded  to  the  student 
who  has  produced  an  outstanding  research  paper  in 
the  field  of  neurology,  pharmacology  related  to  the 
nervous  system,  or  behavioral  science.  The  prize  win- 
ner is  chosen  by  the  Committee  on  Prizes  in 
Research.

Mitchell  Spivak  Memorial  Pize  in  Pediatrics.  Vari- 
ous donors  contributed  to  the  endowment  for  this

'64.  The  prize,  financed  by  the  endowment  income,  is 
awaded  annually  to  the  member  of  the  graduating 
class  who  has  made  the  best  record  in  pediatrics.  In 
1983  this  prize  was  awarded  to  Gary  E.  Eddey. 


T.  Campbell  Thompson  Prizes  for  Excellence  in 
Orthopedic  Surgery.  A  gift  in  recognition  of  Dr. 
Thompson's  leadership  in  the  teaching  and  practice  of 
orthopedic  surgery  by  his  friends  and  associates  on 
the  staff  of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  estab- 
lished this  endowed  fund.  The  income  is  to  be 
awarded  yearly  to  members  of  the  graduating  class 
who  have  demonstrated  the  greatest  proficiency  in 
orthopedic  surgery.  These  awards  are  made  by  the 
dean  upon  recommendation  of  the  faculty  members  of 
the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  In  1983  this  prize  was 
awarded  to  Gregg  S.  Hartman  and  Samuel  J.  Snyder. 

The  William  C.  Thro  Memorial  Prize  was  estab- 
lished in  memory  of  William  C.  Thro  01,  whose  deep 
interest  and  devotion  to  clinical  pathology  found  ex- 
pression in  the  teaching  and  practice  of  this  subject  at 
his  alma  mater  continuously  from  1910  to  1938.  The 
income  from  the  endowed  prize  is  awarded  to  the 
student  who  attains  the  best  record  in  the  pa- 
thophysiology course.

The 
cash  award  and  a  framed  certificate  are  presented  to  a

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Student  Health  Care 

The  Student  Health  Plan  of  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  provides  hospitalization  and  major  medical 
insurance  for  all  medical  students.  In  addition,  the 
Plan  provides  for  ambulatory  care  at  the  Student 
Health  Service  of  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Med- 
ical Center 

Physicians  at  the  Health  Service  will  refer  students 
who  require  specialized  care  to  attending  physicians 
of  the  staff.  The  hours  of  the  Student  Health  Service 
and  a  complete  statement  of  Plan  benefits  will  be 
provided  to  each  student. 

The  cost  of  medical  services  provided  by  the  Plan  are 
included  in  the  tuition  structure  announced  by  the 
College  each  academic  year.  Students  will  be  issued 
Plan  membership  cards  and  will  receive  courtesy  priv- 
ileges at  The  New  York  Hospital  Pharmacy 

Entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  physical  ex- 
amination, chest  x-ray  and  laboratory  tests  performed 
by  their  personal  physicians  prior  to  matnculation.  Stu- 
dents may  purchase  insurance  coverage  for  eligible 
dependents  who  do  not  have  other  insurance  available 
to  them.  Insured  dependents  are  not  eligible  for  care 
at  the  Student  Health  Sen/ice. 

Student  Housing 

F.W.  Olin  Hall,  a  student  residence  completed  in  1954, 
is  located  at  445  East  Sixty-ninth  Street,  directly 
across  from  the  entrance  to  the  Medical  College  on 
York  Avenue.  Olin  Hall  is  a  ten-story  building  con- 
taining a  gymnasium,  lounge,  music  room,  and  260 
living  units.  A  cafeteria,  open  to  students,  is  located  in 
The  New  York  Hospital.  Each  residence  room  for  stu- 
dents is  completely  furnished  as  a  single  bedroom- 
study  Since  two  rooms  have  a  connecting  bath,  they 
may  be  used  as  a  suite  for  two  students,  if  desired. 
Single  first-year  students  live  in  Olin  Hall. 

Apartments  are  available  in  Livingston-Farrand  Apart- 
ments and  in  the  Jacob  S.  Lasdon  House  for  married 
students  in  the  first  year  class  and  for  all  students  in 
the  upper  classes.  Uvingston-Farrand,  located  at  423. 
425,  and  427  East  Sixty-ninth  Street,  contains  studios 
and  one  and  two  bedroom  apartments.  The  Jacob  S. 
Lasdon  House  at  420  East  Seventieth  Street,  the  new- 
est student  residence,  was  opened  for  occupancy  in 
September  1974.  This  building,  which  contains  stu- 
dios and  one  and  two  bedroom  apartments,  was  made 
possible  by  a  gift  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr 
Lasdon. 

The  student  housing  fee  for  Olin  Hall  is  S162  per 
month.  In  Livingston-Farrand  the  fees  for  apartments 
range  from  S200  to  $378  per  month,  and  in  Lasdon 
House  from  $356  to  $618  per  month.  Housing  fees  in 
all  buildings  are  subject  to  change.

Second  Year 

The  Department  of  Anesthesiology  participates  in  the 
teaching  of  pharmacology  Anesthestic  agents  are 
considered,  not  only  as  depressants  of  the  central 
nervous  system,  but  also  as  illustrations  of  the  general 
pharmacological  phenomena  of  drug  uptake  and  dis- 
tribution. The  department  also  assists  in  teaching 
about  drugs  that  affect  respiratory  mechanisms.  It  par- 
ticipates in  lectures,  laboratory  demonstrations,  and 
student  seminars. 

Third  Year 

Anesthesiology  is  taught  in  seminar-discussion  peri- 
ods dunng  the  clerkship  in  surgery  The  subjects 
covered  are:  cardiac  and  respiratory  resuscitation,  the 
medical  care  of  the  surgical  patient,  respiratory 
therapy  and  the  evaluation,  diagnosis,  and  treatment 
of  pain 

Elective  Options 

Third  Year 

During  the  summer  between  the  second  and  third 
years,  selected  students  are  offered  a  preceptorship  in 
anesthesiology  under  a  program  supported  by  the 
American  Society  of  Anesthesiologists  and  the  De- 
partment of  Anesthesiology 

Fourth  Year 

An  elective  clinical  or  research  program  is  offered  by 
the  department  to  fourth-year  students.  Each  student 
is  assigned  to  an  attending  anesthesiologist.  Students 
spend  their  time  with  the  attending  anesthesiologist, 
making  preoperative  visits,  administering  anesthesia, 
and  in  postoperative  and  recovery  care.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  respiratory  physiology  therapy  and  re- 
suscitation. Progressive  participation  and 
responsibility  is  given  to  the  student.  A  second  clinical 
elective  is  offered  in  the  treatment  of  pain  by  the  use 
of  nerve  block  techniques,  transcutaneous  stimulation 
and  injection  of  tngger  points  for  the  treatment  of 
myofascial  pain.  This  experience  encompasses  The 
New  York  and  Memorial  Hospitals  in  the  differential 
diagnosis  and  care  of  patients  with  acute  and  chronic 
pain.  A  research  elective  can  be  arranged  either  at 
The  New  York  Hospital  or  Memonal  Hospital  for  indi- 
vidual students.

Medical  Biochemistry  Required  course  for  all  first 
year  medical  students  offered  during  the  first  and  sec- 
ond trimesters.  Limited  to  120  students.  Dunng  the 
first  trimester  the  days  and  hours  of  this  course  are:  M 
2-3;  TW  Th  9-10;  F  2-5.  Dunng  the  second  trimester 
the  days  and  hours  of  this  course  are:  M  W  Th  9-10;  F 
2-5.  Friday  hours  are  typically  devoted  to  group  con- 


ferences. Specific  course  prerequisites:  bachelor's 
degree  required.  Responsible  faculty  members:  E. 
Breslow,  J.S.  Cornell. 

Designed  for  medical  students.  The  chief  concern  is 
with  biochemical  principles  fundamental  to  medical 
problems.  Basic  biochemical  information  will  be  pre- 
sented and  integrated  with  selected  nutritional  and 
health  problems  of  concern  to  physicians,  by  means 
of  lectures,  group  conferences,  and  participation  in 
clinical  rounds. 

First  trimester:  Chemical  and  physical  properties  of 
biomolecules,  enzymology  molecular  biology  metab- 
olism of  carbohydrates,  special  topics  and  assorted 
clinical  problems.  Various  faculty  members. 

Second  trimester:  Metabolism  of  lipids,  amino  acids, 
purine  and  pyrmidines.  Greater  emphasis  on  the  met- 
abolic aspects  of  biochemistry  and  the  medical 
consequences  of  disturbances  in  intermediary  metab- 
olism; special  topics  in  biochemistry  that  are  relevant 
to  current  medical  problems.  Various  faculty  members. 

1.  Graduate  Biochemistry  Offered  by  the  staff  of  the 
Field  of  Biochemistry  Medical  College  Division,  and  of 
the  Biochemistry  Unit,  Sloan-Kettering  Division.  This 
is  a  course  designed  to  provide  the  student  with 
knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of  biochemistry  and 
an  appreciation  of  the  molecular  basis  of  biological 
phenomena. 

Graduate  students  in  biochemistry  are  required  to 
pass  this  course  (or  its  equivalent)  prior  to  pursuing 
advanced  courses.  Fall  and  winter  trimesters.  M  T  Th 
F  11-12.  D.  Wellner,  U.  Hammerling  and  staff. 

2.  Advanced  Biochemistry  A  course  offered  jointly 
by  the  faculties  of  the  Medical  College  and  Sloan- 
Kettering  Divisions.  The  course  consists  of  a  series  of 
lecture  units  (minicourses)  covering  topics  such  as 
size  and  shape  methods  for  the  study  of  mac- 
romolecules,  molecular  biology  information  transfer, 
membrane  structure  and  function,  antimetabolites  in 
chemotherapy  and  other  subjects  of  current  research 
interests.  These  subjects  will  be  taught  at  an  ad- 
vanced level  with  particular  attention  to  contributions 
of  recent  research.  It  is  not  essential  that  students 
take  the  lecture  units  in  any  particular  sequence.  Mini- 
mal prerequisite  is  the  Graduate  Biochemistry  course 
(described  above)  or  its  equivalent.  Winter  and  spring 
trimesters.  L.H.  Augenlicht,  S.S.  Tate,  and  staff. 

3.  Physical  Methods  This  course  will  consist  of  a 
series  of  workshops  including  laboratory  demonstra- 
tion and  lectures  and/or  tutorials  in  physical 
techniques  for  the  study  of  macromolecular  and  cellu- 
lar structure,  examples  of  techniques  available  for 
study  are:  hydrodynamic  and  equilibrium  methods, 
electron  microscopy  and  other  optical  methods,  reso- 
nance methods,  separation  techniques  such  as 
chromatography  electrophoreses,  isoelectric  focus- 
ing, affinity  methods,  etc.  Time  and  place  should  be 
arranged  with  the  faculty  in  charge.  Prerequisites: 
Graduate  Biochemistry  or  its  equivalent  and  Physical 
Chemistry  First  trimester 

4.  Research  in  Biochemistry  By  arrangement  with 
the  chairperson  of  the  department. 

5.  Molecular  Medicine  Faculty  members  of  the  De- 
partment of  Biochemistry  participate  in  the  Cornell 
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University  Medical  College  for  Molecular  Medicine. 
Information  about  this  program  may  be  obtained  from 
the  department.

Its  configuration,  and  the  time  courses  of  de- 
velopment of  these  spatial  relations''  This  is  the 
substance,  and  this  is  the  unique  aspect  of  biological 
systems  that  constitute  the  anatomical  sciences. 

The  objective  is  to  bnng  this  unique  aspect  of  the 
human  organism  into  focus  for  the  first-year  medical 
student  and  to  present  the  major  structural  concepts 
and  principles.  The  presentation  aims  toward  some 
appreciation  of  how  these  concepts  have  evolved,  how 
these  principles  have  been  established,  and  what  the 
outstanding  questions  are.  The  student  is  provided 
with  first-hand  experience  in  some  of  the  methods  of 
anatomy  and  is  encouraged  to  understand  the  princi- 
ples and  major  limitations  of  most  of  the  modern 
methods  of  anatomy.  Foregoing  a  comprehensive,  but 
necessarily  superficial,  study  of  human  sturcture.  an 
analysis  is  offered  of  representative  structures,  aiming 
to  develop  in  the  student  confidence  and  competence 
for  further  independent  study  of  anatomy  in  the  years 
ahead.  However  powerful  and  indispensable  current 
anatomical  concepts  are  in  the  analysis  of  medical 
problems,  they  will  eventually  be  replaced  in  the  minds 
of  the  best  physicians  by  much  more  powerful 
concepts. 

The  supervised  study  of  anatomy,  in  the  first  and 
second  trimesters  of  the  first  year,  is  organized  into 
two  courses  for  practical  reasons.  Gross  anatomy  is 
most  effectively  studied  by  regions:  microscopic  and 
developmental  anatomy,  by  structural  and  functional 
systems.  In  the  third  trimester  the  brain  and  spinal 
cord  are  studied  concurrenty  in  their  gross  and  micro- 
scopic aspects.  A  student  studies  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  one  of  four  tutors  in  each  course. 
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Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Cell  Biology  and  Microscopic  Anatomy  The  struc- 
ture of  cells,  their  organization  into  tissues  and 
organs,  and  basic  concepts  of  how  structure  sub- 
serves function  are  considered.  Concepts  of 
differentiation  and  gene  expression,  which  provides  a 
basis  for  the  understanding  of  the  properties  of  cells 
and  tissues,  are  presented.  A  comprehensive  and  sys- 
tematic study  of  structure  from  the  ultrastructural  to 
the  macroscopic  level  is  pursued  in  the  laboratory  with 
emphasis  on  individual  study  of  histological  sections 
with  the  light  microscope. 

Gross  Anatomy  Regional  anatomy  is  studied  prin- 
cipally through  dissection  of  the  human  body. 
Supplementing  this  are  prospections  by  instructors, 
tutorial  group  discussions,  and  radiographic 
demonstrations. 

Neuroscience  The  gross  and  microscopic  structure 
of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord  is  taught  in  an  inter- 
departmental course  in  neuroscience  in  cooperation 
with  the  Departments  of  Neurology  and  Physiology 
Lectures  correlate  the  structure,  function,  and  clinical 
significance  of  the  principal  concepts  of  the  nervous 
system.  Opportunity  is  provided  in  the  laboratory  for 
gross  dissection  of  the  preserved  human  brain  and  for 
the  study  of  the  serial  histological  sections  of  the 
human  brain  in  three  difference  planes.

Radiographic  Anatomy  First  trimester:  eleven 
weeks.  Unlimited  enrollment.  G.  Stassa. 

A  series  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  coordinated 
with  the  core  Gross  Anatomy  course.  Newer  and  stan- 
dard methods  of  body  imaging  will  be  presented.  The 
purpose  is  to  reinforce  anatomical  relationships  and 
concepts  in  the  core  course.

The  program  for  the  Department  of  Medicine  is  based 
on  a  number  of  cardinal  premises:  (1)  There  is  a 
minimal  core  of  information,  skills  and  understanding 
that  must  be  assimilated  regardless  of  the  students 
choice  of  career  (2)  The  essence  of  medicine  is  con- 
tinuous and  independent  inquiry,  which  should  be 
fostered  in  all  students  through  investigative  work  at 
the  clinical  or  laboratory  levels.  (3)  The  scope  and 
limitations  of  medicine  are  best  revealed  through  the 
demands  and  responsibilities  of  patient  care.  (4)  The 
need  and  privilege  to  provide  sympathetic  understand- 
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ing  and  support  to  the  patient  and  the  patient's  family 
are  prerequisite  to  being  a  good  physician. 

It  is  evident  that  a  large  number  of  options  are  open  to 
those  pursuing  a  career  in  medicine,  a  diversity  that 
includes  patient  care,  research,  and  administration. 
This  diversity  enables  most  students  to  select  an  area 
of  medicine  that  satisfies  their  individual  interests,  abil- 
ities and  needs.  There  is  no  preconceived  image  of  an 
ideal  graduate  except  that  he  or  she  be  competent 
and  content  in  the  career  choice,  and  be  sufficiently 
well  prepared  to  adapt  to  the  changes  that  will  occur  in 
the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  future.  The  program 
provides  the  student  with  certain  fundamental  con- 
cepts and  skills  that  will  allow  thoughtful  exploration 
and  evaluation  of  career  possibilities. 

The  growth  and  complexity  of  medical  knowledge  is 
proceeding  at  an  astonishing  pace.  The  physician  who 
relies  excessively  on  intuition  and  empiricism  runs  the 
risk  of  early  obsolescence.  A  more  reasonable  alter- 
native is  a  systematic  analysis  that  utilizes  concepts 
developed  in  the  basic  sciences.  This  approach  to  the 
interpretation  of  symptoms,  signs,  and  laboratory  data 
has  been  termed  the  pathophysiology  of  disease. 
There  are  unique  advantages  to  such  an  approach. 
Existing  concepts  are  continually  evaluated  so  that  the 
outmoded  may  be  discarded.  This  system  quickly  re- 
veals to  the  student  the  limitations  of  existing 
knowledge  and  exposes  those  facets  of  medicine 
where  logic  may  be  of  little  value.  The  depth  to  which 
each  student  pursues  the  pathophysiologic  approach 
will  vary  from  a  study  of  the  physical  and  emotional 
factors  responsible  for  illness  in  a  single  patient  to  an 
investigation  of  a  disorder  at  a  fundamental  level. 
Clearly  this  spirit  of  inquiry  is  essential  to  all  areas  of 
medicine.  The  program  of  the  department  is  designed 
to  provide  the  challenges  and  opportunities  to  develop 
this  quality. 

It  is  hoped  that  through  their  experience,  students  will 
blend  habit  with  cntical  analysis,  scientific  thought  with 
empathy,  and  competence  with  humility. 

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Introduction  to  Medicine  This  course  is  designed  to 
provide  the  student  with  a  framework  for  the  study  of 
the  basic  sciences  as  related  to  medicine. 

Second  Year 

Instruction  begins  in  the  last  trimester  and  consists  of 
two  coordinated  courses. 

Physical  Diagnosis  The  course  is  an  intensive  intro- 
duction to  the  basic  bedside  clinical  skills,  i.e..  the 
taking  of  a  medical  history  and  the  performance  of  a 
physical  examination,  with  emphasis  on  the  anatomic 
and  physiologic  principles  underlying  the  important 
symptoms  and  signs  encountered  in  clinical  medicine. 
Lectures  and  demonstrations,  supplemented  by  exten- 
sive use  of  audiovisual  and  electronic  aids,  form  the 
didactic  basis  of  the  course;  special  attention  is  di- 
rected to  the  medical  interview  and  the  approach  to 
the  sick.  Students  are  assigned  in  small  groups  to 
clinical  tutors,  with  whom  they  refine  their  bedside 
skills  in  biweekly  examination  of  inpatients  under  close 
tutorial  supervision.  Patient  examinations  are  carried 


out  at  the  Cornell  cooperating  hospitals:  The  New 
York  Hospital,  Memorial  Hospital,  and  the  North  Shore 
University  Hospital. 

Pathophysiology  The  course  is  designed  to  link  the 
basic  sciences  with  clinical  medicine  by  demonstrating 
how  laboratory  methods  and  information  may  be  used 
in  clinical  practice.  The  divisions  of  the  department 
participate  with  presentations,  including  lectures  and 
case  studies,  that  are  discussed  in  small  groups.  Lab- 
oratory exercises  are  employed  in  the  hematology  and 
renal  sections  to  provide  an  understanding  of  analysis 
of  blood  and  urine.  The  approaches  used  to  determine 
the  degree  and  extent  of  deranged  function  of  organ 
systems  in  the  context  of  their  pathophysiology  are 
developed. 

Third  Year 

Clerkship  Each  student  is  assigned  to  one  or  more 
of  the  medical  services  of  the  Cornell  cooperating 
hospitals  for  a  period  of  twelve  weeks.  The  objectives 
of  the  clerkship  are:  1.  to  refine  and  strengthen  the 
skills  of  history  taking  and  physical  exam;  2.  to  de- 
velop the  processes  required  to  analyze  the  patient's 
symptoms  and  signs  and  to  propose  differential  diag- 
noses: and  3.  to  appreciate  the  uses  and  limitations  of 
lab  procedures  to  evaluate  diagnostic  possiblilities. 
The  student  is  an  integral  member  of  a  medical  team 
that  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  patients.  The  student 
obtains  the  patient's  history,  performs  the  physical  ex- 
amination and  basic  laboratory  tests,  and  records  the 
findings.  The  students  results  and  analysis  of  the 
clinical  problems  are  reviewed  and  discussed  with  the 
house  staff  and  in  small  student  groups  under  the 
supervision  of  a  tutor  The  student  actively  participates 
in  the  continued  care  of  the  patient,  in  part  to  verify  or 
alter  his  or  her  initial  evaluation,  but  also  to  develop  an 
appreciation  of  the  unique  relationship  that  exists  be- 
tween patient  and  physician.  Weekly  psychiatric 
liaison  sessions  explore  the  complexities  of  patient- 
physician  relationships;  physician,  student  and  patient 
reactions  to  stress,  illness  and  death,  and  factors  af- 
fecting patient  care.  In  the  last  two  weeks  of  the 
rotation,  the  student  is  given  increased  responsibility 
for  both  the  assessment  and  management  of  his  or 
her  patients.  These  activities  are  supplemented  by 
seminars  that  emphasize  the  approach  to  urgent  and/ 
or  commonly  encountered  medical  problems,  as  well 
as  the  multitude  of  conferences  and  lectures  regularly 
held  by  the  Department. 

Elective  Options 

Over  fifty  electives  are  offered  throughout  the  four 
years.  The  comprehensive  program  includes  participa- 
tion in  laboratory  or  clinical  research,  or,  if  desired, 
further  opportunities  for  patient  care.  Each  year  the 
elective  list  is  revised  and  can  be  found  in  the  Catalog

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

Microbiology  and  an  Introduction  to  Infectious 
Diseases  First  and  second  trimesters.  Laboratory 
work  includes  an  introduction  to  the  procedures  used 
in  studying  microorganisms,  various  physical  and  bio- 
logical manifestations  of  antigen-antibody  reactions,  a 
survey  of  the  microbial  flora  of  the  upper  respiratory 
tract  of  healthy  humans,  and  an  intensive  study  of  the 
causal  agents  of  specific  infections,  including  fungi, 
bacteria,  rickettsiae,  and  viruses.  The  lectures  are  di- 
rected toward  the  development  of  basic  concepts, 
particularly  as  they  relate  to  microbial  physiology  and 
host-parasite  relationships,  including  immunologic 
mechanisms  in  infectious  disease.  Emphasized  are 
the  etiology  pathogenesis,  epidemiology  and  preven- 
tion of  infectious  diseases.  Special  attention  also  is 
given  to  the  immunological  principles  underlying  hy- 
persensitivity autoimmunity  tolerance,  and  rejection  of 
transplants.  Students  also  may  carry  out  research  in 
the  Department  of  Microbiology  under  guidance  of 
individual  faculty 


Elective  Options 

Completion  of  Microbiology  and  an  Introduction  to  In- 
fectious Diseases  (or  its  equivalent)  is  a  desirable 
prerequisite  for  elective  work  in  microbiology

Microbial  Chemistry  and  Physiology  Lectures 
cover  literature  and  methodology  pertinent  to  physico- 
chemical  properties  of  microorganisms  and  their  en- 
vironments, the  growth  and  death  of  microorganisms, 
chemical  composition  of  cells  and  subcellular  struc- 
tures, nutritional  requirements,  microbiological  assay 
and  auxotrophic  mutants,  energy  metabolism,  degra- 
dations and  biosyntheses,  the  physiology  of 


pathogenesis,  and  imporant  microbial  products.  Labo- 
ratory sessions  provide  experience  with  large-scale 
culture  and  recovery  of  cells,  synthetic  media,  micro- 
biological assay  extraction  of  cellular  constitution, 
respirometry,  and  studies  of  substrate  utilization  em- 
ploying radioactive  metabolites.  Minimal  prerequisites: 
general  microbiology  qualitative  and  quantitative 
analysis,  organic  chemistry  and  at  least  one  semester 
(or  its  equivalent)  of  biochemistry.  Next  offering  to  be 
announced.

Advanced  Immunology  Lectures,  discussions,  and 
assigned  readings  cover  properties  of  antigens  and 
antibodies;  mechanism  of  antibody  formation,;  phy- 
logeny  and  ontogeny  of  the  immune  system;  structural 
and  functional  aspects  of  the  immune  system;  effector 
mechanisms  of  antibody-  and  cell-mediated  immunity; 
complement  and  other  amplification  systems;  mecha- 
nisms of  immune  response;  genetics  and  immunology 
of  transplants  and  tumors.  Laboratory  work  will  in- 
clude the  isolation,  purification,  quantitation,  and 
characterization  of  antibodies;  the  critical  measure- 
ment of  antigen-antibodies  reactions,  and  the 
dynamics  of  the  in  vivo  antibody  response.  Minimal 
prerequisites  for  lecture  and  laboratory  courses:  at 
least  one  semester  or  equivalent  of  biochemistry,  in- 
troductory immunology  (such  as  the  immunology 
section,  taught  each  September,  of  Microbiology  and 
an  Introduction  to  Infectious  Diseases,  Field  of  Micro- 
biology).

The  faculty  supervises 
the  care  of  patients  with  neurological  diseases  at  The 
New  York  Hospital,  Memonal  Hospital,  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  and  the  North  Shore  University  Hos- 
pital. This  nch  clinical  exposure  and  the  rewards  of 
providing  care  to  patients  from  many  geographic  and 
social  backgrounds  are  shared  by  students  and  resi- 
dents. The  research  laboratories  and  programs  of  the 
department  are  located  within  the  Medical  College 
and  at  the  several  hospitals.  These  laboratories  con- 
duct both  fundamental  and  clinical  research,  seeking 
the  basic  answers  to  neurological  diseases  and  new 
ways  to  improve  the  delivery  of  treatment  to  patients. 
Research  projects  include  the  search  for  new  chemi- 
cals to  treat  brain  cancer,  investigations  into  the 
mechanisms  and  treatment  of  brain  tissue  damage  in 
stroke,  the  discovery  and  analysis  of  chemicals  in  the 
brain  that  cause  and  control  the  emotions  and  blood 
pressure,  a  search  for  basic  mechanisms  causing  epi- 
lepsy, and  a  fundamental  examination  of  the  causes 
and  prevention  of  neurological  birth  defects. 

Two  goals  guide  the  teaching  of  students.  One  is  to 
learn  diagnosis  and  treatment  by  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  physiology  and  biochemistry  of  the  major 
neurological  diseases.  The  other  is  to  transmit  an 
initial  understanding  of  the  brain  as  an  adaptive  organ 
regulating  man's  internal  milieu  and  outward  behavior. 
Formal  teaching  begins  in  the  second  year  and  con- 
tinues thereafter. 

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

An  introductory  course  in  neurological  diagnosis  is 
offered  in  the  third  term,  closely  linked  to  the  general 
physical  diagnosis  course.  Lectures  and  seminar  pre- 
sentations descnbe  the  physiological  basis  of  the 
neurological  examination  and  abnormal  signs  and 
symptoms.  Each  week  under  an  instructor's  guidance, 
students  examine  patients  with  neurological  disease. 
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Third  Year 

A  one-month  clinical  clerkship  is  spent  in  the  neu- 
rological pavilion  of  The  New  York  Hospital,  Memorial 
Hospital  or  North  Shore  University  Hospital.  Students 
perform  the  initial  work-up  of  patients,  participate  in 
rounds  and  conferences,  and  share  in  the  care  of 
patients  under  the  close  supervision  of  resident  staff 
and  tutors.  Extensive  reading  is  encouraged  in  order 
to  develop  knowledge  about  major  neurological  prob- 
lems and  to  gain  insight  into  still  unsolved  problems 
where  research  could  make  important  contributions. 

Elective  Options 

A  variety  of  electives  in  either  clinical  work  or  labora- 
tory research  is  available  to  fourth-year  students.  Dr 
Plum  provides  an  advanced  seminar  in  behavioral 
topics.  Inpatient  clerkships  are  available  for  whole- 
time  work  in  neurology  at  Memorial  Hospital  and  in 
clinical  neurology  at  The  New  York  Hospital  and  North 
Shore  University  Hospital.  Dr  McDowell  provides  a 
varied  outpatient  elective  that  guarantees  the  student 
exposure  to  almost  all  the  major  neurological  disor- 
ders. Laboratory  or  laboratory-clinical  electives  are 
available  with  almost  any  of  the  full-time  faculty,  all  of 
whom  are  engaged  in  active  research  programs.

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Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

Orientation  and  Introduction  to  Gynecological  Ex- 
amination. During  the  last  trimester  of  the  second 
year,  one  three-hour  session  on  orientation  in  the  dis- 
cipline and  review  of  basic  and  pertinent  clinical 
anatomy  is  given  to  the  entire  class.  Films  and  models 
for  training  in  pelvic  examination  are  presented. 

Third  Year 

Introduction  to  Clinical  Obstetrics  and  Gynecol- 
ogy This  course  combines  theoretical  instruction  with 
clinical  experience  in  obstetncs  and  gynecology. 
There  are  daily  lectures  on  the  core  curriculum  by  the 
teaching  staff,  as  well  as  assignment  of  the  students  to 
obstetrical  and  gynecological  teams.  Exposure  to  pa- 
tient care  will  be  offered  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  the  attending  physicians  and  the  resident  staff. 

Triweekly  sessions,  exclusively  for  the  students,  will  be 
offered  to  permit  the  students  to  present  and  discuss 
interesting  cases  on  the  clinical  services.  In  addition, 
departmental  staff  conferences  as  well  as  staff  rounds 
are  offered. 

Some  students  will  be  assigned  to  North  Shore  Uni- 
versity Hospital,  with  the  majority  remaining  at  the 
New  York  Lying-in  Hospital.  Those  at  Lying-in  Hospi- 
tal will  complete  part  of  their  clerkship  at  the 
LaGuardia  Hospital,  where  additional  student  obstetri- 
cal experience  is  available. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  course,  an  evaluation  of  the 
student  will  be  based  on  a  written  examination,  an  oral 
examination,  and  evaluation  of  the  student's  work  on 
the  clinical  service.  This  information  will  be  available 
to  the  student  on  request.

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

Instruction  in  ophthalmology  begins  as  part  of  physical 
diagnosis  instruction  in  the  third  trimester  of  the  sec- 
ond year  with  practical  demonstrations  and  lectures  in 
use  of  the  ophthalmoscope.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
technique  and  features  of  the  normal  fundus.  Basic 
neuro-ophthalmology  is  included  in  this  course. 
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Third  Year 

During  the  third  year,  the  class  is  divided  into  eight 
groups  that  participate  in  six  weekly  afternoons  of 
presentation,  discussion,  and  actual  pathological  case 
examinations.  Each  session  concentrates  on  one 
phase  of  clinical  ophthalmology.  The  entire  series  of- 
fers instruction  in  the  most  frequently  encountered 
diseases  of  the  eye. 

Third-year  students  are  offered  an  externship  in 
ophthalmology  as  part  of  the  surgical  curriculum. 

Elective  Options 

Fourth  Year 

Two  fourth-year  students  per  module  can  participate  in 
the  elective  period.  During  their  modules,  they  exam- 
ine patients  hospitalized  for  surgery  and  review  the 
cases  with  attending  ophthalmologists.  The  student 
then  observes  the  actual  surgery  and  attends  teaching 
rounds  with  the  resident  and  attending  staff  who  pres- 
ent interesting  and  problem  cases  for  detailed  review 
and  discussion. 

In  addition,  electives  are  available  for  students  who 
have  completed  the  third-year  externship.  these  in- 
clude the  ophthalmic  specialties  such  as  oncology, 
vitreous-retina  and  neuroophthalmology  A  research 
elective  in  one  of  the  ongoing  departmental  programs 
is  also  available.

Second  Year 

One  session  is  provided  in  otorhinolaryngologic  prob- 
lems as  part  of  the  course  in  physical  diagnosis. 

Third  Year 

The  third  year  is  divided  into  four  terms.  The  students 
attend  a  "mini-course"  in  Otorhinoiaryngology  that  is 
presented  over  five  consecutive  mornings  from 
8:00-12:00.  Lectures  are  given  each  morning  by  a 
member  of  the  attending  staff.  The  students  gain  ex- 
perience in  Otorhinoiaryngology  by  doing  a  physical 
examination  on  each  other. 

Elective  Options 

Fourth  Year 

Clinical  clerkships  in  otorhinoiaryngology  are  offered 
to  students  in  the  fourth  year  in  modules  of  one. 
Additional  modules  may  be  taken  under  special  cir- 
cumstances. Full-time  attendance  is  required.  During 
the  clerkship,  the  students  time  is  divided  between 
duty  on  the  ward,  in  the  otorhinoiaryngology  outpatient 
clinic  and  in  the  operating  room.  The  student  takes 
part  in  the  ward  duties  and  makes  ward  rounds  with 
the  resident  staff  and  has  the  opportunity  to  observe 
various  otorhinolaryngologic  surgical  procedures  in 
the  operating  room.  The  student  also  attends  the 
weekly  and  monthly  conferences. 

Prerequisite:  courses  in  the  second  and  third  years. 
The  adviser  to  students  planning  this  fourth-year  elec- 
tive is  Dr  Lloyd  Dropkin.

Facilities 

The  Department  of  Pathology  occupies  two  floors  of 
the  central  part  of  the  college  building,  located  above 
the  library  and  in  immediate  contact  with  the  hospital. 
Teaching  is  largely  concentrated  on  the  third  floor 
where  the  autopsy  room  and  demonstration  room  for 
pathological  anatomy  are  located.  Classrooms  for  mi- 
croscopy are  situated  on  the  second  floor  The  third 
and  fourth  floors  also  contain  unit  laboratories  for  staff 
members  and  graduate  students  and  for  technical 
preparation. 

The  postmortem  service  of  The  New  York  Hospital, 
Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  Rockefeller  Hospital,  and 
the  Westchester  Division  affords  abundant  opportunity 
for  study  of  pathological  anatomy  and  its  relation  to 
clinical  medicine.  The  systematic  records  of  autopsies 
at  The  New  York  Hospital  have  been  preserved  since 
1851,  and,  in  recent  years,  protocols  and  microscopic 
slides  have  been  carefully  indexed  and  filed.

considered.  Lectures  and  classroom  demonstrations 
are  supplemented  by  studies  at  the  autopsy  table.  The 
course  begins  with  cell  injury  inflammation,  and  re- 
pairs. It  then  proceeds  with  the  various  specific 
infections  and  tumors.  The  latter  part  of  the  course  is 
devoted  to  special  systemic  pathology  including  an 
introduction  to  neuropathology 

Clinical  Pathological  Conferences  These  con- 
ferences are  held  in  cooperation  with  the  staffs  of  the 
clinical  departments  of  the  hospital  and  Medical  Col- 
lege each  week  throughout  the  year  Observations 
concerning  the  clinical  course  and  diagnosis  of  dis- 
ease are  correlated  with  changes  found  at  autopsy.

Required  Clerkship 

Third  Year 

The  major  undergraduate  teaching  effort  of  the  De- 
partment of  Pediatrics  occurs  in  the  third  year  The 
year  is  divided  into  eight  6-week  clerkships.  Each 
student  takes  a  six  week  core  clerkship  in  pediatrics. 
During  the  pediatric  clerkship,  the  student  is  assigned 
either  to  The  New  York  Hospital  or  the  North  Shore 
University  Hospital.  Students  spend  one-half  of  their 
clerkship  on  the  inpatient  service  and  the  other  half  in 
an  ambulatory  setting  dealing  with  the  care  of  the 
outpatient  pediatric  population.  The  outpatient  rotation 
includes  time  in  the  pediatnc  emergency  room.  Both 
general  and  subspecialty  pediatric  problems  are  en- 
countered when  the  student  is  on  the  inpatient  as  well 
as  during  the  outpatient  rotation.  The  students  are 
responsible  for  a  history  physical  examination,  and  a 
formulation  for  a  differential  diagnosis.  The  diagnostic 
and  therapeutic  plan  for  the  patient  is  developed  by 
the  student  and  presented  to  the  attending  physician. 
Students  are  expected  to  follow  their  patients  closely, 
and  to  write  pertinent  progress  notes.  Formal  teaching 
seminars  are  scheduled  highlighting  various  aspects 
of  general  pediatrics  as  well  as  its  subspecialties.  In 
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addition,  the  student  participates  in  daily  attending 
rounds  and  case  discussions.  The  regularly  scheduled 
grand  rounds  and  professorial  rounds  for  the  Depart- 
mentof  Pediatrics  are  part  of  the  curriculum  for  the 
third  year  student.  The  students  are  assigned  in 
groups  of  five  to  a  tutor  who  is  a  mennber  of  the  full- 
time  staff  or  the  attending  staff  of  the  department. 

In  addition,  in  twice  weekly  meetings,  the  tutor  reviews 
the  students'  writeups  and  formal  case  presentations. 
These  meetings  are  also  frequently  used  to  review 
specific  points  of  diagnosis,  treatment  and  patho- 
physiology through  brief  presentations  made  by 
students.

Second  Year 

Basic  Course.  Lectures,  clinical  correlations  and 
conferences.  A  major  aim  is  to  teach  how  selectivity  of 
drug  action  is  determined  by  pharmacologic  princi- 
ples. Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  application  of 
pharmacologic  principles  to  the  understanding  and 
evaluation  of  drug  actions.  The  goal  is  to  provide  the 
student  with  a  scientific  basis  for  a  rational  approach 
to  drug  therapy.  Prototype  drugs  considered  sys- 
tematically serve  to  illustrate  the  pharmacologic 
charactenstics  of  the  important  drug  classes  and  their 
application  in  medicine.

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Instruction  in  physiology  and  biophysics  is  concen- 
trated in  the  second  and  third  terms  of  the  first  year. 
Prerequisites  include  a  basic  knowledge  of  chemistry 
and  physics  and  at  least  some  knowledge  of  anatomy 
and  biochemistry  The  instruction  in  physiology  and 
biophysics  is  directed  toward  an  understanding  of  the 
principles  involved  in  the  functioning  of  the  human 
body  and  the  means  by  which  the  functions  of  the 
various  organ  systems  are  integrated. 

The  laboratory  work  emphasizes  mammalian  physiol- 
ogy, and  is  directed  toward  quantitative  determina- 
tions. Students  are  expected  personally  to  obtain 
experimental  data  in  carefully  selected  experiments 
and  are  taught  to  interpret  them  objectively  and  in  a 
physiologically  meaningful  fashion.  The  laboratory  ex- 
periments are  chosen  to  illustrate  fundamental 
principles  in  the  field  of  physiology  and  are  correlated 
with  lectures  by  means  of  conferences.  The  demon- 
strations include  instruction  in  specialized  techniques, 
experimental  preparations,  and  presentation  of  clinical 
cases.  These  are  facilitated  by  the  participation  and 
cooperation  of  staff  members  of  various  departments 
in  the  Medical  College  and  The  New  York  Hospital. 

Second  term  Lectures  and  conferences  on  endo- 
crinology, bioelectric  phenomena,  physiology  of  nerve 
and  muscle,  neuromuscular  junction,  smooth  muscle, 
cardiac  electrophysiology  and  ptiysiology  of  blood 
circulation. 

Third  Term  Laboratory  work  on  selected  topics  in 
physiology  and  biophysics.  Conferences  are  devoted 
largely  to  a  consideration  of  laboratory  results  and  to 


the  presentation  of  patients  who  exhibit  functional  dis-  . 
turbances.  Lectures  are  given  on  respiration,  the 
physiology  of  body  fluids  and  acid  base  balance,  renal 
and  gastrointestinal  function.  Laboratory  exercises: 
one  full  day  each  week.  Neurophysiology  is  taught  by 
members  of  the  physiology  teaching  staff  in  a  sepa- 
rate Neuroscience  course. 

The  student  is  expected  to  meet  a  standard  of  knowl- 
edge in  the  indicated  areas  of  physiology  as  outlined 
in  a  publication  of  the  Amehcan  Physiological  Society; 
(7776  Physiology  Teacher,  Volume  II,  #3  Supplement, 
Educational  Objectives  in  Physiology,  August,  1978). 
At  the  end  of  the  course  the  student  is  expected  to 
have  a  sound  grasp  of  the  physiological  basis  of  medi- 
cine and  a  professional  understanding  of  the 
mechanisms  involved  in  maintaining  normal  function 
of  the  human  body. 

Elective  Options 

Seminar  courses  in  topics  in  biophysics,  topics  in  fluid 
and  electrolyte  balance,  cardiac  electrophysiology  and 
respiratory  physiology  are  offered  to  first-year  students 
during  the  third  term.  An  opportunity  is  offered  to  not 
more  than  five  students  during  their  second-year  elec- 
tive period  to  participate  as  laboratory  instructors  in 
physiology.  Research  work  for  medical  students  dur- 
ing second-  and  fourth-year  elective  periods,  and  for 
members  of  any  class  during  summer  vacation  peri- 
ods, will  be  arranged  on  consultation  with  members  of 
the  department.

Required  Courses 

First  Year,  First  Trimester 

Understanding  Human  Behavior  This  course  re- 
views the  phenomenology  of  human  behavior  Each 
week  a  one-hour  lecture  demonstration  discusses  an 
aspect  of  mental  functioning  such  as  perception, 
thinking,  feeling,  intelligence,  etc.  Following  the  lec- 
ture, small  groups  of  students  meet  with  two 
preceptors,  discuss  the  lecture  and  reading  material, 
and  visit  a  medical  or  psychiatric  ward  where  a  patient

is  interviewed.  The  clinical  data  from  the  interview  are 
organized  by  using  the  material  discussed  that  week. 

First  Year,  Third  Trimester 

Human  Sexuality  Five  two-hour  lecture-demonstra- 
tions discuss  the  anatomy,  physiology  and 
psychology  of  human  sexual  functioning.  Homosex- 
uality, sexual  dysfunction,  and  assessment  of  sexual 
functioning  in  the  clinical  interview  are  reviewed,  with 
videotapes  and  movies  to  supplement  the  lecture 
material. 

Investigative  Approaches  to  Human  Behavior  Stu- 
dents choose  to  join  one  of  4  possible  seminars  which 
meet  for  6  weeks,  2  hours  week.  Discussions  center 
on  a  particular  model  of  mental  functioning  (biological, 
sociocultural,  developmental  or  psychodynamic).  Data 
is  presented  which  supports  the  model  and  research 
approaches  are  discussed. 

Second  Year 

Psychopathology  The  major  psychiatric  disorders 
are  discussed,  emphasizing  clinical  features,  etiolgy. 
diagnosis,  and  treatment.  After  each  lecture,  groups  of 
seven  students  meet  with  two  faculty  membes  on  the 
wards  of  the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic  to  discuss  the 
lecture  topic  and  to  interview  patients.  Students  are 
helped  to  achieve  an  understanding  of  mental  illness 
and  to  develop  their  observational,  diagnostic,  and 
interview  skills. 

Third  Year 

Clinical  Psychiatry  Clerkship  Students  are  as- 
signed for  six  weeks  to  special  teaching  units  either  at 
the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic  or  at  the  Westchester  divi- 
sion of  The  New  York  Hospital.  Clerks  are  given  the 
opportunity  to  assume  major  responsibility  for  the 
evaluation  and  treatment  of  selected  inpatients  under 
the  supervision  of  full-time  faculty  and  senior  resi- 
dents. Students  also  work  with  the  families  of 
inpatients  and  participate  in  all  ward  activities.  Outpa- 
tient expenences  with  adults  and  children  are  also 
provided.  Seminar  series,  tutonals,  readings  and  vid- 
eotapes of  typical  psychiatric  syndromes  supplement 
the  direct  clinical  expenences. 

Elective  Options 

First  and  Second  Years 

Electives  are  available  in  many  areas  of  psychiatry, 
including  research,  patient  evaluation  and  treatment, 
family  studies,  group  dynamics,  death  and  dying,  psy- 
chobiology  psychiatric  principles  of  general  and 
special  medical  care,  and  psychoanalysis.  In  selected 
instances,  a  student  may  treat  a  psychiatric  patient, 
with  supervision  for  one  to  four  years.  A  Psychiatry 
Club,  which  meets  monthly,  is  open  to  all  students 
interested  in  psychiatry.  A  full  listing  of  electives  is 
available  in  the  Catalog  of  Electives. 

Summer  Fellowships  A  wide  variety  of  summer  fel- 
lowships in  research  are  available.  They  include 
participation  in  ongoing  faculty  research  as  well  as 
special  projects  specifically  designed  for  medical  stu- 
dents that  can  be  completed  in  a  ten-week  period. 
Projects  have  ranged  from  the  study  of  neurophysiol- 
ogy of  exploratory  behavior  in  rats  to  studies  of  the 


families  of  dialysis  patients  and  of  patients  who  do  not 
follow  medical  regimens.  Fellowships  are  available  in 
inpatient  and  outpatient  settings  in  many  areas  of  the 
medical  center  Details  are  available  at  the  office  of  the 
Director  of  Training.  Special  programs  are  available. 

Fourth  Year 

Electives  and  subinternships  in  inpatient  and  outpa- 
tient psychiatry — both  adult  and  child — offer  extensive 
opportunities  to  learn  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  psy- 
chiatric patients  by  assuming  direct  responsibility, 
under  supervision  for  patient  care.  Electives  are  also 
available  in  other  aspects  of  psychiatry:  research,  liai- 
son, social  and  community  psychiatry,  long-term 
psychotherapy  etc.  A  special  effort  has  been  made  to 
provide  relevant  clinical  psychiatric  electives  in  pedi- 
atrics, surgery,  obstetncs.  and  gynecology,  oncology, 
and  internal  medicine  for  students  who  do  not  plan  a 
career  in  psychiatry.  Elective  sites  include  Payne 
Whitney  Clinic.  Westchester  Division,  Memorial  Hospi- 
tal. North  Shore  University  Hospital  as  well  as  the 
many  sites  of  liaison  activity  on  nonpsychiatric  serv- 
ices within  The  New  York  Hospital.  Details  are 
available  at  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Training.

Staff  Associates  in  Public  Health 

L.  Farace,  S.  Mills,  M.  Wiesel 

Teaching  in  the  Department  of  Public  Health  focuses 
on  problems  of  disease,  disease  control,  and  health 
behavior  in  human  groups  and  communities.  Society 
rather  than  the  individual,  is  the  "patient."  Major  teach- 
ing aims  of  the  department  include  increasing  the 
student's  understanding  of  the  spread  and  control  of 
disease  in  groups  of  people,  of  public  health  problems 
and  potential  solutions  in  industrialized  societies,  and 
of  the  significant  environmental  hazards  to  health  that 
people  have  faced.  To  a  considerable  extent,  teaching 
involves  study  of  existing  and  emerging  disease  prob- 
lems and  the  ways  they  are  shaped  by  the  multiple 
interrelations  of  heredity  culture,  social  relationships, 
health  care,  and  the  physical  and  biological  environ- 
ment. Methods  of  study  and  analysis  used  in 
epidemiology  and  biostatistics  are  emphasized.  Be- 
cause its  concern  is  with  the  health  of  people  in  the 
aggregrate,  the  department  also  has  the  responsibility 
for  maintaining  continuing  examination  of  the  effective- 
ness of  various  systems  of  health  care  delivery 

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Social  Determinants  of  Health  and  Disease  This 
course  consists  of  two  hours  each  Wednesday  after- 
noon dunng  the  second  trimester  It  onents  the 
student  to  the  societal  context  in  which  illness  occurs 
and  the  role  of  the  physician  and  other  health  profes- 
sionals in  coping  with  disease  problems.  Lectures  and 
small  group  seminars.  Coordinator:  Dr.  Millman.  Sec- 
ond trimester,  Wednesdays,  2-4  p.m. 

Health  Care  Systems  This  course  consists  of  one 
lecture  hour  each  Tuesday  during  the  third  trimester 
The  course  provides  an  introductory  analysis  of  exist- 


ing systems  of  health  care  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad,  including  examination  of  available  health  man- 
power, the  orientation  of  medical  practice  and  its 
evaluation,  facilities  for  inpatient  and  outpatient  care  in 
relation  to  community  and  national  needs,  methods  of 
funding  health  care,  the  role  of  politics  in  health  care 
planning,  and  proposals  for  modification  of  current 
systems.  Dr  Reader,  Dr  Goss.  Third  trimester,  Tues- 
days 12-1  p.m. 

Second  Year 

Introduction  to  Epidemiology  During  the  second 
trimester,  students  learn  about  the  epidemiologic 
method  that  is  concerned  with  the  distribution  and 
causal  determinants  of  diseases  in  man.  By  determin- 
ing the  attributes  of  high-risk  groups,  the 
epidemiologic  method  contributes  to  the  primary  pre- 
vention and  earlier  detection  of  diseases.  The  initial 
lectures  review  the  important  indices  of  disease  fre- 
quency, design  of  retrospective  (case  history),  and 
prospective  (cohort)  studies,  and  the  derivation  of  rela- 
tive and  attributable  risk.  These  fundamentals  are  then 
illustrated  by  reviewing  selected  communicable  and 
chronic  degenerative  diseases  that  are  a  major  source 
of  mortality  and  disability  in  our  society  DrSchotten- 
feld.  Second  thmester,  Tuesdays  2-3  p.m. 

Introduction  to  Biostatistics  This  course  consists 
of  a  series  of  ten  one-hour  lectures  aimed  at  giving  the 
student  a  brief  introduction  to  the  basic  concepts  of 
probability  and  classical  statistics,  and  the  major  sta- 
tistical techniques  generally  encountered  in  the 
medical  literature.  Methods  for  collecting  and  sum- 
marizing clinical  data  are  discussed,  with  emphasis  on 
the  design  of  controlled  therapeutic  trials.  Students 
have  the  opportunity  to  learn  how  to  solve  statistical 
problems  using  a  computer  terminal.  An  exemption 
test  is  available  for  anyone  with  previous  training  in 
statistics.  Dr  Godbold.  Second  trimester,  Thursdays, 
9-10  a.m. 

Parasitology  and  Tropical  Medicine  (The  B.H.  Kean 
Course)  The  principal  emphasis  in  this  course  is  on 
disease  caused  by  the  larger  parasites  that  are  par- 
ticularly prevalent  in  so-called  economically 
underdeveloped  areas.  The  course  starts  with  the 
study  of  the  host-parasite  reaction  as  it  is  considered 
in  microbiology  and  pathology  and  broadens  out  to 
include  macroscopic  parasites.  Thus,  although  the  ini- 
tial and  major  emphasis  of  the  course  is  on 
microscopy  it  also  serves  to  introduce  the  student  to 
the  main  avenues  for  the  study  of  diseases  in  man — 
clinical  medicine  and  epidemiology  The  important 
larger  parasites  of  man  are  considered;  the  mode  of 
transmission  of  each  parasite  is  studied,  as  well  as  the 
life  cycle  and  intermediate  hosts.  Prevention  and  con- 
trol of  human  parasitic  diseases  are  given 
consideration  and  the  therapy  of  these  conditions  is 
discussed.  Actual  cases  of  parasitic  diseases  are 
used  to  illustrate  the  laboratory  exercises  and  the 
lectures.  Dr  Jones,  assisted  by  Dr.  Marsden.  Each 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  at  the  beginning  of  the  third 
trimester  The  lecture  or  demonstration  is  presented 
from  2-3  p.m.;  laboratory  exercises  take  place  from 
3-5  p.m. 

Third  Year 

Public  Health  and  Community  Medicine  This  third- 
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year  course  in  public  health  consists  of  seven  morr.ing 
field  tnps  and  six  afternoon  seminar  sessions  during  a 
two-week  period.  The  exercises  are  devoted  to  field 
experience  and  literature  review,  and  discussion  of 
major  topics  in  public  health  as  they  relate  to  a  metro- 
politan area.  The  teaching  is  conducted  with  groups  of 
fifteen  students  and  an  instructor  Dr  Drusin. 

Elective  Options 

Health  Economics  The  delivery  of  health  care  is 
examined  as  an  economic  activity  Economic  theory 
provides  the  basis  for  studying  the  health  industry  and 
national  health  insurance.  Topics  considered  include 
the  characteristics  of  health  and  medical  services  that 
distinguish  the  health  industry:  the  implications  of 
these  distinctive  characteristics  for  the  competitive 
market  systems  as  a  mechanism  for  delivering  health 
services  to  the  consumer;  rising  costs,  and  forms  of 
payment  to  hospitals  and  physicians  inlcuding  Medi- 
care and  prepaid  insurance.  The  course  includes 
elective  readings  and  assignments.  Second  year, 
hours  to  be  arranged.  Dr  McCarthy  and  Dr  Ruchlin 

Evaluation  of  Quality  of  Medical  Care  In  this  semi- 
nar, current  approaches  to  evaluating  the  quality  of 
medical  care  are  examined,  as  are  studies  dealing 
with  individual  and  organizational  factors  that  affect 
quality  of  care,  such  as  physician  characteristics,  type 
of  practice,  and  hospital  and  clinic  settings.  Problems 
involved  in  the  monitoring  medical-care  quality  in  dif- 
ferent care  contexts  also  are  considered,  and  specific 
methods  in  use  are  illustrated.  Readings  are  assigned 
and  onginal  studies  may  be  undertaken.  First  trimes- 
ter, second  year  A  one  hour  seminar  each  week,  at 
hours  to  be  arranged.  Dr  Goss 

Problems  of  Health  Care  Delivery  in  New  York  City 

In  this  seminar  various  problems  that  interfere  with 
delivery  of  health  sen/ice  in  New  York  City  are  exam- 
ined as  an  illustration  of  genenc  difficulties  of  health 
care  delivery  in  metropolitan  areas.  Guest  speakers 
from  city  agencies  are  invited  to  report  and  participate 
in  the  discussions.  Readings  are  assigned.  First  tri- 
mester first  or  second  year  One  one-hour  seminar 
each  week,  at  hours  to  be  arranged.  A  maximum  of 
twenty  students  can  be  accomodated.  Dr  Reader 

Application  of  Epidemiologic  Methods  to  Problem 
Solving  in  Clinical  and  Community  Medicine  This 
elective  will  parallel  each  lecture  m  the  basic  course. 
Introduction  to  Epidemiology  The  epidemiologic  ap- 
proach to  questions  of  disease  causation,  prevention, 
screening,  treatment,  and  medical-care  organization  is 
developed  using  examples  drawn  from  the  literature. 
Controversies  over  clinically  relevant  issues  are  con- 
sidered by  examining  appropriate  observational  and 
experimental  studies  with  special  attention  to  their 
design  and  the  nature  of  inferences  drawn  from  them. 
This  series  of  exercises  provides  the  student  with 
insight  into  the  design  of  clinical  studies  and  m  the 
use  of  various  epidemiologic  investigative  strategies. 
Offered  in  the  second  trimester  Open  to  second-year 
students.  Unlimited  enrollment.  Tuesday,  3  p.m. 
DrSchottenfled. 

Perspectives  on  Drug  and  Alcohol  Abuse  A  series 
of  eight  two-hour  seminars  that  consider  selected  drug 
abuse  topics.  Each  student  is  expected  to  prepare  a 
presentation  on  some  aspect  of  the  subject  that  will 


serve  as  the  focus  for  the  individual  seminars.  Direct 
contact  with  research  and  treatment  programs  is 
provided.  Background  readings  are  suggested.  This 
elective  for  first-year  students  is  by  arrangement.  Dr 
Millman, 

Epidemiology  at  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control, 
Atlanta,  Georgia  This  course  at  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  is  available  for  selected  fourth-year 
medical  students.  During  the  two-module  elective,  stu- 
dents are  introduced  to  both  the  principles  and 
practices  of  epidemiology  through  participation  in  the 
day-to-day  operation  of  a  national  disease  surveillance 
system,  and  by  actively  assisting  in  epidemiological 
investigations  of  acute  viral,  bacterial,  or  parasitic  dis- 
eases, or  in  studies  in  other  Epidemiology  Programs 
areas  such  as  family  planning  evaluation,  leukemia, 
congenital  malformations,  and  nutrition.  Insofar  as 
possible,  the  student  is  allowed  to  choose  the  pro- 
gram area  to  which  he  wishes  to  be  assigned.  Under 
the  general  supervision  of  a  career  staff  physician,  the 
student,  in  addition  to  assisting  in  epidemic  investiga- 
tions, will  work  with  Epidemic  Intelligence  Service 
(EIS)  officers  in  all  phases  of  program  activities,  in- 
cluding processing  of  epidemiologic  data,  preparation 
of  surveillance  reports,  and  participation  in  staff  semi- 
nars. Travel  and  living  expenses  related  to  field 
investigations  are  defrayed  by  the  Epidemiology  Pro- 
gram, but  regular  living  expenses  while  in  Atlanta 
(which  will  account  for  more  than  half  of  the  elective 
period),  plus  basic  transportation  costs  between  the 
medical  school  and  Atlanta,  must  be  borne  by  the 
student.  Offered  all  year:  duration,  two  modules.  Pre- 
requisites: biostatistics.  epidemiology  third-year  Public 
Health  Number  of  students  per  year:  maximum  of  1 : 
full  time.  Sponsor:  Dr  Drusin. 

Public  Health  Pediatrics  Preceptorship  The  Sun- 
set Park  Family  Health  Center  of  the  Lutheran  Medical 
Center  (Brooklyn.  N  Y.)  offers  extensive  clinical  experi- 
ence in  family-centered  ambulatory  pediatrics  in  an 
inner-city  neighborhood.  Students  are  also  expected 
to  participate  in  related  community  activities.  Offered 
all  year:  duration,  one  module.  Prerequisite:  comple- 
tion of  third  year  Number  of  students  per  module: 
flexible:  full-time  Sponsor:  Dr  Howe. 

Bedside  Approach  to  the  Etiology  of  Cancer  in  a 

cooperative  program  with  the  Memorial  Sloan-Ketter- 
ing  Cancer  Center  and  Cornell  University  Medical 
College,  students  are  asked  to  participate  with  clinical 
investigators  in  using  the  bedside  setting  to  generate 
new  etiologic  hypotheses  for  specific  cancer  sites. 
Alternatively,  students  may  participate  in  ongoing  epi- 
demiologic research  projects  in  which  they  will  be 
encouraged  to  assume  responsibility  for  a  discrete 
facet  of  such  investigation.  Offered  all  year:  duration, 
one  or  more  modules.  Prerequisites:  interview  with 
sponsor.  Number  of  students  per  module:  maximum  of 
2:  full-time  or  part-time,  sponsor:  Dr  Schottenfeld.

Facilities 

The  facilities  of  the  Radiology  Department  are  situated 
at  several  locations  throughout  The  New  York  Hospital 
so  as  to  provide  maximal  availability  to  the  various 
clinical  services.  The  main  sections  of  the  Radiology 
Department  are  centered  on  six  floors  of  the  L  build- 
ing, in  a  vertical  distribution.  These  sections  comprise 
Computerized  Tomography,  Ultrasound,  Neuroradiol- 
ogy, Cardiovascular,  Nuclear  Medicine,  Pediatric 
Radiology,  Gastrointestinal  Radiology  and  General 
Radiology. 

Other  important  sections  of  the  department  are:  a) 
Emergency  Radiology  and  Outpatient  Radiology,  in 
the  Dr  Connie  Guion  Building,  adjacent  to  the  Emer- 
gency services;  b)  Additional  radiological  units  are 
maintained  in  the  Urology  Clinic,  on  the  OB-GYN 
service,  and  at  the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic,  c)  Research 
facilities  for  the  Radiology  Department  are  located  on 
the  sixth  and  seventh  floors  of  the  William  Hale  Hark- 
ness  Research  Building,  d)  The  Department  of 
Radiological  Physics  at  Memorial  Hospital  provides 
radiation  surveys,  calibration,  and  teaching  in  radio- 
logical physics. 

The  section  on  Nuclear  Magnetic  Resonance  is  lo- 
cated on  the  sub-surface  levels  of  the  Payne  Whitney 
Clinic  building  because  of  structural  shielding  consid- 
erations. Expansion  of  radiologic  facilities  and 
services  will  be  made  on  completion  of  the  C.V.  Starr 
Building,  presently  under  construction,  and  scheduled 
for  opening  in  1984. 

Teaching 

The  teaching  of  Radiology  is  integrated  with  the  medi- 
cal school  curriculum  during  the  first,  third  and  fourth 
academic  years.  It  includes  lectures,  seminars,  con- 
ferences with  small  groups  in  connection  with  clinical 
clerkships,  presentations  of  the  radiologic  manifesta- 
tions of  disease  at  the  regular  conferences  of  the 
clinical  departments,  and  a  variety  of  elective  courses. 

First  Year 

An  elective  is  offered  in  Diagnostic  Radiology  in  col- 
laboration with  the  Department  of  Cell  Biology  and 
Anatomy.  Carefully  planned  demonstrations,  using  ra- 
diographs and  radiologic  techniques,  are  closely 
integrated  with  the  dissection  sessions  in  Gross  Anat- 
omy. The  use  of  radiographs  enhances  the  students' 
understanding  of  anatomical  details,  and  provides  the 
student  with  a  clearer  perspective  of  important  ana- 
tomical relationships. 
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Third  Year 

During  the  third  year,  students  on  medical  clerkships 
attend  daily  morning  house  staff  film  review  of  current 
cases  with  an  attending  radiologist.  Additional  film 
reviews  are  conducted  during  morning  rounds  on  the 
medical  floors.  Afternoon  medical  resident  film  review 
conferences  are  held  three  times  a  week  with  an  at- 
tending radiologist.  Students  on  surgical  clerkships 
attend  daily  x-ray  rounds  with  house  staff,  and  consult 
with  an  attending  radiologist. 

Fourth  Year 

Elective  modules  in  diagnostic  radiology  are  offered  to 
students  at  New  York  Hospital,  Memorial  Hospital, 
Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  North  Shore  University 
and  at  St.  Barnabas  Medical  Center 

The  New  York  Hospital  radiology  elective  endeavors  to 
provide  the  student  with  a  broad  overview  of  general 
diagnostic  radiology  and  the  radiologic  subspecialties. 
Three  mornings  a  week  are  devoted  to  student  teach- 
ing seminars,  emphasizing  film  interpretation. 
Afternoons  are  spent  in  observation  of  general  radio- 
logic procedures.  On  one  day  a  week,  students  rotate 
through  the  five  major  radiologic  subspecialties  of 
neuroradiology,  angiography,  pediatric  radiology  bone 
radiology,  and  the  newer  modalities  of  computerized 
tomographic  scanning,  ultrasonography  and  nuclear 
magnetic  resonance.  Evening  observation  of  Emer- 
gency Room  film  reading,  and  an  evening  self- 
instructional  audiovisual  course  is  available.  Brief  sur- 
veys of  Nuclear  Medicine  and  Radiological  Physics 
are  provided. 

Additional  elective  modules  are  offered  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Radiation  Therapy  at  Memorial  Hospital  in 
clinical  radiation  therapy,  brachytherapy  and  radiation 
biophysics.  The  department  is  equipped  with  a  full 
range  of  the  most  modern  radio-therapeutic  equip- 
ment used  in  the  treatment  of  malignant  disease. 

The  division  of  Nuclear  Medicine  at  The  New  York 
Hospital  offers  an  elective  in  the  clinical  application  of 
radioactive  isotopes.  The  student  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  observe  the  various  procedures  of  organ 
scanning,  to  evaluate  the  patients  receiving  these 
studies,  and  to  assist  in  the  interpretation  of  the  nu- 
clear scans.

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

In  the  second  trimester,  in  the  Interdisciplinary 
Course,  there  is  one  session  on  the  management  of 
acute  emergency  care. 

Second  Year 

Instruction  begins  in  the  third  trimester  of  the  second 
year  Sessions  are  provided  in  general  surgical  prob- 
lems as  part  of  the  course  in  physical  diagnosis. 
Instruction  is  also  provided  in  orthopedic  and  urologic 
examination. 

Third  Year 

The  curriculum  for  the  third  year  provides  a  core  pro- 
gram of  clinical  instruction  in  surgery  to  the  student 
during  a  twelve-week  period.  This  consolidates  all  sur- 
gical instruction,  outside  of  initial  teaching  in  physical 
diagnosis  in  the  second  year  and  leaves  the  fourth 
year  for  elective  studies. 

The  third-year  class  is  divided  into  four  sections.  Each 
quarter  provides  approximately  twelve  weeks  on  the 
general  surgery  pavilions  with  a  selection  of  rotations 
through  the  divisions  of  thoracic  surgery  urology 
anesthesiology  neurosurgery,  ophthalmology 
otorhinolaryngology  pediatric  surgery  surgical  oncol- 
ogy plastic  surgery  orthopedics,  at  North  Shore 
University  Hospital,  and  the  Memorial  Sloan-Kettenng 
Cancer  Center  During  this  time,  the  student  acts  as 
clinical  clerk  and  participates  in  day-to-day  activities  in 
patient  care.  The  student  gathers  experience  by  taking 
complete  histories  and  doing  physical  examinations. 
The  student  also  evaluates  laboratory  determinations 


on  assigned  patients  and  has  an  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate in  the  preoperative  preparation.  When  the  patient 
is  operated  on,  the  student  may  act  as  part  of  the 
operating  team  to  see  at  first  hand  the  pathological 
conditions  for  which  the  operation  was  undertaken. 
The  student  attends  the  rounds  held  by  the  residents 
and  members  of  the  senior  staff 

Each  Wednesday,  from  2  to  3  p.m.,  the  chairperson  of 
the  department  has  a  conference  with  the  student 
body  during  which  various  surgical  problems  are  re- 
viewed. Three  days  a  week,  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays, 
and  Thursdays,  from  2  to  4  p.m.,  seminars  are  held  in 
which  attending  surgeons  lecture  on  surgery  and  its 
subspecialties.  This  schedule  provides  a  broad 
coverage  of  surgery  in  its  entirety. 

On  Monday  and  Friday  afternoons,  ward  rounds  are 
held  by  surgeons  accompanied  by  students.  These 
rounds  are  oriented  toward  the  particular  patients  and 
problems  available  on  the  floor  each  time.  On 
Wednesday  mornings  there  is  a  session  in  experimen- 
tal surgery  The  students  are  divided  into  groups  and 
operations  on  animals  (dogs)  are  performed  under  the 
direction  of  surgeons.  Students  alternate  as  anesthe- 
siologists, surgeons,  and  assistants  during  the 
operations.  These  operations  are  performed  under 
strict  aseptic  conditions  and  simulate  conditions  actu- 
ally encountered  in  the  operating  room.  The  students 
are  responsible  for  the  care  of  the  animal  during  the 
preoperative  and  postoperative  periods,  writing  opera- 
tive notes,  and  keeping  a  log  for  each  operation  that  is 
performed.  On  Monday  from  2  to  3  p.m.  and  Thursday 
from  2  to  5  p.m.  instruction  is  provided  in  ophthalmol- 
ogy and  ear  nose,  and  throat  diseases  by  the 
respective  departments. 

Grand  rounds  are  held  on  Wednesday  afternoons  and 
each  student's  attendance  is  required.  These  rounds 
last  for  one  nour  or  more.  One  specific  surgical  prob- 
lem IS  discussed  in  depth  by  two  residents  and  a 
faculty  moderator  Experience  in  emergency  surgical 
care  is  provided  in  the  Emergency  Room  where  the 
students  are  part  of  the  emergency  admitting  team.

Cornell  University  Medical  College  seeks  excellence 
in  its  students,  who  are  chosen  for  admission  with  the 
expectation  that  they  will  be  leaders  in  the  field  of 
medicine.  It  encourages  research  and  the  advance- 
ment of  medical  knowledge  not  only  as  an  end  in  it- 
self but  also  because  science  is  the  most  important 
underpinning  of  the  broad  knowledge  that  a  medical 
student  must  obtain  in  preparation  for  further  gradu- 
ate study.  To  the  end  that  students  may  become  lead- 
ers, Cornell  strives  to  stimulate  creativity  and  foster 
independent  thought  and  study.  That  they  may  de- 
velop a  sense  of  social  commitment,  it  attempts  to 
expose  students  to  real-life  responsibilities  in  a  vari- 
ety of  practice  settings,  always  with  attention  to  the 
optimal  care  of  patients 

Cornell  University  Medical  College  was  established 
on  April  14,  1898,  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Cornell 
University.  Although  the  University,  which  had  been 
founded  in  1865,  was  situated  in  Ithaca,  New  York, 
the  Medical  College  was  established  in  New  York  City 
in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  clinical  teaching  op- 
portunities available  in  a  large  metropolitan  area.  The 
original  faculty  was  composed  of  a  group  of  distin- 
guished professors  who  previously  had  operated  a 
teaching  institution  known  as  the  Medical  College 
Laboratory  The  Laboratory  was  at  one  time  affiliated 
with  the  medical  department  of  New  York  University. 

The  trustees  of  Cornell  University  had  wished  to  form 
a  medical  education  unit  at  various  times  since  the 
founding  of  the  University  and,  in  1898,  the  generous 
gifts  of  Colonel  Oliver  H.  Payne  made  possible  the 
establishment  of  the  Medical  College.  Colonel  Payne, 
who  provided  funds  for  the  support  of  the  College  for 
several  years,  later  created  a  permanent  endowment 
by  donating  a  gift  of  more  than  $4  million  to  the 
College. 

The  first  dean  of  the  Medical  College  was  Dr.  William 
Mecklenburg  Polk.  Among  the  early  faculty  members 
were  such  renowned  scientists  as  Dr.  Lewis  A.  Stim- 
son,  professor  of  surgery;  Dr  James  Ewing,  professor 
of  pathology,  and  Dr.  Graham  Lusk,  professor  of 
physiology.  The  College  has  been  well  known  from 
the  time  of  its  establishment  for  a  faculty  composed 
of  persons  distinguished  both  as  scientific  investiga- 
tors and  as  teachers. 

In  1900,  the  College  occupied  its  first  permanent 
headquarters  at  Twenty-eighth  Street  and  First  Ave- 
nue. In  1927,  the  College  entered  into  its  first  formal 
affiliation  with  The  New  York  Hospital.  The  College 
was  one  of  the  first  in  the  country  to  admit  women, 
and  it  was  also  one  of  the  first  to  require  a  degree 
from  an  undergraduate  college  as  a  standard  for  ad- 
mission 


The  Medical  College  moved  to  its  present  location  in 
1932,  which  marked  the  opening  of  The  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 


Facilities  for  Instruction 
The  Medical  College 

Instruction  in  the  basic  medical  sciences  is  con- 
ducted in  a  series  of  joined  buildings  along  York  Ave- 
nue from  Sixty-eighth  to  Seventieth  Streets.  The  en- 
trance to  the  Medical  College,  at  1300  York  Avenue, 
IS  in  the  Samuel  J.  Wood  Library  and  Research  Build- 
ing The  main  reading  room,  the  catalog  and  refer- 
ence sections,  and  the  area  for  the  current  journals  of 
the  library  are  on  the  first  floor  of  this  building.  The  B 
and  D  buildings  of  the  Medical  College  adjoin  the 
Wood  Building  on  the  north  and  south  sides.  Addi- 
tional research  and  teaching  facilities,  as  well  as  the 
central  animal  care  laboratories,  are  located  between 
the  A  and  B  buildings  in  the  William  Hale  Harkness 
Medical  Research  Building.  The  upper  floors  of  the 
central  portion  of  the  Medical  College  house  the  De- 
partments of  Microbiology,  Pathology,  Physiology  and 
Biophysics,  and  Public  Health,  along  with  the  re- 
search laboratories  for  several  of  the  clinical 
departments. 

The  Department  of  Cell  Biology  and  Anatomy  is  in  the 
Stavros  S.  Niarchos  Medical  Research  building  at 
Seventieth  Street  (Building  A);  and  the  building  at  the 
Sixty-eighth  Street  end  of  the  College  (Building  E) 
houses  the  Departments  of  Biochemistry  and  Phar- 
macology. The  central  buildings  of  the  College  are 
joined  to  the  main  hospital  buildings  on  each  of  the 
seven  floors.  The  college  auditorium,  the  student  lab- 
oratories and  lecture  rooms  of  the  basic  science  de- 
partments, and  the  extensive  research  facilities  for 
staff  and  students  are  also  housed  in  the  buildings 
along  York  Avenue. 

Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences 

The  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences  currently 
offers  graduate  programs  leading  to  the  M.S.  and 
Ph  D  degrees  in  twelve  fields;  biochemistry,  cell  and 
developmental  biology,  cell  biology  and  genetics,  de- 
velopmental therapy  and  clinical  investigation,  genet- 
ics, immunobiology,  microbiology,  molecular  biology 
and  virology,  neurobiology  and  behavior,  pathology, 
pharmacology,  physiology  and  biophysics  These 
programs  are  designed  for  students  interested  in  ca- 
reers in  teaching  and  research  in  the  various  basic 
biomedical  sciences. 


The  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center,  White  Plains,  New  York. 


All  of  the  facilities  of  the  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  and  the  Sloan-Kettering  institute  for  Cancer 
Research  are  available  to  graduate  students.  Such 
facilities  include,  in  addition  to  well-equipped  class- 
rooms and  libraries,  unexcelled  modern  laboratories 
and  equipment  for  research.  For  further  details,  refer 
to  the  Announcement  of  the  Graduate  School  of 
l\/ledical  Sciences. 

The  New  York  Hospital 

The  New  York  Hospital,  the  first  hospital  in  the  city 
and  the  second  in  the  United  States,  was  founded  in 
1771  under  a  charter  by  King  George  III  of  England. 
The  hospital,  whose  buildings  are  modified  Gothic 
design,  extends  from  East  Sixty-eighth  Street  to  East 
Seventy-first  Street,  between  York  Avenue  and  the 
East  River,  a  site  it  has  occupied  since  1932.  A  non- 
profit voluntary  hospital  maintained  by  The  Society  of 
The  New  York  Hospital  it  has  cared  for  more  than  five 
million  patients  since  its  founding.  The  Payne  Whitney 
Psychiatric  Clinic,  an  integral  part  of  The  New  York 
Hospital  complex,  and  the  Westchester  Division  of 
The  New  York  Hospital  in  White  Plains,  New  York,  pro- 
vide treatment  for  patients  with  mental  and  emotional 
illnesses.  The  New  York  Hospital  was  the  first  hospital 
in  the  United  States  to  care  for  the  mentally  ill. 

Over  the  years,  three  hospitals  have  merged  with  The 
New  York  Hospital:  The  Lying-in  Hospital,  the  Man- 
hattan Maternity  and  Dispensary  and  the  New  York 
Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital. 

Since  1927,  the  hospital  has  been  integrated  with 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  through  a  joint 
agreement  between  The  Society  of  The  New  York 


Hospital  and  Cornell  University,  which  established 
The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center.  The 
agreement  joined  the  facilities  of  the  two  institutions 
and  provided  for  cooperation  in  the  advancement 
of  patient  care,  medical  education  and  scientific 
research. 

The  New  York  Hospital  has  a  complement  of  1 ,140 
beds,  and  the  Westchester  division  an  additional 
complement  of  322  beds.  In  1983,  40,491  patients 
were  cared  for  in  all  divisions  of  the  Hospital  includ- 
ing the  newborn  nurseries;  patient  days  totalled 
463,784.  There  were  in  the  same  year  170,070  pa- 
tient visits  to  outpatient  clinics  and  43,644  patient  vis- 
its to  the  emergency  pavilion. 

Clinical  instruction  is  given  in  ten  clinical  departments 
that  include  many  divisions  or  subspecialties.  There 
are  over  20  residency  training  programs  offered  for  a 
total  of  444  residency  positions.  The  chairperson  of 
each  department  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  pa- 
tients and  the  conduct  of  professional'services  in  the 
hospital.  The  chairperson  is  also  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  corresponding  department  in  the  Medi- 
cal College.  Every  clinical  department  is  staffed  by  a 
corps  of  salaried  faculty  members,  including  the 
chairperson,  who  devote  their  full  time  to  the  service 
of  the  college  and  the  hospital  Other  members  of  the 
faculty  devote  part  of  their  time  to  private  practice. 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  maintained  by  the 
New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled,  was  founded  in  1863  as  the  first  institution 
in  the  United  States  for  the  treatment  of  orthopedic 
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conditions  It  affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center  in  1955  and  moved  that  year 
to  Its  present  location  at  535  East  Seventieth  Street 
The  hospital  consists  of  a  modern  facility  containing 
200  beds,  caring  for  some  4,400  inpatients  a  year 
and  receiving  40,000  outpatient  visits  in  nineteen 
subspecialty  clinics.  Thirty  residents  are  trained  in  a 
three-year  or  four-year  program  in  orthopedic  sur- 
gery The  hospital  maintains  a  school  for  the  training 
of  practical  nurses. 

The  Philip  D  Wilson  Research  Foundation  was 
opened  in  1960  to  investigate  causes  and  prevention 
of  orthopedic  and  rheumatic  diseases  as  well  as  im- 
proved treatment  of  these  diseases 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  provides  the  or- 
thopedic and  rheumatic  diseases  services  for  The 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center 

The  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center 

The  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center  785  Mamaroneck 
Avenue,  White  Plains,  New  York,  was  founded  in  April 
1915,  by  John  Masterson  Burke  as  a  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  his  mother  Winifred  Masterson  Burke  On 
March  14,  1968,  the  Burke  Center  became  affiliated 
with  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center 

A  150-bed  rehabilitation  center  accredited  by  the 
Joint  Commission  of  Accreditation  of  Hospitals,  the 
Burke  Rehabilitation  Center  offers  a  multidisciplinary 
approach  to  the  rehabilitation  phase  of  total  medical 
care  Since  the  primary  objective  of  its  program  is  the 
integration  of  the  disabled  patient  into  the  community 
as  a  responsible  individual  functioning  at  maximum 
potential,  the  center  offers  its  diagnostic,  evaluative, 
and  treatment  services  to  those  of  all  ages  who  have 
need  for  medical  rehabilitative  care 

This  comprehensive  program  includes  services  of 
physicians  trained  in  rehabilitation,  neurology,  car- 
diology, rheumatology,  pulmonary  disease  and  inter- 
nal medicine  and  other  services  such  as  nursing 
care,  nutritional  research  and  therapy,  occupational 
therapy,  physical  therapy  speech  and  heanng  ser- 
vices, psychological  and  psychiatric  services,  social 
services  and  vocational  evaluation  and  training 

Among  the  research  and  study  programs  being  con- 
ducted at  the  Burke  Rehabilitation  Center  are:  a  re- 
search program  to  investigate  dementia  and  allied 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  a  Parkinsonism  re- 
search study  a  cardiopulmonary  study  and  socio- 
medical  studies 

Catholic  Medical  Center  of 
Brooklyn  &  Queens 

The  Catholic  Medical  Center  operates  four  facilities: 
Mary  Immaculate  Hospital  in  Jamaica,  St  John's 
Queens  Hospital  in  Elmhurst,  St  Mary's  Hospital  in 
Brooklyn  and  Holy  Family  Hospital,  also  in  Brooklyn 
Together  they  represent  nearly  1,000  beds,  compris- 
ing over  10%  of  the  hospital  beds  in  Queens.  Newly 
affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical 
Center  in  1984,  the  Catholic  Medical  Center  is  com- 
pleting an  extensive  program  of  modernization  and 
expansion  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Catholic  Medical 
Center  will  provide  an  educational  site  for  training 


medical  students  and  housestaff,  as  well  as  provide 
tertiary  care  referrals  to  The  New  York  Hospital. 


Memorial  Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer  Center 

This  comprehensive  cancer  center  includes  Memorial 
Hospital,  a  565-bed  tertiary  care  clinical  unit,  and  the 
Sloan-Kettering  Institute  for  Cancer  Research,  where 
nearly  100  laboratories  are  dedicated  to  cancer- 
related  biomedical  investigation 

The  hospital,  originally  established  in  1884,  has  been 
affiliated  with  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
since  1914,  and  most  of  its  staff  hold  appointments  at 
the  College  Sloan-Kettering  staff  also  hold  appoint- 
ments in  many  cases,  either  in  the  Medical  College  or 
in  the  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences,  which 
offers  degrees  through  a  Sloan-Kettering  Division. 

The  Center  is  a  teaching  unit  of  the  Medical  College 
in  the  major  medical  disciplines  and,  in  addition,  its 
facilities  offer  unique  opportunities  for  instruction  in 
the  pathology,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  neoplastic 
diseases 


North  Shore  University  Hospital 

North  Shore  University  is  currently  a  600-bed,  70- 
bassinet,  general  care,  voluntary  institution  in  Man- 
hasset,  Long  Island,  serving  the  populous  counties  of 
Nassau,  Suffolk,  and  Queens,  as  well  as  the  tri-state 
area  in  certain  subspecialties.  It  opened  its  doors  in 
1953  and  became  formally  affiliated  with  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College  in  1969. 

North  Shore  University  Hospital,  situated  on  56  acres, 
IS  currently  undergoing  major  expansion.  Enlarged 
nursery  facilities,  as  well  as  facilities  to  house  120 
more  patient  beds,  a  research  complex,  a  combined 
280-bed  health  related  nursing  home  and  rehabilita- 
tion center,  and  additional  residences  for  professional 
staff  are  now  under  construction 

Clinical  instruction  is  provided  in  medicine,  neurol- 
ogy, surgery,  ophthalmology,  pediatrics,  pathology 
psychiatry,  radiology,  and  obstetrics-gynecology  to 
students  at  the  second-,  third-,  or  fourth-year  levels. 
Over  200  residency  training  positions  are  offered  in 
many  disciplines  and  all  members  of  the  professional 
staff  of  the  hospital  are  on  the  faculty  of  the  Medical 
College  and  participate  in  its  teaching  programs.  In 
addition,  each  clinical  service  has  a  staff  of  full-time 
faculty  members  involved  in  research,  teaching  and 
clinical  activities  Since  1967,  there  have  been  coop- 
erative programs  in  graduate  medical  education  be- 
tween North  Shore  University  Hospital  and  Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering  Cancer  Center  as  well  as  with  the 
Hospital  for  Special  Surgery. 

Education  is  also  enhanced  through  affiliations  in 
many  specialties  with  several  local  hospitals  where 
community-oriented  programs  provide  important  ex- 
perience for  students  in  the  Medical  College.  Many 
outreach  programs  with  local  colleges  and  commu- 
nity agencies,  including  an  extensive  home-care  hos- 
pice program,  provide  further  opportunities  for  study

St.  Barnabas  Hospital 

St.  Barnabas  Hospital,  established  in  1866  in  the 
South  Central  Bronx  as  a  chronic  disease  facility,  in 
recent  years  has  been  converted  to  a  modern  415- 
bed,  acute  care,  voluntary  institution,  St  Barnabas 
became  affiliated  with  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center  in  June,  1982,  in  order  to  provide  a 
comprehensive  range  of  medical  services  to  the 
community  and  as  an  educational  site  for  students 
and  housestaff 

Will  Rogers  Institute 

in  1977  the  Will  Rogers  Memorial  Fund  joined  with  the 
Burke  Rehabilitation  Center  and  The  New  York  Hospi- 
tal-Cornell Medical  Center  to  form  a  joint  program  un- 
der the  name  of  the  Will  Rogers  Institute.  The  Institute 
provides  health  education  for  the  general  public 
through  the  communications  media  and  promotes 
basic  and  clinical  research  in  pulmonary  disease, 
through  the  establishment  of  the  Will  Rogers  Profes- 
sorship in  Pulmonary  Medicine  at  the  Burke  Rehabili- 
tation Center,  and  a  Will  Rogers  Pulmonary  Fellow. 

LaGuardia  Hospital 

LaGuardia  Hospital  is  a  300-bed,  voluntary,  commu- 
nity hospital  affiliated  with  the  Health  Insurance  Plan 
of  Greater  New  York  (H  I  P),  the  largest  and  one  of 
the  oldest  pre-paid  group  practices  on  the  East  coast 
covering  almost  900,000  subscribers  for  their  health 
care  requirements 

The  Hospital,  located  in  Forest  Hills,  N  Y,  is  housed  in 
a  modern  physical  facility,  including  a  12  story  addi- 
tion completed  in  1980,  and  is  equipped  with  the 


most  technologically  advanced  equipment.  Since 
1978,  LaGuardia  Hospital  has  been  affiliated  with  The 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  for  several 
integrated  residency  programs.  In  addition,  some 
Cornell  medical  students  rotate  through  LaGuardia 
Hospital  during  the  required  clerkship  in  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology  and  fourth-year  elective  experiences 
are  offered  through  the  Department  of  Medicine. 
LaGuardia  Hospital  has  full-time  Chiefs  of  Service 
and  medical  staff  and  draws  heavily  on  both  this  full- 
time  medical  staff  and  the  Cornell  faculty  for  its  edu- 
cational programs. 

Libraries 

Samuel  J.  Wood  Library 

The  mam  library  of  the  Medical  College  is  located  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  Samuel  J  Wood  Library  and  Re- 
search Building,  to  the  right  of  the  1300  York  Avenue 
entrance  at  Sixty-ninth  Street 

Eighteen  hundred  current  journals  are  received  and 
the  total  collection  has  reached  more  than  125,000 
volumes  Participation  in  communication  and  library 
networks  enables  the  library  to  identify  and  produce 
needed  items  quickly 

The  library  is  equipped  with  a  communications  termi- 
nal linked  to  a  computer  to  search  a  wide  spectrum 
of  data  bases,  which  includes  the  medical  literature 
The  library  houses  and  maintains  several  microcom- 
puters for  student  use  The  Information  and  Refer- 
ence Department  receives  requests  for  these 
searches  Typing  facilities,  duplicating  services,  and 
instruction  in  information  searching  both  manual  and 
computer  aided  are  also  available 
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Audiovisual  materials  including  films,  slides,  video 
and  audiotapes  are  available  Materials  not  in  the  col- 
lection may  be  requested  for  loan  througfi  the  Infor- 
mation and  Reference  Department  The  library  can 
arrange  production  of  video  tapes  Such  requests 
should  be  directed  to  the  librarian. 

The  library  is  open  during  the  week  from  7:00  a.m. 
until  midnight,  on  Saturdays  from  9:00  a.m.  until  8:00 
p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  from  noon  until  midnight  The 
library  is  closed  on  Christmas,  New  Year's  Day,  and 
other  holidays,  and  special  schedules  are 
announced. 

The  Audiovisual  Services  Department  provides  pro- 
jection equipment  and  services  and  room  reserva- 
tions for  meetings  and  conferences 

Medical  Archives 

Established  in  1972,  the  Medical  Archives  of  The  New 
York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  occupies  the 
whole  of  the  twenty-fifth  floor  of  The  New  York  Hospi- 
tal It  collects,  organizes,  preserves  and  makes  avail- 
able the  official  papers  of  the  Center  and  its  anteced- 
ent institutions  The  collection  represents  a 
continuous  record  of  medical  care  and  research 
since  1771  and  includes  the  personal  papers  of  per- 
sons connected  with  the  Center,  photographs, 
other  visual  materials,  antique  instruments  and  appa- 
ratus developed  at  the  Center.  The  Archives  is  open 


weekdays  from  9:00  a.m.  until  5:00  p.m.  and  by 
appointment. 

Library  Funds 

Tiie  Boole  Fund  offers  friends  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege the  opportunity  to  help  its  library  through  individ- 
ual gifts  and  the  Honor  with  Books  program. 

The  Dr.  Henry  Ashley  Carr  Fund  was  endowed  by 
a  gift  from  Dr  George  A.  Falk  in  honor  of  Dr.  Henry 
Ashley  Carr  The  income  is  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  and  periodicals,  whenever  possible, 
in  the  field  of  cardiology. 

The  Carnesale  Memorial  Fund  was  established 
through  a  gift  from  Dr  Peter  L.  Carnesale  in  memory 
of  Gaetano  Carnesale.  The  income  from  the  endow- 
ment is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  and 
periodicals 

The  Frank  Glenn  Book  Fund  was  established  by 
the  friends  and  colleagues  of  Dr.  Frank  Glenn,  Lewis 
Atterbury  Stimson  Professor  of  Surgery  1947-1967, 
and  a  bequest  from  his  estate  It  provides  unre- 
stricted support  for  all  library  functions. 

The  Griffis  Endowment  Fund  was  endowed  by  a 
generous  gift  in  1953  from  Stanton  Griffis  and  his 
family  The  income  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of 
books,  periodicals  and  similar  publications 
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The  Nella  Foundation  Fund  was  established  by  a 
generous  gift  from  Mr  Allen  Fischibach  to  be  used  for 
the  general  purposes  of  the  library. 

The  Reichert  Archives  Fund  was  established 
through  a  generous  gift  fronn  Dr.  and  Mrs  Philip 
Reichert  and  has  enabled  the  Medical  Center  to 
continue  the  work  of  the  Medical  Archives.

Admissions 
Requirements 

in  defining  the  qualifications  for  admission,  the  faculty 
of  Cornell  University  Medical  College  attaches  particu- 
lar importance  to  the  liberal  and  general  education 
implied  by  the  acquisition  of  a  college  degree.  Al- 
though most  applicants  to  the  Medical  College  will 
have  completed  four  years  of  college,  possession  of 
an  undergraduate  degree  is  not  a  requirement  of 
candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from 
Cornell  University.  Applications  will  be  seriously  and 
carefully  considered  from  students  who  have  com- 
pleted only  three  years  of  undergraduate  work  and 
whose  personal,  educational,  and  social  maturation 
seem  to  warrant  earlier  admission  to  the  study  of 
medicine.  Some  of  these  applicants  may  be  able  to 
satisfy  the  requirements  for  a  baccalaureate  degree 
in  their  colleges  by  successfully  completing  the  first 
year  of  medical  school. 

The  basic  premedical  requirements  that  all  students 
must  fulfill  in  order  to  qualify  for  admission  to  the 
study  of  medicine  in  New  York  State  are  published  in 
the  Regulations  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  In 
conformity  with  these  regulations,  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  requires  for  admission  the  satisfac- 
tory completion  of  at  least  six  semester  credit  hours 
in  each  of  the  following  subjects:  English,  physics, 
biology  or  zoology,  general  chemistry,  and  organic 
chemistry.  It  is  to  be  emphasized  that  this  represents 
the  minimal  requirement  for  admission. 

A  sound  preparation  in  biology,  chemistry,  and  phys- 
ics is  essential  for  a  student  planning  to  study  medi- 
cine and  course  work  in  the  behavioral  sciences  is 


becoming  increasingly  important.  A  student  not  ma- 
joring in  one  of  the  sciences  should  realize  that  a 
thorough  basic  training  in  the  concepts  and  methods 
of  science  can  only  be  acquired  through  rigorous 
laboratory  experience.  A  science  major,  on  the  other 
hand,  should  not  overlook  the  broad  educational 
value  of  study  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences. 
In  planning  premedical  work,  students  are  advised  to 
elect  subjects  that  will  lay  a  broad  foundation  for 
medical  study  rather  than  to  anticipate  courses  re- 
quired in  the  medical  curriculum. 

The  Admissions  Committee  seeks  students  who,  they 
feel,  are  best  prepared  to  provide  future  leadership  in 
medicine.  In  addition  to  a  thorough  preparation  in  the 
sciences,  applicants  should  have  attained  a  broad 
liberal  arts  education  with  demonstrated  accomplish- 
ments in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences  and 
have  such  personal  characteristics  as  maturity  and 
emotional  stability  Science  and  non-science  majors 
are  equally  considered. 

Selection 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  of  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  each  year  selects  a  class  of  about 
one  hundred  students  from  approximately  6,000  ap- 
plicants. In  doing  so,  the  committee's  goal  is  to  ac- 
cept the  students  they  feel  are  best  prepared  to  pro- 
vide future  leadership  in  the  field  of  medicine.  Each 
year  the  Medical  College  receives  applications  from 
many  more  candidates  meeting  the  basic  qualifica- 
tions for  the  study  of  medicine  than  it  can  possibly 
accept.  Thus,  in  addition  to  consideration  of  objective 
criteria,  the  evaluation  of  candidates  also  involves 
subjective  judgments  including  an  assessment  of 
their  motivation,  maturity,  stability,  and  other  factors 
deemed  by  the  faculty  to  be  essential  to  the  making 
of  an  effective  and  competent  physician. 

In  order  to  be  seriously  considered  for  admission, 
candidates  must  demonstrate  superior  academic  ac- 
complishment at  the  undergraduate  level,  including 
completion  of  required  course  work.  In  addition,  they 
must  be  of  good  moral  character  and  possess  the 
requisite  sensory,  cognitive,  motor  and  organizational 
skills,  including  the  ability  to  synthesize  and  apply 
knowledge,  necessary  to  master  the  entire  medical 
college  curriculum.  Cornell  attempts  to  maintain  a 
heterogeneous  study  body  by  selecting  well-qualified 
students  from  diverse  geographic,  academic,  and  ra- 
cial backgrounds.  The  number  of  students  from  any 
one  college,  region,  race,  or  sex  may  thus  vary  from 
year  to  year.  Well-motivated  students  from  particularly 
adverse  economic  or  social  backgrounds  who  have 
had  substandard  educational  opportunities  are  also 
admitted. 

It  is  the  policy  of  Cornell  University  actively  to  support 
equality  of  educational  and  employment  opportunity. 
No  person  shall  be  denied  admission  to  any  educa- 
tional program  or  activity  or  be  denied  employment 
on  the  basis  of  any  legally  prohibited  discrimination 
involving,  but  not  limited  to,  such  factors  as  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  national  or  ethnic  origin,  sex, 
age,  or  handicap.  The  University  is  committed  to  the 
maintenance  of  affirmative  action  programs  which 
will  assure  the  continuation  of  such  equality  of 
opportunity 
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All  policies  regarding  admission,  employment,  and 
educational  programs  and  activities  are  established 
and  administered  in  conformity  with  the  Education 
Practices  Act  of  New  York  as  well  as  state  and  federal 
civil  rights  laws,  specifically  including  Title  IX  of  the 
Education  Amendments  Act  of  1972,  and  regulations 
thereunder,  prohibiting  practices  or  policies  in  admis- 
sions, education  programs,  or  employment  that  are  in 
any  way  discriminatory  on  the  basis  of  sex. 

Application 

Application  to  Cornell  University  Medical  College  can 
be  made  only  through  the  American  Medical  College 
Application  Service  (AMCAS),  Suite  301,  1776  Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue,  N.W  ,  Washington,  D  C  20036- 
1989.  AMCAS  is  the  sole  distributor  of  application 
forms  and  instructions.  These  are  obtained  by  for- 
warding application  requests  to  AMCAS  Upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  AMCAS  application  by  Cornell,  additional 
information  will  be  requested  and  instructions  will  be 
given  about  submission  of  letters  of  evaluation  The 
evaluation  of  a  pre-medical  advisory  committee  is 
preferred.  If  this  is  not  available,  two  letters  of  evaula- 
tions  from  members  of  the  undergraduate  science 
faculty  of  the  applicant's  college,  well  acquainted 
with  the  student,  may  be  substituted  After  receipt  of 
the  supplementary  information,  the  letters  of  evalua- 
tion, and  the  $45  application  fee,  the  Committee  on 
Admissions  will  review  carefully  the  completed  appli- 
cation and  will  select  students  for  personal  inter- 
views. The  fee  can  be  waived  for  financial  reasons  for 
those  applicants  who  are  eligible  for  AMCAS  fee 
waivers. 

From  among  the  large  number  of  applicants,  the 
committee  selects  for  personal  interviews  those  stu- 
dents under  serious  consideration 

Students  are  required  to  take  the  Medical  College 
Admissions  Test  (MCAT)  which  is  viewed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Admissions  as  evidence  of  minimal  aca- 
demic competence  and  as  a  standardized  test  which 
allows  appropriate  comparisons. 

The  committee  will  notify  applicants  of  its  decision  af- 
ter February  15  If  the  committee  takes  favorable  ac- 
tion, a  letter  of  acceptance  is  forwarded  to  the  appli- 
cant who  has  two  weeks  to  accept  a  place  m  the 
class  by  sending  a  deposit  of  $100.  This  deposit  is 
deductible  from  the  first  tuition  payment. 

Advanced  Standing 

When  vacancies  occur  in  the  second-  or  third-year 
classes,  students  may  be  admitted  with  advanced 
standing  Only  those  students  who  have  completed 
and  passed  examinations  in  their  basic  science 
course  work  as  matriculated  medical  students  in  an 
accredited  United  States  medical  school  are  eligible 
for  consideration  for  transfer  to  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  Applications  for  a  place  in  the  sec- 
ond- or  third-year  class  may  be  obtained  from  the  Of- 
fice of  Admissions,  445  East  Sixty-ninth  Street,  New 
York,  New  York  10021 ,  in  January  of  the  year  for 
which  admission  is  sought. 

Candidates  seeking  admission  with  advanced  stand- 
ing must  furnish  evidence  of  having  completed  satis- 
factorily, in  an  accredited  medical  school,  all  of  the 


work  required  of  students  in  the  class  they  want  to 
enter  Applicants  must  also  have  submitted  two  let- 
ters of  evaluation  from  their  medical  school  faculty,  as 
well  as  a  certificate  of  good  academic  standing  from 
the  medical  school,  or  schools,  they  attended  In  ad- 
dition, these  candidates  must  have  fulfilled  the  re- 
quirements for  admission  to  the  first-year  class  at 
Cornell  University  Medical  College.  They  may  be  re- 
quired to  take  examinations  in  any  of  the  medical 
school  courses  taken  in  another  school.  Applicants 
for  transfer  into  the  third-year  class  must  also  pass  all 
seven  sections  of  the  Part  I  examination  of  the  Na- 
tional Board  of  Medical  Examiners.  Applicants  who 
are  accepted  are  required  to  make  a  deposit  of  $100, 
which  is  deductible  from  the  first  tuition  payment. 

Visiting  Students 

Visiting  students  are  candidates  for  the  M.D.  degree 
at  other  medical  schools  accredited  by  the  Liaison 
Committee  on  Medical  Education  and  who  have  a 
need  in  their  degree  programs  to  take  elective 
courses  offered  by  Cornell  University  Medical  Col- 
lege Registration  and  attendance  in  any  elective 
course  is  through  application  to  the  Office  of  Student 
Affairs  and  Academic  Programs  with  certification  by 
the  dean  of  the  parent  school  where  the  student  will 
be  given  credit  for  the  course,  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  sponsor  of  the  elective  course.  A  visiting  stu- 
dent may  enroll  in  no  more  than  eight  weeks  of  elec- 
tive courses  during  any  academic  year  Adequate 
malpractice  insurance  covering  the  student's  activi- 
ties while  in  attendance  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  must  be  provided  by  the  parent  medical 
school  No  tuition  will  be  charged  by  Cornell  Univer- 
sity Medical  College. 

Auditing  Students 

Auditing  students  are  individuals  who  attend  lecture 
courses  at  the  discretion  of,  and  with  the  permission 
of  the  department  chairperson.  No  courses  offered 
by  clinical  departments  may  be  audited  No  records 
will  be  maintained  and  no  credit  will  be  given  to  stu- 
dents who  audit  courses.  Auditing  students  will  not 
be  permitted  to  take  final  examinations.  Conversions 
from  the  status  of  an  auditing  student  to  that  of  visit- 
ing student  will  not  be  permitted  unless  the  request 
for  conversion  is  made  by  the  end  of  the  second 
week  of  the  course  and  the  requirements  of  the  re- 
quested status  are  met. 

Educational  Policies  and 
Plan  of  Instruction 

The  Medical  College  is  divided  into  seventeen  de- 
partments Seven  of  the  departments  are  concerned 
primarily  with  the  sciences  underlying  clinical  medi- 
cine: they  are  the  Departments  of  Biochemistry,  Cell 
Biology  and  Anatomy,  Microbiology,  Pathology,  Phar- 
macology, Physiology  and  Biophysics,  and  Public 
Health.  Ten  departments  have  as  their  major  function 
the  study,  treatment  and  prevention  of  human  dis- 
eases, and  maternity  care;  they  are  the  Departments 
of  Anesthesiology,  Medicine,  Neurology,  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology,  Ophthalmology,  Otorhinolaryngol- 
ogy,  Pediatrics,  Psychiatry,  Radiology,  and  Surgery. 
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Responsibility  for  the  e'ducational  policies  of  the  Med- 
ical College  is  shared  by  the  Executive  Faculty  Coun- 
cil, consisting  of  the  academic  administrative  officers 
and  the  chairpersons  of  those  departments  with  ma- 
jor teaching  commitments  to  medical  students,  and 
the  General  Faculty  Council  composed  of  elected 
faculty  representatives  from  all  departments  of  the 
Medical  College.  The  Medical  Student  Executive 
Committee  consists  of  elected  representatives  from 
each  of  the  four  classes  of  medical  students  and 
serves  as  a  forum  for  student  opinion  and  for  commu- 
nication between  faculty  and  students. 

Departments  offer  courses  that  must  be  completed 
by  each  student  before  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine is  conferred  by  Cornell  University.  The  courses 
are  arranged  in  their  sequence  and  duration  to  de- 
velop logically  the  knowledge  and  training  of  stu- 
dents for  graduation  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine. 

In  order  to  fulfill  its  responsibility  and  desire  to  con- 
tinue and  further  the  high  standards  and  excellence 
of  the  academic  programs  at  Cornell,  the  faculty  re- 
serves the  right  to  make  changes  in  the  curriculum  at 
any  time. 

The  various  departments  also  offer  courses  and  op- 
portunities for  special  study  open  to  regular  medical 
students,  to  candidates  for  advanced  degrees  in  the 
Graduate  School  of  Cornell  University,  and  to  quali- 
fied advanced  students  of  medicine  who  are  not  can- 
didates for  degrees 

Medical  knowledge  is  so  extensive  that  only  a  small 
part  of  that  needed  for  a  successful  career  in  medi- 
cine can  be  acquired  during  the  time  devoted  to 
medical  study  in  the  Medical  College  curriculum.  The 
time  devoted  by  the  prospective  physician  to  prepa- 
ration for  the  practice  of  medicine  includes  at  least 
one  year,  and  often  many  more  years,  of  graduate 
medical  education  as  an  intern  or  resident  in  a  hospi- 
tal, either  in  clinical  or  laboratory  work  or  both.  The 
required  period  of  study  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  extends  over  four  academic  years  of  at  least 
thirty-three  weeks  each. 

As  medical  science  and  medical  practice  may  be 
pursued  in  a  variety  of  ways,  it  is  the  policy  of  the 
college  to  encourage  the  student  to  vary  his  or  her 
course  of  study  according  to  special  interests  and 
particular  talents  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  meeting 
the  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine. 

A  thesis  is  not  a  requirement  for  graduation,  but  stu- 
dents are  encouraged  to  engage  in  individual  work, 
as  time  permits,  with  the  hope  that  they  may  accom- 
plish results  worthy  of  publication.  It  is  desirable, 
therefore,  for  some  students  to  devote  time  to  a  sin- 
gle subject  in  which  they  have  a  special  interest.  The 
development  of  great  technical  proficiency  in  the  var- 
ious fields  of  clinical  medicine  is  not  expected  during 
the  regular  medical  course  but  must  await  adequate 
training  after  graduation. 

First- Year  Curriculum 

The  first  year  of  study  is  devoted  to  cell  biology  and 
anatomy,  biochemistry,  physiology,  neuroscience, 
psychiatry,  and  introductory  medicine,  including  the 


basic  elements  of  physical  examination,  interviewing 
techniques,  and  the  sociological  determinants  of  dis- 
ease. Clinical  conferences  are  presented  in  these 
courses  to  illustrate  the  application  of  the  basic  sci- 
ences to  clinical  medicine.  A  series  of  weekly  inter- 
disciplinary sessions  explores  a  wide  range  of  medi- 
cal topics,  again  emphasizing  the  interrelationships 
of  the  basic  sciences  to  each  other  and  to  clinical 
medicine. 

Second-Year  Curriculum 

In  the  second  year,  the  basic  sciences  of  microbiol- 
ogy, pharmacology,  and  pathology  are  completed 
and  the  full-time  clinical  curriculum  is  begun  with 
physical  diagnosis,  neurology,  psychiatry,  and  public 
health.  Weekly  clinical  pathological  conferences 
serve  as  a  continuing  point  of  integration  of  the  basic 
and  clinical  sciences. 

Summers 

In  addition  to  scheduled  time  for  electives  during  the 
first  two  years,  the  summers  following  the  first  and 
second  years  are  free  and  may  be  used  to  acquire  or 
to  further  experience  in  investigative  work,  if  a  stu- 
dent wishes.  Several  fellowships  are  available  for  se- 
lected students. 

Third-Year  Curriculum 

Clerkships  of  four  to  twelve  week's  duration,  in  the 
forty-eight  week  (September  through  August)  third- 
year  curriculum,  provide  a  sound  basic  introduction 
to  all  the  major  clinical  fields.  When  students  have 
completed  this  clinical  core  curriculum,  they  are  suffi- 
ciently acquainted  with  the  various  clinical  specialties 
to  have  identified  their  primary  areas  of  interest,  both 
in  the  clinical  and  basic  science  fields.  Accordingly, 
they  are  prepared  to  plan  an  educational  program  for 
their  final  medical  school  year  that  is  best  suited  to 
their  interests. 

In  the  spring  of  the  third  year,  each  student  chooses 
a  senior  faculty  member  as  an  adviser  to  help  in 
planning  the  fourth-year  program. 

Fourth-Year  Curriculum 

The  fourth  year  is  a  time  when  students  can  correlate 
the  preceding  experiences  of  medical  school,  begin 
to  function  effectively  in  the  physician's  role,  and 
sharpen  their  clinical  skills  in  preparation  for  resi- 
dency training.  Presently  at  Cornell,  the  fourth-year 
curriculum  is  elective  and  students  have  latitude  in 
choosing  their  own  programs.  Numerous  elective  op- 
portunities available  in  the  Cornell  Medical  Center  are 
described  in  the  Catalog  of  Electives.  Other  electives 
in  the  Center  or  in  other  educational  institutions  may 
be  arranged  with  the  approval  of  the  student's  elec- 
tive adviser.  The  curriculum  is  being  reviewed  at  this 
time  and  this  may  result  in  a  change  in  the  elective 
nature  of  the  fourth  year 

One- Year  Research  Fellowships 

Any  student  seriously  interested  in  investigative  work 
in  the  basic  or  clinical  medical  sciences  may  apply 
for  a  year's  leave  of  absence  to  pursue  research  in 
the  field  of  choice.  Such  research  opportunities  are 
available  in  all  departments  of  the  Medical  College.  A 
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leave  will  be  considered  for  investigative  work  in 
other  institutions.  In  general,  the  nnost  convenient 
tinne  to  take  the  leave  is  between  the  second  and 
third  years,  but  a  leave  may  be  considered  at  other 
times  in  the  medical  course 

Coordinated  M.D.-Ph.D.  Programs 

For  students  interested  m  teaching  and  research  ca- 
reers m  the  basic  biomedical  sciences  or  m  clinical 
medicine,  three  combined  M.D  -Ph  D.  programs  are 
offered 

1  The  first  program  is  coordinated  between  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  and  the  Medical  Col- 
lege Division  of  the  Cornell  University  Graduate 
School  of  Medical  Sciences  Graduate  programs 
are  offered  in  the  fields  of  biochemistry,  cell  and 
development  biology,  cell  biology  and  genetics, 
developmental  therapy  and  clinical  investigation, 
genetics,  immunology,  microbiology,  molecular  bi- 
ology and  virology,  neurobiology  and  behavior, 
pathology,  pharmacology  and  physiology  and  bio- 
physics Students  m  this  program  work  under  the 
supervision  of  faculty  members  at  the  Medical 
College  Applications  can  be  submitted  by  incom- 
ing first  year  students,  matriculated  Cornell  medi- 
cal students  or  by  resident  physicians  on  the 
house  staff  of  hospitals  affiliated  with  the  Medical 
College  For  information  and  application  forms, 
contact  Office  of  Admissions.

2  The  second  M  D  -Ph  D  program  is  conducted  by 
Cornell  University  Medical  College  and  the  Sloan- 
Kettering  Division  of  the  Cornell  University  Gradu- 
ate School  of  Medical  Sciences  Students  m  this 
combined  degree  program  study  medicine  at  the 
Medical  College  and  pursue  their  graduate  edu- 
cation at  the  Sloan-Kettenng  Institute  for  Cancer 
Research,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sloan-Ket- 
tenng Division.

In  selecting  from  these  three  programs,  the  applicant 
should  carefully  survey  the  different  areas  of  gradu- 
ate study  offered  and  select  the  program  most  con- 
sistent with  his  or  her  research  and  career  goals 
Each  of  the  three  coordinated  programs  is  normally 
expected  to  require  about  seven  calendar  years 
of  study 


Summer  Fellowship  Program  for 
Minority  Students 

A  summer  fellowship  program  for  minority-group 
premedical  students  has  the  specific  aims  of  increas- 
ing the  number  of  minority-group  students  in  medical 
schools  and  of  increasing  their  awareness  of  the 
great  variety  in  medical  career  opportunities. 
Premedical  students  who  have  completed  their  junior 
year  spend  ten  weeks  as  summer  fellows  at  the  Med- 
ical Center 

Fellows  work  three  days  a  week  at  a  variety  of  re- 
search activities  with  sponsors  who  are  faculty  mem- 
bers from  different  departments.  The  students  in  this 
program  are  often  involved  jointly  with  medical  stu- 
dents who  hold  similar  fellowships.  Two  mornings  a 
week  are  devoted  to  a  specially  designed  course  in 
cardiovascular  physiology.  The  afternoons  of  these 
days  are  used  for  a  series  of  discussions  about 
health  problems  of  various  communities,  and  visits  to 
a  neighborhood  health  center  program 

Information  regarding  applications  for  fellowships 
and  all  other  aspects  of  minority-group  admissions 
can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  Bruce  L  Ballard,  M  D  , 
Associate  Dean,  Cornell  University  Medical  College. 
Application  should  be  made  early  in  the  junior  year, 
and  not  later  than  April  1 


Advancement  and  Graduation 

Qualifications  for  admission  and  advancenient. 

The  evaluation  of  individuals  for  admission  and  ad- 
vancement involves  both  objective  criteria  and  sub- 
jective judgments  In  order  to  be  considered  for  ad- 
mission and  subsequent  advancement,  individuals 
must  have  satisfactorily  completed  all  required  un- 
dergraduate and  medical  college  course  work:  must 
demonstrate  motivation,  maturity,  stability,  sound 
judgment,  a  sense  of  responsibility,  and  good  moral 
character;  must  evidence  cognitive,  motor,  and  orga- 
nizational skills,  sensory  perception,  ability  to  syn- 
thesize and  apply  knowledge,  and  possess  such 
other  attributes  as  the  faculty  deems  to  be  essential 
to  the  making  of  a  safe  and  effective  physician 

Dismissal.  Students  are  subject  to  dismissal  for  the 
following  reasons:  (1)  failure  to  pass  required  course 
work  or  to  remedy  failures  as  provided  in  the  Guide- 
lines for  Promotion  and  Graduation;  (2)  violation  of 
the  Code  of  Professional  Conduct,  which  outlines  the 
principles  of  academic  integrity  which  are  expected 
of  every  Cornell  medical  student;  (3)  a  determination 
by  the  faculty,  after  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  of 
failure  to  meet  the  standards  of  fitness  for  medicine 
set  forth  above  Both  the  Guidelines  for  Promotion 
and  Graduation  and  the  Code  of  Professional  Con- 
duct are  distributed  to  all  entering  students 

Graduation.  The  award  of  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  attests  to  the  individual  s  successful  com- 
pletion of  the  curriculum  and  prima  facie  ability  to 
practice  the  profession  effectively  and  skillfully  The 
faculty  does  not  believe  that  the  degree  can  or 
should  be  awarded  subject  to  any  qualifications  or  to 
any  modifications  or  restrictions  whatsoever  The  fac- 
ulty reserves  the  right  to  withhold  the  granting  of  a 


degree  to  any  person  whose  ability  to  practice  medi- 
cine safely  and  effectively  is  innpaired. 

The  curriculum  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
is  divided  into  four  successive  academic  years,  each 
year  building  on  the  subject  material  of  preceding 
years. 

At  the  end  of  each  academic  term,  a  student's  per- 
formance in  all  required  and  elective  courses  is  eval- 
uated and  recorded.  A  student's  final  grade  in  a 
course  is  determined  by  the  appropriate  department 
after  evaluation  of  the  student's  performance  in  all  as- 
pects of  the  course  work,  including  the  results  of  ex- 
aminations 

At  the  end  of  each  academic  year,  a  student's  overall 
performance,  based  on  the  results  of  evaluations  in 
all  of  the  courses  in  the  curriculum  of  that  year,  is  re- 
viewed by  the  Committee  on  Promotion  and 
Graduation. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  fVledicine 
must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and 
be  of  good  moral  character.  They  must  have  com- 
pleted successfully  four  full  courses  of  at  least  eight 
months  each  as  regular  matriculated  medical  stu- 
dents. They  must  have  satisfactorily  completed  all  the 
required  work  of  the  medical  curriculum  and  must 
have  passed  all  prescribed  examinations.  Every  can- 
didate for  a  degree  must  pay,  or  satisfactorily  arrange 
to  pay,  all  accounts  due  the  University  at  least  ten 
days  before  commencement 

Graduation  from  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
fulfills  one  of  the  requirements  necessary  to  apply  for 


a  license  as  a  physician  in  the  various  states.  Most  of 
our  graduates,  however,  take  further  training. 

The  Family  Education  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  of  1974 
as  amended  prohibits  the  release  of  educational  rec- 
ords by  institutions  without  the  specific  consent  of  the 
student  or  alumnus. 

A  transcript  of  the  Medical  College  record  of  a  stu- 
dent or  graduate  will  be  mailed  at  the  student's  re- 
quest to  accredited  hospitals  and  to  educational  or 
other  recognized  institutions  as  credentials  in  support 
of  his  or  her  application  for  a  position  or  promotion 
All  transcripts  are  marked  "confidential "  and  carry  the 
instruction  that  they  are  not  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
candidate.  The  purpose  of  this  ruling  is  to  avoid  pos- 
sible loss  and  fraudulent  use  of  an  official  document 
of  the  Medical  College.  Students  or  alumni  may  send

Examinations  for  Medical 
Licensure 

Graduates  of  Cornell  University  Medical  College  are 
admitted  unconditionally  to  the  examinations  for  li- 
cense to  practice  medicine  in  all  states  of  the  United 
States.  Certified  students  and  graduates  of  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  are  admitted  to  the  exami- 
nations of  the  National  Board  of  Medical  Examiners, 
whose  certificate  is  recognized  by  a  majority  of  the 
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state  and  federal  territory  licensing  agencies  and  by 
the  respective  authorities  of  England,  Scotland  and 
Ireland  Although  national  in  scope  and  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  District  of  Colunnbia,  the  Na- 
tional Board  of  Medical  Exanniners  is  not  to  be  con- 
fused with  a  federal  governmental  agency  For  infor- 
mation, write  to  the  National  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners,  3930  Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia,  Penn- 
sylvania 19104. 


Fees  and  Expenses 

All  fees  for  instruction  and  other  charges  are  paid  at 
the  Accounting  Office  of  the  Medical  College,  Room 
D-07,  1300  York  Avenue,  New  York,  New  York  10021 . 

Application  Fee.  A  nonrefundable  charge  of  $45  is 
made  for  reviewing  each  application 

Acceptance  deposit.  Each  student  admitted  is 
given  notice  of  acceptance  and  a  limited  time  (usu- 
ally two  weeks)  in  which  to  decide  if  he  or  she  will 
enroll  in  the  entering  class  The  student's  name  is  not 
placed  on  the  class  list  until  the  $100  acceptance  de- 
posit IS  paid  The  deposit  is  credited  toward  the  tui- 
tion charge  and  is  refundable  if  the  student  withdraws 
prior  to  June  15 


Tuition 

Tuition  for  one  academic  year  is  $13,660,  starting 
September,  1984.  It  is  payable  at  the  beginning  of  the 
academic  year  or  in  two  equal  parts,  the  first  of  which 
must  be  made  by  the  first  day  of  classes,  and  the 
second  by  January  15,  1985.  The  following  are  in- 
cluded in  the  tuition  fee: 
1 .  Matriculation  fee. 
2  Student  health  insurance 
3.  Student  health  service. 

Any  individual  who  owes  money  to  the  University  will 
not  be  allowed  to  register  or  reregister  in  the  Univer- 
sity, receive  a  transcript  of  his  or  her  record,  have  his 
or  her  academic  credits  certified,  be  granted  a  leave 
of  absence,  or  have  a  degree  conferred. 

Refund  Policy 

If  a  student  terminates  his  or  her  medical  college  reg- 
istration by  official  leave  of  absence  or  withdrawal, 
tuition  will  be  charged  for  that  trimester  beginning 
with  the  first  day  of  the  trimester  and  extending  to  the 
effective  date  of  the  leave  of  absence  or  withdrawal 
as  recorded  in  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs  and  Aca- 
demic Programs.

If  the  effective  date  of  thie  withdrawal  or  leave  of  ab- 
sence is  within  the  first  six  days  of  the  trinnester,  tui- 
tion for  that  trimester  will  not  be  charged  If  the  date 
of  the  withdrawal  or  leave  of  absence  is  effective  after 
the  first  six  days  of  the  trimester,  tuition  for  that 
trimester  will  be  retained  in  the  following  amount: 
week  or  fraction  of  a  week  following  the  first  six  days 
of  the  trimester,  10  percent;  second  following  week, 
20  percent;  third  following  week,  30  percent;  fourth 
following  week,  40  percent;  fifth  following  week,  60 
percent;  sixth  following  week,  80  percent;  seventh 
following  week,  100  percent 

Books,  Equipment,  and  Microscopes 

The  average  cost  of  books  and  microscope  rental  is 
approximately  $950  in  the  first  and  second  years.  Bi- 
nocular microscopes  are  available  for  rental.  Informa- 
tion will  be  furnished  to  each  entering  student  before 
registration. 

Foreign  Students 

Foreign  students  who  are  not  citizens  or  permanent 
residents  of  the  United  States  are  not  eligible  for 
Medical  College  financial  aid  because  of  Federal  re- 
strictions on  funds  included  in  the  aid  program.  Any 
foreign  student  who  applies  for  admission  will  be  ac- 
cepted only  under  the  following  terms;  on  or  before 
July  1  of  the  year  of  matriculation  the  accepted  stu- 
dent must  deposit  in  an  escrow  account  to  be  estab- 
lished under  terms  acceptable  to  the  school,  funds 
sufficient  to  meet  tuition  charges  for  the  total  period 
of  enrollment.  Details  of  these  requirements  will  be 
sent  in  letters  of  acceptance. 

Financial  Aid 

The  fvledical  College  has  scholarship  and  loan  funds 
to  assist  medical  students  who  are  in  need  of  finan- 
cial aid.  These  funds  are  described  below. 


Scholarships 

Financial  need  is  not  a  factor  in  the  selection  of  stu- 
dents at  the  Cornell  University  t\/ledical  College.  Any 
accepted  student  may  apply  for  aid  which  includes 
Medical  College  loans,  and  scholarships  or  grants. 

Scholarship  income  is  derived  from  endowed  and  in- 
vested funds  and  other  resources  listed  below.  Schol- 
arship awards  are  made,  to  the  extent  of  funds  avail- 
able, on  the  basis  of  financial  need  Any  student  in 
good  standing  in  the  Medical  College  who  has  finan- 
cial need  is  eligible  to  apply  for  assistance.  Awards 
are  made  for  one  year  only  and  returning  students 
must  reapply  each  year.  Through  the  generosity  of 
many  individuals  and  organizations,  endowment  in- 
come and  annual  gifts  provide  funds  for  both  schol- 
arships and  loans.  The  funds  listed  below  are  avail- 
able only  to  students  who  have  been  awarded 
financial  aid 

Vivian  B.  Allen  Scholarship  Endowment.  Through 
the  generosity  of  the  Vivian  B.  Allen  Foundation,  Inc., 
this  endowment  has  been  established  to  provide  in- 
come to  aid  needy  students  of  good  scholastic 
standing  who  otherwise  would  not  be  able  to  com- 
plete their  medical  education. 


Vincent  Astor  Fund  for  Medical  and  Graduate  Stu- 
dent Scholarships.  The  income  from  this  generous 
endowment  from  the  Vincent  Astor  Foundation  pro- 
vides financial  aid  for  students  at  the  Medical  College 
and  the  Graduate  School  of  Medical  Sciences.

An  annual 
gift  from  the  Lois  and  Max  Beren  Foundation  is 
awarded  to  a  promising  student  attending  the  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  who  would  find  it  impossi- 
ble to  attend  without  financial  support. 

The  income 
from  this  endowment  fund,  established  by  gifts  from 
Dr.  H.  Meredith  Berry  '41 ,  is  used  to  help  a  needy  and 
deserving  student. 

Siegfried  and  Josephine  Bieber  Scholarship  En- 
dowment. The  income  from  the  endowment,  given 
by  the  late  Mrs.  Siegfried  Bieber  and  the  Siegfried 
and  Josephine  Bieber  Foundation,  provides  financial 
aid  for  students  in  good  academic  standing  who 
need  financial  aid. 

The  John  V.  Bohrer  Scholarship  Fund  was  en- 
dowed by  a  bequest  from  Laura  S  Bohrer  in  memory 
of  her  husband.  Dr.  John  V  Bohrer.  Scholarships  from 
the  income  are  awarded  to  students  "who  shall  ex- 
press a  willingness  and  intention  to  restore  to  the 
trust  fund  the  amounts  received  by  them,  as  and 
when  their  circumstances  permit." 

Lucien  and  Ethel  Brownstone  Merit  Medical 
Scholarship.  Generous  gifts  to  Cornell  University 
Medical  College  and  to  three  other  New  York  City 
medical  schools  by  the  Lucien  and  Ethel  Brownstone 
Foundation  established  the  first  American  Merit  Medi- 
cal Scholarships.  The  income  from  the  endowment 
established  by  the  gift  is  awarded  as  a  four-year 
scholarship  to  one  or  two  students  The  donors  hope 
to  encourage  the  most  innately  gifted,  best  educated, 
and  most  mature  individuals  to  enter  the  complex 
and  humane  field  of  medicine.  The  first  award  was 
made  in  1968. 

Mary  E.  C.  Cantle  Scholarship  Fund.  The  income 
from  this  invested  fund,  which  was  established  by  a 
bequest  from  Mary  E.  C.  Cantle,  provides  scholar- 
ships for  worthy  students  in  the  Medical  College. 

Lisle  C.  Carter  Scholarship  Fund.  Income  from 
this  fund,  established  from  the  estate  of  Emilie  Sie- 
bert,  IS  to  be  used  for  grants  to  third-  and  fourth-year 
minority  students.

Entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  physical  ex- 
amination, chest  x-ray  and  laboratory  tests  performed 
by  their  personal  physicians  prior  to  matriculation. 
Students  may  purchase  insurance  coverage  for  eligi- 
ble dependents  who  do  not  have  other  insurance 
available  to  them.

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

The  Department  of  Anesthesiology  participates  in  the 
teaching  of  pharmacology.  Anesthetic  agents  are 
considered,  not  only  as  depressants  of  the  central 
nervous  system,  but  also  as  illustrations  of  the  gen- 
eral pharmacological  phenomena  of  drug  uptake  and 
distribution.  The  department  also  assists  in  teaching 
about  drugs  that  affect  respiratory  mechanisms.  It 
participates  in  lectures,  laboratory  demonstrations, 
and  student  seminars. 

Third  Year 

Anesthesiology  is  taught  in  seminar-discussion  peri- 
ods during  the  clerkship  in  surgery.  The  subjects  cov- 
ered are:  cardiac  and  respiratory  resuscitation,  the 
medical  care  of  the  surgical  patient,  respiratory  ther- 
apy, and  the  evaluation,  diagnosis,  and  treatment  of 
pain.  The  student  can  elect  an  anesthesiology  rota- 
tion during  the  surgical  clerkship. 

Elective  Options 

Fourth  Year 

An  elective  clinical  or  research  program  is  offered  by 
the  department  to  fourth-year  students.  Each  student 
is  assigned  to  an  attending  anesthesiologist.  Stu- 
dents spend  their  time  with  the  attending  anesthesiol- 
ogist, making  preoperative  visits,  administering  anes- 
thesia, and  in  postoperative  and  recovery  care. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  respiratory  physiology,  ther- 
apy, and  resuscitation.  Progressive  participation  and 
responsibility  is  given  to  the  student.  A  second  clini- 
cal elective  is  offered  in  the  treatment  of  pain  by  the 
use  of  nerve  block  techniques,  transcutaneous  stimu- 
lation and  injection  of  trigger  points  for  the  treatment 
of  myofascial  pain.  This  experience  encompasses 
The  New  York  and  Memorial  Hospitals  in  the  differen- 
tial diagnosis  and  care  of  patients  with  acute  and 
chronic  pain.  A  research  elective  can  be  arranged 
either  at  The  New  York  Hospital  or  Memorial  Hospital 
for  individual  students.

1.  Graduate  Biochemistry  Offered  by  the  staff  of 
the  Field  of  Biochemistry  Medical  College  Division, 
and  of  the  Biochemistry  Unit.  Sloan-Kettering  Divi- 
sion. This  is  a  course  designed  to  provide  the  student 
with  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of  biochemistry 
and  an  appreciation  of  the  molecular  basis  of  biolog- 
ical phenomena. 

Graduate  students  in  biochemistry  are  required  to 
pass  this  course  (or  its  equivalent)  prior  to  pursuing 
advanced  courses.

2.  Advanced  Biochemistry  A  course  offered  jointly 
by  the  faculties  of  the  Medical  College  and  Sloan- 
Kettering  Divisions.  The  course  consists  of  a  series  of 
lecture  units  (minicourses)  covering  topics  such  as 
size  and  shape  methods  for  the  study  of  macromole- 
cules,  molecular  biology,  information  transfer,  mem- 
brane structure  and  function,  antimetabolites  in 
chemotherapy,  and  other  subjects  of  current  research 
interests.  These  subjects  will  be  taught  at  an  ad- 
vanced level  with  particular  attention  to  contributions 
of  recent  research.  It  is  not  essential  that  students 
take  the  lecture  units  in  any  particular  sequence.  Mini- 
mal preprequisite  is  the  Graduate  Biochemistry 
course  (described  above)  or  its  equivalent.  Winter 
and  spring  trimesters  L.H  Augenlicht.  S.S.  Tate, 
and  staff. 

3.  Physical  Methods  This  course  will  consist  of  a 
series  of  workshops  including  laboratory  demonstra- 
tion and  lectures  and/or  tutorials  in  physical  tech- 
niques for  the  study  of  macromolecular  and  cellular 
structure,  examples  of  techniques  available  for  study 
are:  hydrodynamic  and  equilibrium  methods,  elec- 
tron microscopy  and  other  optical  methods,  reso- 
nance methods,  separation  techniques  such  as  chro- 
matography, electrophoreses,  isoelectric  focusing, 
affinity  methods,  etc.  Time  and  place  should  be  ar- 
ranged with  the  faculty  in  charge.  Prerequisites: 
Graduate  Biochemistry  or  its  equivalent  and  Physical 
Chemistry.  First  trimester 

4.  Research  in  Biochemistry  By  arrangement  with 
the  chairperson  of  the  department. 

5.  Molecular  Medicine  Faculty  members  of  the  De- 
partment of  Biochemistry  participate  in  the  Cornell 
University  Medical  College  for  Molecular  Medicine.

The  study  of  medicine  reasonably  begins  with  the 
study  of  the  normal  structure  of  the  human  body,  for 
the  first  question  usually  asked  in  any  analysis  of  a 
biological  system  is:  What  are  its  spatial  relations,  its 
forms.  Its  configuration,  and  the  time  courses  of  de- 
velopment of  these  spatial  relations?  This  is  the  sub- 
stance, and  this  is  the  unique  aspect  of  biological 
systems  that  constitute  the  anatomical  sciences. 

The  objective  is  to  bring  this  unique  aspect  of  the 
human  organism  into  focus  for  the  first-year  medical 
student  and  to  present  the  major  structural  concepts 
and  principles.  The  presentation  aims  toward  some 
appreciation  of  how  these  concepts  have  evolved, 
how  these  principles  have  been  established,  and 
what  the  outstanding  questions  are.  The  student  is 
provided  with  first-hand  experience  in  some  of  the 
methods  of  structural  analysis  at  submicroscopic  lev- 
els and  IS  encouraged  to  understand  the  principles 
and  major  limitations  of  most  of  the  modern  methods 
of  cell  biology  and  anatomy.  Foregoing  a  comprehen- 
sive, but  necessarily  superficial,  study  of  human 
structure,  an  analysis  is  offered  of  representative 
structures,  aiming  to  develop  in  the  student  confi- 
dence and  competence  for  further  independent  study 
of  anatomy  in  the  years  ahead.  However  powerful 
and  indispensable  current  anatomical  concepts  are 
in  the  analysis  of  medical  problems,  they  will  eventu- 
ally be  replaced  in  the  minds  of  the  best  physicians 
by  much  more  powerful  concepts. 

The  supervised  study  of  anatomy,  in  the  first  and  sec- 
ond trimesters  of  the  first  year,  is  organized  into  two 
courses  for  practical  reasons.  Gross  anatom.y  is  most 
effectively  studied  by  regions;  microscopic  and  de- 
velopmental anatomy,  by  structural  and  functional 
systems.  In  the  third  trimester  the  brain  and  spinal 
cord  are  studied  concurrently  in  their  gross  and  mi- 
croscopic aspects.  A  student  studies  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  one  of  four  tutors  in  each  course. 

A  major  emphasis  of  this  department  is  the  Jocus  of 
research  at  cellular  and  subcellular  levels  of  organi- 
zation, for  It  IS  apparent  that  modern  therapeutics  will 
ultimately  be  based  on  a  comprehensive  knowledge 
of  cellular  functions. 
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Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Cell  Biology  and  Microscopic  Anatomy  The  struc- 
ture of  cells,  their  organization  into  tissues  and  or- 
gans, and  basic  concepts  of  how  structure  subserves 
function  are  considered.  Concepts  of  differentiation 
and  gene  expression,  which  provides  a  basis  for  the 
understanding  of  the  properties  of  cells  and  tissues, 
are  presented.  A  comprehensive  and  systennatic 
study  of  structure  from  the  ultrastructural  to  the  mac- 
roscopic level  IS  pursued  in  the  laboratory  with  em- 
phasis on  individual  study  of  histological  sections 
with  the  light  microscope. 

Gross  Anatomy  Regional  anatomy  is  studied  prin- 
cipally through  dissection  of  the  human  body.  Sup- 
plementing this  are  prosections  by  instructors,  tutorial 
group  discussions,  and  radiographic  demonstrations 

Neuroscience  The  gross  and  microscopic  structure 
of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord  is  taught  in  an  interde- 
partmental course  in  neuroscience  m  cooperation 
with  the  Departments  of  Neurology  and  Physiology. 
Lectures  correlate  the  structure,  function,  and  clinical 
significance  of  the  principal  concepts  of  the  nervous 
system.  Opportunity  is  provided  in  the  laboratory  for 
gross  dissection  of  the  preserved  human  brain  and 
for  the  study  of  the  serial  histological  sections  of  the 
human  brain  in  three  different  planes.

Molecular  Biology  Second  Trimester:  eleven 
weeks.

The  class  will  focus  on  key  topics  of  molecular  biol- 
ogy concerning  gene  structure  and  organization  in 
prokaryotes  and  eukaryotes,  chromosome  structure, 
DNA  replication,  protein  synthesis,  and  translational 
and  transcriptional  control  The  use  of  genetic,  bio- 
chemical, and  molecular  biological  methods  to  study 
the  questions  experimentally  will  be  covered  in 
depth  Some  topics  of  current  interest;  immune  diver- 
sity, oncogenes,  and  development  will  also  be  cov- 
ered The  course  will  include  an  equal  number  of  lec- 
tures and  group  discussions  of  representative 
research  papers 

Advanced  Cell  Biology  Third  Trimester,  eleven 
weeks.  10  students  maximum  enrollment.  Prerequi- 
sites; passing  grade  in  microscopic  anatomy/ 
cell  biology.  D.  A.  Fischman. 

Advanced  course  in  cell  biology  with  emphasis  on 
the  analysis  of  original  literature.  The  course  is  aimed 
at  a  research  level  and  would  be  of  interest  for  those 
students  planning  a  career  in  academic  medicine 

Developmental  Biology  Third  Trimester;  eleven 
weeks.  15  students  maximum  enrollment.  Prerequi- 
sites; microscopic  anatomy,  biochemistry.  R.  Bachva- 
rova,  D.  Bader. 

Principles  of  descriptive,  experimental,  and  molecular 
developmental  biology  will  be  presented,  using  sev- 
eral animal  systems  as  examples.  Early  development 
of  the  whole  organism,  and  of  cells,  tissues,  and  or- 
gans will  be  considered.

The  program  for  the  Department  of  Medicine  is 
based  on  a  number  of  cardinal  premises:  (1)  There  is 
a  minimal  core  of  information,  skills  and  understand- 
ing that  must  be  assimilated  regardless  of  the  stu- 
dent's choice  of  career.  (2)  The  essence  of  medicine 
is  continuous  and  independent  inquiry  which  should 
be  fostered  in  all  students  through  investigative  work 
at  the  clinical  or  laboratory  levels.  (3)  The  scope  and 
limitations  of  medicine  are  best  revealed  through  the 
demands  and  responsibilities  of  patient  care.  (4)  The 
need  and  privilege  to  provide  sympathetic  under- 
standing and  support  to  the  patient  and  the  patient's 
family  are  prerequisite  to  being  a  good  physician. 

It  IS  evident  that  a  large  number  of  options  are  open 
to  those  pursuing  a  career  in  medicine,  a  diversity 
that  includes  patient  care,  research,  and  administra- 
tion. This  diversity  enables  most  students  to  select  an 
area  of  medicine  that  satisfies  their  individual  inter- 
ests, abilities  and  needs.  There  is  no  preconceived 
image  of  an  ideal  graduate  except  that  he  or  she  be 
competent  and  content  in  the  career  choice,  and  be 
sufficiently  well  prepared  to  adapt  to  the  changes 
that  will  occur  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  fu- 
ture. The  program  provides  the  student  with  certain 


fundamental  concepts  and  skills  that  will  allow 
thoughtful  exploration  and  evaluation  of  career 
possibilities. 

The  growth  and  complexity  of  medical  knowledge  is 
proceeding  at  an  astonishing  pace.  The  physician 
who  relies  excessively  on  intuition  and  empiricism 
runs  the  risk  of  early  obsolescence.  A  more  reason- 
able alternative  is  a  systematic  analysis  that  utilizes 
concepts  developed  in  the  basic  sciences.  This  ap- 
proach to  the  interpretation  of  symptoms,  signs,  and 
laboratory  data  has  been  termed  the  pathophysiology 
of  disease.  There  are  unique  advantages  to  such  an 
approach.  Existing  concepts  are  continually  evalu- 
ated so  that  the  outmoded  may  be  discarded.  This 
system  quickly  reveals  to  the  student  the  limitations  of 
existing  knowledge  and  exposes  those  facets  of 
medicine  where  logic  may  be  of  little  value.  The 
depth  to  which  each  student  pursues  the  pathophys- 
iologic approach  will  vary  from  a  study  of  the  physical 
and  emotional  factors  responsible  for  illness  in  a  sin- 
gle patient  to  an  investigation  of  a  disorder  at  a  fun- 
damental level.  Clearly  this  spirit  of  inquiry  is  essen- 
tial to  all  areas  of  medicine.  The  program  of  the 
department  is  designed  to  provide  the  challenges 
and  opportunities  to  develop  this  quality 

It  is  hoped  that  through  their  experience,  students  will 
blend  habit  with  critical  analysis,  scientific  thought 
with  empathy,  and  competence  with  humility 

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Introduction  to  Medicine  This  course  is  designed 
to  introduce  the  student  to  a  variety  of  major  issues 
bearing  on  medicine,  but  which  transcend  individual 
specialties.  Members  of  the  faculty  as  well  as  invited 
speakers  will  conduct  a  series  of  one-hour  lectures 
and  presentations;  these  will  be  followed  by  small 
group  sessions  with  tutors.  Among  the  issues  to  be 
considered  are  the  nature  of  the  doctor-patient  rela- 
tion, the  emergence  of  new  diseases,  the  nature  of 
innovation  in  medicine,  aging,  cost  constraints  in 
medical  care,  and  some  aspects  of  the  relation  of 
molecular  biology  to  preventive  medicine.  The  basic 
aim  of  the  course  is  to  provide  for  the  student  an  ori- 
entation to  some  of  the  major  problem  areas  in  medi- 
cine and  to  the  functioning  of  the  physician  in  relation 
to  them. 

Second  Year 

Instruction  begins  in  the  last  trimester  and  consists  of 
two  coordinated  courses. 

Physical  Diagnosis  The  course  is  an  intensive  in- 
troduction to  the  basic  bedside  clinical  skills,  i.e.,  the 
taking  of  a  medical  history  and  the  performance  of  a 
physical  examination,  with  emphasis  on  the  anatomic 
and  physiologic  principles  underlying  the  important 
symptoms  and  signs  encountered  in  clinical  medi- 
cine. Lectures  and  demonstrations,  supplemented  by 
extensive  use  of  audiovisual  and  electronic  aids,  form 
the  didactic  basis  of  the  course;  special  attention  is 
directed  to  the  medical  interview  and  the  approach  to 
the  sick.  Students  are  assigned  in  small  groups  to 
clinical  tutors,  with  whom  they  refine  their  bedside 
skills  in  biweekly  examination  of  inpatients  under 
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close  tutorial  supervision.  Patient  examinations  are 
carried  out  at  the  Cornell  cooperating  hospitals:  The 
New  York  Hospital,  Memorial  Hospital,  the  North 
Shore  University  Hospital,  and  the  Burke  Rehabilita- 
tion Center 

Pathophysiology  The  course  is  designed  to  link  the 
basic  sciences  with  clinical  medicine  by  demonstrat- 
ing how  laboratory  methods  and  information  may  be 
used  in  clinical  practice.  The  divisions  of  the  depart- 
ment participate  with  presentations,  including  lec- 
tures and  case  studies,  that  are  discussed  in  small 
groups.  Laboratory  exercises  are  employed  in  the 
hematology  and  renal  sections  to  provide  an  under- 
standing of  analysis  of  blood  and  urine  The  ap- 
proaches used  to  determine  the  degree  and  extent  of 
deranged  function  of  organ  systems  in  the  context  of 
their  pathophysiology  are  developed. 

Third  Year 

Clerltship  Each  student  is  assigned  to  one  or  more 
of  the  medical  services  of  the  Cornell  cooperating 
hospitals  for  a  period  of  twelve  weeks  The  objectives 
of  the  clerkship  are:  1 .  to  refine  and  strengthen  the 
skills  of  history  taking  and  physical  exam:  2  to  de- 
velop the  processes  required  to  analyze  the  patient's 
symptoms  and  signs  and  to  propose  differential  diag- 
noses: and  3.  to  appreciate  the  uses  and  limitations 


of  laboratory  procedures  to  evaluate  diagnostic  pos- 
sibilities. The  student  is  an  integral  member  of  a  med- 
ical team  that  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  patients. 
The  student  obtains  the  patient's  history,  performs  the 
physical  examination  and  basic  laboratory  tests,  and 
records  the  findings.  The  student's  results  and  analy- 
sis of  the  clinical  problems  are  reviewed  and  dis- 
cussed with  the  house  staff  and  in  small  student 
groups  under  the  supervision  of  a  tutor  The  student 
actively  participates  in  the  continued  care  of  the  pa- 
tient, in  part  to  verify  or  alter  his  or  her  initial  evalua- 
tion, but  also  to  develop  an  appreciation  of  the 
unique  relationship  that  exists  between  patient  and 
physician.  Weekly  psychiatric  liaison  sessions  ex- 
plore the  complexities  of  patient-physician  relation- 
ships, physician,  student  and  patient  reactions  to 
stress,  illness  and  death,  and  factors  affecting  patient 
care.  In  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  rotation,  the  student 
is  given  increased  responsibility  for  both  the  assess- 
ment and  management  of  his  or  her  patients.  These 
activities  are  supplemented  by  seminars  that  empha- 
size the  approach  to  urgent  and/or  commonly  en- 
countered medical  problems,  as  well  as  by  the  multi- 
tude of  conferences  and  lectures  regularly  held  by 
the  Department. 
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Elective  Options 

Over  fifty  electives  are 'offered  throughout  the  four 
years.  The  comprehensive  program  includes  partici- 
pation in  laboratory  or  clinical  research,  or,  if  desired, 
further  opportunities  for  patient  care.  Each  year  the 
elective  list  is  revised  and  can  be  found  in  the  Cata- 
log of  Electives.

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

IVIicrobiology  and  an  Introduction  to  Infectious 
Diseases  First  and  second  trimesters.  Laboratory 
work  includes  an  introduction  to  the  procedures  used 
in  studying  microorganisms,  various  physical  and  bio- 
logical manifestations  of  antigen-antibody  reactions, 
a  survey  of  the  microbial  flora  of  the  upper  respiratory 
tract  of  healthy  humans,  and  an  intensive  study  of  the 
causal  agents  of  specific  infections,  including  fungi, 
bacteria,  rickettsiae,  and  viruses.  The  lectures  are  di- 
rected toward  the  development  of  basic  concepts, 
particularly  as  they  relate  to  microbial  physiology,  and 
host-parasite  relationships,  including  immunologic 
mechanisms  in  infectious  disease.  Emphasized  are 
the  etiology,  pathogenesis,  epidemiology  and  pre- 
vention of  infectious  diseases.  Special  attention  also 
is  given  to  the  immunological  principles  underlying 
hypersensitivity,  autoimmunity  tolerance,  and  rejec- 
tion of  transplants.  Students  also  may  carry  out  re- 
search in  the  Department  of  Microbiology  under 
guidance  of  individual  faculty. 

Elective  Options 

Completion  of  Microbiology  and  an  Introduction  to  In- 
fectious Diseases  (or  its  equivalent)  is  a  desirable 
prerequisite  for  elective  work  in  microbiology. 


Research  in  Microbiology  Offered  all  year  Can  be 
done  entirely  in  the  Department  of  Microbiology  or 
may  involve  another  preclinical  or  clinical  depart- 
ment.

Microbiology  Seminar  Scheduled  weekly.  Topics  in 
microbiology  and  infectious  diseases  are  presented 
by  faculty  and  graduate  students  of  the  Department 
of  Microbiology  and  by  visiting  scientists  from  other 
institutions.  D.H.  Sussdorf. 

Microbial  Chemistry  and  Physiology  Lectures 
cover  literature  and  methodology  pertinent  to  physi- 
cochemical  properties  of  microorganisms  and  their 
environments,  the  growth  and  death  of  microorga- 
nisms, chemical  composition  of  cells  and  subcellular 
structures,  nutritional  requirements,  microbiological 
assay  and  auxotrophic  mutants,  energy  metabolism, 
degradations  and  biosyntheses,  the  physiology  of 
pathogenesis,  and  important  microbial  products. 
Laboratory  sessions  provide  experience  with  large- 
scale  culture  and  recovery  of  cells,  synthetic  media, 
microbiological  assay,  extraction  of  cellular  constitu- 
tion, respirometry,  and  studies  of  substrate  utilization 
employing  radioactive  metabolites.  Minimal  prerequi- 
sites; general  microbiology,  qualitative  and  quantita- 
tive analysis,  organic  chemistry,  and  at  least  one  se- 
mester (or  its  equivalent)  of  biochemistry.  Next 
offering  to  be  announced.  W.M.  O'Leary. 

Advanced  Immunology  Lectures,  discussions,  and 
assigned  readings  cover  properties  of  antigens  and 
antibodies;  mechanism  of  antibody  formation;  phytog- 
eny and  ontogeny  of  the  immune  system;  structural 
and  functional  aspects  of  the  immune  system;  effec- 
tor mechanisms  of  antibody-  and  cell-mediated  im- 
munity; complement  and  other  amplification  systems; 
mechanisms  of  immune  response;  genetics  and  im- 
munology of  transplants  and  tumors.  Laboratory  work 
will  include  the  isolation,  purification,  quantitation, 
and  characterization  of  antibodies;  the  critical  mea- 
surement of  antigen-antibodies  reactions,  and  the  dy- 
namics of  the  in  vivo  antibody  response.  Minimal  pre- 
requisites for  lecture  and  laboratory  courses:  at  least 
one  semester  or  equivalent  of  biochemistry,  introduc- 
tory immunology  (such  as  the  immunology  section, 
taught  each  September,  of  Microbiology  and  an  Intro- 
duction to  Infectious  Diseases,  Field  of  Microbiology).

Liberal  use  is  made  of 
clinical  materials  available  through  the  diagnostic 
laboratories  of  The  New  York  Hospital.

The  department  has  three  responsibilities:  patient 
care,  teaching,  and  research.  The  faculty  supervises 
the  care  of  patients  with  neurological  diseases  at  The 
New  York  Hospital,  Memorial  Hospital,  the  Hospital 
for  Special  Surgery  and  the  North  Shore  University 
Hospital.  This  rich  clinical  exposure  and  the  rewards 
of  providing  care  to  patients  from  many  geographic 
and  sociai  backgrounds  are  shared  by  students  and 
residents.  The  research  laboratories  and  programs  of 
the  department  are  located  within  the  Medical  Col- 
lege and  at  the  several  hospitals.  These  laboratories 
conduct  both  fundamental  and  clinical  research, 
seeking  the  basic  answers  to  neurological  diseases 
and  new  ways  to  improve  the  delivery  of  treatment  to 
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patients.  Research  projects  include  the  search  for 
new  chemicals  to  treat  brain  cancer,  investigations 
into  the  mechanisms  and  treatment  of  brain  tissue 
damage  in  stroke,  the  discovery  and  analysis  of 
chemicals  in  the  brain  that  cause  and  control  the 
emotions  and  blood  pressure,  a  search  for  basic 
mechanisms  causing  epilepsy,  and  a  fundamental 
examination  of  the  causes  and  prevention  of  neuro- 
logical birth  defects. 

Two  goals  guide  the  teaching  of  students.  One  is  to 
learn  diagnosis  and  treatment  by  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  physiology  and  biochemistry  of  the  major 
neurological  diseases.  The  other  is  to  transmit  an  ini- 
tial understanding  of  the  brain  as  an  adaptive  organ 
regulating  man's  internal  milieu  and  outward  behav- 
ior Formal  teaching  begins  in  the  second  year  and 
continues  thereafter 

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

An  introductory  course  in  neurological  diagnosis  is 
offered  in  the  third  term,  closely  linked  to  the  general 
physical  diagnosis  course.  Lectures  and  seminar 
presentations  describe  the  physiological  basis  of  the 
neurological  examination  and  abnormal  signs  and 
symptoms.  Each  week  under  an  instructor's  guid- 
ance, students  examine  patients  with  neurological 
disease. 

Third  Year 

A  one-month  clinical  clerkship  is  spent  in  the  neuro- 
logical pavilion  of  The  New  York  Hospital,  Memorial 
Hospital  or  North  Shore  University  Hospital.  Students 
perform  the  initial  work-up  of  patients,  participate  in 
rounds  and  conferences,  and  share  in  the  care  of  pa- 
tients under  the  close  supervision  of  resident  staff 
and  tutors.  Extensive  reading  is  encouraged  in  order 
to  develop  knowledge  about  major  neurological 
problems  and  to  gain  insight  into  still  unsolved 
problems  where  research  could  make  important 
contributions. 

Elective  Options 

A  variety  of  electives  in  either  clinical  work  or  labora- 
tory research  is  available  to  fourth-year  students.  Dr 
Plum  provides  an  advanced  seminar  in  behavioral 
topics.  Inpatient  clerkships  are  available  for  whole- 
time  work  in  neurology  at  Memorial  Hospital  and  in 
clinical  neurology  at  The  New  York  Hospital  and  North 
Shore  University  Hospital.  Dr  McDowell  provides  a 
varied  outpatient  elective  that  guarantees  the  student 
exposure  to  almost  all  the  major  neurological  disor- 
ders. Laboratory  or  laboratory-clinical  electives  are 
available  with  almost  any  of  the  full-time  faculty 
all  of  whom  are  engaged  in  active  research 
programs.

Orientation  and  introduction  to  Gynecological  Ex- 
amination  During  the  last  trimester  of  the  second 
year,  one  three-hour  session  on  orientation  in  the  dis- 
cipline and  review  of  basic  and  pertinent  clinical 
anatomy  is  given  to  the  entire  class.

Third  Year 

Introduction  to  Clinical  Obstetrics  and  Gynecol- 
ogy This  course  combines  theoretical  instruction 
with  clinical  experience  in  obstetrics  and  gynecology 
There  are  daily  lectures  on  the  core  curriculum  by  the 
teaching  staff,  as  well  as  assignment  of  the  students 
to  obstetrical  and  gynecological  teams.  Exposure  to 
patient  care  will  be  offered  under  the  direct  supervi- 
sion of  the  attending  physicians  and  the  resident 
staff. 

Some  students  will  be  assigned  to  North  Shore  Uni- 
versity Hospital,  with  the  majority  remaining  at  the 
New  York  Lymg-ln  Hospital  Those  at  Lying-ln  Hospi- 
tal will  complete  part  of  their  clerkship  at  either  Cath- 
olic Medical  Center  or  the  LaGuardia  Hospital,  where 
additional  student  obstetrical  experience  is  available. 


At  the  conclusion  of  the  course,  an  evaluation  of  the 
student  will  be  based  on  a  written  examination,  an 
oral  examination,  and  evaluation  of  the  student's  work 
on  the  clinical  service.  This  information  will  be  avail- 
able to  the  student  on  request.

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

Instruction  in  ophthalmology  begins  as  part  of  physi- 
cal diagnosis  instruction  in  the  third  trimester  of  the 
second  year  with  practical  demonstrations  and  lec- 
tures in  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  technique  and  features  of  the  normal  fun- 
dus. Basic  neuro-ophthalmology  is  included  in  this 
course. 

Third  Year 

During  the  third  year,  the  class  is  divided  into  eight 
groups  that  participate  in  six  weekly  afternoons  of 
presentation,  discussion,  and  actual  pathological 
case  examinations.  Each  session  concentrates  on 
one  phase  of  clinical  ophthalmology.  The  entire  series 
offers  instruction  in  the  most  frequently  encountered 
diseases  of  the  eye. 

Third-year  students  are  offered  an  externship  in  oph- 
thalmology as  part  of  the  surgical  curriculum. 

Elective  Options 

Fourth  Year 

Two  fourth-year  students  per  module  can  participate 
in  the  elective  period.  During  their  modules,  they  ex- 
amine patients  hospitalized  for  surgery  and  review 
the  cases  with  attending  ophthalmologists.  The  stu- 


dent then  observes  the  actual  surgery  and  attends 
teaching  rounds  with  the  resident  and  attending  staff 
who  present  interesting  and  problem  cases  for  de- 
tailed review  and  discussion. 

In  addition,  electives  are  available  for  students  who 
have  completed  the  third-year  externship.  These  in- 
clude the  ophthalmic  specialties  such  as  oncology, 
vitreous-retina  and  neuroophthalmology.  A  research 
elective  in  one  of  the  ongoing  departmental  programs 
is  also  available.

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

One  session  is  provided  in  otorhinolaryngologic 
problems  as  part  of  the  course  in  physical  diagnosis. 
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Third  Year 

The  third  year  is  divided  into  four  terms.  The  students 
attend  a  "mini-course"  in  Otorhinolaryngology  that  is 
presented  over  five  consecutive  mornings  from 
8:00-12:00.  Lectures  are  given  each  morning  by  a 
member  of  the  attending  staff.  The  students  gam  ex- 
perience in  Otorhinolaryngology  by  doing  a  physical 
examination  on  each  other. 

Elective  Options 

Fourth  Year 

Clinical  clerkships  in  otorhinolaryngology  are  offered 
to  students  in  the  fourth  year  in  modules  of  one.  Addi- 
tional modules  may  be  taken  under  special  circum- 
stances. Full-time  attendance  is  required.  During  the 
clerkship,  the  student's  time  is  divided  between  duty 
on  the  ward,  in  the  otorhinolaryngology  outpatient 
clinic  and  m  the  operating  room.  The  student  takes 
part  in  the  ward  duties  and  makes  ward  rounds  with 
the  resident  staff  and  has  the  opportunity  to  observe 
various  otorhinolaryngologic  surgical  procedures  in 
the  operating  room.  The  student  also  attends  the 
weekly  and  monthly  conferences. 

Prerequisite:  courses  in  the  second  and  third  years. 
The  adviser  to  students  planning  this  fourth-year 
elective  is  Dr  Lloyd  Dropkin.

Facilities 

The  Department  of  Pathology  occupies  two  floors  of 
the  central  part  of  the  college  building,  located  above 
the  library  and  in  immediate  contact  with  the  hospital. 
Teaching  is  largely  concentrated  on  the  third  floor 
where  the  autopsy  room  and  demonstration  room  for 
pathological  anatomy  are  located.  Classrooms  for  mi- 
croscopy are  situated  on  the  second  floor.  The  third 
and  fourth  floors  also  contain  unit  laboratories  for  staff 
members  and  graduate  students  and  for  technical 
preparation. 

The  postmortem  service  of  The  New  York  Hospital, 
Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  Rockefeller  Hospital, 
and  the  Westchester  Division  affords  abundant  op- 
portunity for  study  of  pathological  anatomy  and  its  re- 
lation to  clinical  medicine.  The  systematic  records  of 
autopsies  at  The  New  York  Hospital  have  been  pre- 
served since  1851,  and,  in  recent  years,  protocols 
and  microscopic  slides  have  been  carefully  indexed 
and  filed. 

Required  Courses 

Second  Year 

General  and  Systemic  Pathology  First  and  sec- 
ond terms  of  the  second  year 

Gross  and  histological  lesions  are  studied  and  their 
pathogenesis  and  correlation  with  disturbed  function 
considered.  Lectures  and  classroom  demonstrations 
are  supplemented  by  studies  at  the  autopsy  table. 
The  course  begins  with  cell  injury,  inflammation,  and 
repairs.  It  then  proceeds  with  the  various  specific  in- 
fections and  tumors  The  latter  part  of  the  course  is 
devoted  to  special  systemic  pathology,  including  an 
introduction  to  neuropathology 

Clinical  Pathological  Conferences  These  confer- 
ences are  held  in  cooperation  with  the  staffs  of  the 
clinical  departments  of  the  hospital  and  Medical  Col- 
lege each  week  throughout  the  year.  Observations 
concerning  the  clinical  course  and  diagnosis  of  dis- 
ease are  correlated  with  changes  found  at  autopsy. 
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Elective  Courses 

Second  Year 

During  the  spring  ternn,  time  is  used  for  elective 
courses  in  pathology  for  research  or  for  independent 
study.

Required  Clerkship 

Third  Year 

The  major  undergraduate  teaching  effort  of  the  De- 
partment of  Pediatrics  occurs  m  the  third  year.  The 
year  is  divided  into  eight  6-week  clerkships.  Each 
student  takes  a  six-week  core  clerkship  in  pediatrics 
During  the  pediatric  clerkship,  the  student  is  as- 
signed either  to  The  New  York  Hospital  or  the  North 
Shore  University  Hospital.  Students  spend  one-half  of 
their  clerkship  on  the  inpatient  service  and  the  other 
half  in  an  ambulatory  setting  dealing  with  the  care  of 
the  outpatient  pediatric  population.  The  outpatient  ro- 
tation includes  time  in  the  pediatric  emergency  room. 
Both  general  and  subspecialty  pediatric  problems 
are  encountered  when  the  student  is  on  the  inpatient 
as  well  as  during  the  outpatient  rotation.  The  students 
are  responsible  for  a  history,  physical  examination, 
and  a  formulation  for  a  differential  diagnosis.  The  di- 
agnostic and  therapeutic  plan  for  the  patient  is  devel- 
oped by  the  student  and  presented  to  the  attending 
physician  Students  are  expected  to  follow  their  pa- 
tients closely,  and  to  write  pertinent  progress  notes. 
Formal  teaching  seminars  are  scheduled  highlighting 
various  aspects  of  general  pediatrics  as  well  as  its 
subspecialties.  In  addition,  the  student  participates  in 
daily  attending  rounds  and  case  discussions.  The 
regularly  scheduled  grand  rounds  and  professional 
rounds  for  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  are  part  of 
the  curriculum  for  the  third-year  student.  The  students 
are  assigned  m  groups  of  five  to  a  tutor  who  is  a 
member  of  the  full-time  staff  or  the  attending  staff  of 
the  department. 

In  addition,  in  twice  weekly  meetings,  the  tutor  re- 
views the  students'  wnteups  and  formal  case  presen- 
tations These  meetings  are  also  frequently  used  to 
review  specific  points  of  diagnosis,  treatment  and 
pathophysiology  through  brief  presentations  made  by 
students.

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Basic  Course.  Lectgres,  clinical  correlations  and 
"conferences.  A  major  aim  is  to  teach  how  selectivity 
of  drug  action  is  determined  by  pharmacologic  prin- 
ciples. Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  application  of 
pharmacologic  principles  to  the  understanding  and 
evaluation  of  drug  actions.  The  goal  is  to  provide  the 
student  with  a  scientific  basis  for  a  rational  approach 
to  drug  therapy.  Prototype  drugs  considered  system- 
atically serve  to  illustrate  the  pharmacologic  charac- 
teristics of  the  important  drug  classes  and  their  appli- 
cation in  medicine. 

Elective  Options 

Second  and  Fourth  Years 

In  both  the  second-  and  fourth-year  elective  periods, 
opportunities  are  available  to  pursue  supervised  labo- 
ratory, course  work  and  clinical  studies  in  neurophar- 
macology, cardiovascular  pharmacology,  endocrine 
pharmacology,  renal  pharmacology,  clinical  pharma- 
cology, drug  dependency,  analgesic  pharmacology, 
drug  metabolism,  and  cancer  chemotherapy.

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Instruction  in  physiology  and  biophysics  is  concen- 
trated in  the  second  and  third  terms  of  the  first  year. 
Prerequisites  include  a  basic  knowledge  of  chemistry 
and  physics  and  at  least  some  knowledge  of  anat- 
omy and  biochemistry.  The  instruction  in  physiology 
and  biophysics  is  directed  toward  an  understanding 
of  the  principles  involved  in  the  functioning  of  the  hu- 
man body  and  the  means  by  which  the  functions  of 
the  various  organ  systems  are  integrated. 

The  laboratory  work  emphasizes  mammalian  physiol- 
ogy, and  IS  directed  toward  quantitative  determina- 
tions. Students  are  expected  personally  to  obtain  ex- 
perimental data  in  carefully  selected  experiments  and 
are  taught  to  interpret  them  objectively  and  in  a  phys- 
iologically meaningful  fashion.  The  laboratory  experi- 
ments are  chosen  to  illustrate  fundamental  principles 
in  the  field  of  physiology  and  are  correlated  with  lec- 
tures by  means  of  conferences.  The  demonstrations 
include  instruction  in  specialized  techniques,  experi- 
mental preparatiofis,  and  presentation  of  clinical 
cases.  These  are  facilitated  by  the  participation  and 
cooperation  of  staff  members  of  various  departments 
in  the  Medical  College  and  The  New  York  Hospital. 

Second  Term  Lectures  and  conferences  on  endo- 
crinology, bioelectric  phenomena,  physiology  of 
nerve  and  muscle,  neuromuscular  junction,  smooth 
muscle,  cardiac  electrophysiology  and  physiology  of 
blood  circulation. 

Third  Term   Laboratory  work  on  selected  topics  in 
physiology  and  biophysics.  Conferences  are  devoted 
largely  to  a  consideration  of  laboratory  results  and  to 
the  presentation  of  patients  who  exhibit  functional 
disturbances.  Lectures  are  given  on  respiration,  the 
physiology  of  body  fluids  and  acid  base  balance, 
renal  and  gastrointestinal  function.  Laboratory  exer- 
cises: one  full  day  each  week.  Neurophysiology  is 
taught  by  members  of  the  physiology  teaching  staff  in 
a  separate  Neuroscience  course. 

The  student  is  expected  to  meet  a  standard  of  knowl- 
edge in  the  indicated  areas  of  physiology  as  outlined 
in  a  publication  of  the  American  Physiological  Soci- 
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ety;  {The  Physiology  Teacher,  Volume  II,  #3  Supple- 
ment, Educational  Objectives  in  Physiology,  August, 
1978).  At  the  end  of  the  course  the  student  is  ex- 
pected to  have  a  sound  grasp  of  the  physiological 
basis  of  medicine  and  a  professional  understanding 
of  the  mechanisms  involved  in  maintaining  normal 
function  of  the  human  body 

Elective  Options 

Seminar  courses  in  topics  in  biophysics,  topics  in 
fluid  and  electrolyte  balance,  cardiac  electrophysiol- 
ogy  and  respiratory  physiology  are  offered  to  first- 
year  students  during  the  third  term.  An  opportunity  is 
offered  to  not  more  than  five  students  during  their 
second-year  elective  period  to  participate  as  labora- 
tory instructors  in  physiology  Research  work  for  med- 
ical students  during  second-  and  fourth-year  elective 
periods,  and  for  members  of  any  class  during  sum- 
mer vacation  periods,  will  be  arranged  on  consulta- 
tion with  members  of  the  department.

Required  Courses 

First  Year,  First  Trimester 

Understanding  Human  Behavior  This  course  re- 
views the  phenomenology  of  human  behavior.  Each 
week  a  one-hour  lecture  demonstration  discusses  an 
aspect  of  mental  functioning  such  as  perception, 
thinking,  feeling,  intelligence,  etc.  Following  the  lec- 
ture, small  groups  of  students  meet  with  two  precep- 
tors, discuss  the  lecture  and  reading  material,-  and 
visit  a  medical  or  psychiatric  ward  where  a  patient  is 
interviewed.  The  clinical  data  from  the  interview  are 
organized  by  using  the  material  discussed  that  week. 

First  Year,  Third  Trimester 

Basic  Sciences  of  Human  Behavior  This  course 
presents  the  current  scientific  understanding  and  re- 
search regarding  one  aspect  of  human  behavior: 
depression.  The  phenomenon  of  depression  is  dis- 
cussed from  descriptive,  diagnostic,  epidemiologic, 
sociocultural,  ethologic,  developmental,  neurochemi- 
cal, neuroanatomic,  psychodynamic  and  psycho- 
physiologic points  of  view.  The  weekly  hour-long 
lecture-demonstrations  are  followed  by  one-hour 
small  precept  groups  m  which  the  presented  material 
and  reading  are  reviewed  with  two  instructors. 

Second  Year 

Psychopathology  The  major  psychiatric  disorders 
are  discussed,  emphasizing  clinical  features,  etiol- 
ogy diagnosis,  and  treatment.  After  each  lecture, 
groups  of  seven  students  meet  with  two  faculty  mem- 
bers on  the  wards  of  the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic  to  dis- 
cuss the  lecture  topic  and  to  interview  patients.  Stu- 
dents are  helped  to  achieve  an  understanding  of 
mental  illness  and  to  develop  their  observational,  di- 
agnostic, and  interview  skills. 

Third  Year 

Clinical  Psychiatry  Clerkship  Students  are  as- 
signed for  SIX  weeks  to  special  teaching  units  either 
at  the  Payne  Whitney  Clmic  or  at  the  Westchester  Di- 
vision of  The  New  York  Hospital.  Clerks  are  given  the 
opportunity  to  assume  major  responsibility  for  the 
evaluation  and  treatment  of  selected  inpatients  under 
the  supervision  of  full-time  faculty  and  senior  resi- 
dents. Students  also  work  with  the  families  of  inpa- 
tients and  participate  in  all  ward  activities.  Outpatient 
experiences  with  adults  and  children  are  also  pro- 
vided. Seminar  series,  tutorials,  readings  and  video- 
tapes of  typical  psychiatric  syndromes  supplement 
the  direct  clinical  experiences. 

Elective  Options 

First  and  Second  Years 

Electives  are  available  in  many  areas  of  psychiatry, 
including  research,  patient  evaluation  and  treatment, 
family  studies,  group  dynamics,  death  and  dying, 
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psychobiology,  psyohiatric  principles  of  general  and 
special  medical  care,  and  psychoanalysis.  In  se- 
lected instances,  a  student  nnay  treat  a  psychiatric 
patient,  with  supervision  for  one  to  four  years.  A  Psy- 
chiatry Club,  which  nneets  monthly,  is  open  to  all  stu- 
dents interested  in  psychiatry.  A  full  listing  of  elec- 
tives  is  available  in  the  Catalog  of  Electives. 

Summer  Fellowships  A  wide  variety  of  summer  fel- 
lowships in  research  are  available.  They  include  par- 
ticipation in  ongoing  faculty  research  as  well  as  spe- 
cial projects  specifically  designed  for  medical 
students  that  can  be  completed  in  a  ten-week  period. 
Projects  have  ranged  from  the  study  of  neurophysiol- 
ogy of  exploratory  behavior  in  rats  to  studies  of  the 
families  of  dialysis  patients  and  of  patients  who  do 
not  follow  medical  regimens..  Fellowships  are  avail- 
able in  inpatient  and  outpatient  settings  in  many 
areas  of  the  medical  center  Details  are  available  at 
the  office  of  the  Director  of  Training.  Special  pro- 
grams are  available. 

Fourth  Year 

Electives  and  subinternships  in  inpatient  and  outpa- 
tient psychiatry—  both  adult  and  child— offer  exten- 
sive opportunities  to  learn  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
psychiatric  patients  by  assuming  direct  responsibility, 
under  supervision,  for  patient  care.  Electives  are  also 
available  in  other  aspects  of  psychiatry:  research  li- 
aison, social  and  community  psychiatry,  long-term 
psychotherapy,  etc.  A  special  effort  has  been  made 
to  provide  relevant  clinical  psychiatric  electives  in  pe- 
diatrics, surgery,  obstetrics  and  gynecology  oncol- 
ogy and  internal  medicine  for  students  who  do  not 
plan  a  career  in  psychiatry  Elective  sites  include 
Payne  Whitney  Clinic,  Westchester  Division,  Memorial 
Hospital,  North  Shore  University  Hospital  as  well  as 
the  many  sites  of  liaison  activity  on  nonpsychiatric 
services  within  The  New  York  Hospital.  Details  are 
available  at  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Training.

Teaching  in  the  Department  of  Public  Health  focuses 
on  problems  of  disease,  disease  control,  and  health 
behavior  in  human  groups  and  communities.  Society, 
rather  than  the  individual,  is  the  "patient."  Major 
teaching  aims  of  the  department  include  increasing 
the  student's  understanding  of  the  spread  and  control 
of  disease  in  groups  of  people,  of  public  health  prob- 
lems and  potential  solutions  in  industrialized  socie- 
ties, and  of  the  significant  environmental  hazards  to 
health  that  people  have  faced.  To  a  considerable  ex- 
tent, teaching  involves  study  of  existing  and  emerg- 
ing disease  problems  and  the  ways  they  are  shaped 
by  the  multiple  interrelations  of  heredity,  culture,  so- 
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cial  relationships,  health  care,  and  the  physical  and 
biological  environment.  Methods  of  study  and  analy- 
sis used  in  epidemiology  and  biostatistics  are  em- 
phasized. Because  its  concern  is  with  the  health  of 
people  in  the  aggregate,  the  department  also  has  the 
responsibility  for  maintaining  continuing  examination 
of  the  effectiveness  of  various  systems  of  health  care 
delivery. 

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

Social  Determinants  of  Health  and  Disease  This 
course  consists  of  two  hours  each  Wednesday  after- 
noon during  the  second  trimester.  It  orients  the  stu- 
dent to  the  societal  context  in  which  illness  occurs 
and  the  role  of  the  physician  and  other  health  profes- 
sionals in  coping  with  disease  problems.  Lectures 
and  small  group  seminars  Coordinator:  Dr  Millman. 
Second  trimester,  Wednesdays,  2-4  p.m. 

Health  Care  Systems  This  course  consists  of  one 
lecture  hour  each  Tuesday  during  the  third  trimester. 
The  course  provides  an  introductory  analysis  of  exist- 
ing systems  of  health  care  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad,  including  examination  of  available  health 
manpower,  the  orientation  of  medical  practice  and  its 
evaluation,  facilities  for  inpatient  and  outpatient  care 
in  relation  to  community  and  national  needs,  methods 
of  funding  health  care,  the  role  of  politics  in  health 
care  planning,  and  proposals  for  modification  of  cur- 
rent systems.  Dr.  Reader,  Dr  Goss  Third  trimester, 
Tuesdays,  12-1  p.m 

Second  Year 

Introduction  to  Epidemiology  During  the  second 
trimester,  students  learn  about  the  epidemiologic 
method  that  is  concerned  with  the  distribution  and 
causal  determinants  of  diseases  in  man.  By  deter- 
mining the  attributes  of  high-risk  groups,  the  epidemi- 
ologic method  contributes  to  the  primary  prevention 
and  earlier  detection  of  diseases.  The  initial  lectures 
review  the  important  indices  of  disease  frequency, 
design  of  retrospective  (case  history),  and  prospec- 
tive (cohort)  studies,  and  the  derivation  of  relative 
and  attributable  risk.  These  fundamentals  are  then  il- 
lustrated by  reviewing  selected  communicable  and 
chronic  degenerative  diseases  that  are  a  major 
source  of  mortality  and  disability  in  our  society  Dr 
Schottenfeld.  Second  trimester,  Tuesdays,  2-3  p.m. 

Introduction  to  Biostatistics  This  course  consists 
of  a  series  of  ten  one-hour  lectures  aimed  at  giving 
the  student  a  brief  introduction  to  the  basic  concepts 
of  probability  and  classical  statistics,  and  the  major 
statistical  techniques  generally  encountered  in  the 
medical  literature.  Methods  for  collecting  and  sum- 
marizing clinical  data  are  discussed,  with  emphasis 
on  the  design  of  controlled  therapeutic  trials.  Stu- 
dents have  the  opportunity  to  learn  how  to  solve  sta- 
tistical problems  using  a  computer  terminal.  An  ex- 
emption test  IS  available  for  anyone  with  previous 
training  in  statistics.  Dr  Godbold  Second  trimester, 
Thursdays,  9-10  a  m 

Parasitology  and  Tropical  Medicine  (The  B.H. 
Kean  Course)  The  principal  emphasis  in  this  course 
is  on  disease  caused  by  the  larger  parasites  that  are 


particularly  prevalent  in  so-called  economically  un- 
derdeveloped areas.  The  course  starts  with  the  study 
of  the  host-parasite  reaction  as  it  is  considered  in  mi- 
crobiology and  pathology  and  broadens  out  to  in- 
clude macroscopic  parasites.  Thus,  although  the  ini- 
tial and  major  emphasis  of  the  course  is  on 
microscopy,  it  also  serves  to  introduce  the  student  to 
the  main  avenues  for  the  study  of  diseases  in  man- 
clinical  medicine  and  epidemiology  The  important 
larger  parasites  of  man  are  considered;  the  mode  of 
transmission  of  each  parasite  is  studied,  as  well  as 
the  life  cycle  and  intermediate  hosts.  Prevention  and 
control  of  human  parasitic  diseases  are  given  consid- 
eration and  the  therapy  of  these  conditions  is  dis- 
cussed. Actual  cases  of  parasitic  diseases  are  used 
to  illustrate  the  laboratory  exercises  and  the  lectures. 
Dr  Jones,  assisted  by  Dr  Marsden.  Each  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  trimester 
The  lecture  or  demonstration  is  presented  from  2-3 
p.m.;  laboratory  exercises  take  place  from  3-5  p.m. 

Third  Year 

Public  Health  and  Community  Medicine  This  third- 
year  course  in  public  health  consists  of  seven  morn- 
ing field  trips  and  six  afternoon  seminar  sessions  dur- 
ing a  two-week  period.  The  exercises  are  devoted  to 
field  experience  and  literature  review,  and  discussion 
of  major  topics  in  public  health  as  they  relate  to  a 
metropolitan  area.  The  teaching  is  conducted  with 
groups  of  fifteen  students  and  an  instructor.  Dr. 
Drusin 

Elective  Options 

Health  Economics  The  delivery  of  health  care  is 
examined  as  an  economic  activity  Economic  theory 
provides  the  basis  for  studying  the  health  industry 
and  national  health  insurance.  Topics  considered  in- 
clude the  characteristics  of  health  and  medical  ser- 
vices that  distinguish  the  health  industry;  the  implica- 
tions of  these  distinctive  characteristics  for  the 
competitive  market  systems  as  a  mechanism  for  de- 
livering health  services  to  the  consumer;  rising  costs, 
and  forms  of  payment  to  hospitals  and  physicians  in- 
cluding Medicare  and  prepaid  insurance.  The  course 
includes  elective  readings  and  assignments.  Second 
year  hours  to  be  arranged.  Dr  McCarthy  and  Dr 
Ruchlin. 

Evaluation  of  Quality  of  Medical  Care  In  this  semi- 
nar, current  approaches  to  evaluating  the  quality  of 
medical  care  are  examined,  as  are  studies  dealing 
with  individual  and  organizational  factors  that  affect 
quality  of  care,  such  as  physician  characteristics, 
type  of  practice,  and  hospital  and  clinic  settings. 
Problems  involved  in  monitoring  the  medical-care 
quality  in  different  care  contexts  also  are  considered, 
and  specific  methods  in  use  are  illustrated.  Readings 
are  assigned  and  original  studies  may  be  under- 
taken. First  trimester,  second  year  A  one-hour  semi- 
nar each  week,  at  hours  to  be  arranged.  Dr  Goss. 

Problems  of  Health  Care  Delivery  in  New  York  City 

In  this  seminar,  various  problems  that  interfere  with 
delivery  of  health  service  in  New  York  City  are  exam- 
ined as  an  illustration  of  generic  difficulties  of  health 
care  delivery  in  metropolitan  areas.  Guest  speakers 
from  city  agencies  are  invited  to  report  and  partici- 
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-pate  in  the  discussions.  Readings  are  assigned.  First 
trimester,  first  or  second  year  One  one-hour  seminar 
each  week,  at  hours  to  be  arranged.  A  maximum  of 
twenty  students  can  be  accommodated.  Dr  Reader. 

Perspectives  on  Drug  and  Alcohol  Abuse  A  series 
of  eight  two-hour  seminars  that  consider  selected 
drug  abuse  topics.  Each  student  is  expected  to  pre- 
pare a  presentation  on  some  aspect  of  the  subject 
that  will  serve  as  the  focus  for  the  individual  semi- 
nars. Direct  contact  with  research  and  treatment  pro- 
grams is  provided.  Background  readings  are  sug- 
gested. This  elective  for  first-year  students  is  by 
arrangement.  Dr  Millman. 

Epidemiology  at  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control, 
Atlanta,  Georgia  This  course  at  the  Centers  for  Dis- 
ease Control  IS  available  for  selected  fourth-year 
medical  students.  During  the  two-module  elective, 
students  are  introduced  to  both  the  principles  and 
practices  of  epidemiology  through  participation  in  the 
day-to-day  operation  of  a  national  disease  surveil- 
lance system,  and  by  actively  assisting  in  epidemio- 
logical investigations  of  acute  viral,  bacterial,  or  para- 
sitic diseases,  or  in  studies  in  other  Epidemiology 
Program  areas  such  as  family  planning  evaluation, 
leukemia,  congenital  malformations,  and  nutrition.  In- 
sofar as  possible,  the  student  is  allowed  to  choose 
the  program  area  to  which  he  or  she  wishes  to  be 


assigned.  Under  the  general  supervision  of  a  career 
staff  physician,  the  student,  in  addition  to  assisting  in 
epidemic  investigations,  will  work  with  Epidemic  Intel- 
ligence Service  (EIS)  officers  in  all  phases  of  program 
activities,  including  processing  of  epidemiologic 
data,  preparation  of  surveillance  reports,  and  partici- 
pation in  staff  seminars.  Travel  and  living  expenses 
related  to  field  investigations  are  defrayed  by  the  Epi- 
demiology Program,  but  regular  living  expenses  while 
in  Atlanta  (which  will  account  for  more  than  half  of  the 
elective  period),  plus  basic  transportation  costs  be- 
tween the  medical  school  and  Atlanta,  must  be  borne 
by  the  student.  Offered  all  year;  duration,  two  mod- 
ules. Prerequisites:  biostatistics,  epidemiology,  third- 
year  Public  Health.  Number  of  students  per  year: 
maximum  of  1;  full-time.  Sponsor:  Dr  Drusin. 

Public  Health  Pediatrics  Preceptorship  The  Sun- 
set Park  Family  Health  Center  of  the  Lutheran  Medi- 
cal Center  (Brooklyn,  N.Y.)  offers  extensive  clinical 
experience  in  family-centered  ambulatory  pediatrics 
in  an  inner-city  neighborhood.  Students  are  also  ex- 
pected to  participate  in  related  community  activities. 
Offered  all  year;  duration,  one  module.  Prerequisite: 
completion  of  third  year  Number  of  students  per 
module:  flexible;  full-time.  Sponsor:  Dr  Howe.

Facilities 

The  facilities  of  the  Radiology  Department  are  situ- 
ated at  several  locations  throughout  The  New  York 
Hospital  so  as  to  provide  maximal  availability  to  the 
various  clinical  services.  The  mam  sections  of  the  Ra- 
diology Department  are  centered  on  six  floors  of  the 
L  building,  in  a  vertical  distribution.  These  sections 
comprise  Computerized  Tomography  Ultrasound, 
Neuroradiology  Cardiovascular,  Nuclear  Medicine, 
Pediatric  Radiology  Gastrointestinal  Radiology  and 
General  Radiology 

Other  important  sections  of  the  department  are: 
a)  Emergency  Radiology  and  Outpatient  Radiology 
in  the  Dr.  Connie  Guion  Building,  adjacent  to  the 
Emergency  services;  b)  Additional  radiological  units 
are  maintained  in  the  Urology  Clinic,  on  the  OB-GYN 
service,  and  at  the  Payne  Whitney  Clinic; 
c)  Research  facilities  for  the  Radiology  Department 
are  located  on  the  sixth  and  seventh  floors  of  the  Wil- 
liam Hale  Harkness  Research  Building;  d)  The  De- 
partment of  Radiological  Physics  at  Memorial  Hospi- 
tal provides  radiation  surveys,  calibration,  and 
teaching  in  radiological  physics. 

The  section  on  Nuclear  Magnetic  Resonance  is  lo- 
cated on  the  sub-surface  levels  of  the  Payne  Whitney 
Clinic  building  because  of  structural  shielding  con- 
siderations. Expansion  of  radiologic  facilities  and  ser- 
vices will  be  made  on  completion  of  the  C.V  Starr 
Building,  presently  under  construction,  and  sched- 
uled for  opening  in  1984. 

Teaching 

The  teaching  of  Radiology  is  integrated  with  the  med- 
ical school  curriculum  during  the  first,  third  and  fourth 
academic  years  It  includes  lectures,  seminars,  con- 
ferences with  small  groups  in  connection  with  clinical 
clerkships,  presentations  of  the  radiologic  manifesta- 
tions of  disease  at  the  regular  conferences  of  the 
clinical  departments,  and  a  variety  of  elective 
courses. 
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First  Year 

An  elective  is  offered  in  Diagnostic  Radiology  in  co\- 
laboration  with  the  Department  of  Cell  Biology  and 
Anatomy  Carefully  planned  demonstrations,  using  ra- 
diographs and  radiologic  techniques,  are  closely  in- 
tegrated With  the  dissection  sessions  in  Gross  Anat- 
omy The  use  of  radiographs  enhances  the  students' 
understanding  of  anatomical  details,  and  provides 
the  student  with  a  clearer  perspective  of  important 
anatomical  relationships. 

Third  Year 

During  the  third  year,  students  on  medical  clerkships 
attend  daily  morning  house  staff  film  review  of  current 
cases  with  an  attending  radiologist.  Additional  film  re- 
views are  conducted  during  morning  rounds  on  the 
medical  floors.  Afternoon  medical  resident  film  review 
conferences  are  held  three  times  a  week  with  an  at- 
tending radiologist.  Students  on  surgical  clerkships 
attend  daily  x-ray  rounds  with  house  staff,  and  con- 
sult with  an  attending  radiologist. 

Fourth  Year 

Elective  modules  in  diagnostic  radiology  are  offered 
to  students  at  The  New  York  Hospital,  Memorial  Hos- 
pital, Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  North  Shore  Uni- 
versity Hospital  and  at  St.  Barnabas  Medical  Center 

The  New  York  Hospital  radiology  elective  endeavors 
to  provide  the  student  with  a  broad  overview  of  gen- 
eral diagnostic  radiology  and  the  radiologic  subspe- 
cialties. Three  mornings  a  week  are  devoted  to  stu- 
dent teaching  seminars,  emphasizing  film 
interpretation.  Afternoons  are  spent  in  observation  of 
general  radiologic  procedures.  On  one  day  a  week, 
students  rotate  through  the  five  major  radiologic  sub- 
specialties of  neuroradiology  angiography  pediatric 
radiology  bone  radiology,  and  the  newer  modalities 
of  computenzed  tomographic  scanning,  ultrasonog- 
raphy and  nuclear  magnetic  resonance.  Evening  ob- 
servation of  Emergency  Room  film  reading,  and  an 
evening  self-instructional  audiovisual  course  is  avail- 
able. Brief  surveys  of  Nuclear  Medicine  and  Radio- 
logical Physics  are  provided. 

Additional  elective  modules  are  offered  by  the  De- 
partment of  Radiation  Therapy  at  Memorial  Hospital 
in  clinical  radiation  therapy  brachytherapy,  and  ra- 
diation biophysics.  The  department  is  equipped  with 
a  full  range  of  the  most  modern  radio-therapeutic 
equipment  used  in  the  treatment  of  malignant 
disease 

The  division  of  Nuclear  Medicine  at  The  New  York 
Hospital  offers  an  elective  m  the  clinical  application  of 
radioactive  isotopes.  The  student  w^ll  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  observe  the  various  procedures  of  organ 
scanning,  to  evaluate  the  patients  receiving  these 
studies,  and  to  assist  in  the  interpretation  of  the  nu- 
clear scans.

Required  Courses 

First  Year 

in  the  second  trimester,  in  the  Interdisciplinary 
Course,  there  is  one  session  on  the  management  of 
acute  emergency  care. 

Second  Year 

Instruction  begins  in  the  third  trimester  of  the  second 
year  Sessions  are  provided  in  general  surgical  prob- 
lems as  part  of  the  course  in  physical  diagnosis.  In- 
struction IS  also  provided  in  orthopedic  and  urologic 
examination. 

Third  Year 

The  curriculum  for  the  third  year  provides  a  core  pro- 
gram of  clinical  instruction  in  surgery  to  the  student 
during  a  twelve-week  period.  This  consolidates  all 
surgical  instruction,  outside  of  initial  teaching  in  phys- 


ical diagnosis  in  the  second  year,  and  leaves  the 
fourth  year  for  elective  studies. 

The  third-year  class  is  divided  into  four  sections. 
Each  quarter  provides  approximately  twelve  weeks 
on  the  general  surgery  pavilions  with  a  selection  of 
rotations  through  the  divisions  of  thoracic  surgery, 
urology,  anesthesiology,  neurosurgery,  ophthalmol- 
ogy, otorhinolaryngology,  pediatric  surgery,  surgical 
oncology,  plastic  surgery,  orthopedics,  at  North  Shore 
University  Hospital,  and  the  Memorial  Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer  Center.  During  this  time,  the  student  acts  as 
clinical  clerk  and  participates  in  day-to-day  activities 
in  patient  care.  The  student  gathers  experience  by 
taking  complete  histories  and  doing  physical  exami- 
nations. The  student  also  evaluates  laboratory  deter- 
minations on  assigned  patients  and  has  an  opportu- 
nity to  participate  in  the  preoperative  preparation. 
When  the  patient  is  operated  on,  the  student  may  act 
as  part  of  the  operating  team  to  see  at  first  hand  the 
pathological  conditions  for  which  the  operation  was 
undertaken.  The  student  attends  the  rounds  held  by 
the  residents  and  members  of  the  senior  staff. 

Each  Wednesday,  from  2  to  3  p.m.,  the  chairperson  of 
the  department  has  a  conference  with  the  student 
body  during  which  various  surgical  problems  are  re- 
viewed. On  Mondays  and  Thursdays,  from  2  to  5 
p.m.,  seminars  are  held  in  which  attending  surgeons 
lecture  on  surgery  and  its  subspecialties.  This  sched- 
ule provides  a  broad  coverage  of  surgery  in  its 
entirety. 

On  Monday  and  Friday  afternoons,  ward  rounds  are 
held  by  surgeons  accompanied  by  students.  These 
rounds  are  oriented  toward  the  particular  patients 
and  problems  available  on  the  floor  each  time.  On 
Wednesday  mornings  there  is  a  session  in  experi- 
mental surgery.  The  students  are  divided  into  groups 
and  operations  on  animals  (dogs)  are  performed  un- 
der the  direction  of  surgeons.  Students  alternate  as 
anesthesiologists,  surgeons,  and  assistants  during 
the  operations.  These  operations  are  performed  un- 
der strict  aseptic  conditions  and  simulate  conditions 
actually  encountered  in  the  operating  room.  The  stu- 
dents are  responsible  for  the  care  of  the  animal  dur- 
ing the  preoperative  and  postoperative  periods,  writ- 
ing operative  notes,  and  keeping  a  log  for  each 
operation  that  is  performed.  The  first  week  of  the  sur- 
gical clerkship  is  devoted  to  otorhinolaryngology  and 
ophthalmology  exclusively  for  clerkship  and  lectures. 

Elective  Options 

Fourth  Year 

In  the  fourth  year,  the  Department  of  Surgery  offers  a 
variety  of  electives,  including  experiences  in  clinical 
fields  as  well  as  in  research  laboratories.  These  are 
fully  outlined  in  the  Catalog  of  Electives.  It  is  at  this 
time  that  the  students  have  an  opportunity  to  work  in 
the  Burn  Center.
